the City to confront all out-rages. 

France \ forbear to {peak of yand.the lefle remote parts of Italy, daily furveyed , 
and exaétly related. At Venice I will begia my Journall; From whence we departed 
on the 20 of Augutft,1 610 in the Little Defence of London, Two days after we touch= 
ed at Rovigno, a Town. of J/tvia and under the Venetians : high-mounted on a hill , 
not un-fruitfullia Olives : the haven convenient and guarded with a Cattle. Here 
thofe that are bound for/ericey do takea\ Pilot for their fecurer entrance at che 
Bars, of Ma/amecc?s The Townis poor (as are the reft thereabour’) by reafon of 
the neighbour-hood of Venite,fome twenty leagues diftant; which doth draw uatoit 
the generail commerce? they prohibiting all. wraftique ¢lfwhere throughout the 
whole Gulpb. The countrey adjoining, motntainous and wide ; yet celebrated for 
quarries of excellent Marble, whicli doe fo adorn the “ererian palaces:one mountain 
furmounting the eft, called Afoute majore, firt.difcovered by the Sailer; abounding 
with rare , and fat-fought Phyficall Simples. Che Jriaws are faid todelcen 
the Colchiaus: of thofe that were fent by O¢rainpurfuit ofthe Argonauts. Their 
City is called Cape a'/ftria: heretofore faftinapolis of Fuftiaian the builder?

This fea (now the Gulph of Venice ) was formerly named eAdriaticum of Adria, 
a famous City built by the Thafcans at the mouth of Eridanus,

Of this the there born Emperour “Adrian received his name. The Gulph divideth 
Italy from Illyria, joyning Eaft-ward with the Mediterraneum, about the Cape of 
Otrante: being {even hundred miles in lenght , and feven-fcore in latitude, It affor- 
deth few harbors unto ftaly, ( Ancona, Brundufum , and Orranto , the pele: and 
al-moft onely ) but many tothe oppofite fhore, with multitudes of Iflands, A fea 
tempeftuous and unfaithfull : at an inftant incenfed with fudden gufts ; but chiefly 
withthe Southern winds.

But more dreadfull are the Northern , beating upon the harbourleffe thore. The 
Venetians acre Lords of this Sea: but not without contention with the Papacy. On 
Afcenfion-day the Duke,accompanied with theClariffimo’s of that Si gnoity,is rowed 
thither in the Buéextors ; a triumphall galley, richly, and exquifitely uilded : above 
there is a room ( beneath which they row ) comprehending the whole lensht and 
breadth of the galley: neer the poupa throne; the reft accommodated with feats « 
. where he folemnly efpoufeth the Sea; confirmed by a ring thrown therein : the nup- 
tiall pledge ;and {ymbole of fubjeGtion. This ceremony received a beginning from 
that {ame fea-battel fought and wonne by the Vexetians,under the conduct of Schafti- 
ano Zani, agaiint the forces of Fredericke Barbaroffa, in the quarrell of Pope Alexander 
the third: who flying the Emperoers fury,in the habite of a Cook,tepaired to Venice, 
and there lived long difguifed in the Monaftery of Charity, Zani returning in trj- 
umph with the Emperoers fon, was met by: the Pope and faluted in this manner : 
Here take oh Zanithis ring of gold and by giving to the Sea 5 oblige it unto thee, 
A ceremony that fhallon this day be yearly obferved , both by thee and thy fucce(= 
fors: that pofterity may know how: you have purchas'd the dominion thereof b: 
your valours, and made it fubjec& unto you, as.a wife to her husband.But the Pirates 
hereabout do now more then fhare with them in that Soverai gnty,who gather fuch 
courage from the timoroufneffe of divers, that a little Frigot will often not fear to 
venture on an e4rgofe: nay, fome of them will uot abide the encounter » but run 
afhore before the purfuer: (as ifa Whale fhouldflie froma Dolphin) glad that with 
wrack of fhip, and loffe of goods they may prolong a defpifed lite’, or retain un-de= 
ferved liberty. 

Wee failed all along in the fight of Dalmatia,which lyeth between Jftria and Epirns 
called anciently /lyria, of Lltyrias the fon of Cadmus; atterwards Dalmatia,of the City 
Dalmmininm; and at this day Sclavoniaof the Sclaviia people of Sarmatiawho leavin 
their own homes in the reign of ?uftixian,were planted by him in Thraciasand)aftér- 
Ward inthe days of Atauritius and Phocas became poffeflors of his coutitrey. Patient 
they are of labour , and able of body.! The meaner fort will tug luftily at an oare; 

and are by their Soveraignes of Venice (fuch as remain tinder that State ) employed 
tothat purpofe. The women marryed not till the age of 24, nor the men until} 
30: perhaps the caufe of their ftrength, and fo big proportions: or for that bred in 
a montainous countrey , who are generally obferved to over-fize thofe that dwell 
on low levels. Three thoufand horfmen of thiscountry,8 the [flands hete-about are 
inrolled in the Venetian Militias They diffent not from the Greek Church in their reli-

Throughout the North part of the world their language isundetftood and {poken : 
even from thence almoft to the confines of Tartaria, The men weare half-fleeved 


Gownes of violet cloth, with Bonnets of the fame.They nourith onely a lock of 
haire on the crown of their heads the reftall fhaven. The women weat theits nor 
long,and dye them black for the moft part. Their chief City is Ragu/ ,( heretofore 
Epidanrus) a Common-wealth of it felf: famous for merchandize;and plenty of fhip- 
ping. Many fimall Iflands belong thereunto , but little of the Continent. They pay 
tribute to the Turk 14000 Zecchins yeerly , and {pend as much more upon them in 
gifts and entertainment : fending the Grand Signior every -yeer a fhip loaden with 
pitch for che tie of his gallics » whereby they purchafe their'peace} anda difcharge 
of duties throughout the Ottoman Empire. vie 4 

Corfu, the firft I{land of note that we paft by,lyeth in the Fonian fea;ftretching Eaft 
and Weft in form of a bowe: 5 4 miles long, 24 broad; and diftant about r2from the 
maine of Epirus, Called formerly Cocyra, of Corcyrathe daughter of .£/opas there 
buryed: but more anciently Pheacia, Celebrated by Homer for the thipwrack of 
Oly ffes yand orchards of Alcinous.

The South part thereof is mountainous , and defective in waters : where they fow 
little corn, inthat fubjec& tobe blafted by the Southern winds, at fuch times as it 
flowreth ; the North part levell ; the whole adorned with groves of Oranges , Le» 
mons, Pomicgranates, Fig-trees, Olives, and the like ; enriched with excellent 
Wines and abundance of honey. Uponthe North-fide ftands a City that takes the 
name of the Ifland , with a Caftle ftrongly feated on a high rock, which joyneth by 
an Ifthmos to the land, and impregnably fortified. The Turks have teftified as much 
intheir many repulfes, Itisthe chair of an Archbifhop : inhabited for the moft by 
(retians, as is the whole Ifland, and (ubje&tto the Yenetsans, 

St. Afasralyeth next unto this: once adjoining to the Continent , and feparated 
by the labour of the inhabitants ; yet no further removed then by a bridge to be paft 
jato. Called it was formiely Leucadia, of a white rock which liech before it , towards 
Cephaleria , on which ftood the temple of Apollo : from whence by leaping into the 
fea, itis {aid ,thatfuchas unfortunately loved, were cured ofthat fury. To this

his eyes:notwithftanding {till defperately loving, repaired to this rock for a remedy: 
who perifhed in the fall , and had here her fepulture. It was a cuftome amongft the 
Leucadiaasin theit yearly folemnities ,as‘a propitiator facrifice to Apollo, to throw 
fome one fromthe top, condemned before ‘or his offences , {tuck with all forts of 
feathers , and birds tyed about him , that his fall by their flutterings might become 
the leffe violent: received below by a number in Boats, and fo thrutft out of their con- 
fines, Inthis [and they havea City inhabited for the moft part by Jewes: received 
by Bajaxre the fecond,at tuch time as they were expulfed Spaiz by King Ferdinand, 
Val dé Compare, a little beyond, prefenteth her rocky mountains, containing if-cir- 
cuit about fifty miles: now inhabited by Exiles and Pirats, once called Lrhaca, fo

between this, and the mouth of the gulph of Lepanto ( once named the Gulph of Co- 
rinth ) lie certain little Iflands 5 or rather great rocks , now called Curzolari , hereto- 
fore Echinades: made famous by thar memorable Sea-hattell there obtained againft 
the Turk by Dox fohn of Auftria , inthe year 1571, and fung by a crowned Mule. 

We failed clofe by Cephalewia, retaining that ancient name of Cephalus the fon of 
Desonens ; who banifhed Arhess for the unfortunate flaughter of Precris , repaired to 
Theses, and accompanying Amphitryoin his warres , made his abode in this Hland ; 
which was called formerly Teleboas, and Aelena. It is triangular in form, and160 
miles in circumference : the mountaines intermixed with profitable vallies , and the 
woods with champain. Un-watered with rivers, and poor in fountains , but abound- 
ing with Wheat , Honey, Ctirtans, Mantia, Cheefe, Wool, Turkies,excellent Oyle, 
incomparable ( though not long lafting ) Mufcadines , and Powder forthe dyingof 
Scarlet. This growes like a blifter on the leafe of the holy Oaka little thrub, yet 
producing Acornes , being gathered , they rub out of it a certain red duft , that con- 
verteth after a while into worms ; which they kill with Wine, when they begin to 
quicken: Amongft her many harbors, e4rgo/toli is the principall ; capacious enough 
fora Navie. The inhabitants of this Ifland are Grecians and Venetians , their Sove- 
taigns. Having paft through the Straights that divide this Ifland from the next, 
( vulgarly called Canale del Zant ) onthe {econd of September we entred the haven 
of Zacyathus, and {aluted the Caftle with our Ordnance. 4 

This Ifland(90o miles diftant from Yexice fo called of Zacyuthus the fon of Darda- 
xas,and at this day Zaat, containeth in circuit not pafté6o miles. Onthe South 
and South-eaft fides rocky and montainous, but plain in the midft,and unfpeakabl 
fruitful ,, producing the beft oyle of the world, and ¢xcellent {trong wines, bot 
White and Red,.which they call Ribolla. But the chief riches thereof confifteth in 
Currans,which draweth hither much traffick(efpecially from England, and Holland, 
for here they know not what to doe with them:) infomuch that whereas before they 
were {carce able to free themfelves from importunate famin,they now(befides their 
private gettings, amounting to 150000 Zecchins ) doe yearly pay unto St.. Mark 
480co Dollars tor cuftomes and other duties. It is impoffible thar fo little a portion 
ofearth, fo imployed; fhould be more beneficial: that mountainous part bein 
barren : and the reft comprized within two or three not very ample vallies,but thofe 
al] over-husbanded likean entire garden. They fow little corn yas employing dike 
grounds to better advantage, for which they fometimes {uffer,being ready to ftarve, 
wheii the weather continueth for any feafon tempeftuous.and that they cannot fetch 
their provifion , which they have as well of flefh as of corn , from AZorea , being ten 
leagues diftant. They have falt-pits of their own, and {tore of frefh water , but little 
or no wood, though celebrated for the abundance thereof, by Homer, and Virgil, OF 
which, his Avis; together with the Iflands before mentioned:

About the [ffand there are many roads,but one only harbour(if I may fo name it, 
being undefended from the North-eaft, and North-weft winds) lying on the North- 
eaft fide thereof «and opentng towards Morea: fafe, and of a convenient receiot for 
fhips, refpect we either the number or burthen: and much frequented from all parts; 
who here commonly touching their going forth ,and in their returns. So that you 
fhall not long ftay for a paflage, be you either bound for Venice, Conf-antinople,Tripoly, 
Alexandria, the [lands of the Mid-land fea,or divers places of the Ocean. It is here a 
cuftome ftri&tly obferved ( as alfo elfwhere within the Straits belonging to the 
Chriftians) not to Cutter any to traffick, or comea-fhore, before they havea Prattick: 

fromthe Signiors of Health : which will not be granted untill forty days after their 
atrivall , e{pecially if the fhip come from Twrkie, and bring nota certificate, that the 
place from whence they came is free from the infeétion: if fo, perchance theitre- 
{traint may be fhortened: during which timetaey have a guardian fet over them; 
They will not fufter a Letter to be delivered , if fealéd with thread , before it be ope- 
ned andayred. Iffuch as come to {peak with them doe but touch one of the fhips , or 
fometimes but arope , they fhall be forced to afcend , and remain there for the time 
limited; it being death to him that fhall come a-fhore without licence. Notwithftand- 
ing, they at requeft will carry youto the Lazaretrs ( which is in the nature ofa 
Peft-houfe ) thereto abide untill the date be expired. But if any fall fick amonef: 
them ia the mean-feafon, their Prattick is accordingly prolonged, A great incon- 
venience to the Merchants, but at Vexzice intolerable: where when they have a Pra:- 
tick, they are inforced to un-lade atthe Lazarerro. Sounder pretence of ai ring , their 
goods are opened ;. their quantity, quality and condition known; redounding much 
totheir detriments. But for that we came from Vexice ; we were freed from this mif- 
chief, and prefently fuffered to land, ' | 

The towntakingor givinga name to the Ifland, ftretcheth along between the 
welt fide of the havea, and the foot of the Mountain ; perhaps a mile in leneth , in 
breadth but narrow. The ftreets unpaved, the building low , by reafon of the often 
earthquakes whereuato this Ifland is miferably fubjec.

Two hapned during my fhort abodethere, though of {mall importance. Althouch 
the feat of the Town be exceflive hot yet itis happily qualified by a North-eaft vale 
that bloweth from fea moft conftantly about the midft of the day. Divers of their 
houfes are fhadowed with vines that bear a certain great grape, which in regardof 
their fhape were called Bsaftos by the Grecians, the clufters being of a marvellous 
ereatnelle. High above the town, on thetop of a fteep round Mountaine ftands 
the Caftle, which overloof-cth the fea , and commandeth the harbour :a little Citty 
of it felf , afcended unto by a difficult paflage , ftrong, and well ftored with muniti- 
on. Here a garrifonis kept ; fupplyed by the Townef-men upon each fudden fum- 
mons. Uponthe wall a Watchman ftandeth continually , to difcover the fhipping 
that aprocheth: who hangs outas many flags ashe defcryeth veflels ; {quare if 
fhips, if gallies pendants. Here the Governour of the Ifland hath his refidence , 
whom they call the Providore, with two Configlieri, all Gentlemen of Venice (the con 
fentof tw prevailing againft the third ) together with the Chancellour , ( who are 
every third year removed ) with other inferiour officers , where all Caufes aread 
judged , both Criminall and Judiciall. Over the Court of Juftice there is written 
this diftichon :

The Great Turk hath yearly a prefent of Falcons from the Governour( accompany- 
ed, as ome fay , with 1200 Zecchins, ) which he calleth a tribute : it being in his 
power to diftreffe them at his pleafure , by reftraining the reliefe of victuals which 
they have from ¢ Morea,and his adjoining Dominions. W hilft we were here,the Ca- 
ptata Baffa paft by with 6o gallies: who yearly about this time faileth in circuit,to re- 
ceive tribute,fuppreffe pirates, and to doefome exploit upon the Aaltefes , Spaniards , 
and Florentines , with whom they are onely in hoftility. Divers of their gallies put- 
ting into the haven were curteoufly entertained:for the “exeriaas endeavour,as much 
asin them lies ,to keep good quarters with the Turk; not onely for the reafon afore- 
faid , ( which perhaps might entend as far as their City : their territories though 
large and fruittull , to narrow to {uftain fo populous a State, if unrelieved from 
7 urkie,and that their paflage into theMid-land fea were interrupted nor for the lofle 
they fhould fuftaine by the ceffation of traflick with the -Mahomerans : but knowing 
him by deare experience too powerfull an adverfary for them by land, and though 
they are perhaps {trong enough by fea, yet , fhould they lofe a navy, their loffe were 
unrecoverable, whereas the Turke within the {pace of a year is able to fet forth 
another. 

The Inhabitants of this land are in general, Grecians ( of whom we will {peak no 
more then concerns the particular cuftomes of the place, referving the reft to our 
relation of that people:) in habit they imitate the [talians,but tran{cend them in their 
revenges , and infinitely leffe civill. They will threaten to killa merchant that will 
not buy their commodities: and maké more confcience to break a Faft, then com- 
mit amurther. One of them at our being here, purfued a poor failet (an Englifh- 
man ) for offering but to carry a little bag of Corants aboard un-cuftomed, and kil- 
led him running up a pair of ftairs for fuccour: He js weary of his life that hath a 
difference with any of them, and will walk abroad after day light. But cowardize is 
joyned with their cruelty, who dare do nothing but fodainly, upon advantages; and 
are ever privately armed. Encouraged to villanies by the remifneffe of their lawes; 
for none will lay hands upon an offender , until fourteen dayes after that he be called 
to the Scale, ( an eminent place where one doth ftand and publiquely cite the offen- 
der: ) who in the mean-time hath leiftire to make his owne peace, or elfe to abfent 
himfelte. If then he appear not, they banifh him ; and propound a reward according 
tothe sreatneffe of the offence, to him that thal] either killortake himalive: and 
if it be done by one that is banifhed. hisown banifhment ( the leaft reward ) is relea- 
fed: The labourers do go into the fields with {words and partizans, asifinan 
enemies countrey ; bringing home their wines and oiles in hogs-skins , the in-fides 
turnd outward, It is a cuftome amongft them to invite certaine men unto their 
matriages whom they call Com-peers, Every one of thefe do beftowa ring, which 
the Prieft doth put upon the Bride and Bridegromes fingers , interchangeably fhif- 
ting them ; and {o he doth the garlands of their heads. Of thefe they are never jea- 
Jous, (an abufe in that kind reputed as detéftablea crime, as if committed by a natu- 
rall Brother , ) fo that they lightly choofe thofe for their Com+peers that have been 
formerly fufpected too familiar. © The Bridegroome entring the Church , {ticks his 
dagger in the doore ; held available againft inchantment. For here it isa common 
practice to bewitch them : made thereby impotent with their wives, until the charm 
be burnt, or otherwife confumed: jafomuch that oftentimes (as they fay ) the 
mothers of the betrothed by way of prevention do bewitch themfelves, and again 
unloofe them as foon as the marriage is confummiated. A practice whereof former 
times have been guilty: fome manner perhaps delivered by /7rgi/ in thefe verfes :

The Nuptiall fheets(as in fome cafes commanded by the Mofaical Law )are pub- 
likely fhown , and preferved by their prefents asa teftimony of their uncorrupted 
Virginities, 

There be here two Bifhops: one of the Greeks, and another of the Latines, The 
Greeks have divers Churches, the principal! that of St. Nicholas » (which giveth to the 
haven a name, and-fot far removed) witha Monaftery of Colieros ; for fo are their 
Monks called. Onthe other-fide of the harbour, upon the top of the Promontory, 
they have another far leffe. witha Chappell dedicated to the Virgin Mary , called 
Madonna del Scopo : reputed an effectreffe of miracles, and much invocated by fea-fa- 
ringmen. As the Duke of Venice doth marry the Sea; foyearly doth this Bifhop 
upon the Twelf-day baptize it: although with leffe ftate, yet with no leffe ceremony. 
The Venetians here (asin (Candy ) doe jointly celebrate the Grecian feftivalls : either 
to gratifie,or elfe to avoid occafions of piniheeAs for the Romane Catholike Bifhop, 
hee hath his Cathedrall Church and refidence within the Caftle: where there is a 
Convent of Francifcans, A mile and halfe off , in fight of the town, on the fide of 2 
mountaine , they have another Monaftery , calledthe Anunciata, where the L atines 
have their burials: built 1n the year 1550. when under the ground there were found 

two urns ; One full of afhes, and the other of water, inan ancient Sepulchre. Upona 
{quate {tone that covered the tombe, was ingrayen CM. TUL. CICERO LAVE ET 
TH (EPTIA ANTONI A,and under the ura which containeth the afhes, 4VE 
MARK. THL, It being fuppofed that Cicero was there buried » eremptorily affirmed 
by a travaller then prefent: reporting withall that he faw this Epitaph :

The Fews have herea Synagogue , (of whom there are not many ) one having 
marryed an Englith-woman , and converted her to his Religion. They wear a blue 
ribband about their hats for 2 diftin@tion. The forain Merchants here refident are for 


the moft part Englifh,who by their frequent deaths do difprove the air to be fo falu- 


brious as is reported: who have their purchafed interments in gardens: neither 


fuffered by Greeks nor Latines tobe buried in Churches. Ifa ftranger here take a 
fraught of a Venetsan sand a Venetsan fhip be in Port , the Mafter thereot » upon a pro- 
teftation , willinforce the ftranger tounlode , and ferve his own turn therewith, if 
itbe for his benefit. In this Ifland there are forty Villages, 

On the 14 of September I imbarked in another Englith thip , called the Great Ex: 
change ; firft bound for Chios ,and then for Tripolis, With a pro{perous wind wee 
compaifed a part of Morea; more famous by the name of Pelopone(us : thaped like a 
Plantane-leaf,and imbraced al-moft by the C ortnthian and Saronian armes of the AZ. 


diterraneum. Onthe North it adjoyneth to the reft of Greece by a natrow Ifthmos: 
where ftood that renowned C ity of Corinth,in hearing of both feas,and havinga port 
unto either.Divers great Princes,(as Demetrius} ulins Cafar Caligula,and Nero,) with 


fuccefsleffe labour, have attempted to make that rocky ftraight a navigable paflage: 
both to ftrengthen the fame, and that the voyage into the -Aivean Sea might thereb 
become more fhort, and leffe perillous. Infucceding time, a divifion Was made 
bya {trong wall; thrown down by the Turkifh eAmuraths repaired in the year 1452 
y the Venetians, in fitteen days {pace , by the hands of thirty thoufand pioners: and 
againf ubverted by the Aahometans. This fruitful] countrey was divided into eight 
Provinces , Carinthia, Argia ; L Aconta, Meffenia, Elis , Achaia , Sicyonia, aud Arcadia, 
Slorious throughout the world, for che Common-wealths of the Mycenians, Argives, 
Lacedemonians , Sieyontans ,Eltans, Arcadians » Pylians and Meffenians : Watered by the 
noble rivers of Afopus, Pencus, Alpheus , (which receiveth tribute of an hundred and 
forty {prings) Pane, Eurotas,and 1 nachusfo highly celebraeed by the ancient Posts

The In- 
habitantsare for the mott part Grectans. 

Onthe left hand left we two little Iflands. 


InGreeke called Strophades.; within the great 
Fontan Sea: the dire (elenos feat, 
Whith thother Harpyes; fince that chac’d they.were 


Or wrath of Gods, from Stygian floud ere rofe, 
Like fowls with Virgins faces, purging fill 
J heir filthy panches; armd with tallons: ill, 
Virg. Aba, 1. 3. And ever pale with famine, 
This Phinews was King of Arcadia,who bereft his fons of their eyes by the inftigation 
of their {tep-mother: for which offence the offended gods (as the ftory goes) depri- 
ved him of his,and fent thefe ravenous Harpyes to athiat him.But the 4rgenauts,being 
by him curteoufly entertained, fent Zethus and (alats,the winged iflue of Boreas and 
Orithia, to chafe them awayv.Who purfuing them tothefe Iflands were commanded 
by Jris, to defift from doing further violence to the dogs of Fupirer; of whofe returne 
the Iflands were fo named. And what were thefe Hizrpyes, but flatreres, delators, and 
the inexpleably covetous? who abufe, devoure , and pollute the fame of miferable 
Princes, bliuded in the underftanding. Zetes and Calais, are {aid to have wings 
by fome, inregard of the fafhion of their garments; by others, for theit long and 
beautifull hair. But I rather think ; for their wholefome advice, and expedite exe- 
cution in freeing the State of thofe monfters: called the dogs of Jupiter; that is, infer- 
nal furies, and minifters of his vengeance. Alphon/zs King of Naples, was wont to fay 
merrily,that the Harpyes had let the Strophades to inhabite Rome : intimating thereby 
the avarice of the Clergy. Thefe rocksareatthis day called the Strivaly: where 
onely live a few Greck (olieros, that receive their fuftenance ot almes from the neigh- 
bouring Iflands. There is ia one a [pring of frefh water, {uppofed to have his origi- 
nal in Peloponefzs, and fo to pafle under the Sea: in regard of a certain tree over-fha- 
dowing a little lake : the leaves thereof ( or like unto thofe ) being often found in this 
fountain: there growing none of that kind in the Ifland. 

Wethruft between Cape Malio and Cerzgs , about five miles diftant : once called 
Porphyris of hisexcellent Porphyr;but better known by the name of Cythera. An Ifland 
confecrated unto Venus. Inthe town, rifing two furlongs 1p unto the haven,ftood her 
celebrated temple (the moft ancient that the Grecia had of that goddetle )and there- 
in her ftatuie in compleatarmour, Out of this it is faid that Paris made a rape of He= 
leaa , or rather here firft enjoyed her in his returnfrom Sparra, The ruines are now 
to be feen; together with that of Uranias, The Ifland is {ixty miles in compaffe : it 
hath divers harbors; but thofe {mall and unfafe. And delightiull foile: Inhabited by 
Grecians and fubje&t to the Venetians, 

This is the firft of the e£gean Sea: the largeftarm of the Afediterraneum, extending 
tothe Helle{pont , and dividing Greece from the lefler e4/ia. So called of -4 gews , the 
father of Thefexs: who going to combate the A/inoranre, was charged to turn the black 
failes of his fhip into white, ifhe returned with victory. Which forgetting todo ; 
e£ceus thinking him flain, leaptinto the fea, from a promontory where he expeéted 
his arrivall. But Plinie faith , that it took that name of an Hand, or rather a rock, 
which lies:berween Chios and Tenedos: called 4x , in that formed likea goat, now 
about to skip into the furges: Strabo of -Agrs a City of Exboa, or of -#gaa promon- 
tory of Beotia, now vulgarly calledthe Arches. A fea dangerous and troublefome to 
faile through, in regard of the multitude of rocks and Jflands, every where difperfed. 
fafomuch, that a man is proverbially {aid to fail in the «gear {ea,that is,incumbred 
with difficulties. The Iflands of this {ea were anciently divided into the Sporades, and 
Cyclades, The Sporades are thofe that lie fcattered before Crete , and along the coaft of 
eA fia: the Cyclades, {o called, in that they lieina circle. 

Amongft the reft of the laft named, we failed by Delos , (now Diles) hem’d with 
fharp rocks : even fromthe reign of Saterne of efpeciall veneration. Oncea floting 
Ifland.

Ithath alfo quar- 
rit¢s of excéllent matble : and a certain green catty like the ruft of braffe, which the 
Turks call Terra Chia: but not that fo reputed of by the ancient Phyfitians, The coaft 
efpecially towards the South, is fet with {naall warch-towers ; which with {moke by 
day, atid fire by night,do give knowledgwunito one another (and fo to the up-land) of 
fufpe‘ted enethies. The environing fea being free ftom concealed rocks, and confe- 
quently ftom perill.

Onthe Eaft fide of the Hand, four leagues diftant from the main of 4/4, from

The town ftretcheth a-long 
the bstrorh ofthe haven: backton the Weft with a rocky mountain: the buildin 
mean , the ftreets no larger then alliessUpon the Caftle-hill there is a Bannia, which 
tittle declines from the {tate of aLemple ; paverh with fair tables of marble, and 
fupported with columnes, containing feverall rooms, one hotter then another, with 
conduits of hot water, and natuiall Poasivaiiaest On the North fide of the City ftands 
the Caftle ample double walled ,andenvironed with 4 deep ditch: manned and in- 
habited by turks and well ftored with munition. This not many years fince was 
fuddenly {caled in a night by the Florensmes: who choaking the artillery, and dri- 
Ving the Turcks into a corner, were now almoft mafters thereof: when a violent 
ftorm of wind, or rather of fear, enforced their companions to’Sea, andthem toa 
compofition ; which was, todepart withenfignes difplayed. But the Governour 
having gotten them into his power, caufed their heads to be {truck off: and to be 
piled in'mortar on the Caftle wall; whereas yet they remain , but not un-revenged. 
For the Captain Baffa upon his coming ftrangled the perfidious Governor : either for 
difhonouring the T#rkin his breach of promtife , or for his negligence in beingfo 
furprifed. Since when, a watch-word every.minute ofthe night goeth aboutthe 
wWals , to teftifie their vigilancv. Their orchards are here enriched with excelléat 
fruits: amongft the reft, with Oranges, Lemons, Citrons , Pomegranates, and Figs, 
fo ntuch eftcemed by the Romanes for their tartneffe.

Inthe midfta ruined 
chair, fupported with defaced Lyons , all of the fame ftone » Which yet declares the 
skill of the work-man, Here they fay the fate, and gave oracles, But the reli que in 
my conceit doth difprove the : report.

Which contrari ly fo provoked their 
loyall furie, and the womens indignations , that they jointly endeavoured with 
hands and encouragements, in (uch fort.as repulfed the befiegers. At length they be- 
came fubjects to the Remaxes,and then to the Greek Em»erour: A udronicus Paleoloous 
beftowing.or rather felling the fame tothe Fuftinians.a tami ly of Genoa. After it stew 
tributary to the Turke;yet was it governed and poffeffed by the Genst (e:who paid for 
their rmmutnities the annual. fum of fourteen thouifand Ducats; But Salyman the 
Maguificent, picki nga quarrel! with the Governor, for a fuf, pected corref pondency 
withthe great Matter of Malta,during thofe wars,and difcovery of his defi gns,having 
befides negleéted accuftomed prefents with the payment of two years tribute,fent Piaf 
the Captain Baffa to {eize onthe Ifland, who on Eafter day in the year 15 66 prefent- 
ing himfelfe before Sio with four-{core gallies, fo terrified the inhabitanes , that be- 
fore they were f{ummoned they quietly furrendred both itand themfelves.to his dif 
ofure. The Governor , together with the principal] families , intending to depart 
or /ta/y,he {ent unto ‘on ftantinoplesand {uffered the comm*opeople to {tay or remove 
at their liking. So that the whole Ifland is now governed by Turkesand defiled with 
their fuperftitions: yet have the Chriftians their Churches,and heh Sa exercife

The wom celebrated of old for their beauties , yet carry chat 
fame: Iwill aot fay ua-defervedly. They havetheir head trickt with taflels and 
flowers. The bodies oftheir. gowns exceed not their arm-pits:from whence the skirts 

| flow loolly, fringed below ; the upper fhorter then the neather; of dammasks or {tufts 
leffecoftly, according ro their condition; The Merchants pay here for cuftome but 
three in.the hundred; and tn their rettira but one anda halfe, ifthey have paid cu- 
ftom7at Conftantinaple. ; ' 

Smyraa isnot far diftant from Chios: but by reafon of the doubling of a certaine 
Cape which. ftretcheth tothe North, requiring two contrary winds , itis by feaa 
loager and more trouble(ome journey. The Bay doth take'the name of the City} at 
the end whereof it is feated.Overthrown by the Lydiaas, re-edited by Aatigonss;and 
after by Lyfmachus. The moft beautifull part thereof poffeffed the hill: but the ereat- 
er,tbe plain, adjacent tothe fea. Amongft other goodly temples they had one confe- 
crated to Homer, (for the Smyrnians will have hima Citiz2mof theirs )containing his 
honoured image: For leffe beholding was he to Py:hagoras,who reports that hee faw 
him hanging in hell, for fo fabling of the gods. A City not fo reputable for her 
Schools of Learning , and admirable Library , asin the title of one of the primitive 
Churches of Afa. But now violated by the Mahomeransher beauty is turned to de- 
formity, her knowledge into barbarifme , her religion into impiety. Frequented 
notwithitanding itis bv forrain Merchants: Natolia affording great {tore of Chamo- 
lets and Grogerams; made about Azgra, anda part brought hither, betore fuch time 
as the Goats ( whofe haire they pull, white, long, and fort ) were deftroyed by the 
late rebells ; confifting for the moft part of the éxpulfed Inhabitants of burned 
towns; who having loft all that they had,knew nodt-betterfow to recover their lof- 
fes than by preying upon others:and fo joyned with theit undoers. Led by Calender 
Ogly and Zid eArab: and grown to fo fearful a h#id,that the Great Turk (fome fay) 
had once a thought to have forfaken the Imperiall City : they: being fifty thoufand, 
but deftiture of artillery. After foiled by «Morat Bufa'the great Vsfer : who for that 
fervice( but chiefly for the over-throw of Fambullat the Baff’ of ‘Alepps, and natural 
Lord of the rich valley of Achillis)was called by him his Father and Deliverer. They 
befieged this'Gity,and were by certain Englith thips that lay ta'the road,mn-friendly 
faluted. In thé énd. they burnt a part thereof, and took a ranfome for fparing the 
relt. But'the principall commodity. of Smyrna is Cotten-wooll,which there sroweth 
in gteat quanticy. With the feeds thereof they do fowe theit fieldas we ours with 
Corn. The ftalk no bigger than that of Wheat , but rough.'as the Beans: the head 
ound and bearded , in fize and fhape of a Medlar: hard asa ftone, which ripening 
breaks, and is delivered of a white foft Bormnbaft intermixed with feeds, which they 
feparate wich an in@rument. You would think' it -{trange, that fo fmall a thell 
fhould contain fuch a quantity : but admitc , if you faw,them ive it in their fhips , 
enforcing a {ack as‘ big asa wool-pack into a roome at the firft too marrow for 
yourarm , when’ extended by their inftruments +'fo that‘often they make the very 
decks to ftretch therewith. 

Our thip (ere to depart from Tripolis ) being bouind for this place, where her bufi- 
neffe woutld detain her for fome fifteen dayes : my defire laid hold onthe interim 
(informed that although I came fhort of this paffage, Ifhould light upon ano- 
ther not Jong after ) to fee the City of Con/Paatinople. Taking with me a, Greek that 
could {peak a little broken Englifh, for my Interpreter, on the twentieth of No- 
vember I did put my felfe into a barque,-e47mado of Simo ,a little [land hard by the 
Rhodes (the Patron a Greek, a$ the reft ) being laden with {ponges. That night wee 
came to an anchor under the South-weft fide of Aitylen, 

This Ifland,not paft feven miles diftant fromthe Continent of Phrygia,containeth 
eight-{core and eight miles in circuit. The South and Weft parts mountainous and 


barren, the reft levell'and fruitfull, producing excellent corne ,

For (Mahomet the Great, inthe yeer 1462 incenfed againft him, as well for harbour- 

ing the Pirats of Iealy and Spain , who fold to him their flaves.and gave him part of 
their booty , as for the execrable murther of his brother , pafling into A fia with nor 

above two thoufand Janizaries(but followed by an hundred fail of thips,and eallies) 
came by land to Poffidivm, over againtt Lesbos : whither tran{ported he over-ran the 
whole Ifland. and befieged the Prince in the City ot « Mitylen, who after feven and 
twenty dayes fiege furrendred thé fame. together wich all the {trong forts of the 

Ifland, upon condition that he fhould give himfome other countréy equall unto itia 
value: whereupon by folemn oath he obliged himfelte. But the faithleffe Turk,poflett 
of his prey, commanded the Prince to remove to ( axfLantinople; puts a {trong garrifon 
into the City ;and diftinguifhed the inhabitants according to their degrees , the better 
fort he leadeth away with lim, giveth away thofe.of the middle candition, ( after- 
wards fold as they do fheep in markets ) and leaveth behind the dregs of the people to 
their own arbitrement ; as dangerleffe, and un-profitable ; referving to himfelf eight 
hundred boyes and virgins, excelling the reft both in birth and beauty. Bur deferved 
vengeance would not fo relinquifh the fratricide ; caft not lone after into prifon Upon 
this occafion: A youth that had efcaped out of the great Turks Seraglio, was by hina 
entertainedat cMitylen , whom he had converted to the Chriftian Religion, and after 
notwithftanding moft wickedly contaminat: d.Un-mindfull of him in this tempeft of 
calamities, he had left him behind him: when after , being prefented to the Emperour 
for hisadmiirable beauty he was known,and the Prince clapt up as his inveigler. Now 
every day expeéting the executioner, for his tatety he abjured his Saviour: whereupon 
citctimcifed and velted by the Great Turk, he was fet at liberty. Too dear a purchafe 
for fo fhorta breath : imprifoned again foon after , and finally ftrangled. This Ifland 
in {uch fort fubjected to the Turkitfh obedience , at this day fo continaeth, inhabited 
for the moft patt by Grecians, Allthatis left of the City of Mitylen, which deferveth 
obfervation, is the Caftle, exceeding ftrong, and manned by an able garrifon,and the 
Axfenall for gallies: whereof divers are here kept continually to f{coure thefe feas, 
infefted greatly by Pirats. 

On the one and twentieth of September the winds grew contrary: and feas(though 
not rough) too rough tobe brooked by fo {malla veifell; no bigger , and like in pro- 
portion toa Gravef-end tilt-boat ; yet rowing under the fhelter of the land,we entred 
the Gulph of Calonus: they hoping to have found fome purchafe about a fhip caft there 
away bura little before, divers of them leapt into the fea, and diving unto the bottom 
{tayed there fo long , as if it had been their habitable element. And withour queftion 
they exceed all others in that facultie ; trained thereunto from their childhood: and 
he the excellenteft amongft them thar can beft perforin it: I ;fomuch, that although 
worth nothing, he thall be proffered in marriage the beft endowed and moft beauti- 
full virzin of their Ifland. For they generally gettheir living by thefe {ponges, ga- 
thered fromthe fides of rocks about the bottome of the Straights ; fometimes fifteen 
fathome under water. A happy people that live according to natute ; and want nor 
much, ja that they covet but little. Their apparell no other then linnen breeches; over 
that a fmock clofe sirt unto them with a towell; putting on fometimes when they go 
a-fhore,long fleevele(s coats of home-(puncotten, Yet their backs need not envy their 
bellies: Bisket , Olives, Garlick, and Onions being their principall {aftenance, Some- 
times for change they will fcale the rocks tor Sampier. and fearch the bottome of the 
lefle deep {eas for a certain little fith (if I may fo call it, fhaped like a barre and named 
by the Italians, Riceio. Their ordinary drink being water ; yet oncea day they will 
watm their blouds with a draught of wine, contented as well with this, as thofe thar 
with the rarities ot the earth do pamper their voracitics.

Upon the two and twentieth of September , the winds continuing contrary , we but 
a little fhortened our jourrtéy. Defcrying a {mall faile that made towards us ,» and 
thinking them to be Pirats, we rowed back by thé fhore with all poffi's]- {peed. In 
the evening we returned to the place that we fled from, When, going a~‘hore, one atti- nas] 
red like a woman, lay groveling onthefand, whileft the reff skipt about himtin 4 
ring,muttering certain words , which they would make me beleeve were prevalent 
charmes to alter the weather to their purpofe. On the three and twentieth we cont- | 
ntied weather-bound , removing after it grew dark to another anchorage; a cuftom: 
they held, left obferved by day from {ea or fhore sthey might by night be furprized. 
Welay ina little Bay , and under a cliffe; where not one of us but had his {leep inter 
rupted by fearfull dreams, he that watched affirming that he had {een the devill: (6 
that ina great difmay we put from fhore about mid-night. But whether it proceed- 
ed fromthe nature of the vaporous place, or that infefted by fome fpirit , I leave to 
decide. It is teported of a little rockie Iffand hard by , named formerly -£x5. and {a- 
cred unto Nepruxe( whereof we have {poken fomething already )that none could fleen 
upon it for being difturbed with apparitions. ; 

On the four and twentyeth the fea grew calme, and we proceeded on our voyage. 


Towards evening we went afhore on the firm of A/a for freth water »and came that 
night unto 7 evedos,

And fo it is at this day : to which adjoyneth the town {6 named, witha Caftle of no 
great importance. This Ifland containeth in circuit not above then miles,removed but 
five from the Sgeaw fhote } rifing inté a rotind mountain towatds the Notth ; the reft 
levell, and producing exceeding {trong wines, which declare the inhabitants to’ be 
Grecians. Fick, it was called Le«cophryn, then Tenedos,of Tenes the fonof C 'yenus, who 
reigned in Colone a City of !rediy Itis (aid, that accufed by his ftep-mother ( in re= 
venge of her repulfes ) for proffering that which fhe inceftuoufly {cught, his father 

ut fim into a cheft ,and threw him into the fea: being born by a tempeft unto this 
Fland, and fo admirably delivered ; where from that time forward he reigned. And 
becaufe a Mufician was of the confpiracy with his mothet , he made a Law, that no 
Mufician fhould enter the temple which he had built,and confecrated to ef pollo Smin= 
thexs the Protector of this I{land, as appeareth by the invocation of C hryfes.

But certaine it is, that Tenes came hither, and peopled it, being defolate before. In the 
wars of Trey he was flain by Achilles. And for that he wasa jatt Prince, full of worth 
and magnanimity, they honoured him after his death with factificesanda Temple: 
wherein it was not lawfull fo much as to mention Achilles. . . 

With the morning they renewed their labour , rowing along the chalky fhore of - 
the Iefler Phrygia. Now againft Cape Jaxizary ( defirous to fee thofe celebrated fields 
where once ftood J/izm the glory of Afiz, that hath afforded to rareft wits fo plenti- 
fullaa argument ( with much importunity and promite of reward) it being. matter 
of danger) I got them to fet me afhore. When accompanyed with two or three of 
them , we afcended the not high Promontory, levell above, and crown’d with a rui- 
nous City, whofe imperfect walls do thew to the fea their antiquity. Within are more 
{pacious vaults, andample cifterns fox tlie receipt of water: The foundation hereof 
fhould feem to have been laid by Con/#antine the Great : who intending to remove the 
feat ot his Empire, began here to build: which upona new refolution he ereéted at 
Byzantivm. This is that famous Promontory of Sige#m honored with the fepulchre of 
Achilles, which eAlexander (vifiting it in his Afian expedition) covered with flowers, 
and ran naked about it, as then the cuftome was in funerals: facrificing to the ghoft

of his kiaf-man , whom he reputed moft happy , that had fich a trumpet as Homer to 

te-found his vertues. ; 
The firftthat reigtied in this couinttey was Texcer; begot ( as they feign ) by the 

River Scamander onthe Nymph. Jdea.Him {ucceeded Dardanus the {on of fupuer.and 

Eleétra, the dauchter of »4tlas, and wife, to Coritus King of Hetrurit; who flying Italy 

for the death of his brother fafus,firft planted ia Samothracia, and afterward remo- 

i ving hither, efpoufed Batea the daughter of Vewcery and in her right poffefled this 

j Kingdome. Whole off-fpring is thus related by «A:zeas , , 

Dardanum quidem primum genuit nubicogus Jupiter , Cloud-chafing fove did Dard anus beget ;

They that favour notthe 
inventions of Virgil, report that e£neas removed not from hence ;’but fucceeded. in 
this Kingdome : which for a long time after remained in his pofterity : highly ho- 
noured by the Grecians themfelves for his wifdome, valour, and piety, ( he not ton- 
fenting to the rape of Helena ) who forbare to damnifie both his perfon and fortunes. 


Whereupon (ufpected it was that he betrayed the City. But the prophecie that Homer 
makes vi him sea is perfon of Neptune » then ready to be done to death by Achilles, in

but more largely, defcribeth it ) confifting of great (quare ftone, hard, black, and 


{poogy, ia divers places yet ftanding ; {upported on the in-fide wich pillars abouttwo 
vears diftant one fromanother, and garnifhed once with many now ruined Turrets : 
containing a confufion of throwa-down buildings, with ample cifterns for the re- 
ceipt of raine; itbeing feared oma fandy foile, and aleogether deftivute of fountains. 
Boundations hete are of a_Chriftian Temple; and two towers of marble, that have 
hetter refitted the fury oftime ; the oneonthe top ofa hill, andthe other neerer the 
feainthe valley. Prom the wall of the City anorher extendeth ( fupported with 
burtreffes, partly ftanding , and pattly throwa down ) well-aigh unto /da : and then 
| turning , isfaid to reach to the-gulph of Sare/ia, about twenty miles diftant. Halfe 
a mile of, and Weft of thefe ruines, oppofing Teedos, are the hot water=bathes ; 
heretofore adorned, and neighboured with magnificent building: the way thither 
inclofed as it were with fepulchtes of marble , many of the like being about the’City, 
both of Greeks and Latins , as appeareth by the feverall charaSters. Two Baths there 
be; the one choked with rubbige, the other yetin ufe , chough wader a fimple cover- 
ture, But now the ruines bear not altogether that form , leffened daily by the Turks, 
who carried the pillars and ftones unto Cen/Pantiaople to adorue the buildings of the 
great Baffzes as they now doe from Cyzicw. This notable remainder offo noble a 
City was once a{mall village ot the J/azs. For the //azs, after the deftruction of that 
famous //:vm , often fhifting the feat of che new, here fixcitat lait, as is faid, by the 
advice of a Oracle; containing one onely contemiptivle Temple dedicated to Avéner- 
va,atf{uchtime as Alexander came thither : who then offered up.his fhield and tooke 
down another (that which he ufed in his fights) entiching the Femple,with gifts,and 
honouring the towne with his name: exempting irfrom tribute, and determining 
upon his rettirn toerectin ita fumptuous Temple, toinftituré {acted games, and to 
make ita great City. But Avexader dying, Ly/imachus took upon him that care:-who 
immured it witha wall containing forty furlongs in circuit ; yet {uttered it to retaine 
the name of Alexanaria, After it became a Colony, andan Univerfity of the Romans, 
of no mean reputation. Fimébriathe Queftor, having ina feditiom flain the Conful 
Valeriws Placcus in Bithynia, and making himfelf Captaine of the Remau Army, the 
Citizens reftt{ing to receive him, as a Robbegand a Reebell, befieged this City, and in 
eleven dayes took it, who boafted that he in eleven dayes had done that , which Aga- 
memnon with five hundred faile of fhips. andthe whele Greek, nation, coulda hardly ac- 
complifh in ten years. To whom an //iaz anfwered, That they wanted an Heéfor to 
defend them. Pieces of ruines throughout thefe Plains lye every where fcattered. 

Returning again to our Barque, hard by,oathe leithand left we Imbrius, now 
ealled Lembro, oacefacred to Mercury, and not far beyond Leaner; famous for the 
fabulous fall of /#lcax,

tues of curing of wounds, {topping of fluxes, expulfing poyfons, &c. now called ‘era 
Sigillata,inthat fealed¢ andthere onely gathered. In regard of the quality of this 
earth which is hot, the [land was confecrated to ’#lcan, who fignifiech fire. For the 
Ancient expreffeth under thefe Fables,as well the natitre of things,as manners of per- 
fons. And now , fo heretofore inthe digging thereot they ufed fundty ceremonies : 
ceremony which giveth repute unto things in chemfelves but triviall. Is was wont 
to be gathered by the Priefts of Yexns, who amongft other rites , did mingle the earth 
with the blood of a Goat ¢ printing the little pellets Whereinto divided, with his 
forn?) which was facrificed: unto hers The negleét of this her honour by the women 
i oF 
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Lemnos. Hellefpont. 19 
of the Ifland, was the caufe, as they fable, of their goat-like favour: fo that loathed 
by their husbands ( who shortly after making wars uponthe Thracians , had efoouted 
their captives), and burning with a womanly fpleen, inone nightthey maffacred 
themall , together with their concubines ; after murdering their own children, lett 
they in timeto come fhould revenge the bloud of their fathers : and fo extinguifhed 
the whole generation, This hilllyeth South of the ruines of that ancient Hevheftia 
which gavea name unto” #/can,and about three flight-fhots removed:Between which 
ftandeth Soriea,a little Chappell frequented by the Greek Colieros upon the fixth of Au- 
guft : where they begin their orifons, and from thence afcend the mountain to open 
the vein from whence they produce it, which they doe with great preparations and 
folemnities accompanyed with the principall Turks of the Mand, That which cove- 
reth it, being removed by the labour of wel-nigh fifty Pioners; the Priefts take out 
as muchas the (‘dy doth think for that year fufficient , ( left the price fhould abate 
by reafon of the abundance ) to whom they deliver it: and then clofe it up in fuch 
fort, as the place where they dig’d , is not to be difcerned. The vein difcovered , this 
precious earth ; asthey fay , dotharile like the cafting up-of wormes ; and thar onel 
during a partof that day : fo that it is to be fuppofed rather , that they gather as muc 
as the {ame will afford them.Certain bags thereof are fentto the great Turke : the reft 
they fell (of which I have feen many cups ac (02/Pantineple : ) but that which is fold to 
the merchants is made into little pellets, and {ealed with the Turkyh character: The

Boundedon 
the lett hand with the Thracian Cherfonefus(vulgarly call’d S.George’s arm,) a peninfula 
pointed to the South-weft: whereon ftood the Sepulchre of Hecuba ,called C ynolfema y 
which fignifieth a Dog: fained to have been metamorphofed into one ; in regard of 
her impatiency, She in the divifionof the Trojaz captives , contemned, derided, and 
avoided of all, fellto the hated thare of U/yffes: when to free her elf from fhame and 
captivity » fhe leaptinto the Helle pont.

Yerxes, whofe populous Army drank rivers dry , and made mountains circum-navi- 
gable, is {aid to have paft ovet into Greece upon a bridge of boats. Whereof Lucaz.

But how return’d? Difmaid, throagh bloud-ftain'd [eas 
With one boate, fropt by floating carcaffes, ; 


Abydos {tands in Afa, which the cVilefians firft founded bv the permiffion of Gyges 
King of Lydia, unto whom all the countrey was {ubjec&t. Taken by the 7urkein the 
reign of Orchanes , fuccef{or unto Orroman, throughthe treafon of the Governours 
daughter ; Who, like another Seyl/a. bewitched with the perfon of Abdurachman, and 
his valour , often: {een from the towres of the Caftle, as he approached neet the wall, 
threw downa Letter tyed unto a ftone, wherein fhe manifefted her affection; and pro- 
miied the delivery of the Caftle, if he would perfwade the Generall to remove his 
fiese, and return himfelfe in the dead of the night, and follow her directions. The 
defendants over-joyed at the enemies departure,drink freely and {leep foundly, when 
Abdurachman coming witha feleéted crew was letin by his attending Lover, who 
conducted him tothe gates, where he flew the drowfie guard, and fet them open to 
his followers , furprifing the Captaine in his bed, whom he carryed away prifoner, 
and fortified the place with Mahometans, Se/tos {tands in Exrope , though never great , 
yet ftrongly built, and once the principall City of the Cher fone/us: afterward defa- 
ced, a Caftle was built in the room thereof. Abydos is eated upon a low levell ; and 
Seftos onthe fide of a mountaine , yet’ defcending to the fea: both bordering the fame 
withtheir Caftles ; whereof the former is four-{quare,the other triangular. Terrible 
towards the fea in regard of the number and huge proportion.of the Ordnance plan- 
ted levell with the waters Moreover, kept by {trong garrifons: yet nothing leffe 
then invincible, by reafon of the over-peering mountains that back the one, and 
flender fortification of the other to land-ward. Thefe at this day are vulgarly called 
the Caftles. All thips are fuffered to enter , that by their multitude and appointment 
do threaten no invafion ; but not to return without fearch and permiflion: of which 
we hall {peak in the proceffe of out Journall: A little beyond we paft by the ruines 
of a Caftle, which the Turkith Carmafalls and Gallies ftill failing by , falute with 
their Ordnance yit being the fir{t fort by them taken in Evrope, who callit Zembenick, 
Surprifed by Solymanhe eldeft fon of the forefaid Orchanes: who pafling the Hellefoont 
by night, conducted by a Geek , whom he had taken before, by means of a dung-hil! 
which furmounted the wall, with facility entred ir ; the inhabitants not dreaming 
that they could have paft into + wrope, ( who had made upon the fudden certain little 
boats for that purpofe, yet more generally faid to be tranfported by the Genséfes for 

_ aducatéa head ) being difperfed in their vineyards , and treadins their corne , which 
they accultome todoe by night in thefe countries: Fhe befotted: Grecians (a preles, 
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of their approaching-ruine) being fo far from endeavouringa r-covery, that they 
jefted at the loffe, and {aid that they had but taken a Hogs-ftic, alluding to the name, 
called (oire-dochaftron Tiat night we cameto Callipolos ome twenty miles diftant: g& 
thruft into a little haven North of the town;but onely capable of {mall veffels, 
Callipolis isa City of Cherfonefus , feated at the bottom of a.Bay : fo fhallow, that 
fhips do there ufually anchor, as throughout the whole Helle/pont. Some converting 
CintoG, doe conjeture that it was called Gallipolis of the Gawles that over-ran thofe 
Countries, under the conduét of Breanus , a Britaine (if our Chronicles erre not) and 
brother to Belinus. But in that a Greek firname, it {eemeth to deny the receit there- 
of from a foraitier. P an[axias chaketh mention of one Callipolas,the younger fon of (a/- 
cothow,who had {ent Echonolzs his elder brother toaffift Afcleager in chafe of the Bore 
ot ( alydon,Echopolis there flain, and the news thereof firft coming to Calléipolis;in a rage 
he ran into the temple,and threw the wood from the altar, his father then facrifici ig 
to Apollo : who thinking that it had been in contempt of his facrifice, ftruck out his 
brains with a fire-brand;and fo deprived himfelfe of pofterity. Ca/l:polis maketh a fair 
thew afar off; but entred , is nothing leffe then it promifed : a part thereof poflefline 
the fhore, and the reft the rifing of the mountaine : unwalled , and without cither 
citadel] or fortrefle. Along the fhore,there are divers dry {tations for gallies. On the 
South-fide of the City ima little plain, are fndry round hils: the fepulchers, as the 
ay,of certain Thracian Kings: for fuch was the ancient cuftome of buriall: The 
countrey above, ischampion and notbarren;but rarely inhabited. The infinitenum- 
bet of Turkith sraves by the high-way fides, and adjdyning hils, do thew itto have 
bin plentitully inhabited by them, and of along continnance ; it being the firft City 
that they took in Ezrope, under the leading of the aforefaid Solyman, inthe year 1238. 
Heré is a Ferry for tran{portation into 4 fa, Greeksand ewes,together with the Turks 
doe inhabit the towne, and are admitted their Churches and Synagogues. Here alfo 
is a Monaftery of Romifh Friers,of the Order of S.eLuguftine: one of them being at 
this time (but not dwelling in the Covent) the Frank Conful ; whofe office is to di- 
{patch and difcharge the dues of all Chriftians fhips, not fubje@to the Grand Signior, 
and admitted free trading, below at the Caftles. To this houfe I repaired, with hope 
of fome refrefhment after my wearifome voyage: but he then from home,I was for- 
ed to return to my water-bed ;_ there being no Innes for entertainment throughout 
in-hofpital 7wrkie : yet is this town well furnifhed with all forts of provifion. What 
is here fold by the Greeks,you may agree for a price: but the Turks wild receive your 
money,and sive you a quantity for it, according to their own arbitrement;but truly 
enough, and rather exceeding, then fhort of your expectation. For two or three a= 
fpers( whereof twenty are neer upon a fhilling) butcher will cut offas much mutton, 
(for they divide it not into joynts) as will well fatishiethree though hungry: which 
they carrry'to the Cooks, who make no more adoe, but flicing it into little gobbets, 
prick itona prog cf iron, and hang itina furnace. Derided, and flouted at by di- 
vers of the bafer people , at night we returned to our Bark. And departing the next 
morning, were forth-with met witha contrary wind, which droveus to the fhelter 
of a Rock not far from the town: where we abode all that day, and the night enfu- 
ing: they opening and wafhing part of their fponges: which laid on the thore , by 
the bulk you would have thought to have beena fraught fora pinnace, which ftived 
into facks, when wet,were beftowed under the fide benches and croffe bankes of their 
little veffell. 

Onthe feven and twentieth of September, before day, we left the fhore , and after 
while entred the Propouticke fea : confined with Thrace onthe one fide , and with By- 
thynia on the other: joyning to the Exxine {ea by the Straights of Bo/phorus, as it doth 
to the -£gean by the Hellefpoxt. Tt is a hundred and fifty turlongs in length, and al- 
moft of like latitude; fo thar thofe which faile in the mid{t , may defcry from al] 
parts the environing land: called now Mar de Adarmore by the Italians of Marmora, a 
lictle,but high Ifland; which {tandeth againft the mouth of the Helle/poxr, and in fight 
of Callipolis : at whofe South fide that night we arrived. 

This Ifland was ancienly talled Procone/us, the countrey of Ariftexs, a famous Po- 
et,that Hourithed in the dayes of Cra/fws,and a’ notable Jugler: who dying(or fo feem- 
ing to doe) his body could be no where found by his friends that were aflembled to 
bury him. It had two Cities ofthat name, the Old andthe New: the former built 
by the builders of Abydos. Celebrated for excellent quarries of white Marble ; and 
therefore now called AMomora: where a number of poor Chriftian flaves doe hew 
{tones daily for that magnificent 44ofque whichis now a building at Conftamrineple by 
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this Swan, Ir hath a {mall village towards the North, with a havea peopled by 
Greeks. The foil apt for vines , and not deftitute of corn : aflording alfo pafturage tor 
goats , wheteof they have plenty, Inctedible numbers of partridges , like to thofe of 
$io, here run onthe rocks, and flie chiding about the vineyards: Having climbed 
the mountains, fteep towards the fea, we got to the town , and bought usfome vi tu- 
alls. Atnight we returned to our boat which lay inan obfcure Bay , where they 
fpent the next day in wathing the refidue of their fponges: whileft I, and my fnterpre- 
ter (pent our time on the top ofthe mountaine tn the vineyards: not well pleafed 
with this their delay,now more affecting their eafethen when w thot the Helle/pout: 
being rid of that feare ( for no Pirate dare venture to come within the Caftles) which 
had quickned their expedition. In the evening we defcended ; where we found the 
Patron lying on his back upona rock, all dropping wet : {peechleffe , and f{truggling 
with death to our feeming. The Greeks together by the ears , every one witli his fel- 
low : fome inthe boat, and fome upon the fhore. Amongft the reftthere was a 
blind man, who had marryed a young wife that would not let him lie with her,and 
thercupon had undertaken this journey to complain unto the Patriarch. He hearing 
his brother cry out ac the receipt ofa blow; guided to the place by the noife, and 
thinking with his {taffto have ftruck the ftriker,laid iton with fuch a force,that meet- 
ing with nothing but aire, and not able to recover himfelfe , he fellinto the fea: and 
with much difficulty was preferved from drowning.The clamor increafed with their 
contentions : and anon the Patron ftarting up, as itofafudden reftored to life; like 
a mad man skips into the boat, and drawing a /urki/h Cymicer 5 beginnethto lay a- 
bout him (thinking that his veffell had been {urprifed by Pirats,) when they all leapt 
into the fea ; and diving under the water like fo many Dive-dappets , afcended with- 
out the reach of his fury. Leaping afhore, he purfues my Geek, whom feare had 
made too nimble for him; mounting a fteep cliffe, which at another time he could 
have hardly a{cended.Then turning upon me onely armed with ftones,asGod would 
have it, he (tumbled by the way ;and there lay like a {tone for two houres together : 
that which had madethem fo quarrelfome being now thepeace-maker; having caft 
the fetters of {leep upon their diftemperatures. For it being proclaimed death to briag 
Wine unto Con/tantinople , and they loath to poure fuch good liquor into the fea, had 
made their bellies the overcharged veffels. When the Patron awaked, and was infor- 
med by my Greek how he had ufed me, and wichall of my refolution ( which was ra- 
ther to retire wnto the town, andthere expecta paflage, than to commit my fatety 
unto {uch people ) he came unto me, and kiffed me, as did the reft of his companions, 
(a teftimony amongft them of good will and fidelitie)and {o inforced me abvard, The 
winds the next day blew trefh and favourable. Thatnight we came to anchor a lit- 
tle below the feven T owers:and betimes in the morning arrived at the cuftome-houfe, 
Then croffing the haven,I landed at Galata, and fo afcended the vines of Pera: where 
by Sir Thomas Glover,Lord Embaffador for the King,I was freely entertained:abiding 
in his houfe almoft for the {pace of four moneths. Of whom without ingratitude a 
detraction I cannot but make an honorable mention. ; 
Paufanias King of Sparta , that is {aid to have built, did but re-edifie this City : then 
called Byzantium of Byza the founder,and taken by affault but a little before from the 
Perfians. A while after hefendeth for Cleomce the daughter of an honorable Byzantine, 
with purpofe to have abufed her: who vainly wafting tears and entreaties, defires 
that for modefties fake the light might be extinguifhed. The time delayed by her 
lingring addreffe, he falleth afleep : and fuddenly awaked with her ominous ftum- 
bling , then coming unto him, ftarts up , mifdoubting fome treafon , and ftrikes her 
tothe heart withadagger. Hauinted by her ghoft , or through the terrors ot his guilt 
fo perfwaded, ever founding in his ears this faying: 


Be ju evenge attends on thee and others: 
Pluc in Mar, J fs Rs & 


he was forced to repaire unto Heraclea ; where the {pirits of the deceafed, by certaine 
{pels and infernal] facrifices were accuftomed to be raifed. W hich performed,the ghoft 
of Cleowice appeared, and told him that foon after his arrivall at Sparta his trouble 
fhould end. Which did with his life : mewed up by the Ephoré in the Temple of 44- 
nervay (where he had taken fanctuary:) condemned by them for the intended betray- 
ing of his countrey unto Xerxes, Byzantizm from that time forward grew famous,and

by the Emperour Severs: and at laft made Soveraign of the reft by the Emperour

of the dignities ofeither. But the chief caufe of his remove was, that by being nee , tain. op 

and drawing into thofe parts his principall forces, the Empire towards the Eaftizrge city, 

might be the better defended, then greatly annoyed by the Perfians, Thedivine 

determination having fo appointed or permitted , that way may be given to the 

fpirituall ufurper, and to reftore to the Weftern world their temiporall freedome, by 

with-drawing of their legions, inthe abfence of the Emperors, by the fucceeding di- 

vifion, and confequent {ubverfion of that Empire, He intended firftto have buile 

at Chalcedon, onthe other fide of the Thracian Bofphorus ; in view ofthis anda little 

belowit, whereof the Wegarians were the builders called blind by the Oracle, for 

that, firft arriving at that place they made choice of the worfe aad leffe profitable fite: 

the fith (efpecially the Tsay bred in the lake of «Aeotss, which exceedingly enriched 

the Byzantines) that came out of the Ewxsne fea, being driven to the contrary fhore by 

the ftream, and frighted by the whiteneffe of the Clittes from rhe other. Andevenat 

this day fith of fundry kinds, at fuodry times, in incredible multitudes, are forced 

by the aforefaid current into the haven: when many entring far in, and mecting 

with the frefh, as ifinebriated , tura up their bellies, and are taken. fe is reported , 

that when the workmeh began to lay the platform at Chalcedon, how certain Eagles 

convayed their lines to the other fide ofthe Straight, and. let them fall right over 

Byzantinm : whereupon the Emperour altered his determination , and built his 

City whereas now it ftandeth , as if appointed to doe fo by the Deity. Finithed ir was 

in the eleventh of May, inthe year 331 and confecrated tothe bleffed Virgin, Ryme 

he bereft of her ornaments to adornit: fetching trom thence in one year more auti= 

quities , chen twenty Emperours had brought thither before inan hundred.

adjoyning onthe Weft tothe Continent, Walled with brick and ftone , intermixed 
orderly : having four and twenty gates and pofterns ; whereof five doe regard the 
land, and nineteen the water; being about thirteen miles in circumference. Than this 
there is hardly in naturea more delicate objec, if beheld from the fea or adjoyning 
mountains: the lofty and beautifull Cypreffe trees fo intermixed with the buildings , 
that it feemethto prefent a City ina Wood tothe pleafed beholders. Whofe feven 
afpiring heads (for on fo many hilsand no more, they fay itis feated ) are moft of 
them crowned with magnificent Mofques , allof white marble, round in forth ,and 
coupled above; being finifhed on the top with guilded fpires , that refAle& the beames 
they receive with a marvellous fplendor : fome having two , {ome four , fome fix ad- 
joy ning turrets , exceeding high , andexceeding flender: tarraft aloft on the out-fide 
like the maintop of a fhip.and that in feverall places equally diftant. From whence 
the Talifmanni with elated voices (for they ufe no bels ) doe congregate the people , 
pronouncing the Arabicke fentence La Jiah Illella Atuhemet re ful Allah: viz.t here is 
but one God, and Mahomet his Prophet. No Mofque can have no more then one of thefe 
turrets, if not built by an Emperor. But that of Sasé#a Sophia, once a Chriftian Tem- 
ple ,( twice burnt, and happily ,in that fo {umptuowfly re-edified by the Emperour 
fuftinian ) exceedeth not onely the reft , by whofe pattern they were framed , but all 
other fabricks whatfoever throughout the whole Univerfe. A long labour it were 
to deferibe it exaHy : and having done, my eyes that have {een it would but con- 
dema my defective relation.The principal] part thereof rifeth inan ovall: furroun- 
ded with pillars , admirable for their proportion, matter, andwork-man-hip. Over 
thofe others, thorow which ample galleries, curioufly paved,and arched above, have 
their profpect into the Temple : dignified with the prefence of Chriftian Emperors 
atthe time of divine Service ; a{cendzd by them on horf-back. The roofe compaét, 
and adorned with AZofaick painting. An antique kind of work, compofed of little 
{quare pieces of Marble; gilded and coloured according tothe place that they are to 
affiume in the figure or ground:which fet together,asif imboffed,prefent an un-expref- 


fible ftatelinefle , and are of a marvellous durance : numbred by Paacirollas amongft 
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things thatare loft: but divers in Italy atthis day excell in that kind : yet make the 
particles of clay, gilt, and colouredbefore they benciled by the fire. The reft ofthe 
Church, thoug of another -proportion , doth joyn to this witha certain harmony. 
The fides and floore are all lagged with excellent marble: vaulted underneath, and 
containing large cifterns, replenifhed with water froman Aquedaft. Betore the en- 
trance, there is a goodly Portico; where the Chriftians that vifit it upon curiofitie, as 
wellasthe Turks, doe leave their fhooes before. they doe enter. Within on the left 
hand there is a Pillar covered with copper, ever fweating, (I know not whiy,un-leffe 
in being paft thorow by fome conduit)which the Terks wipe off with their hand-ker- 
chers : through a vain {uperftition per{waded , that it is of facred and foveraign ver- 
tue. The doores are curioufly curthrough, and plated : the wood of one, of them 
fained to be of the Ark of Noe, and theretore left bare in fome places to be kifled by 
the devouter people. Evarrim,that lived’a thoufand years fince, affirmeth,this Tem- 

le to have been trom Eaft unto Weft,two hundred and ‘three-{core feet long, and in 
hieishe one hundred aid four-fcore: and Aatonins Menavinus that in the dayes of Baja- 
xery it contained at once fix and thirty thoufand Turks. Perhaps the ancient fabrick 
then ftanding entire ; whereof this now remaining was Jittle more then the Chancel, 
Better to be believed then Bellonivs a modern eye-witnefle,who reports that the doores 
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thereof are innumber equallto the days of the yeare: whereas if it hath five, it hath S##que ta 


more by one then by me was difcerned. A¢ahomer the Great, upon the taking of the 
City, threw down the Altars’, defaced the Images , ( of admirable work-iman-hip;

they accuftome to pray at times extraordinary: there’ being in‘all ( comprehending 
‘Pera, Scutart, and the buildings that border the Bofphorws ) about the number of eight 
thoufand. 

Buc this of Sophia, is almoft every other Friday frequented by the Su/tax : being 
neer unto the fore-front of his Seraglio, which poffeffeth the extremeft point of the 
North-eaft angle; where formerly ftood the ancient Byzantium: divided from the 
reft of the City by a lofty wall, containing three miles in circuit; and comprehen- 
ding goodly Groves of Cypreffes intermixed with plaines, delicate gardens,artificial] 
fountains , all variety of fruit-trees, and what not rare? Luxury being the fteward, 
and the treafure un-exhauftible. .The proud Palace of the Tyrant doth open to the 
South : having a lofty gate-houfe without lights on the out-fide , and engraven with 
Arabick characters, fet forth with gold and azure, all of white marble.’ ‘This leadeth 
into a {pacious Court three hundred yards long, and above half as wide. Onthe left 
fide thereof ftands the round of an ancient C happell, containing the Armes that wete 
taken fromthe Grecians in the fubverfionof this City and at the far end of his Court 
a {econd gate, hung with fhields and Cymiters; doth lead into another full of tall 
Cyprefic-crees; lefle large, yet not by much then the former. The Cloyfters about it 
leaded above ,and paved with ftone, the roof fupported with columnes of marble, 
having copper chapiters , and’bafes. On the left hand the Divazo is kept ; where the 
Baffa's of the Port doe adminitter juftice;on that fide confined with humble buildings. 
Beyond which Court on the right hand there is a ftreet of kirchins : and on the left is 
the {table, large enough for 500 horfe: where their is now to be feena Mule foadmi- 
rably {treak’d, and dappled with white and black’, and in fuch’due proportion as ifa 
Painter had done it, norto imitate nature, but to pleafe the eye, and eXxpreffe his cu- 
riofity. Out of this {eeond Court there is a paffage into the third, not by Chriftians 
ordinarily to be entred: furrounded with the royall buildings, which though perhaps 
they come fhort of the /talian , for contrivement and fineneffe of work-man-fhip ; 
yet not in coftly curioufneffe, matter, and amplitude. Between the Ea(t-wall ( which 
alloferveth for a walltothe City ) andthe water, afort of terrible Ordnance are 
planted’, which threat deftruction to fuch as by fea fhall attempta violent entry or 
prohibited paflase. And without on the North-fide ftands the Sultags Cabinet in 
form ofa fumptuous Summer-houfe ; having a private paflage made for the time of 
waxed linnen, from his Seraglio: where he dften folaceth him{elfe, with the various 
Odjects ofthe haven: and from thencetakes Barge to paffe unto the delightfull places 
of theadjoyning 4/a. This Palace howfoever enlarged by the Ortomans y was firft

Now next to thefe the Ortoman Maufolea’s do require their regard : built all of white 
marble, round in form , coupled onthe'top ;.and having ftately porches. Within 
each is the tombe of a feverall S/ran,with the tombes of his children,that either have 
died before him,or have after been ftrangled by their tyrannicall brethren, according: 
to the Turkifh piety. The tombs are not longer nor larger then fitting the included bo= 
dies, each of one ftone higher at the head then fect,and compaft above:without other 
ornament then covers 6f green, and Turbants laid upon the upper ends. At the 
four corners of thofe of the Sw/cans , there ftand four tapers of wax ,as big a8 thigh, 
but not lighted. The floores ‘of the monuments are {pread with carpets: and fome 
there are that doe continually live therein ; performing {uch duties of prayers and 
lamentations as agreeth to their cuftomes:at certain times be-{prinkled with the tears 
of their off-{pring. 

The South-eaft angle of this City is taken up by the feven Towers, called anci- 
ently Fanicula: employed, asthe Tower of London, for a ftore-houfe of the Sultans 
treafure and*munition: being alfoa_prifon for capitall offenders. Wee omit to {peak 
of the great mens Seraglios ; that of the women belonging to the deceafed Emperors; . 
and that. of the Vergins : the Alberges of fanizaries ; the feverall Seminaries of Spachies 
and Giamoglans : the Befe/tans ¢ where finer forts of commodities aré fold ) hofpitalls ; 
markets of men and women, &c. fince hereafter we are to treat of moft of their Or- 
ders; the buildings themfelves not meriting a particular defcription : converting our 
difcourfe to thofe few remainders of many Antiguities, whereof the Aquedult made 
by the Emperour Va/estizian, and retaining his name , doth principally challenge re- 
membrance: this hath his heads neer tothe black {ea , not far from a village called- 
Domuz-dere, of the abundance of wilde hogs thereabout, the place being wooddy and. 
mountainous : where many fpringsare gathered together, and at fundry places doe 
joyntly fall into great round cifterns, from thence conveyed to conjoyn with others 
(amongft which, as {uppofed, is the brook Cydarius ) led fometimes tinder the earth, 
now along the the levell, then upon mighty arches over profound vallies , from hill . 
to hill, for the {pace well-nigh of thirty miles, untill arriving at the City, and fur- 
mounting the fame, it fallethat length as from a head-long cataract, into an ample 
ciftern, fupported with neer two hundred pillars of marble; and _.isfrom thence by 
conduits conducted unto their publique ufes. This was repaired by Solymanthe Great, 
stand-father of this now reigning Achmet: whofe wifhes and endeavouts. are {aid to 

ave aimed at three things: which were; the re-editying of Pome Psecolo, and Ponte 
Grande ( which croffe two armes of the {ea )and the reftoring of this e#quadué ;thele 
he accomplifhed : but the third which was the expugnation of Vienna, he could never 
accomplifh. Not far fromthe Temple of Sazéta Sophia , there is a{pacious’ place fur 
tounded with buildings , liketo that of Smith-field ; and anciently called the Hippo- 
drom for that there they exhibited their horfe-races :

asnow Atmidan by the Turks, a word of like fignification : Where the Spachies of the 
Court play every Friday at Giocho di Canni ; whichis no other then Prifon bafe upon’ 
horf-back, hitting one‘another with darts, as the other doe with their hands ; which 
they never throw. cotinter, but at the back of the flyer.

Thefe are all the remains that are left ( or all that are by the Chiftians to be feen ; 
befides the reiiques of the Palace of Con/tantine, now made a ftable for wilde beafts) 
of fo many goodly buildings , and trom all parts congefted antiquities , wherewith 
this foveraign City was in times paft fo adorned. And with them are their memo- 
ries perifhed. For not a Greek can{atisfie the Inquirer in the hiftory of their own ca- 
lamities. So fupine negligent are they, or perhaps fo wife , as of paffed evilsto 
endeavour a forgetfulnetfe. But to fay fomethi ng Of (oft antinople in generall:I think 
there is not in the world an objeétthat promifeth fo much afat off to the beholders, 
andeatred fo deceiveth the expectation: the beft of their private buildings, infe- 
riour tothe more contemptible fort of ours. For the Terkes are nothing curious of 
their houfes : not onely for that their pofleffions are not hereditary; but efteemi ng 
it an egregious folly to erect {ach {umptuous habitatiois , as if here to live for ever 


forgettull ot their gtaves, and humane vicifficude. Reproved likewife by the

None being abc ve two ftories high, fome of rouzh ftone, fome of timber , fome 
of Sunne-dried brick : their roofes but rifinga little, covered with fuch tiles as are 
laid on the ridges of ours, one contrary to another ; Yet fome part of fome of them 
flat ( thofe belonging to men of principall degree ) planted with fowers and trees 
of the rareft colours , and'produétions. Many vacant places there are in the Cry, 
and many rowes of buildings, confifting of "hops. onely , all belonging to the 
Grand Sigarr.: who Jets them out unto trades-men ; into which their wives come 
not. Women being prohibited by Afahomer to buy or fell (though not now fel- 
dome they do ) or thew themfelve: publikely. The ftreets for the moft part are ex

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All the fuburbs that this City hath, lie without the gate of Adrianapte; adjoyning to 
the North-we& angle thereof , and ftretching along the uppet-moft of the Haven. 
Where withia a ftate!y monument, there ftandeth a Tombe of principal repute in 
the Mahomet as devotion : the (epulchre of Fuge Saltaxa Santon of theirs, called vul- 

arly and ridiculoufly, the fepulchre of fob. To whichthe Ceprain Baffa doth repair 

efore he (ets forth.and at his recurn; there performing appointed oraifons and cere- 
Monies: and upon a victory obtained , is obliged to Vifitthe fame every morning 
and evening , for the {pace of three weeks. Betoré thisin a Cypreffe grove, there 
ftandeth a {caffold, where the new Sultans are sitt with a {word, by the hands of the 
CMufti,their principal Prelate, with divers folemnities, 

Now f;eak we of the Haven: rathet devoured then encreafed by a lictle river,cal- 

led formerly Bar4y(es; now by the Greeks, Chartaricov, and Chay by the Turks: much, 
frequented by fowle, and rixoroully preferved for the Grand Signiors pleafure ; who 
ordinarily hawks thereon: tnfomuchthat a fervant of my Lord Embafladots was 
{0 beaten for prefiuming to fhoot there, that fhortly after he died (as it is thought) of 
the blows. This falleth into che Weft-extent of the haven : through-out the world 
the faireft,the fafeft,the moft profitable. So conveniently profoutid, that the steatelt 
fhips may lay their fides vo the fides thereof,for the more eafie receit,or difcharge of 
theit burthen. ‘The mouth of it is land-lockt by the oppofite «44; opening Eaft- 
Ward into the Thracian Bo(phor ws which by a long narrow channell ftrecching North 
and South , joynes the black and white Seas : fo call they the Seas Northand South 
of the Bofphorws. Sothat no wind bloweth , which brings fot in fome thipping ot 
other to the furnifhing of this City: Having (as it hath been faid beforé) on the left 
hand the Exxine fea, with the lake of Afeorsssinhabited about by multitudes of nati- 
ons, and entred into by many navigable rivers; whereby whatfoever gtoweth,or is 
nourifhed in thofe far-diftant countries , is eafily tranfpotted unto it: onthe right 
hand Propostis and the Mid-land fea ,( bordered with Narolia, Syria, Egypt, Africa, 
Spaine, France, [taly, Greece, and Dalmacia, wich their fruitful] Iflands) and without 
the great Ocean. Infomuch as it eemeth by the opportunity of aavigation to par- 
ticipate with their feverall commodities, daily brought hicher by forainers; feated 
of itfelfin a Countrey, though not altogether barren, yet not fafficient to fuftain 
the inhabitants. Moldaviaand Valachia doe ferve them with beeves and miuttons : 
atidas for fith , the adjoynitig feas yield {tore and variety ; asthe concaves of the 
tocks doe falt, white, pure, and folid ; madg onely by the labour of the furges. But 
notwithftanding all this.

For [know not by what fate or mis-fortune, fubject it hath been to fundry horrible 
combuftions.Unto that which befell in the days of Leo,and not long after inthe reign 
of Bafilicus,( when amongft other infinite loffes that famousLibrary perifhed,contat- 
ning 120000 volumes;where, in the inward skin of a Dragon the Odyfles and Iliads 
of Homer were written: ) and to divers others this laft , though leffe, may be added, 
which hapned on the 14 of Ogto. inthe year 1607 in which 3000 houfes were burnt 
to their foundations.Nor is it to be marveiled at: the citizens themfelves not daring 
to quench the fire that burneth their own houfes ; or by pulling forme down, to pre- 
ferve the remainder. An office that belongeth to the 4g¢aand his Janizaries:who no- 
thing quick intheir afliftance, do often for {pite or pillage beat down fuch buildings 
as are farther removed from danger. So that the mis-chiefis not onely withed for the. 
booty,bue prolonged. And not feldome they themfelves fet the fews houfes on fire: 
who made wary by the example,are now furnithed of arched vaults for the fafegard 
of their goods,which are notto be violatedby the flame.The fall of houfes heretofore 
by terriblesclong-lafting earthquakes;now by negligence in repairing,tempefts;and 
the matter that they confift of,1s here alfo moft frequent:many(as hath beenaid )be- 
ing built of Sun-dryed brick, And although it enjoyes a delicate air,and{erene skies 
even during the winter,when the Eaft.theW eft,or South wind bloweth,yet the boy= 
fterous 1 ramontana,that from the black fea doth {weep his black fub{tance,here moft 
violently rages:bringing often with it {uch {torms of {now,that inSeptem.} have feen 
the then fourithing trees fo overcharged therewith ,thattheir brancheshave broken:

ter that (uftaines them. Laftlys the plague ( either hapning through the vice of the

-of the Afahomerans ,from whom it may be that fome one amongft us derived that 


damnable do@trine; which coft fo many lives in the time of our great infection, To 
thefe adde the {cepter of a Tyrant, with the infolency of flaves : and then, O new. 
Rome, how are thy thus balanced profits and delightstobevalued! 2 
Onthe other fide of the Haven (continually croffed by multitudes of little boats 
called Permagies, and rowed for the moft part by Egyptians){tandsthe City of Galatay 
fo called(as ca write of theGawles,once the mafters thereofjor as others will have 
it, of Galac, which fignificth Milk; for that there the Greeks kept their cattle ; as Pera 
(another name thereof, ) which fignifieth beyond, in that onthe other fide of the 
haven, but more anciently (oraz Byzantium, Lofirmly walled;yet great, if you cd@im- 
prehend the {uburbs therewith, extending from along the fhore to the uppet-tops 
the mountaines; furpafling Confanrinople in her lofty buildings. Built by the Gense fs 
who bought it of the Greek Emperors, (in their declining eftate pofleft of little more 
then the regall City, and Title; for the moft part {ultained by forain contributions: 
and was by them furrendred usto A¢ahomer the Great, the day atter the facking of 
Conftantinople. At the Weft end thereof the Grasd Sigwiors Gallies have a dry ftation, 
and atthe Batt end, right againftthe point of his Seragli, called J ophana and Funda- 
cle, lies a number of great Ordnance un-planted; moft of them the fpoile of Chrifti- 
an Cities and Fortreffes , as may appear by their Inferiptions , and Impreffes: and 
many of them of anincredible greatneffe. 

Now right again‘ the mouth of the haven onthe other fide of the Bo/phorws,ftands 
Scutari,a town of Bithynia, fo named of the Garrifon there kept: and formerly cal- 
led Chryfopolis, for that there the Perfiavs received their tribute from other Cities of 
Afia. An ample town, environed with goodly Orchards, and honoured with the 
neighbour-hood of a royall Seraglio, Before it on a little rock a good . way off from 
the fhore a Tower iserected called the A4aidex-Tower, whercofa fable they tell not 
worth the relating: now ferving as well fora fort, asa watch-tower, having in it 
twenty peeces ofOrdnance. And although the {ea be fo deep between it and the fhore 
thata fhip may failthrough, yer is it ferved with frefh water,fome fay,brought thi- 
ther by art, I rather think from a naturall fountain. Seurari fometimes belonged to 
Chalcedon , once a tree City, and feated a little below it: fo called ofa Brook , now, 
Without a name, that runs into Propontis; called alfo, The City of the Blind, becaufe 
of the foolith A¢egariazs that built it. Famous for the fourth generall Councill there 
holden: and now onely thewing a patt of her ruines. | 

The Black fea is diftant fome fitteen miles from on/tanrinople:(o named of his black 
effects, or for the thick mifts that uftally hang overit ; or as {ome fay,of a princel 
Bridegroome and Bride that therein perifhed. Firft, called Axenas, which fignifiet 
un-ho/pitall : by reafon of the coldneffle thereot, and humanity of the bordering 
Nations; who accuftomed to facrifice their guefts,to eat their flefh,and of their {culs 
to make drinking-bowls.B it after the fontans and Greeks had planted certain Colonies 
thereabout,. and difplanted the barbarous, it was called Ex.éaas.which hath a con- 
trary fignification.

One of thofe two fore-mentioned Straits lies before Conftantinople : the other five 
miles above and a halfe,where on Evrope fide there ftandetha Caftle called formerly 
Damalts, and now the blacke Tower : {trongly fortified , and commanding that entry; 
with the help of the other onthe oppofite fhore: environed with a wall two and 
twenty foot broad, and containing three great Towers ; their wall exceeding ten 
yards in thickneffe. This is alfo a prifon for captives of principall quality. At fuch 
time as the defervedly beloved Mr Barton lay here Embaffador for ourNation,there 
wasa certain Hollander,called HadriaaC ant,who being taken by a RenegadethenCap- 
tain of two gallies , was by the Grand Signiors commandement fhut up in this place ; 
they expeéting great matter for his ranfome. Where after he had remained three 
years;arifins one morning before day , and finding the doores open, he defcended 
without the privity of hig keepers into the court of the Caftle. When advifing with 
himfelf of his efeape, and cafting his eyes about him, he found a rope that was tyed 
to atree 5 not far from the wall ; which he afcending, by the benefit thereof with- 
out danger defeended on the other fide; and from thence convayed himfelf into the 
houfe of our Embaffadour; then ( as now ) a Sanétuary for efcaped captives, where 
for three dayes they hid him under a wood-ftack, and not Jong after fhipt him for 
_ Holland, Inthe meotning the Captain of the Caftle having vainly fought for his pri- 
foner, fill'd forth-with a coffin with clay,and caufed it to be thrown intothe Bo/phoe 
rus; giving it out that he was dead ,affrighted with the punifhment of his predece(- 
for being ganched for the efcape of certain Noble-men of Germany committed to 
His cuftody. Five miles above this, the Bofpkorus was pafied over a bridge of boars 
by Dari#s the father of Xerxes. The European fide is borderedalmoft with continued 
buildings , the other with fruitfull hills, aad orchards, not yeelding ( I fuppofe )in 
delights tothat celebrated Theffalias Tempe, when kept by the more curious Chrifti- 
ahs, and adorned with their now proftrated palaces,” 6

This countrey is confined on the North with mount@# emus called Catena mundi by 


the Irelians; on the Eaft it hath the Poxticke, &¢ Propontick,{cas;on the South the -4- 
geas joyning onthe Weitto Macedonia and the upper Mea, Her more famous 
mountaines are thatafore-(aid Hemus, Rhodope {till topt with {now, and celebrated 
for the fongs of O-pheus ; Pangeas richtin filver, and Afaffapus for high {teep piked 
rocks to be wondredat. The chiefe rivers are flow Hebrus , falubrious Tranzs ,and 
rroubled Neffxs. The chief Cities next unto this , Nicepelis Philippt yet boafting ot 
her Amphitheater, Philtppolts, Hadrianopolis,T rajanopolss, Selymbria, Perinthus, Phi- 
nopolts,and Apollonia.In length it containeth twenty dayes journey,in latitude feven. 
Towards the feaic isindiferent fruittull ; producing corn, and not contemptible 
wines: but the farther removed , the leffe profitable ; lying in a wilde champion , 
made barren by the bitter cold of the climate, Itis under the government of the 
Beg lerbeg of Grecia,who is alfo called the Beglerbeg of Romania. 

The Jerks now Lord of this Imperiall City, (together with the goodlieft porti- 
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Lrs. Is 


on of the earth)arrived at this height of dominion from fo obfcure an originall, as 
the (ame is rather conjectured at , then profitively delivered by any, But certain it 
is, chey were a people of Seyebia; who forfaking their own homes, inthe year 844 
compelled by famine, or expelled by their neighbours, entred through the Straights 
of the Ca/pian mountains,and by ftrong hand pofleftthemfelves of drmexiathe grea- 
ter ;called thereuponTurcomanja,asit is atthis day multiplying by the daily acceflion 
of their countrey-men;being in Religion Pagans, and living in wandring Troopes, 
according to the Scythian Nomades. Now the Saracen Empire drawing nigh a period 
by the divifion of the Afahometan Princes, Mahomet Sultan of Perfiatoo weak for the 
Caliph of Babylon , intreated aid of the T#rk; who fent him three thoufand fouldiers, 
under the leading of Tangrolipix,the chif of the Se/zxccia family by whofe afliftance 
he overthrew the Caliph.Yet would he compell the T#rk to doe him further fervice: 
whereupon a quarrell, and confequently a battell was commenced between them, 
In which, A4abomet mifcarrying 7 azgrolipix by confent of both Armies was elected 
sultan. To Perfia he adjoyned the temporall jurifdiction of Babylon, having fubdued 
the Caliph : but continued the {pirituall to his fucceflor, as fucceffors unto their falfe 
prophet: the Turk having then embraced the A¢ahometa» {uperftition; which was 
two hundred and fourteen yeets after their eruption out of Scythia. Axan fucceeded 
his father Tangrolipix: who upon agreement with (wela- Mufesand his kinfman (of 
kin likewife unto him )then in armes , affigned unto them the abfolute fove- 
raignty of whatfoever they could purchafe with their {words from the Grecian Em- 
perour : who by him aided, fubdued Wedia , much of ArmeniayCappadocia, Pontus, 
Bithynia, and moft of the lefler Afa. On the other fide, the Sa/taz gave to Ducat 
and Afelech,two othe r of his kinf-men, the Cities of Damafeus and Aleppo,with their 
territories, to hold of him in chief, with whatfoever they could win from the Sa- 
racens : who fhortly became mafters of the greater part of Syria. But foon after bea- 
ten out of it (as for the moft part out of 4/2 the lefle)by Godfrey of Bullen, and his 
Chriftian forces, they were forced to retire into the more Eafterly part of their do- 
minions; fo that now their declining glories did feem to imitate , or rather exceed 
their, {wift| a{cenfion. unto. Empire: Butthey fhortly after recovered their loffes in 
the lefler.A/-a.For the warlike Solyman(the {on of Gutlu-Mufes)that fo with{tood the 
Weltern Chriftians, being now dead, A¢ahomer fucceeded him.Between whom,and 
Afafut then-Sultan of Leonium,ythece befella warre,and torthwith an agreement. But 
Mafut ia fine poffeft of the whole Turki kingdome in that part of A/a, dying ;did 
divide amongft his three fons. To Calizafi than he gave the regall City of Zconinm , 
with the under-Provinces: to fag¢pafan, Amafaand ducyra, with part of appado- 
céa, and the territories adjacent : but to Dadune he gave the ample Cities of Cefarea 
and Sebafia ; and all the {pacious.counsrreys adjoysing : the whole being lately a 
parcell of the declining, Greek, Empire. But thefe antbitious brethren like thefons of 
the Earth, drew their {words on each other. The eldeft difpoflefling Dadane of his 
patrimony; and turning his forces upon facupa/an,( who diedin the preparation 
of that war ) feizedalfo upon his.. Theninvading the adjoynirg parts of the Em- 
pire, in a mortall battell he overthrew Emanvel Commenusche valiant. but un-forta- 
nate Emperour; fubduing after his death the counttey of Phrygia, withdiversfron- 
tier Cities and Caftles. This aged Su/tas dying, left behind him four fons, ALafze, 
Coppatine,Reucratine and Chatchofroes. To. Maur he bequeathed Amafa, Aacyra,Doryle- 
umwwith fundry other Cittes of Pextus: to Coppatine, Melitene,Cefarea,l axara: to Rex- 
cratine,»Amin{ um, Docea, with the fea bordering Cities: but to (aschofroes (befides the 
reall {eat of fconinm ) Lycaoiita , Pamohilia,and the bordering countreyes:as far as 
Ceryaninmy with the titleof Safran. But thefe fell alfo at difcord. For Copparine dy ing 
toon after 5 Rewcratine ,and Mafue contended in arms for his poffeffions. Resararime 
prevailing,in vadeth the S#/tamtakes from him Iconium,expels him out of his domi= 
ons,and remainech fole Soveraigm As thefethus here prevailed, forthe race of Du- 
earand Melech before {poken of,recovered all Syria from the contentious Chriftians, 
conducted by the glorious Saladine, having alfo joyned Egypt tothat Empire. Who 
left nine fons behind; all murthered but one,by Saphradine their Uncle: and he efca- 
ping by the-means of his fathers favourites,called alfo Saphradine & Sultan of Aleppo, 
Of that treacherous Sapbradine, Afeleden, Sultan of Egypt defcended:& Coraien,Sulhan 
Ot Damafews 8¢ Jerufale. The mighty Empire of Saladine again rent in pieces;yet was 
{till poffeffed in parts by the Se/zucesan family untill driven out of Syria by the Tar- 
tars.and difpofleft of Egypt by the Atanulucks. But the Txrkih Empire that was plan- 
tedin./e-faby Tangrehpix and inthofe Eaftern countreys,after it had continued an 
hundred

hundred three-{core and ten years was utterly fubverted by the Tartars.A fierce and 
barbarous people, dwelling on the North of the mountain Cauca/us : who oppreffed 
by famine, at the perfwafion of oné Z:zge,a Prophet of theirs, their Leader, and ho- 
noured by them with the ftile of Great (ham , like a violent in-undation brake over 
thofe mountains that had for many ages confin’d them, andover-{pread all the Eaft 
of Afiaevenas far as the great Ocean. Heccata his fon built Quinfay in China,and Cam- 
balu in Cathaja making the laft named the feat of the Empire. Dividing his popu- 

lous Atmy , fome he fent into the South, fome into the North, fome into the 

Weft; whoftibdued the Aracofians , Margians , Medes , Perfiavs, Parthians, A [[yrians, 
Mefopotamians, Armenians Colchians and Iberiaus: with whom the T#rk; not able to en- 
counter, quitted thofe countries: and led by e4/adize one of the Selzuecian family , 
joined themfelves with theircountry-men in the lefler e4f4.Who took (ilicia from 

the Greeks, with the places adjoyning, then in wars with the Latines: firft planting the 
feat of their new kingdom in Scbaftia,and after at Iconium. Aladin left behind him two 

fons, Azadinand}f athatine:they falling out for the foveraignty,the younger was driven 

by the elder into exile-But eAzadin dying, Fathatine returneth,and is received tor Sul- 

¢an. After flain in fingle combate by Theodorus Lafcaris the Greek Emperour. Another 

of that name fucceedéd him : who overthrown by the victorious Tartars , and forced 

out of Iconium, the Turks wereat length conftrained to pay them ttibute, and to be- 

come their liege-men. Fathatine dying in exile,theGreat Cham divideth his kingdome 

between Afa/ut and (ei=cubades(de{cended both of the Se/zwccian family) as to his tri- , 
butary vaflals. Thus this late mighty Empire, extinguifht in Fgypr by the A¢ammalucks 
in the greater 4fiaby Tartars, as alfo in the lefle was for a time deprived of all prin- 
cipality. For not long continued they under the government of theaforefaid Princes; 

every ose eizing on a part, according tothe proportion of his power; and of the 

ruines of a Monarchy , erectedan Anarchy. The bafer fort poflefling themfelves of 

the ftraights of the mountains, by theif many incurfions annoying the Chriftians ; 

and having given theEmperots Lieutenant a bloody overthrow in Paphlagonia,over- 
ranall the countrey unto the river Sangariua;fubduing Poxtus and Galatiasand South- 
ward unto the Lyctaz and Carian {eas, and to the river Exrimedom , which they divided 

into feverall Toparchies. Now of thofe two fore-natned Princes , ALafut died iffue- 

leffe, but Aladin fucceeded his father Cei-cubades, titular Lord of the whole , but tribu- 

tary to the Tartar,the laft of the Selzwecian family He dying, Sahib the head’e/r ufut- 
pedthe Soveraignty ; yet held it not long. The Great ones tharing amongft them (as 
they hachdone the reft)the remainder of that dif-membred Kingdome. 

Ottoman among thefe poflefled Sigutaya little Lordthip in Bithynia, Not feized on 
by force,buit given by e4/ad:a the fitft,unto his father rrogrie/ the fon of Solyman,one 
of the Og#zian family and once Sultan of Afachan: who forfaking his Kingdome for 
fear of the Tartars, long led a wandring life with un-certain fortunes. Bat Ertogrie/ 
turning into the lefler «4 fa, requefted of e4/adin that he would allotfome corner of 
his fo large a Kingdome,tor him,his diftreffed country-man,and his family toreftin. 
Who mindtull of what himfelt had fuffered ( having befides in a batte! almoft loft 
againft the Tartar » by his tn-expected fupply of four hundred horfe » fecovered the 
victory )affigned him this village to winter in, and the mountaines adjoyning for the 
fummering of his cattell, with fome command upon the frontiers. Where he Jons 
lived a quict lite, beloved both of Turks and Chriltians confining , for his peaceable 
nature and good offices done them. Dying in the fourfcore and thirteenth yeat of his 
age, and in the year of our Lord 1289, he left three fons behind him, fundas, Saruga- 
tim, and this Osseman, Whom the Oguzians elected for their governour.Now the Chri- 
{tians haying done fome outrages to his people, he thereupon {urprized divers of their 
Caftles, overthrew the Greeks infundry conflicts , took from them the C ity of Nice, 
for which he had many honours proffered by the latter 4/adiz, which whileft hee 
lived he forbore to accept: but dead, took upon him the titlé of Sultan,smaking Nea- 
poles his regall feat , inthe year 1300 to which is tobe referred the beginning of the 
O:toman govetnment.W ho in thofe feven and twenty years that he reigned,annexed 
Bithynia,  appadocta, and mott ot thofe {trong holds’ that boider on the Exsxse fea , to 
his Kingdome, Him his fon Orchawes fucceeded, who tooke the great City of Prufa, 
aod honoured it with his refidence Haying much enlarged his dominions,he dyed in 
thetwoand thirticth year of his teign: refigning his State to Amurath his (on. He, 
upon the diffention of the Greeks , fir{t paffed over the ftraights into Europe; took A- 
bydos and Calippols with the whole C herfone(ws. ¥ hen entring further jato ft hracias(ub- 
dued Philippolss and! Adriansplesand proceeding, conquered Servi- and Bulgaria,paftech 
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26 T he Hiftory of the Turks. Lis, #, 
into the upper Adyfa: and ftabbed by a common fouldier in the one and thitt ieth 
year of his rcign, was fucceeded by his fon Bajazer. He pofleft of the greateft part of 
Thrace, fubdued a large part of Greece, with the cquntrey of Phocis twice but vainly» - 
befieging Coxftantinople. Taken at length by Tamberlain, and carried about in an iron 
cage, he defperately brained himfelfin the year 1399 his fon (‘alepine ( {ome fay ) 
facceeded him, attributing unto him fix years of government : efteemed by others 
but a fable ; who give the fucceflion to his youngeft fon Afahomer : the caule of this 
diverfity of opinion proceeding from the Terk, Kingdome thus again ftippreffed by 
the Tartars. The many fons of Bajazet, and other A¢ahometan Princes,pofictt of feve- 
ral Provinces,and ftriving with one another for un-divided Soveraignty :by 4ahomet 
at length was obtained; who united again that difmembred Empire : enlarging 
the fame with the acceffion of Dacia, Walac hia, the greater part of Sclavonia and Ma- 
cedonia, even unto the Foxian fea. Who tranflated the feat of his Empire from Prufis 
into .Adrianople, where he died , having reighed feventeen years; if the fame be ac- 
counted from the death of his father. His fonne by the name of Amzrath the fecond, 
tuled in iis ftead: who conqueted Epirus,-£tolia, Attica, Baotia, Achaia, and Theffalo- 
nica. He left his ftate to WWahomer the fecond(after he had reigned eight and twenty 
years) whofe conquefts defervedly gave him the addition of Great : having utterly 
ruinated the Greek Empire , taken from them Con/tantinople the Imperiall City , the 
Emperour Gonffantine being trod to death by the preafe of people in Adrianople gate , 
and thereby gained the title of Emperour. He fubdued alfo the Empireof Trapezoud, 
‘erected there by Alexius Comnenus, at {uch time asthe Greeks did lofe their European 
Empire to the Latins; Moreover 5 e4thens , Corinth, all Peloponnefus , Bofva, Lemnos 
Eubea, Mitylen ,.@c.and dyed not without fufpicion of poyfon, in the one and 
thirtieth year of his Empires Bajazet the fecond, his fon, having ended his wars 
with his brother , conquered all Cilicia , a part of eArmenia ; with the reft of Cappado- 
é1a, which before belonged tothe _ Carmanian Kingdome. He invaded Syria , but with 
worfe fucceffe : and then conyerting his forces againft the Venetsans took from them 
Naupattus , Afethona ,Dyrrachium, and almoft depopulated Dalmatia, But inthe fix 
and thirtieth year of his reign, he was poyfoned by a Jew, at the procurement of Se- 
Lymus hisfon.and fucceffor: ( who befides the civill wars with his tather and bre- 
thren ) conquered all Syriaand Egypt from the ruined (Mammalucks, and brought 
etrabia upder his (ubjection. After, intending to invade the Chriftians, he died of 
amoft loathfome difeafe , when he had reigned eight years. His {on So/yman taketh 
Rhodes, at feverall times over-runneth Hxxe ar): poflefling himfelfe of Buda, Strigo~ 
ninm, Alba regalis:difpofteftcth the Perjians of Tauris: and joyneth Babylon, withthe 
countries of Media, Aiefopotamia, and Affyria, to his Empire. e4rabia is not free 
from his conquefts ; nor the Portwgals in India enough removed from the reach of 
his ambition. He died in the fix and fortieth year of his reign. Se/ymsus the fe- 
cond fucceeded; the onely fon that he had left wa-murdered: who wonne by his 
Lieutenants (Cyprus from the Venetzans, They alfoenlarged his bounds with Vala- 
chia, Moldavit, and the Kingdome of Tuais. He reigned eight years. Him’ Amurath 
the third fucceeded : who watred notin perfon, nor atchieved much by his depu- 
ties; yet reigned he nineteen years. Neither was 44ahomer the third his fon a fouldier, 
being but once inthe field, and thence terribly affrighted. Nor enlarged he his do- 

minions by the valour of others ; his férces being chiefly employed in fuppreffings 
of inteftine rebellions. He reigned eight years inglorioufly , and left the now reign- 
ing Achmet to fticceed him: the fourteenth S#/eax, andeighth Emperour of the Ortc- 
man family ; who yet hath added nothing to his fo vaft an Empire ; the sreateft that 
is, or perhaps that ever was from the beginning. For firft; the Earopean part thereof 
extendeth Welt-wards unto the Arch-dukes of e4u/tria’s dominions,ftretching to the 
eAdriaicke fea by the confines of Ragefa, bounded onthe South with the Atediterra- 
ne 22,00 the Eatt with eA venm, P ropontis and Pontus evento Theodofia a City of the Sey 
ihian Ckerfonefus;and onthe North almoft to Refia and Polcxia: containing Rymania, 
Bulcaria,Serviay Rafciaythe tributary principalities of Valachia,and Moldaviasthe srea- 
ter part of Hungary, Bofiay Albania, Macedon, Epirus, all Grecia and Pelopoxnefus ; alk the 
fruicfull Hands of the -£gear {eas Ragufa payes for her liberty: nor is Candie, Zant, 
or Ceplaloniaheld without prefents. But what isthis compared to her ancient terri- 
torics? within which, all N.atolia is comprized ; onthe three agesembraced withthe 
eigean, Euxine, and Cilician eas: containing the Provinces of Peatus,G alatia, Bithyniay 
Phrygia, Lyci2, Pamphyliay Caltcia yCappadocra ,and the lefler Armenia , beyoud which 
allo Colchiz thence ftrerching North-ward to (ai, and bounded on the Eaft withthe 
} EOUr - 
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Countrey ‘of the Georgians , whereof the Turks poffeffe nota little, A great part it 
alfo containeth of the greater «Armenia: all § yrra (10 which Celefyia, Phenicia, and 
Paleftine, Babylonia,and Mefopotamta s Arabia felix whi 


ch ftretcheth out into the South 
fea, interpofing the Perfian aud Arabian Gulphs , doe bow to that Soveraignty : {0 
doe the inhabitants of Petrea and Deferta ; fuch I mean as have kno wn. habita- 


tions: In «Africa it extendeth all along the coafts of the Mediterraneum + even 
from the Red Sea 5 to Acrath » aCity of Afauritania (exce e fe 

by the Spaniard ) wherein is the countrey of the Troglodytes, the miraculoufly fertile 
Kingdome of Eg7pe , Tripoly, in Barbary, the Kingdome of Tunis » aad City of Argiers 
with her territories , with the tributary Kingdomes of Feffeand Morocco. To this add 
Cyprus Rhodes and all the fertile [lands of the mid-land Sea > that lie Eaft of Candy. 
Thus great at this day is the orroman Empire 


: buttoo great for it are their affirmed 
titles: as, God on Earth ; fhadow of God; 


fole Monarch of the World, King of 
Kings , Commander of all that can be commanded , 


OVeraigsn of the moftnoble 
Families of Perfia anid Armenia » Poffeffor ot the holy Cities of Mecca and ferufalem, 
Lord of the black and white Séis ; Sultan ot Babylon, and fo proceeding with a re- 
petition of their feverall Kingdomes, Like {welling 


attributes gave this now 
reigning Sultas to our Soveraigne ina Letter writ lately, which I willinfert for the

Unto the moft glorious and msoft mighty King fames, one of the Great Lords of the creation 
of Lefus and moft laudable among? all the Princes of the’ Nations of Meffias , a fudge of alt

But the barbarous policy whereby this tyranny isfuftained., doth differ from all 
other : guided by the heads'4 and ftrengthned by the hands of his {laves, who 
think itas great ari honour tobe fo, as they’ doe with us that ferve the Courts of 
Princes: the natural Turke (to be focalled ateproach ) being rarely employed 
in command or fervice, Among thefe flaves there is no nobility of blood,no known 
parentage, kindred, nor hereditary pofleffions :'4 


ut areas it were of the Su/taus 
creation, depending upon’ him onely for their fuftenance and preferments , who 


difpofeth , as well of their lives as their fortunes , by noother tule thea that of his 
will; although fometimes for form he tifeth the affent of the never gain-faying 
Muftt. Thefe are the fons of Chriftians (and thofe the moft compleatly furni- 
thed by nature ) taken in their child-hood from their miferable parents , bya leavy 
made every five years. ( or oftner , or feldomer; as occafion requireth ) throughout 
the whole Empire, ( excepting certain priviledged places, amosg{t which are Sia 
and Conftantinople ) who are beltowed in feverall Seminaries , inftru&ted in the 


Mahometan Religion ( changing their names upon their circumcifion ) taught the 
lunger and labour , with inured 


ufe of their feverall weapons, and made patient of | 

abftinence , and continual! exercife. Thefe they call firit Jemoglans . who have their 

faces fhaven (the token of fervitude.) wearing long coates and copped caps, not 

un-like to our Ideots. The choifett of themfor {piricand feature, and after a-while 
i : diftinguithed by chambers like to thofe 


received into the Grazd Seg usors Seraglio 
in Hofpitals , accordiig to their feniorities: where all are brought up ia the difci- 
pline of war, and nota few acquainted with the fecrets of State : {uch as by the ex- 
cellency of their gifts doe affure the expectation of a future eminency ; thofe of the 
firft chamber are the fir(t preferred: yet not in order, bur according to the worth 
of the place , and worthineffe of the perfon. Of thefe come the Beglerbegs (the name 
fignitying a Lord of Lords ) of whom there be onely two: the one of Greece » and 
the other of Narolia: who command all the horfmen in thofe countties under 
the Generall: ) the Steat Balas, ( whereof Come are Generalls of armies, {ome Vizers 
of the Port, the reft Vice-roys of the Provinces: ) the Sarziack sovernours of Cities, 
for {o the name fignifieth , with their territories and forces, and other officers both 
of war and peace, with thofe of the Court of principall place and attendance. 
Of the other Jemoglan: fome come to the Chiaufes ; who goe on Embaffies 

Commandements; and are as Purfuivants,and under-Sheriffs- attendi; 
ment of the Empcrout ; (who mounted on hor{-back carry D 
likea mace; before him )andon the Courts of Juftice: folicitin 
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Some fa y 
thereare a 
million. 


their clients. But the Spachiesand Fanizaries which are moft made of thefe Pewecs 
glans ( the principal caufe of their inftitution ) arethe nerves andfupporters of the 
Turkifh Monarchy. The Spachiesare hor{men weaponed tor the moft part at once 
with bow, mace, lance, harquebuth, and cymiter, whereof they have the feverall 
ufes: agreeing with their fights , their fights , or, purfuements, Por defence’ fomie 
wear bucklers, and fhirts of male. The skirts of their coats , when they ride, are ga 
thered within long Stammells brogs that reach. to their ankles; and there do joyne 
to their buskins fhod with iron ; and{upply the want of f{purs, with their large and 
tharp ftirrops. Their fadles are plated behind and before ,.the feat deep: and 
hard: and for caparifon they ufe for moft part the skinnes of Leopards, Lions 
Tygers, Panthers, and the like. In Cities when on foot they wear gownes of 
Stammel! with long hanging fleeves: and are diftinguifhed from others by the fol- 
ding up of their Shafhes. Of thefe there be two forts : the Vleffigi , which isto fav , {ti 
pendiary, who are al-moft altogether made of thefe femoglaxs; and the Timariots, who 
confift of all forts of people. The firft as yet un-preferred , under the command of fe- 
verall Captains, doe attend upon the immediate imployment of the Emperour: 
who alloweth unto each the daily penfion of ten Afpers, paid them every quar= 
ter. Ofthefethere betwo and thirty thoufand. The one halte of them are called 
Spaheioglans 5 who wear red pendants on their {pears ,and when in the field, march 
on the right hand the Sa/ran: as the other on the left, who are called Silshearfpaheis , 
earing yellow and white pendants. .The other difperfed throughout the whole 
Empire, do live upon their particular tenements for terme of life afligned them; and 
thereupon fo called. It being the policy of his State to ereé inthe conquered 
countriesa number of Timariots , an{werable to the greatneffe thereof: whereby 
the principall part of the fouldiery is provided for , and the Empire ftrengthened } 
both againft forain invafions and revolts of the fubdued. Ofthefe, as they fay, 
there are upward of feven hundred thoutand, every one being to find as many 
horfe as his farm doth double the yeerly value of fixty Sulrames : ready to be 
commanded by their feverall Zawziacks ;as they by their Baffas : thefe bear-ontheir 
lances white and red pendants. But the, Zavizaries (a name that fignifieth new 
fouldiery ) at thofe that bear fuch great {way in Conftanrinople > infomuch that 
the Sultans themfelves have beeti fometimes fubjeg&,to their infolencies. ‘They 
are divided into feverall. companies , under feverall Captains :. but all scom- 
manded by their 24a, a place of high truft, and the third.in repute through the 
Empire: howbeit, their too much love isto him an affured deftru@tion. ““Thefe 
are the flower of the Turk#(h infantery , by-whom, fuch wonderfull vi@tories have 
been atchieved. They calfthe Emperour father (for none other is there for.them 
to depend on) to whofe valour and faith inthe time of war_hee commiteth his 
perfon : they eM ae ftations about the Royall pavillion. They ferve with har- 
quebufhes , armed befides with cymiters and hatchets. "They wear on their heads 
a bonnet of white felt, witha lap hanging down behind to their fhoulders ; ador- 
ned about the brows with a wreath of metall, guilt, and fet with ftones of {mall va- 
Jue; having a kind of fheath or focket of the fame erected before, wherein fuch are 
{uffered to ftick plumes of feathers as have behaved themfelves extraordinary 
bravely. They tuckup the skirts of their coats when they fight, or march: and 
carry certaine dayes provifion of victuals abour with them, Nor is it a cumber: 
it being no more then a {mall portion of rice ,and alittle {ugar and hony. Whenthe 
Emperor is not inthe field, the moftofthem refide with him in the-City : ever at 
handuponany occafion to fecure his perfon, and areas were the Pretoriam cohorts, 
with the Rgmans. They are in number about forty thoufand: whereof the greater’ 
part (I mean of.thofe that attend on the Court ) have their being in three laree 
Serraglios ; where the juniors doe reverence their Seniors, and all obey their feverall 
commanders (as they their e4¢2) with much filence and humility. Many of thent 
that are married (abreach of their firft infticution ) have their private dwellings: 
and thofe that are bufied in forainimployments, are for the moft part placed in 
{uch sarrifon towns as doe greatly concern the fafety of the Empire. Some are 
appointed to attend on Embaifadors: other to guard fuch, particular Chriftians as 
will beat the chatge, both about the City , and in their travells , from incivilities 
and violences, to whom they are in themfelves moft faithfull: wary and cruell, in 
preventing and revenging their dangers and injuries: and fo patient in bearing 
abufes , that one of them ot late being ftrucken by an Englifhman ( whofe humorous 
{waggering would permit him never to review his countrey ) as they i a- 
ong:

long through Aforea , did not onely not revenge it, nor abandon him tothe pillage 
and out-rages of others , in fo un-known and favage a countrey ; but couducted him 
tinto Zant in fafety , faying , God forbid that the villany of another ; fhould make 
him betray the charge that was committed to histruft, They are all of one trade 
or other. The pay that they have from the Grant Signior is but five Afpers a day :Yer 
their elders fons as foon as bora are infolledjand received into peation;but his bounty 
extendeth no further unto his progeny , (the reft reputed: as natural Turks : ) nor isa 
j tnizary capable of other perferments'then the command of ten ,oftwenty, orofan 


hundred. They have yearly ziventhem two gowns a-piece sthe one of Violet cloth, 
and the other of Stammell; which they wear inthe City: ca 


arrying intheir hands 4 
great tough reed, fome feven foot long, and tipped with filver ; the weigh whereof js 
not feldome felt but fuch as difpleafe them. Who are indeed foawfull, that Juttice 


dare not proceed publiquely again{t them, ( they. being only to be j udged by their 
Aga: ) but being privately attached, are as privately thrown into the fea in the night 
time. Butthen are they moft tumultuous, ( whereto they doe give the name of afe+ 
&'on) upon the dangerous fickneffes of their Emperors : and upon their deaths com- 
mit many outrages. Which is the caufe that the great Bafa as well as they can,do con- 
cealitfrona them, untill all thingsbe provided for the prefentment of the next for 
them to falute. Whereupon (befides the prefent large(s) they have anafper a day in- 
create of penfion : fo that the longer they live, and the more Emperors they out-live 
thé greater is their allowance, | Finns 
But it isto be confidered , that all thefe before-named, are not onely of that tri- 
bute of children. For nota few of them are captives taken in their childhood ; 
with divers Renegadoes .. that have moft wickedly quitted their Religion and coun- 
trey, tofightagainftboth: who are to the Chriftians the mott terrible adverfaries’ 


An} withall they have‘of late infringed their ancient cuftomes » by the admitting of 
thofe into thefe orders, that are neither the fons nor grand-fons of Chriftians: 4 
naturall Turk, born ia Conftantinaple', before never known » being now a Buffa of the 
Port, he 

Over and above’ thefe, and befides the auxiliar 


lightly three-{core thoufand (who live on 
are ever affiftant ; the Grand Sernior h , 

have néthing but what they can get by forraging, being Hindes of the countrey, 
and tied toferveon horfe-back for ceftain priviledges that they hold ; jn numbey 
about thirty or forty thoufand , butfmallia value: asarethe 42 1pt » who ferve on 
foot ( yet proverly belonging to the Gallies ) better acquainted with the {pade 
then {word ; thruft forward with purpofe rather to weary, then td vanquifh the 
enemy ; whole dead bodies doe ferve the Fanizaries to fill up: ditches » and ta 
mount the walls of affaulted fortreffes : belides many voluntaries » Who follow 
the.Army in hope to fuccéed the flain Spahets 5 and Fanizaries : Now nothing 
curious at {uch a time to receive thofe that be not the fornes of Chriftians inte 
the Order; Stich are the urkilh forces 5 both in quality and proportion :.and 
hee that fhall fee three huadred thoufand of thele in an Army (as he might have 
done this laft Summer in Bithynia ) fodilciplined , fo appointed; and fo datingly re- 
folute ;_ whofe onely repute confifts in their valours; and whofe defeats are punith- 
ed in theic Commian ters as offences: furnifhed with ¢ ich abundance of Sreat 
Ordnance ( much whereof they caft according to their occafioné > carrying with 
them the metall uponthe backs of Camels ) will not onely not wonder at their 
Victories, but rather how the reft of the yet un-vanquithed World hath with={tood 
them, Ihave hearda Prince ( and he of no {mall experience ) impute the fundry. 
over-throws giventhem by 4 (mall number of Chriftians to rhe paucity of Com- 
manders, and their want of experience, fome one Sanziach having undez his con 
duct five thoufand Timariors , and he perhaps bit newly crept out of the Swians 
Serrag/toexercifed onely in (peculative confide: So that their numbers ptove often 
but cumbers ; and the advantage loffé , encountred by the many ‘expert direGors of 
few; whoare alfotar better defeofively armed. But he that hath bounded the fea ; 
hath alfo limited their furies’ And futely itis tobe hoped , that their sreatneffe is not 
onely atthe height, but neer an extreme precipitation? thé body being srown toc 
monftrous for the head : tf 2 and never accompanying their Ar-

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411 fides with oppofition ; having of late ‘given no éncreafeto their dominions: and 
Empire fo got, when it ceafeth to incréafe doth begin to diminifh. Laftly, in that it 
hath exceeded the obferved period of a Tyranny, for fuch is their Empire. . Now 
when they march , the Tartars doe {cowre the country two ‘days journey before: thet 
follow the Achingi;aftér them the Timariors;nexcthofe few fem:glans that be;next them 
the Panizaries 2 the (haxfes follow on horf-back, (who'carry bowes and ‘arrowes be- 
(ides their maces and cimyteis:) then'comes the. Salram ich the Officers of his Court, 
‘and archers of his guard who are foormen; the ftipendary Sapheis marching on either 
fide of him. An hundred coaches covered with red, with four horfes a piece, are 
drawn after, which carry the. Hscoglans ( his Pages )and Eunuches: about thefe the 
Femoglans called Balragies are placed. The carriages of the Army entfue ; followed by 
Yvoluntaries, who goe in hope (as before-faid ) to be entertained in the roomes of the 
ain; with the fervants of the Sapheis in the Court, and certaine fantkaries, At-toglans 
Lepalersand Devygilers. The Panizaries have boots, {words of wodd, and the like born 
before them for theit enfignes: and the royall Standard is no other thena horfe-taile 
tyed to the end ofa (tafe: which though feeming rude, and anfwerable to their ori- 
ginali, ‘doth retaine, perhaps, fomething of Antiquity. For Homer ftickech thelike in 
thecreit of the gallantly-armed (though not fo fpirited) Paris .

As for their forces at fea, they are but {mall in comparifon of what they have been, 
and compared to thofe of particular. Chriftian Princes , but contemptible; Approyed 
by the Florentine , who with. fix. hips, onely hath kept the bottome of the traights 
foi thefé three years paft in defpite of them: infomuch as they have not dared to’ha- 
gard the revenue of Feypr by fea.But have fentit over land witha guard of Souldiers; 
to their no fmall trouble and exnefices: the, whole Armado coming often in view, yet 
nor fo hardy as toadventure the dn-fet: The Admirall having thought it a fafer 
cour(e to émploy the Pirats of {wasand ¢4/géers in that fervice, who have many tall 
thips ( thé (povle of Chriftian Merchiants ) and warlikely appointed : now grown ex- 
pert in navigation , and all kind of Sea fights , by the wicked inftruétion of our fugi- 
tive Piat$ ,and other Renegadoes. But thofe Pirats have no heart to fuch an enter- 
prize , where the victory would prove fo bloudy , and the booty fo worthleffe, ‘The 
Navy that is yearly fet forth in the beginning of May, to annoy the enemy, fuppreffe 
Pirats , collect tribure,.and reforme diforders, in the Maritime towns that belong to 
the Admirality ; confifts of not above three-fcore gallies : which are all that can be 
{pated from their other places ofimployment: And that there be no more is faid to 
proceed from the want of captives, by reafon of their general peace with the Chrifti- 
ans for fuch, and fuchas are condemned for offences, are onely chained to the Oare, 
exeept the necefliry be urgent: As for matter to build with, they want none: no more 
doe they work-men : many excellent in that, Art, and thofe Chriftians , being inticed 
fromi all parts with Jiberall penfions to work intheir Arfenals. The Captain Baffa 
(for fo is the Admiral called) when not in fervice, hath his refidence in ¢ ‘onft antino= 
ple anid Gadiopol:; A man in regard of his place,of princpiall repute : and commanding 
the commanders of Gallipoli, Galata, Lemnos Nicomedia , Lesbos, Chios, Naxus, Enbea, 
Rhodes; (avalla, Nauplia, Lepanto Cyprus and Alexandria, In Ofober hee recurnetlt 
irom his annuall circuit ¢ as he did now during our abode in the City., and entred.the 
haven in triumphs The gallies divided into fundry { quadrons,and tricked all in their 
ballantry; rowing at their fternes threee or four little veflels nu bigger then fifher- 
pete A tidictilous glory, and a prize to be afhamed of. But it was cRouelit that the 
Grand Signior would have given hinrbut a bad welcome, that durft not adventure 
with Bich ods of number on the be-calmed Florentines. During the winter the Armado 
is difperfed,and the gallies are drawn into their dry ftations:An which time the Pirats, 
both Chriftians and Mahometan, doe rob on the «4gean and Mediterranean wn-con- 


ttolled,but by the defenfive ftrength of the affailed:

' Thus isthe Great Turk, férved by thole whom he may advance without envy,and 
deftroy without danger. The beftof them living a wandring and un-happy lite, re- 
moved from one command to another ; and to parts fo far diftant , that often more 
time is {pent in their journey thenin their abode, The greate{t Commander, and 
in the ftrength of his Command fubmitting his neck unto the executioners bow- 
{tring , when {ent by the Tyrant with the fatall box that includeth the commi flion, 
Nor bootethit to refift in hope of partakers, when one mans perferment js built on 
the defired overthrow of another: being alfo, asis{aidbefore, without kindred or 
alliance : fo that rebellions do but rarely happen. And althoush thefe great flaves ate 
tain to great riches, yet are they(as it were)but the collectors thereof for his treafure : 
whither at their deaths it returneth, all, fave what it pleafeth-him to beftow on their 
ofterity:who never are advanced to eminent place;it bei ng acaufe ofthegreater neg~ 
ect to have had excellent parents, as to them of ruine to be beloved in their govern- 
ments, Nay,fo much the continuance of honours in families. are avoided , that when 
a Baffais given (for fo I may term it ) to the fifter or daughter of a Sw/rax for an hut- 
band, the children begotten on them doe moft rarely uf above the degree of a pri- 
vate Captain. But more fevere are thefe Tyrants to their own, who lop all the 
branches from the bole;the un-naturall brother folemnizing ltis fathers funerals with 
the {laughter of his brothers. So fearfull arethey of rivality , and fo damnably poli- 


tick ; makihg all things lawfull that they may fecure the perpetuity of their Empire, 
Not now to feek in thofe precepts of Phorinus,

Yet they mourne for thofe being dead, whom they murdered : honouring them 
with all dues of buiral, and cuftomary lamentations. Now if the Ottoman line 
fhould faile, the Crim Tartar is to fucceed (both being of one Family: and of one 
Religion : ) as the Turke the Tartar ; who hath at this day the ele&tion of the Tarta- 
righ Barnes s but with this limitation , that he isto be of one of the fons of the de- 
ceafed. |, . 

Their Morall and Ecclefiafticall Laws, the 7 urks doe receive from «Mahomet the 
Saracen law-giver : a man of ob{cure parentage , bornin Ftraris 2 Village of «Arabia, 
inthe year 551. His-Father was a Pagan’, his Mother a Jew both by birth and 
Religion, At the firft he exercifed merchandize;having by the marriage of his najftris 
( not effected , as was thought, without witch-craft ) attained to much riches : where= 
upon he became a Captain of certain voluntary Arabians that followed the Emperor 

Hreraclius in his Perfian wars, Who falling intoa mutiny, for that they were deny- 
ed the military garment; and incenfing the reft of their Nation with the reproachful 
an{wer given them by the Treafurer, which was, That that ought not tobe given 
uuto dogs , which was ordained for the Romane fouldier ; a patt of thefM chole ca- 
bomet for their ring-leader, who had ageravated their difcontents » and confirmed 
them intheir rebellion, But being difdained by the better fort for the bafeneffe of 
his birth ; to avoid enfuing contempt, he gave itout, that he attained not to that 
honour by military favour , but by divine appointment, That he was fent by God. 
to give a new Law unto Mankind ; and by force of arms to reduce the world unto his 
obedience, That he was the laft of the Prophets, being greater then Chrift , as Chrift 
was greater then AZofes, “Two yeers together he lived in acave, not far diftant from: 
Mecca; where he compiled his damnable doétrine by the help of one Sergius a Neffa- 
rian Monk , and ¢eAbdallaa Jew: (containinga hods-podge of {undry Religions : ) 
which he firft communicated to his wife, perf wading her that it was delivered him 
by the Angell Gabriel, who had cut open bis heart, and taken from then¢e the little 
black core ( which the 7urks doe'affirm to be in the heart of every man ) wherein the 
devill doth plant his temptations : and the wed him withall the joyes and myfteries of 
Paradife.. His new Religion by little and little he divulged in Afecca; countenanced 
by the powerfull alliance which he had by his {undry wives: and followed by many 
of the vulgar , allured with the liberty thereof, and delighted with the novelty. 
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Buit the Nobles of Afecea going about to. apprehend him, he fled.woALedina, not two 
dayes journey diftant: whither followed by a number , wicked of life, and defperate 
of fortunes, he waged a fuccefsfull war againft the Syrians ; planted his Religion 
atnongft the vanquifhed : and after making ‘himfelfe Lord of Afecca, made that the 
place of his refidence. Where he died in the great Climacterical yeer of hisage;having 
made them believe, that the third day after he would afcend into heaven:whereupon 
le was kept above ground till the ayre was infected with his favour, and then buryed 
at Medina, Another promife he made concerning his return, which fhould have 
been a thoufand years after: which the Afahomerans excufe . as mif-underftood , by 
teafon of hisfeéble voice, even then a dying ; and that he did fay two thoufand : to 
which time they have prorogued their expectations. Mean of ftature he was, and 
evil-proportioned : having everaf{cald head ,.which ( as fome fay ) made him wear 
a white Shafh continually; now worn by his Sectaries. Being. much fubje&to the 
falling-fickneffe, he made ther believe that it was a propheticall rrance;and that then 
he converfed with the Angell Gabriel. Having alfo taught a Pigeon to feed at.his ear, 
he affirmed it to be the holy Ghoft, which informed him in divine precepts. Notun- 
like to Numa’s fainted familiarity with ~£geria and Pythagoras his Eagleswhofe policy 
perhaps he imitated: whereby as they the ‘R gmans and. Crotonians ;(o drew he the groffe 
Arabians to a {uperftitious obedience. Por he had a fubtile wit, though vicioufly em- 
sloyed ; being naturally inclined to all villanics. Amongft the reft, fo infatiably 
eacherous, that he. countenanced his incontinency witha law: wherein he declared 
it, notonely to beno-crimeto couple with whom-foever.he liked, butanactof 
high honour to the party., and infufing fan@ity, Fhus planted. he his irreligious 
Religion, being much aflifted by the iniquities of thofe times ; the Chriftian eftate 
then miferably divided by multitudes of herefies. So that the dif-unity of the profef= 
fors » made many to fufpec the profeflion , and to imbrace a doétrine fo indulgent to 
their affections. Which enlarging asthe Saracens and Turks enlarged their Empires, 
doth at this day wel-nigh over-run three parts ofthe earth ; o! that I mean that hath 
civill Inhabitants. Yet are the A/ahometans divided into three-{core and twelve Seéts; 
fprung from the two fountains, Of that named Imamia, the Perfians are drunk ; of the 
other, called Le/tare, the Syrians, Arabians, T urks,and eA fricans, . Perea 
The Alcoran , which containeth the fum of their Religion , is written in Arabicke 
rhime, without due proportion of nuttibers: and muft neither be written nor read 
by them in any other language: Befides the pofitive doctrine, ( to it felf contradigto- 
ry ) itis farced with Fables, Vifions, Legends, and relations: Nor is it at this day 
de fame that was written by Afahomet, ( although fo credited to be by the vulgar : ) 
inany things being fecretly put in,and thruft out; and fome of the repugnancies re- 
conciled by the fucceeding Caliphs. Mahomet the {econd is {aid to have altered it much 
and.added much to it. This book is held by chem in no leffe veneration, then the Old 
Teftament by the Jews , andthe New. by the Chriftians. They never touch it with, 
wn-vgatht hands : anda capitall crime it i8, in the reading thereof to miftake a letter,or 
difplace the accent. They kiffe it, imbrace it, and {wear by it: calling it, The book 
of Glory , and director unto Paradife: To {peak a little of thuch; they teach that 
God isonely tobe worfhipped , onely one and the Creator of all : righteous, piti- 
full; in wifdome and power incomprehenfible.. How God rhade nian of all forts and 
colours of earth; and being formed , for thoufand of years laid him a baking inthe 
Sun, untill He was pleafed to breath life into him. Then commanded he all his Ans, 
sells to reverence him: which the devill at that time an Angell of light, refufed te 
doe! expoftulating why he flotild fo honour that creature whom hee knew would. 
become fo polluted wich all manner of (by him particularized ) vices. That God, 
therefore condemned the devill to hell ; who-ever fince hath continued an enemy to 
man. Idolatry they hold to be the moft accurfed of crimes, and therefore they inter- 
di@- all images and counterfeits whatfoever ; reputing the Chriftians Idolaters , for 
that they have them in their Churchesiand houfes : imagining alfo that we worfhip 
three Gods, as not apprehending the myftery. of the Trinity. They deny the aR 
of Chrift, yet confeffe hin’ to be the fon ofa Virgin: AZary conceiving by the {mell 
of a role which was prefented her by the Angell Gbriel ; and that fhe bare him at her. 
breafts. They hold’him to bea greater Prophet then Mofes; and the Gofpel better 
then the Law: infomuch as no fews can ture Terk, untill he firtt turn Chriftian,they 
forcing hinrto eat hogs-Aefh , and calling iim Abdd/a, which fignifieth the fon of a, 
Chriftian : who after two or three days, abjuring Chrift, is made.a AZabometan. They 
fay, that the bleffzd Virgin’ was free from originall fin and the temptations tig ae 
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sthe breath and woid of Gods faid 
fe, cure difeafes > teftore fight toth

-devill. Chriftis called inthe Alcoran to know the 
fecrets of hearts, to raife the dead to li ¢ blind , and 
{peech to the dumb: and that his Difciples wrought miracles by his vertue. Yer Vifit 
they, not his {epulchre in their pilgrimages ( not thinking him to have dy‘d)as 
‘generally bruited, For being , as they fay , led towardthe place of execution, God 
Not permitting fo bafe a people to put to.death fo holy a Prophet ( for they confeffe 
that he never finned ) did affume him into heaven : when mift, and fought by the 
fouldiers in the throng, they laid hold of one of the Judges that had condemned him. 
Who refembled him much in favour and proportion, telli ng him that he fhould not 
‘e{cape from them again; andfo not believing -whatfoever fre faid, did execute him 
inhis room. They fharply punifh all {uch as blafpheme him: and fay that he thal 
Feturne to judgement about forty years before the worlds ending. The holy Ghof 
they acknowledge 3 yet not tobe diftinin perfon 5 bur onely as a power and opera- 
tive Vertue in the God-head , which in{pireth good motions j nto the heart , the pro 
ducer of good a&'ons, They are commanded feventimes a dav to refort unto pub-

Vice ot the adjoyning wall, imagining that the name-of God may’ be‘contained 
therein, and then prophane to be trod under-foot, or otherwi Ce defiled, That num- 
er their often repetition of the Names of God and his Attributes ( with other fhort 
ejaculations of prayer or prayfe ) uponbeads: fone thaking their heads inceffant- 
ly, until] they cara giddy : perhaps in imitation of the fuppofed trances ( but na- 
turally infirmity ) of their Prophet, And they have an Order of Monkes, whoare 
called Dervifes ; whom I have often feen to dance in their Mofques on Tuefdayes 
and Fridayes , many together , to the found of Barbarous Mufick ; dances thar con- 
fift of continual] tirnings, untill at a certain ftroke they fall upon the earth; and 
lying along like beafts . are thought to be rapt in fpirit unto celeftial] converfati- 
ons. Now the women are not permitted to come into their Temples ( yet have they 
t grates ) partly for troubling their devotions, bur. 


fecret places to look in thorow 
efpecially for that they are not excifed > aS are the women of Perfaand t£ thiopia; 
Nor 
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Nor citcumcife they the males untill they be able to anfwer the Prieft, and promife 
for themfelves: which is for the moft part atthe age ofeight. ‘hey are circumcifed 
in the houtes of their parents, at a feftivall meeting, and in the midft of the Affembly, 
the child holding up his fore-finger , intoken that he is a Mahomeran. As{oon as cut, 
the Prieft wafheth the wound. in water and fale, and bindeth it in linnen. Who chang- 
eth not his name, but isfrom thence-forth called a Muffelman: which isa truebe- 
leever. This done, he is carryed unto the Bayna, where his haire ( before that time 
worn at full length ) is fhaven ,and{o keptever after: all faving a lock on the top his 
crown, by which they dream that they fhall be aflumed by (Afahomer into Paradife > 
then put they on him a white Turbant; and fo returning with drums.and ho-boyes,is 
with great folemnity condu&ed to the Mofque, and prefented with gifts according to 
his quality. a ; 
The Turks doe faft one monethin:the year, which they call Ramazan: which 
changeth yearly , ( fo that in thirty years they faftone) wherein, they fay, that 
the Alcoran was delivered unto Mahomet by the Angell. Obferved by all but the 
infirm.and travellers: whoareto faftfor as longa time, when fothey recover , or 
come to the end of their journey. But they faft but during the day: in the night 
they feaft ; and then all their fteeples ftuck rotund with lamnpes, which burne til] 
the morning: affording an object of great folemnity. , Such asin ftead of abftaining 
from meats, doe abftain at that tyme from their Mofques, they carry about in 
feorne, and feverely chaftife: butfuch as then drink wine, they punith with death. 
Upon the difcovery of the New Moon ( which they {tiperftitioufly gratulate, efteem- 
ing him happy that difcovereth it firft, and bythe courfe thereof do reckon their 
year ; ) falling out this year onthe feventh of ‘December , the feaft of the Great By- 
ram did begin ; which doth continue for three dayes together: obferved by them a¢ 
Eafter is withus: On the firft day the Grand Signior rode to Santta Sophia inall 
the pomipe and glory of Empire: of which we fhall {peak hereafter. Upon hisre= 
turn we faw a fort of Chriftians, fome of them halfeearth already, crooked with 
age, and trembling with palfies ; who by thethrowing away of their bonnets and 
lifting up of their fore-fingers,did profter themfelves to become (Mahometans. A fight 
full of horror and trouble,. to fee thofe def{perate wretches. that had profeffed Chrift 
all their life, and bad fuflered, no doubt, for his fake much-contumely and oppreffion; 
now almoft dying to forfake their Redeemer , even then when they were to receive 
the reward of their patience. Tothefe the Tyrant a little retired his body : who bes 
fore not fo muchas caft his eye afide , but fate like the adored ftatue of an Idol: For 
they holda great grace, and anactof fingular picty, to draw many to their Re- 
ligion; prefenting them with money , change of raiments ; and freeing them from 
all tribute and taxes: Infomuch that ifa Chriftiani have deferved death by their 
law , if he will convert, they will many times remit his punifhment. But they com- 
pellno man. During this feftivall they exercife themfelves with various paftimes 
but none more in ufe, and morebarbarous, then the {winging up and downe, as 
boyes doe in bell-ropes , for which there be gallowfes( for they bear that forme ) 
of an exceeding height, erectedin fundry places of the City : when by two joyning 
ropesthat arefaftned above, they will fwing themfelvesas highas the tranfome, 
Perhaps affe€ted in that it ftupifies the fenfes fora feafoa : the caufe that opium is fo 
much in requeft , and of their forefaid fhaking of their heads, and continued turnings, 
Tategard whereof they have fuch as have lofttheir wits, and naturall Ideots, in 
high veneration; as men ravithed in (pirit , and taken from themfelves, as it were, to, 
the fellowhhip of Angels. Thefe they honour with the title of Saints, and lodge 
themintheir Temples: fome ofthem going almoft ftark naked ; others clothed 
in fhreds of feveral] colours; whofe neceffities are fupplyed by the peoples devoti- 
ons: who kifle their garmenits as they paffe thorow the ftreets , and bow to their be- 
tieditions.. Yea, marty by counterfeiting the Ideot, have avoided puntfh ment for of- 
fences which they have un-wittingly fallen’ into, Whileft the Byram lafteth, you can- 
not ftir abroad but you fhall be. prefented by the Dervifes and fasizaries , with tulips 
and trifles, befprinkling you with fweet water ; nor ceafe {fo to doe, till they have 
drawn reward trom you: 

The Turks are incouraged.to almes by their Alcoran, as acceptableto God, and 
Meritorious in it felte; if given without vain-glory ,and of goods well-gotten: al- 
leaging it tobe atemptation of the devils to abftain from almes for fear of im- 
poverifhment, Their more publique almes. confift in facrifices ( if not fo wrongful- 
ly tearmed ) upon their feftivalls, or performance of vowes: when fheep ik are 
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flain by the Prieft'and divided amongtt the poore ; the owners not.fo much 
ning apartthereof. They (ay, they giye much in private : and in truth, I have (eer: 
bur few beggers amons{t them. Yet {ometimes fhall you meetin the ftreets wth cou- 
ples chained together by the neck: whobeg to {atisfie their creditors in part,and are 
at the yearseénd releafed of their bonds ; provided, chat they, make fatisfation if they 
prove afterward able. Attheir deaths they ufually give legacies for the ‘releafe of 
prifoners, the freeing of bond-flaves , repairing of bridges, building of Hanes for the 
relief of paflengers :-and the great.men,, to the erecti ng of Mofques and Hofpiralts ; 
which they build not feldome in their life time. But A4zhomet the Great, and Sslpnean 
the Magnificent, have in that kind exceeded.all others :, whofe ftately. and funsptuotts 
ficuctures.dge give a.principall ornament to the*City ; where the fick and j mp dten¢ 
are provided for, and the ftranger entertained; ( for here be no Innes: ) the revenue of 
that of /ahomers amounting to an hundred and fifty thoufand Swtasies. To thee 
there belong Phyficians, Chyrurgeons , Apothecarjes. The charge thereof is‘com- 
mitted unto their Priefts: who bring upa certain number of youths in the wabome- 
ran law;and frequently pray for the departed fouls of the Founders in the Chappells, 
of their Sepulchres. They extend their charity to Chriftians and Jews ,as wells to 
them of their own religion; nay birds and beafts have a tafte thereot.For many onely ; 
to Jet them locfe will buy birds in. cages ; and bread to give unto dogs. Thefe have in 
this City no particular owners; being reputed an un-clean creature, and therefore not 
fuffered to come into their houfes : thinking it nevertheleffe a decd of piety 5 to feeds 
and provide them kennels to litter in , moftofthem repairing tothe {ea-fide nightly 
where they keep {uch a howling, that it the wind fit South-ward, they may be eafily 
heard to che upper fide of the City ot Pera. . . 
Wichthe Srescks they attribute all accidents to deftiny , and conftellations at bitth 
and fay with the / ragedian

fince it can be neither haftened nor avoided : being withall pecf{waded that they dye 
bravely that dye fighting; and that they fhall be rewarded with Paradife , that doe 
{pend their bloud uvon the enemies of their Religion;whorh they call Shahides which 
is Martyrs. For although they repute, murder to be an execrable crime , that cries to 
heaven for vengeance; and is never forgiven: yet are they commanded by their law, 
to extend their profeffion by violence, and without compaffion to {laughter their Op- 
pofers. But they live with themfelves in {uch exemplary,concord , that during the 
time that I remained amongft them (it being above three quarters of a year ) Inever 
faw Mahomeran offer vidlence toa Afahomeran; nor break into ill language : but if fo 
they chance to doe, a third will reprove him, with Fie A4(fe/-men , fall out 2 and all is 
appeafed,he that sives a blow,hath many gafhes made in his flefh and is led about for 
atetror: butthe man-flayer is delivered to the kindred Or friends of the fain, to be 
by them put to death with all exquifite tortute. : r ot 2 ee 
Now their opinion of the end of the world, of Paradife, and of Hell,exceed the vi- 
nity of dreams, and all old wives fables. They fay, that at the winding of a horn, not 
onely all flefh hall die, bucthe Angels themfelyes: and that the earth with earth- 
quakes fhall be kneaded together like a hump of dough, for forty dayes fo continuing. 
Then fall another blaft reftore beauty to the world, and fife unto all that ever lived. 
The good fhall.have fhining atid glorified faces; but the bad , the countenance of dogs 
and {wine, and fuch like unclean creatures. AMofes , Chrift, and Mahomet ,fha!! bring 
their feverall followers to judgefnent; and intercede for them: Cainthatdidthe fit 


murder

7 he-firft prefersberh the laft day. Primufque dies dedit extremum, 
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yautder thall be the ring-leadeér of the damned;who are to paffe over the bridge of Ju- 
ftice, laden with theiz fins in fatchels ; when the great finner *fhall- fall on the one fidé 
into hells where they fhall confurme in fire, and be renewed to new torments. Yet God 
will have pity upon them in the end,and receive them unto mercy: aid the devil thall 
ceafe to be, fince his malice is fuch as he cannot be faved. I was told by a Sieslianm Re= 
negado yan Enuch , and one greatly devoted to their fuperitition , that the burning ~ 
slobe of the Sun ( for {rch was his Philofophy.) was the Continent of the damned. 
Thofe that Tumble from the other fide of the Bridge, are laden with lefle fins:and do 
but fall into Purgatory: from whence they fhall fhortly be releafed , and received {nto 
Paradife. But as for the Women, poore fouls! be they never fo'good , they have the 
gates fhutagainft them: yet ate configned toa manfion without; where they fhall live 
happilv;as another repleat with all mifery for other.It is to be more then conjectured; 
that AZahbomer grounded his devifed Paradife , upon the Poets invention of €ifumi 
For thus 7 sballxs defcribeth the one:

And afahomet promifeth to the’poffeffors of the other , magnificent Palaces fpread all 
over with filk carpets, Howry fields, and cryftalline rivers ; trees of gold ftill fourifh- 
ing; pleafing the eye with other goodly formes, and the tafte with their fruits ;

Linder whofe fragant fhadés they fhall {pend the courfe of their happy time with 
amorous Virgins , who fhall alone regard their particular Lovers: not fuch as have 
lived in this world, but created of purpofe ; with great black eyes, and beautifull as 
the Hyacinth. They daily fhali have their loft virginities reftored: ever young, 
(continuing there, as here at fifteen, andthe men as at thirty ) and ever free from 
naturall sollutions. Boyes of divine feature fha]l minifter untoathem , and fet be- 
fore them all variety of delicate viands, But Avicen that great Philofopher and Phy- 
fician, who flourithed about four hundred and fifty years fince, when S ahomcbaviees 
had not yet wrterly exftinguithed all good litterature ; who was by linagean Arabian 
ofa Royall houfée ,inreligiona 1 ah meran, but by countrey and habitation a Sresi- 
ard, and Prince ( asfome write ) of Cordvba, teacheth a far different doétrine. For 
although as. a A¢ahometan, in his Books De Avima;and De eAlmahad,addrefled patti- 
cularly toa CMahometan Prince, he extolleth AZahomer highly, as being the fea’ of Di+ 
vine Laws , andthe /af of the Prophets, excufing his fen{wall felicities in the lifeto 
comic, asmeerly Allegoricall, and neceffarily fitted to rude ahd vulgar capacities $ 
( for faith he; if the points of Religion were taught in their true form to the ig- 
norant dull fews, or tothe wild Arabians employed altogether, about their Camels ; 
they would utterly fall off from all belief in God: ) yet befides that this excufe is 
fo favcurable and large, that ic may extend as well unto all Idolaters, and in brief to 
the juftifying of the abfurdeft errours, itis in a point of doétrine fo contrary to his 
oWnopinion, as nothing canbe more. For 4vicen himfelfe in the afore-faid Books, 
doth efteem fo vilely of the body, that he pronounceth bodily pleafures'to be falfe 
and bafe ; and that the foules being in the body is contrary to truce beatitude: wHere= 
ipon He denyeth alfo the Refurteétion of the flefh. Yet ia favour, as hath been {aid of 
Mahomet 5 ( who.dy fenfuall do&rinefoughtto havethe rude world to follow hinr ) 
he not onelyby his Allegorical eonftruction approverh the do&rine of the Refurre- 
étion of the body, whereinthe Fews aud Mahometans content with the Chriftians 5 but 
withall the tran{migration of fouls from one body into another . ( by which.means’ 
Mahomer devifed how a Camel] might paffe through the eye of a needle ; the foul of a 
{miner for purgation entring firft into thebody of a Camell, then ofa leffer beaft, and 
finally, ofa: little Worm which fhould creep thorow the eye ofa needle; and fobe~ 
come 
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come perfect :) and laftly, not once reproveth that impious faying of Mahomet, That 
God himfelfe at the Refurreétion fhould alfo havea body , no doubt, to en joy thofe 
{weer fenfuall felicities, though all fuch opinions are difclaimed by him: but con- 
trariwife reproveth the Do&rine of the Chriftians touching {pirituall happineffe , 
and that faying of our Saviour, that, the Saints in the world to come fhall be as 
Angels ( yet profeffeth the fame to be true ) as being weak and ill fitted to vulgar 
underftanding. So ftrangely may wife men be befotted with fa@tion , ‘tu excufe and 
commend the teaching of abfurd errours even by themfelves condemned, and to 
lay an afperfion upon the purity of divine Do&rine, in that unfit to be fo communi- 
cated to the ignorant: asif Truth were to make her felfe to pleafe beftiall Tsno~ 
rance, and Ignorance not rather to be enlightned by degrees , and drawn up to be- 
holdthe Truth. But now this ¢4vices, laying down for a while his outward perfon 
of a CMahometan, and putting onthe habite ofa Philofopher ; in his Metaphyficks 
feemethto make a flat oppofition between the truth of their faith received from ... Pe 3 
theit Prophet, and the truth of underftanding by demonftrative argument: And a 4 ha | 
faith in effect, that this Law and prophecie delivered by Mahomet, which taught that pe 
God himfelfe ar the Refurrection fhouid have a body, placeth the happineffle of the 

life to come in bodily delights. But wife Theologians, faith he, have with greater 

defire purfued {pirituall pleafures proper to the foul: and for this corporall felicity 
-although it fhould be beftowed upon ehehi, would notefteem it in comparifon of 

the other , whereby the mind is conjoyned to the firfttruth , whichis God. And here 

he never mentioneth that {trained excufe of anallegory ; but with juft indignation i 
and fome acerbity of fpeech , detefteth that groffe opinion broached in their Law, 
which placeth the predominance of everlafting felicity in the bafeneffe of fenfualiry 
and in that low voluptuoufneffe : and faith thata prudent and under{tanding man, 
may not think that all delight is like the delight of an Affe ; and that the Angels who 
are next to the Lord of the worlds , fhould live deprived of all pleafure and joy, and that 
he who is the higheft in beauty and vertue, fhould confift in the laft and loweft 
deerée of fuavity. And therefore concludeth , that neither in excellency , nor in per- 
feétion , nor yet in multitude, no nor in any thigg praife-worthy or to be defi- | 
redinpleafure, there isany comparifon between thofe felicities : and though bafe 
fouls be addiéted to that bafe felicity , yetthe worthy defires of holy minds are far 

removed from that difpofition ; and contrariwife being joyned to theit perfection 

( which is God ) are filled with all true and Pappy delights : and if that the cohtrary 

perfwafion or affection fhould be remaining in them, it would hurt and with-hold 

them from attaining unto that height of happinefle. This being his better advifed 

and more fincere difcourfe, it utter excludes his former excufe of an allegory : whofe 

right ufe being ,by plain and fenfible allufions to draw up the underftanding to an 

apprehenfion of divine things, reprefentedin thofe fimilitudes: the courfe held by 
Mahomet worketh a clean contrary effe&; and drowneththeir underftanding part 
and affeGion in the hope and love of thefe corporall pleafures. Whereby it is true, 
that he greatly enlarged his own earthly dominion: but by thisjudgement even of 
Avicen with-held his followers from the true felicity. And it is worthy obfervation, 
that in the judgement of Avicea, one thing istrue in their faith , andthe contrary in 
pure and demonftrative reafon. Whereas (to the honour of Chriftian Religion be it 
fpoken ) ts confefled by all, and enacted by a Council, that it isan error to fay , One 
thing is true in Theology, and in Philofophy the contrary. For the truths’ of Religi- 
on are many times above reafon. but never againft it. Sothat we may now conclude, 
that the AZabomeran Keligion,being derived froma perfon in life fo wicked, fo world- 
ly hisprojects , in his perfecutions of them fo difloyal , treacherous ,and cruel, being 
grounded upon fables and falfe revelations , repugnant to {ound réafon , and that wif- 
dome which the divine hand hath imprinted in his works ; alluring men with thofe 
inchantments of flefhly pleafures , permitted in this life , and promifed for the life in- 
fuing; beingalf{o fupporged with tyranny and the {word (for itis death to {peak 
there againft ic, ) and laftly, where it is i, rooting out all vertue, all wifdome 
and {cience, and ia fumme, all liberty and civility , and laying the earth fo waft, dif- 
peopled and un-inhabited ; that neither it came from God ( {ave as a fcourge by per- 
miffion ) neither can bring them to God that follow it. 

Ebbabecher , Omar, Ozman, and Haly , followed «Mahomet in the government ; 
the great enlargers of their Religion and Dominions: but Haly was perfecuted, 
and flain inthe ead bythe other, for afluming the right of fucceffion ,in thar he 
had married the Daughter of their Prophet. From him the Perjians do challenge 
pii- 
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priority of government in matters of Religion, the main caufe of the hatred between 
them and the Turks ) alleaging moreover , thatthe former three, to confirme their 
authorities , did falfly adde to the Alcozan, and put out what they lifted ; and in fuch 
fort falfified 5 left it to their followers. Then fucceeded the Caliphs of Babylon, who 
bore both the fpirituall and temporall jurifdiGtion. After the Egyptians fet up a Caliph 
of their own. But in procefle of time they were both fuppreffed ; the one (as hath 
been faid before ) by the Tartars , and the other by the Sw/tans, The dignity amongft 
the Turks with much abatement, doth now remain inthe Mafeies , which name 
doth fignifie an Oracle. or anfwere of doubts )as {ucceflors to Ebubecher , Omar,’ arid 
Ozman. the Caliphs having been both High-priefts ,and Princes, thefe being Patri- 
archs ,as it were, and Soveraigns of their Religion. Throughout the whole Turki 
territories there is but one; who ever refideth in the Royall City , or followes the 
perfon of the Emperour. . He is equall to the ancient Popes ; or rather greater both in 
repute aud authority, The Grand Signior doth rife at his approach to {alute him, and 
fers him by him,and gives him much reverence.His life is onely free from the word; 
and his fortunes moft rarely fubjeét to the fubverfion. The Emperour undertaketh 
no highdefigne without his approvement. He hath power to reverfe both his {ene 
tence, and the fentence of the Divaz , if they be not adjudged by him conformable to 
the Alcoran; but his own is irrevocable. In matters of difficulty they repaire to him: 
and his expofition ftandeth for a law. To conclude , he his the fupreme Juade sand 
rectifier ofall actions , as well Civill as Ecclefiafticall ; and an approver of the Juftice 
of the military. The place is given by the Gravid Signior to men profoundly learned 
intheir Law, and of knownintegrity. He feldome ftirs abroad, and never admits 
of impertinent converfation. Grave is his look, grave is-his behaviour , 


Rarus fermo illis , & magna libido tacendi, Highly affecting filence , and moft [pare 
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For whenany come to him for Judgment, they deliver him in writing the ftate of 
the queftion ; who in writing briefly returns his oraculousanfwer. “He commonly 
weareth a velt of green, and the ereateft Turbant inthe Empire: I fhould not fpeak 
muck out of compaffe , fhould J fay as large in compaffe as a bufhell. Toft have been 
inthis mans. Seraglio, whichis neither great in receit nor beauty,: yetanfwerable to 
his {mall dependency., and infrequency of furers. He keepeth in his houfea Semi=: 
nary of boyes, who are inftruéted in the myfteries of their Law. He his not reftrain- 
ed, nor reftraineth himfelfc from the penalty of women. His in-comes are gteat, his 
disburfings little, and confequently his wealth infinite: yet he isa bad pay-mafter 
of his debts, though they be but trifles. He much delighteth in clocks and watches : 
whereof, as {ome fay, he hath not fo few as athoufand. 

Next in placetothe (Mufti are the Cadile{chiers , that are Judges of the Armies 

( but.not to meddle with the Panizaries ) and accompany the Beglerbegs when they 
soe into the field. Ofthefe there are onely two: one of the Europian part of the 
Empire . and another of the 4fian: Thefe are alfo elected by the Grand Signior , as 
the Cadies by them ( yet to be allowedly by the Grand Signior , and to kiffe his veft:) of 
whom there is one inevery town, who befides their {pirituall funétions , doe admi- 
nifter Juftice between party and party , and punifh offenders. Of inferiour Priefts 
there be fome particularly appointed to fing at the tops of their fteeples,, and to 
congregate the people ;. fome tolook to the Ceremonies , and {ome to read and in- 
terpretthe Alcoran, There arealfoother Religious Orders; which I omit to fpeak 
of being of others owntaking up; neither commanded nor commended ; and rather 
to be elteemed. vagabonds then Religious perfons,confider we either their lifesor their 
habits. . 

Amongft the Turki, commandements , one is, that 5 drawn originally from our 
Saviour, 1 hez [bale not.doe what thou would/t not. have done to thee: whereupon for 
the moft part their Civill juftice is grounded ; not difagreeing sreatly from the laws 
of (Moles. Allevictions there as elfewhere, depend upon witneffes : yet will not the 
oath of a Chriftian,.or a Jew be received againft a Turk,, as willa Tarks againft ther, 
and theirs one againft another. But the kindred of Mahomer havetheir fingle tefti- 
monies inequall value with the teftimony of two others. Notwithftanding , the 
Gath of a (Aahometan will not be taken , if impeached for a drinker of wine, or cater 


of {wines flefh. Every Bafa keeps a Divan( fo they call the Court of Juftice ) within 
is 
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his Province : but the higheft of all, and to which they may appeal from all other,is Phi Ba 
that which is kept four dayes of the week inthe Grand Siguiors Seraglio. trom whence Ryn i 
no anpeal is admutted but to the perfon of the -Auftic. Here the V xier Baffas Of hom Ma- 
the Pott, who.are nine in number ( or as many as then are not otherwife imp!oyed) homer the 
doe fitin Juftice: where alfo they confult of matters of State ,and t rat publikely, not third added 
exces ting againft Embaffadors Drogermen, lightly alwayes prefent,fo prefume they fve- 
of ftrong hand: affifted by thea Admirall,> Chaacellor, ( thee Treafurer in.the "aes 
fame room keeping his Court ) where all Caufes whatfoever that are heard, within, gyccki- 
the {pace of three dayes are determined ; the Great /z:er Baffzbeing Prefident of the rap, 
reft. But Bribery not known untill lately amongft them, hath to corrupted their ¢ Toftedar. 
integrity , that thofe caufes ( if they bear buta colour of right ) dofeldome mifcarry, 
where gifsare the. Advocates: yet this is the beft of the worlt, that they quickly 
know their {ucceffes. But many times when the opprefled {ubjec& can have no juttice, 
they willintroopes attend the coming forth of the Emperor, by burning {traw on 
their heads.or holding up torches, provoke his regard: who brought unto him by his 
Mutes, doth receive their petition ; which oftentimes turns to the ruine of fome of 
thofe great ones. For affirances of purchafes they have no Indentures , no fines and 
recoveries. The omitting of a word cannot fruftrate their eftates ; nor quirks of law 
prevail againft confcienee. Allthat they have to fhew , isa little Schedule , called a 
Hodget or Sigil, onely manifefting the pofleflion of the, Seller, as his of whom he 
bought it , or from whom it de{cended unto him ;_ which under-written by the Cadie 
of the place , doth fruftrate allafter-claims wharfoever. Now the punifhments for 
offenders be either pecuniary or corporall. To impofe the former , they will forge all 
the flanders that they can, to eat upon the leffe circumfpect Chriftians : but the other 
are feldomeun-juftly inflited. Their forms of putting to death , befides {uch as are 
common el{-where) are impaling upon ftakes, gxnching(which is to be let fall from 
on high upon hooks, and there to hang untill they die bythe anguifh of thefe 
wounds , or more miferable famine, ) and another invented ( but now not here ufed) 
to the terror of mankind: by fome devillith Perillw , who deferved to have firft tafted 
of his own invention : viz. they twitch the offender abot the wafte with a towell, 
inforcing him to draw up his breath by. often pricking him in, the body, untill they 
have drawn him within the compaffe of a {pan;then tying it hard,they cut him off ia 
the middie, and fetting the body ona hot plate of copper , which feareth the veins, 
they fo up prop him during their cruell pleafure : who not onely retaineth his fenfe , 

but the faculties of difcourfe,until he be taken down; & then departeth in an tnftant. 
But little faults are chaftifed by blows: received on the foles of the feet with a bafti- 
nado, by hundredsat a time, according to the quality of the mifdeamour. A terrible 
ain that exteudeth to all the parts of the body: yet have I een them taken for mony. 
he mafter‘alfo in this fort doth correct his flave : but parents-their children with 
{tripes onthe belly. The Saubafhie isas the Conftable of a City both to fearch out 
and punifh offences. Aap Otay oh . oe aie Sn 
* It remaineth now that we {peak of the perfons ofthe Twrks, their difpofitions , 
mannersand fafhions. They be generally well compl2xioned, of good{tatures, and 
full bodies, proportionably compacted. They nourifh no hair about them , buta 
lock onthe crown, and on theit faces only ; efteeming it more cleanly , and to be the 
better prepared for their fuperftitious wafhings,. But their, beards they wear at full 
length; the mark of their affected gravity , and token.of freedome , ( for flaves have 
their fhaven) infomuch that they will {coffe at fuch Chriftians as cut, or naturally 
want them, as if fuflering themfelves to be abufed againft narure. All of them wear 
on their heads white Shafhes and Turbants , the badge of their Religion: as ts the fol- 
ding of the one,.and fize of the other, of their vocations and quality. Shafhes are long 
towells ot Callico wound about.their heads : Turbants are made like great globes , 
of Callico too, and thwarted with roules of the fame; having litrle copped caps, on 
the top, of green, or red velvet, being only worn by perfons of rank; aud he the grea- 
teft , that weareth the greateft, the Mufties excepted which over-fizeth the Emperors; 
And though many Orders have particular ornaments appointed for theit heads, yer 
wear they thefe promifcuoufly. [ct is an efpeciallfayour inthe ?-#rk,, to fufter the 
Chriftian tributary Princes, and their chiefeft Nobles to wear white heads in the Ci- 
ty : butinthem, what better then an Apoftaticall infinuation ? Bur to begin from the 
skin: the nextthat they wear a {mock of Callico, with ample fleeves,, much logger. 
-then their armes: under this ,a pair of calfounds of the fame, which reach fo their 
ancles, the reft naked, and going in yellow or ae flip-thooes ; picked'at the roe , and, 
plated 
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plated onthe fole: over all they wear an half-fleeved coat girt unto them with # 
towell : their neck all bare: and this within doors is their {ummer-accoutrement- 
Overall when they goe abroad they wear gowns,fome with wide half-fleeves( which 
mote particularly belong to the Grecians) others with long hanging flecves, buttoned 
before’: anda third fort worn by the meaner ‘fort; reaching but a little| below the 
knee, with hanging fleeves not much longer thenthe arm,and open before;but all of 
them un-gathered in the thoulders. Inthe winter they adde tothe former,calfounsof 
cloth, which about the {mall of their leg are fewed to fhort {mooth buskins of jea- 
ther without foles , fit tor the foot, asa glove for the hand: lining their gowns with 
furr ,as they doe their coats; having thenthe fleeves ( or quilted wafte-coats under 
them ) reaching clofe to their wrifts.. They wearno gloves. At their girdles they 
wear long hand-kerchers,fome of them admirable for value and workmanfhip. They 
never alter their fafhions : not greatly differing in the great and vulgar more then 
in the richneffe. Cloth of riffue, of gold, and filver, velvet,(carlet,fattin, damask, cha- 
molets,lined with fables, and other coftly furrs,and with martins, {querrils,foxes,and 
cony-skins ; are worn according to their feveral qualities. But the common wear is 
violet cloth: they retain the old worlds cuftsm ih giving change of garments.: which 
they may aptly do, when one veft fitteth all men, and is of every mans fafhion.*The 
Clergy goe much in green, it being Afshomer’s colour; and his kinf-men in green tha- 
fhes, who are called Emers; which is Lords: the women alfo wear fomethiug of green 
on their heads to be known. There lives not a race Of ill-favoureder people, bran- 
ded perhaps by God for the fin of their feducing anceftor, and their owne wic- 
ked affuming of hereditary holineffe. - Bur if*a-Chriftian out of ignorance wear 


green, he fhall have his clothes torn off froni‘his backs and perhaps be well bea- 


ten. They carry.fo weapons about them inthe City ; onely they thruft’ under 
their girdles great crooked knivés ofa dagget-like'fize}, in theaths of metall ; »the 
hafts and fheathes of many being fet with ftones, and'fome of them! worth five 
hundred Sultanies. They bear their bodies upright , of attately’ gate, and elated 
countenance. Intheir familiar falutations they Ay ‘théeirhands‘on their bofomes , 
anda little decline their bodies: but when they falutea perfon of great rank, they 
bow almoft to the ground, and kiffe the hemme of his ‘garment’ The ornaments 
of their heads they never put offupon any occafion. ' Som®’ of them perfume their 
beards with amber 5, and the in-fides ofthelt Turbants : and all of them affe@ clean- 
lineffe fo Religioufly, that befides theit'etftomary lotions, and daily frequenting 
of the Banwias , they never fo muchas make'water'}' but they wath both their hands 
and privities : at which bufineffe they fequefter thenifelves , and cotich tothe earth; 
reviling the Chriftian whom they fee p:ffingagainft a wall, and fometimes ftriking 
him. Thisthey doe,to prevent that any patt of either excrement fhould touch the'r 
earmeénts , efteeming ita pollution , and hindring'the acceptation of prayer , who 
then are to be moft pure both inheart and ‘habit.. So flothiull they be, that they 
never walke up.and down for recreation, nor ufe any other exercife but thootiiig : 
wherein they take as little paines as may|be’, fitting on'carpets in the fhadow; and 
fending their flaves for their atrowes.’ They alfo fhoot againft earthen walls, éver 
kept moift in fhops and private houfes for that'purpefe; ftanding not above fix 
pacesfrom the mark, and that with fuch violence’, thar the arrow*paffes not fel- 
dome thorow : nay,I have'feen their arrows thot. by our Embafladour thorow 
targets of fteel , pieces of braffe of two inches thick , and thorow wood. with anar- 
row headed with wood , of eight inches, ‘Theit bowes are for form andlength, not 
un-like the lath of a large croffe-bow ,~ made of the‘horns: of Buffoloes ¥’ intermixed 
with finews, of admirable work-manfhip, and fome of them exqitfitely gilded. 
Although there be wreftlers among them,; yet they be fuch as doe ittodelight the 
people, and doe make it their profeffion , as de thofe that walk upon ropes , where- 
inthe Turks are moft expert; going about when they have done, toevery parti- 
cular (peftator for his voluntary benevolence. Of cards and dice'they ‘are Nappil 
ignorant; but at chefle they will play’all the'day’long, afport that ‘agreéth vel 
with their fedentary vacancy ; wherein notwithftanding they avoid the difhoneft 
hazard of money. The better fort take gréat delight in their horfes, which arébeau- 
tifullto the eye, and well ridden for fervice; but, quickly jaded’, if held toa good. 
round trot (for amble they doe nor) inan indifferent journey. But the Furksdo 
not lightly ride fo faft as to put them “unto. either.” ‘Their faddles be hard and deep , 
phone not great, plated behind and before; andfome of them with filver.as are their 
maflie ftirrops , and the reins of their bridles, futed unto their coftly ai 
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When they ftand in the ftable they feed them for the moft part, if not alrogether,with 
barley ; being here of {mall value, and onely ferving for that purpofe.: They litter 
them in their own dung, firftdryed inthe Sun and pulverated ; which keeps their 
skins clean, {mooth, and fhining; 

The Turks doe greatly reverence their parents , (fo commanded ‘to doe by their 
faw ) as the Inferior his Superior, and the young, the aged, readily giving the prio- 
rity to whom it belongeth , the left hand asthey goe inthe ftreets preferr’d before 
theright, inthat made mafters thereby of the fword of the other , and the chiefet 
place the fartheft“from the wall, who live together as ifall ofa brothet-hood, Yet 
give they no entertainment’ unto one another',. nor comethere any into their hou- 
fes butupon fpeciall occafion, and thofe but into the publike parts thereof: their 
women being never {een but by the Nurfes and Eunuchs which attend on them: Yea 
fo jealous they are, that their fons when they cometo growth are feparated from 
them. As their houfes are mean, foare their furnitures - having nothiug on the 
in-fide but bare white walls: un-leffe it be fome fpeciall roome, in the houfe of 
fome of high quality, But the roofes of many.of them are curioully feéled with 
in-laid wood , adorned with «gold and azure of an exceflive coftlineffé; the greater 
part of the floore, and that:a little advanced , being coveted with: 7 urkie carpets, 
whereon when they tread they doe put off their flip-thoos. ‘Many of their roomes 
have great out-windows, where they fit on cufhions in the ‘heat of the day.. They 
lye upon mattreffes , fome of filk , fome of {tained linnen, with bolfters of the fame, 
and quiltsthat are futable, but much in their clothes, the'caufe perhaps that they 


ate fo loufie. Nor fhame they thereat: many fhall you feesit publikelya loufing | 


themfelves in the Sun: and thofe no mean ‘perfons. They have-ncither tables 
nor-f{tools in their houfes, bur fitcrof-legd onthe floor at their viduualls; all ina 
ring. Inftead ofacloth, they havea skin {pread beforethem ; but the better fort fit 
aboutaroundboatd, ftanding on a fuot not paft halfe afoot high ,'and brim’d 
likea charger: The difhes have feet like {tanding bolles, and are fo fetone upon 
another , that you may eat of each without removiag of any: Their moft or- 
dinary foodis Pillaw, that is, Rice which hath been fod’ with the fat of Mutton. 
Pottage they ufe of fundry kinds , egges fryed in honey, tanfiee, (or fomething like 
them ) patties of fundry ingredients: the little Aeth which they eat is cut iato gob- 
bets, and either fod, or rofted ina fornace. But I think there is morz in London {pent 
in One day then in this City in twenty. Fith they have in indifferent quantity. 
But the commons doe commonly feed on herbes , fruits, roots, onions, gatlicke, 
abeaftly kind of un-preffed cheefe that lyeth in a lumpe;hodg-podges made of fowre 
milke, and honey, &c. fo that they live for little or nothing, -confidering their 
fare, and the plenty ofall things. They are waited upon by-their flaves, given them, 
orpurchafed with their fwords, or money: of thefe to have many it is accounted 
for great riches. When one hath fed fufficiently he rifech, and another taketh his 
room , and fo continue to do untill all be fatisfied. They eat three times a day : but 
when the feaft they fitali the day long, un-leffé they rife to exonerate nature, and 
forth-with return again. They abftaine from hogs-flefh, from bloud,and from what 
hath dyed of it felf, un-leffe in cafes of neceflity. Their ufuall drink is pure water yet 
have they fundry Sherbets, (fo callthey the confections which they intute into it ) 
fome made of fugar and lemons, fome of violets , and the like, whereof fome are 
mixed with amber ) which the richer fort diflolve thereinto. The honey of So is 
excellent for that purpofe : andthey make another of the juice of Raifins, of little 
coff, and moft ufually drunk off. Wine is prohibited them by their e4/coran ; bted 
plant none , they buy none: but now to that liberty ‘they are grown (the naturall 
Turk excepted ) that they will quatie freely when they come tothe houfe of a 
Chriftian: infomuch as I have feen but few goe away un-led from the Embafladours 
table. Yet the feated diforders that might infue thereof, have been an occafion 
that divers times all the wine inthe City hath been ftayed (except in Embafladors 
houfes ) and death hath been made the penalty unto fuch as pre{umed to bring any 
in, They preferre our beer above allother drinks. And confidering that wine is 
forbidden’, thar water is with the rawett ( efpecially in this Clime ) the deernefle of 
Sherbets , and plenty of Barley (being here fold not for above nine pence a buhell ) 
no doubt but it would prove infinitely profitable to fuch’asthould bring iathe ufe 
thereof amongftthem. Although they be deftitute of Taverns, yet have they their 
Coffa-houfes , which fomething refemble them. There fit they chatting mott of 

the day ; and fip ofa drink called Coffa (of the berry that-ir is made of ) in litcle 
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China difhes: as hot as they can fuffer ir: black as oor, and tafting not much un- 
like it ( why not that black broth which was in ufe amoneft the Lacedemonians? ) 
which helpeth as they fav, digz{tion . and ptocureth alacrity : many of the Coffa- 
en, keeping beautifull boves , who ferve as ftales to procure them cuftomers. The 
Turks ave al(o incredible takers of Opiwm, whereofthe lefler »4 ha affordeth them 
lentv: carrying itabour them both in peace and warre; which they fay expel- 
ethall fear , and makes them couragious: but I rather think giddy-headed, and tur- 
bulent dreamers, by them, as fhouldfeem by what hath been {aid , religioufly affe= 
&ted. And perhaps for the felf fame caufe they alfo delight in Tobacco : which they 
take thorow reeds that have joyned unto them great heads of wood to containe it. 
I doubt nor but lately taught them , as broughtthem by the Englifh : and were it not 
fometimes lookt into (for «Mor at Baffa not long fince commanded a pipe to be thruft 
thorow the nofe ofa Turk, and {o to be led in derifion thorow the City, ) no queftion 
but it would prove a principal commodity. Neverthelefle they will take it in corners, 
and are fo ignorant therein, that that which in England is not saleable, doth pafs here 


amoneftthem for moft excellent. 

They are by their Law in generall exhorted to marry , forthe propagation of 
their Religion: and he ill reputed of that forbeareth fo to doe , untill the age of five 
and twenty. Every man is allowed four Wives, whoareto be of his own Religions 
andas many Concubine flavesasheis able to keep of what Religion foever. For 
God (faith the Alcoran ) that is good and gracious , exacteth not of us what is 
harfh and burdenfome , but permits usthe nightly company of women: wellknow- 
ing that abftinency in that kind is both grievous, and impoffible. Yetare they to 
meddle with none but their own peculiars : the offending women they drowne, 
and the man they ganfh. They buy their wives of their parents, and record the con- 
tract before the Cadi; which they after folemnize in this manner : Many women 
are invited by the mother of the Bride to accompany her the night before the 
marriage day; whereof they {penda great part in feafting: then lead they her into 
a bath 5 where they anoint and bathe her. So breaking company they depart 
unto their feverall refts » andin the morning return to her chamber : wherethey 
trick her in her richeft ornaments, tying on her filken buskins with knots not eafi- 
i un-knit. The Bridegroom having feafted a number in like manner,in the morning 
they alfo repaire tohis houfe in their beft apparell, and gallantly mounted ,from 
whence they fet forward by twoand by two, to fetch home the Bride, accompa- 
nyed with mufick, and conduéted by the Sagdich , who is the neereft of his kin- 
dred. Unto whom the Bride is delivered with .her face clofe covered :.who fet 
a-ftride on horf-back, hath a Canopy carried over her; in fuch fort as no part 
of her is tobe difcerned. So the troupe returning in order as they came: after 
them are cattied in Serpets (a kind of baskets ) their prefents, and apparell: then 
followeth fhe; and laftly her flaves, if any have been given her. The Bride- 
groom ftandeth at his dore to receive her, who is honoured by his guefts( yet 
goe they notin ) with fundry prefents before their departure. If the be of qua- 
ity fhe is* led to the Bride-chamber by an Eunuch, where women ftand prepa~ 
red to un-drefle her. Butthe Bride-groome himfelf muft un-tic her buskins ( as a- 
mong the Romarsthey did their girdles ) to which hee is faia to apply his teeth. 
Now he istoentertaine his Wives withan equall refpe&: alike is their dyet, alike 
is their apparell, alike is his benevolence ( for fuch {weet {tufie is contained inthe 
pteceprs of their Do&tors ) un-lefle they confent to give or change turnes; or elfe 
they may complaine to the (#di, and procure adivorcement. But the husband 
may put away. his.wife at his pleafure : who may marry unto another within 
four moneths-after, provided fhee prove not with child, and then not untill fo 
Jong atter her-delivery. But ithe will have heragain, he muft buy her: and if 
after the thirddivorce, another is firft to lie with her, asa puaifhment inflited for 
his levity.. They give him the reverence of a matter ; they are at no time to deny 
him their embracements whom he toucheth not again, untill they have been at 
the Bannias,. They receive chaftifement trom.him; and that they hold to bean 
argument ofhis affection, They feed apart, and intermeddle not with houfhold 
affairs. All that is required at their hands, is tocontent her husbands , to nurfe 
their own children, and tolive peaceably together : which they doe (and which 
is ftrange ) with no great jealoufie, or envy. Nomale accompanies them above 
twelve years old, except they be Eunuches; and fo ftriétly are they guarded, as 
feldome feen to look out at their dores. They be women of elegant sa 
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for the moft part ruddy, clear,and {mooth, as the polifhed Ivory; being never ruffed 
by the weather , and daily frequenting the Bannias: but withall by the felt - fame 
meaas they fuddenly wither. Great eyes they have in principal repute , affected both 
by the Turks and the Grecsans , as it fhould feem from the beginning: For Mahomet 
doth promife women with fuch, (nay asbigas egs ) in his imaginary Paradife : 
which Homer attributes, as an efpeciall excellency,unto Juno:

And of thofe the blacker they be, the more amiable: in-fomuch that they put be- 
tween the eye-lids and the eye a certain black powder with a fine long pencill, made 
of a minerall brought trom the Kingdome of Fez , and called Alcohole ; which by the 
not difgracefull {taining of the lids, doth better fet forth the whitneffe of the eye, and 
though it trouble for a time, yet it conforteth the fight, and repelleth all humors. Into 
the fame hue ( but ir they naturally are fo ) do they die their eye-breis, and eye- 
browes: ( the Jatter by Art made high, half-circular , and to meet, if naturally they 
doe not ) fo doe they the hair of their head:

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asa foyle that maketh the white {eem whiter, and more bec»mming their other per- 
fections. They part it before in the midft, and plate it behind , yet fometimes wea- 
ting it diMeveled. They paint their nailes with a yellowith red. (Chey weare onthe 
top of their heads a cap not un-like the top of a fugar-loaf, yet a little flat , of pafte- 
boord, and-covered with cloth of filver or tiffue. Their under-garments ( which 
within dores are their upper-moft)do little differ from thofe thar be worn by the men, 
which we have.prefented to the eye to avoid repetition. 

The better fort about the upper part of their arms and {malls of their legs wear 
bracelets, and ate elf-where adorned with jewells. When they goe abroad they Wear 
over all long gownes of violet cloth or fcarlet , tyed clofe before , the large fleeves 
hanging over their hands ; having buskins on their legs, and their headsand fa- 
ces{o mabled in fine linnen , that no more is to be {een of them then their eyes : nor 
that of fome, who look as through the fight of a Bever. For they aie forbidden by the 
Alcoran to difclofe their beauties unto any but unto their fathers and husbands. They 
never ftir forth, but (and then alwayes in troops ) to pray at the graves , and to the 
publike Baznias , which for excellency of buildings are next totheir Mofques. But 
having in part already defcribed {ome of their formes’, 1 will a little treat of their ufes 
which have been in times paft , andare at this prefent in fuch requeft with thefe nati- 
ons ( as once withthe Romans, asmay appear by their regardable} ruines ) that few 
but frequent them twice :in the week;as well tor theirhealth, as for delight and clean- 
linefle. For the {tomacks crudity proceeding from their ufuall eating of fruits and 
drinking of water, is thereby concoéted ; which alfo after exercife aud travell reftor- 
eth to the wearyed body a wonderfull alacrity;

The mentake ‘them up in the morning: and inthe after-noon the women. But 
both amongft the R mans did ordinarily frequent them together: a cuftome, as they 
fay , continued in Switzer-land at this day , and that among the moft modeft. The 
men are attended upon by men, and the women by women. In the outer-moft 
roome they put off their clothes : then having aprons of ftained lianen tyed a- 
bout their waftes , they enter the bathes to what degree of heat they pleafe: for 
feverall roomes , and feveral parts of them are of feverall temperatures, as isthe 
water let in by cocks to:wath the {weat and filch of the body. The fervitors wath them} 
rub them, ftretch out their joints, and cleanfe their skinnes with a piece of rough 
grogoram : which done, they fhave the heads and bodies of men, or take away the 
haire with a compofition of Rufma (a minerall of Cypras ) and un-{leaktlime : who 
returning to the place where they left their cloaths, are dryed with frefh linnen ; and 
for all this they pay not above three or four Afpers : fo little, in that endued with re- 
venues by their Founders. Butthe women doe anoint their bodies with an ointment 
made of the earth of Chios ; with maketh the skin foft, white , and fhining, extending 
that on the face, and freeing it from wrinkles. Much un-naturall and filthy luftis 
{aid tobe committed daily inthe remote clofets of thefe dark-fome Bannias: yea 
women with women ;a thing tn-credible , if former times had not given thereunto 
both detection, and punifhment. They have generally the fweeteft children that ever 
I {aw ; partly proceeding from their frequent bathings, and affected cleanlinefle. As 
we bear ours, in our arm, fo they do theirs a-ftride on their fhoulders, 

Now next to their wives,we may {peak of their flaves : for little difference is there 
made between them : who are Chriftians taken in the wars, or purchafed with their 
money. Of thefe there are weekly markets in the City , where they are to be fold as 
horfes jn Faires:the men being rated according totheit faculties,or perfonall abilities; 
as the women{or their youths and beauties: who are fet out in beft becomming at- 
tires;and with their afpeéts of pity and affe€tion endevour to allure the Chriftians to 
buy them, as expecting from thema more eafy fervituce , and continuance of religi- 
on: when being thrall tothe rurk, they are often inforced to renounce it for their 
better entertainment. Ofthem there be many of excellent outward perfection: and 
when the buyer hath agreed of the price(but yet conditionally )they are carryeda-fide 
into aroome. And as-thofe,

even tothe fearch of her mouth, and affurance ( if fo the be faid to be ) of her Vir- 
ginity. Their mafters may lie with them, chaftife them » exchange, and fell them 
at their pleafure. But a Chriftian will not lightly fell her whom he hath lyen 
with, but give her her liberty. If any of their flaves will become Mabometans., they 
are difcharged of their bondage, but if a flave be a Turke he onely isthe better intrea~ 
ted. The Txrks doe ufe their bond-men with little Jefe re{pect then theit wives ,and 
make no difference between the children begotten of the.one or the other : who live 
together without jealoufie,it being allowed by their irreligious religion: netwithftan- 
ding their wives doe onely receive , as proper unto them their Sabbaths benevolence. 
The old and the moft detormed are put to the moft drudgery. The men-{laves may 
compell their matters before the Cadie, to limit the time of their bondage,or fet a price 
of their redemption, or elfe to fell them unto another ; but whethee of the two, they 
lightly referre tothe flaves eleStion, If they be onely fit for labour , they will accept 
ofthe time ; bucif skilfullia any craft, of the price: which expired , or payed , they 
may return into their countries. But gally-flaves are feldome teleafed, in reard 
of their {mall nnmber, and mnch employment which they have tor them : nor thofe 
that are flaves unto great ones ,to whom the Cadies authority extends not, Many of 
the children that the Turks doe buy (for their markets do afford of all ages ) they 
caftrate , making all {mooth asthe back of the hand » (whereof divets doe dye in the 
cutting ) who fupply the ufes of nature witha filver quill, which they wear in their 
Turbants, In times paft, they did but onely geldthem: but being admitted to the 
free converfe of their women, itwas obferved by fome, that they more then befit- 
tingly delighted in their focieties: For according tothe Satyre, 
With feeble Eunuches fome delighted are : 


Sunt quos Bunuchi imbelles & mollia fempez 


Kiffes ftill oft , chins that of beards de[paire : Olcula dele€ant , & delperacio barbz , 
Who need force no abortments, Ft quod abortive non eft opus, 
Juv. Sar. €, 


But others fay, that Selymusthe fecond , having {een a gelding cover a mare 
brought in among them that inhumane cuftome. The firft that ever made Eunuch J 
Was Semiramis, They are here in great repute with their mafters, trufted with their 
{tates.; the government of their women and houfes in their abfence : having for the 
moft part been approved faithfull,wife,and coutagious;infomuch as not a fewof them 
have come to fittat the ftern of State, ( the fecond Vifier of the Port being now an 
Eunuch: ) and others to the government of armies. Nee . 

But now {peak we of their Funeralls. After their death, the men by the men, and 
the women by the women ate laid out in the midft of the roome. When d ‘vers of 
their Priefts doc ailemble,and having performed certain idle ceremonies,(as in wrap- 
ping their beads about it, and inthe often turning it, invoking God to have mercy 
on the departed,) they wah it, fhave it, and throwd it in linnen, which they have un- 
tied botly at head and feet. Then lay they the corfe ona beir 5 placing a Turbant at 
the upper end, and carry it to the grave, withthe head forward : fome of the Derzs- 
fes going before with tapers; the Prieft finging after, and laftly his friends and ac- 
guaintance. But perfons of principal quality have their horfes led before them, with 
eafignes trailed onthe earth , and other rites of that nature , divers of the Santons go- 
ing before , naming of God, and fhaking of their heads, and turning about untill they 
fall down giddy. The fidesand bottome of the grave are boarded , and a board laid 
over the corfe t6 keep the earth fromir, leaving a fufficient compaffe to kneel in, For 
they are of opinion, that two terrible Angells called Mongir and Gudequir, doe pre- 
fently repair unto the grave, and put the foule again into the body , as if ( faith the 
Alcoran) 
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Alcoran )a man fhould put ona fhirt, and raifing him on his knees, with his head 
un-covered the winding-fheet being left un-knit for that purpofe ) demand of him in 
particular how he hath behaved himfelf in this life : which if not well, the one ftrikes 
‘him on the head witha hammer nine fathoms into the earth , the other tearing him 
with aniron hook; and fo continue to torment him until the day of Judgement. 
A Purgatory fo feared , that in their Mattins they petition God to deliver them from 
the examinations of the Black Angels , the tortures of the grave, and their evill jour- 
ney. But if he have fatisfied them in his reply, they vanifh away,and two white An- 
gels come intheir' places , the one laying his arm under his head, the other fitting at 
his feet , andfo protect him untill Doomef-day. The Emperors, and fome of the 
great Baffas ( whereof we have fpoken fufhiciently before ) have their particular 
Maufoleuams, ‘Thofe ofa fecond condition are buried in their gardens , in {epulchres_ 
without covers, filled within above the cover with earth, and {et with varieties of 
flowers: according tothe cuftome ofthe Pyrhagoreans , and univerfal withes of the 
Ethuicks,

they being (as they thought ) fenfible of burthens.,and delighted with favours, or 
with the honour therein done them. Bat the common fort are buried by the high 
Way-fides , and fields of moft frequency , adjoyning tothe City, having a ftone of 
white marble more then a foot broad four teet high , ingraven with T urkith cha- 
recters » erected at the head, andanother at the feet, the-grave between lying low 
likea trough. Tothefe the women flock every’ Thurf{day in multitudes , weeping 
over their children, husbands, kinsfolks, and dead progenitors; often kiffing the 
{tones, and praying for their delivery from the afore-faid black tortures : many times 
leaving bread and meat on their graves (a cuftome allo of the Pagans ) for dogs and 
birds to devoure, as well asto relieve the poor: being held an available almes for 
the deceafed. The better fort doe mourn in white ( as for blaek, I never faw it worn 
by a Turke ) and but for a little feafon. And the women are not to marry by their 
Jaw, untill four moneths and ten dayes afterthe death of their husbands, 

To fpeak a. word or two of their Sciencesand Trades: fome of them haye fome 
little knowledge in Philofophy. Neceffity hath’ taught them Phyficke: rather had 
from experience then the grounds of Arc. In Aftronomy they have fome in-fights 
and many chere are that undertake to tell fortunes. "Thefe frequently fit in the ftreets 
ofthe City, reforted unto by fuchas aretotake a journey, or goe about any bufi- 
neffe ofimportance. They have a good gift in Poetry, whercin they chant their amorg 
in the Perfian tongue to vile muficke ; yet are they forbidden fo to doe by their Jaws. 
Gitterns , Harpes ; and Recorders being their principall inftruments. But their 
Joud inftruments doe rather affright then delight the hearing. Onatime the Grand 
Signior was perf{waded to hear fomé choice. /ralian mufick + but the foolifh Mu-~ 
ficians (whofe wit lay onely in theends of their fingers) {pent fo much time in 
un-fca(onable tuning, that he commanded them to avoid, belike’ elteeming’ the 
ret to be anfwerable. They ftudy not Rherorick, as fufhiciently therein inftrugted 
by nature ; nor Logick,, fince itferves as well to delude as informe; and that wife. 
dome ( according to the opinion of the Epicures ). may be comprehended in plaine 
and direct expreffions. Some there be amongft them that write hiftonies: ,-bur few 
read them ; thinking that nonecan, write of times pafttruly ; fince none dare write 
the truth of the prefent.. Printing they reject; perhaps for fear left the univerfa- 
lity of learning fhould fubvert their falfe grounded Religion and Policy ; which is 
better preferved by anignorant obedience: moreover, a number. that live by wri- 
ting, would be un-done , who.are , for the moft part , of the Prieft-hood. The Tur- 
ksh tongue is lofty in, found, but poor of it felfe in fubftance: for being origi~ 
nally the Tartariany who wete needy ignorant Paftors., they: were conftrained to 
borrow their termes of State and Office from the Perfans,. (upon whofe’ ruines 
hey ereSted their greatneffe , ) of Religion ( being formerly Pagans ) from: the eA- 
rabians; as they did of Maritime names ( together with their skill) trom the Grecks 
and Italians.In Natolza itis moft generally {poken. They ule(at the Perfians the Arabik. 
character. In writti ng they leave out the vowels, un-leffe it be in the end of a word; fo 
that much is contrived ina little room. . They curioafly fleck their paper , whichis, 


. thick ; much of it being coloured and dappeled like Chamblets; done by a trick they 


have 
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have in dipping it inthe water. They have Painters amongft them, exquifite in 
their kind , (forthey are not todraw by their law, nor to have the figure of any 
thing living ) vet now many privately begin to infringe that precept ; and the Grand 
Signior himielfe hath afan, whereonthe bartels of Huxgary are painted. Colours 
alforthey have, noleffe faire then durable. Every one hath fome trade or other: not 
fo much as the Graxd Signior excepted. Their trades are lightly {uch as ferve for their 
ownufes; neither much fupplying forrain Marts . nor frequenting them. A lazie 
people that work but by fits; and more efteem of their eafe , then their profit: yet are 
they exceflive covetous. And althoughthey have not the wit to deceive ( for they, 
be groffe-headed ) yet have they the will, breaking all compaéts. with the Chrifti- 
ans that they find difcommodious: fo that they feldome willdeal withthem. But 
with one another they buy and fell onely for. ready money ;wherein the moft of their 
f{ubftance confifteth ; the occafion that few fuits do-happen amongft them, have {po-, 
ken (ufficiently, at leaft what I can, of this Nation in generall: now convert we to the 
Perfon and Court of this Sa/tan, | 4 
He is, inthis year 1610. about the age of three and twenty, flrongly lim’bd, and of 
a juft ftature , yet greatly inclined tobe fat: in fomuch as fometimes he is ready to 
choke as he feeds, and fome doe purpofely attend to free him from danget. His 
face is full and duly proportioned: onely his eyes are extraordinary great , by them 
efteemed ( as isfaid fete )anexcellency inbeauty., Fleam hath the predominancy 
in hiscomplexion: -He hatha little hair on his upper lip, bur leffe on his chin, of 
a darkfome colour. His afpect is as haughty. as his pies re is large. He beginneth al- 
ready to abftain. from exercife: yet. are there pillars with infcriptions in his Sera- 
glio,between which he threw'a great iron mace, that memorizeth both his ftrength , 
and activity. Being on a time rebuked by his father ~Afahomer , that he neglected’ 
fo much his exercifes and f{tudies , he made this reply : that, now he was too old to 
begin to learn; intimating thereby , that his life was to determine with his fathers : 
whereat the S#/tan wept bitterly. For he then had two Elder brothers , of whom 
the eldeft was ftrangled in the prefence of his father upona falfe {ufpition of trea- 
fon; and the other by a naturall deathdid open his way tothe Empire. Perhaps 
the confideration thereof that made him keep his younger brother alive, contra- 
ry to their cruell cuftome : but ftrongly guarded, and kept within his Seraglio, 
For he is of no bloudy difpofition , nor otherwife notorioufly vicious, confidering 
the aufterity of that government, andimmunities of their Religion. Yet he is an 
un-relenting punifher of offences , even in his own houfhold: having caufed eight 
of his Pages , at my. béing .there., tobe thrown into the fea for Sodomy ( an 
ordinary crime, if efteemedacrime, inthat Nation ) inthenighttime; being let 
co know by the report of aCanon:, that his will was fulfilled. Amongft whom. it 
was given out, that the Vice-roys naturall Son of Sicilia was one (a youth. lately 
taken prifoner, and prefented unto him ) yet but {0 {aid to be ,to dif-hearten (uch as 
fhould pra‘tice his efcape.His valour refts yet untryed , having made no warre but 
by difputation: nor is it thought that he greatly affects it: defpairing of long life in 
regatd of his corpulency. Whereupon he is now building a magnificent Mofque » 
for the health of his foule, all of whire Marble; at the Eaft-end ,and South-fide of 
the Hippodrom; where he firft broke the earth, and wrought three houres in per- 
fon. The like did the Baffas: bringing with them prefents of money , and flaves. 
tofurther the building. His occupation ( forthey are all tyed to have one ) is the 
making of Ivory rings, which they wear on their. thumbs when they fhoore, 
whereupon he works daily. His Turbantis like in fhapetoa pompion, but thrice 
as great. His under an upper garments are lightly of white {actin , or cloth of fil- 
ver tiilued with and eye of green, and wrought in great branches. He hath not fo 
few as foure thoufand perfons that feed and live within his Seraglio; befides Cava- 
gies, of whom there are five hundred attired like famzaries but onely that they 
want the focket in the front of the bonnets, who wait by fifties at every gate. 
The chief Officers of the Court are the Mafter ( as we may term him ) “of the Re- 
quefts, the Treafurer and Steward of his houfhold , his Cup-bearer , the Aga of the 
women , the Controller of the femoglans: who alfo fteereth his barge , and is the 
principall Gardiner. Divers of thefe Jemoglans marching before the Grand S:9- 
nior at {Olemne fhewes, ina vain oftentation of what they will undergoe for their 
Lord, gathering upthe skin of their Temples, doe thruft quills thorow , and ftick 
therein feathers for a greater bravery: fo wear they them totheir no {mal trou- 
ble, vatill theplace putrefie ; and ome, when the old breaks‘out, make new holes 
clofe 
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clofeto the broken. Yea the ftandard-bearers of this crue, thtuft the ftaves fometimes 
of their {tandards thorow the skin‘and fat of their bellies, refting the lower end ona 
{tirrop of leather, and fo bear them thorow the Cie: Fifitv Mites he hath borne deate 
and dumbe, whereof fome few be his daily companions; the reft are his Pages. Itisa 
wonderfull thing to fee how readily they can apprehend , and relate by fignes, even 
matters of gréat difficulty. Not to {peak of the multitude of Enhuches,the roormen of 
his guard, cooks,Sherbet-men, who make the fore-faid beverase)sardenersjand hor{- 
keepers: we now will treat of his women: wherein we will include thofe as well with- 
out as within his Serag/ze. 

And firft begin we with his Virgins, of whom there are féldome fo few as five 
hundred, kept in a Seraglio by themfelves , and atrended on onely by women, and 
Eunuches. , They all of them are his flaves ; either taken inthe Warres, or from theit 
Criftians patents: and are indeed the choiceft beauties of the Empire. They are 
notto be prefented’to the Emperour, ‘untill certaine moneths be expired’ after 
their entrance; in which time they are purged aud.dyeted , according to the caftome 
of the ancient Perfians, When it ishis pleafuré to have one, they ftanid ranckt ina 
gallery , and fhe prepared for his'bed , to whom'He giveth his'hand-kercher: who is 
delivered to the afore-faid e4ga of the women''( a Negro Euntich ) and conducted 
by himinto the Salrans Seraglio, She that beareth him the fitftfon , is bonoured 
with the title of Sw/ana, But for all his multitude-of women , ‘he hath yet begot= 
ten but two fons and three daughters, though he' be! that, way un-fatiably given, 
(perhaps the caufe that he hathfofew ) and ufeth all forts'of foods that ‘imay ena- 
ble performance. He cannot make a tree woman his Conctibine / nor have to doe 
with her whom he hath freed, un-lefle he doe ‘marry her. This was well known to 
the wickedly witty Roxolana: who pretending devotién ; and defirous for’ the health, 
for-footh, of her foule to erecta Temple, with an Hofpitall ; ‘imparting her'mind to 
the Mufti, was told by him, that 1t would not-bé-atceptable to God 5 if built by 
a bond-woman. Whereupon fhe putona habit'of a coutiterfeit forrow ; which'pof= 
feft the, doting Solyman wich {uch a compaffion,, that he forthwich gave her her 
freedome that the might purfue her incentio. But having after ia while feut for her 
by an Eunuch, fhe cunningly excufed her nbt“comming, ‘as totiched in confcience 
with the un-lawfullneffe of the fatt, now being tree, ‘and therefore not to confent 
unto his pleafure. So he, whofe foule did abide in hér , and tot able to live withovt 
her , was conftrained to marry her. The onely mark thar fhe afimed at, and where- 
on fhe grounded her fucceeding ‘Tragedies. This alfo hath martyed his Concubine , 
the mother of his younger fon, (thee being‘dead’ by whém he‘had'the eldeft ) who 
with allthe practices of a polirick ftepdame, enteavours‘t fettle the fuctefiion on’ 
her owne! adding as itis thought, the power of Witchcraft to that of her beauty , 
fhe being paffionately beloved of the’ S#ax. Yetis fhe called Caleck Cadden s Which 
is, the Lady without haire : by Nature her.selfe , both graced; and fhamed. Now 
when the Sz/ran dyeth, all his women are catried into another Seraglo ; where 
thofe remaine that were his predeceflors , being there both f{triGtly lookt unto , and 
liberally provided for. The Grand’ Sigaior not {eldome beftowing fome of them 
(as of his’Virgins, andthe women of his own Serag/io) upon his great Baffas and 
others ; which is accounted a principall’ honour, Bat for his daughters , fitters , and 
aunts, they have the Baff# given them fot their husbands, the S#+az Saying thus, 
Here, Sifter, 1 give thee'this manto thy flave, together with this dagger, that if hee 
pleafe thee not thou mayft kitthim, Their husbands come not unto them untill they 
be galled: if but for {peech onely., their fhooes which they put of at the-door, 
arethere fuffered to remaine: ‘butifto, liewith them , they are laid over the bed by 
an Eunuch: a figneforthemto approach ; who creep in untothem at the beds feet, 
Muftapha,‘and Hadir, two of the. Vifiers of the Port ) have matried this Sulrans 
fifter ahd neece ; and Mahomet Baffa of Cairo, his daughter : a child of fixe years 
old, and he about fifty , having had ‘prefents fent him according to the Turkih fo- 
lemnities,; who giveth two hnndred thoufand S#lranies in dowty. Not much in 
habit doe the women of the Seraglio differ from other, but that the Favourite wears 
the ornament of her head more high, and of a particular fafhion, of beaten sold, 
and inchafed with gems; fromthe top whereof there hangeth a veile that reacheth 
to her ancles: the reft. havetheir bonnets, more depreffed yet rich, with their hair 
difheveled: ; 

When the, S#/tan earertaineth Embafladours, ‘hee fitteth in a roome of white 
marble’, gliftring: with gold and {tones , upona low throne, {pred with curious

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carpets,and accommodated with cufhion 


$s of admirable work-man-fhip; the Baffas of

now a cuftome that none doe come into his preferice without prefents : firft faftned 
upon his Reffas, as they fay, by a Perfiax Embaffadour : who thereupon fent word to 
the Sophy his mafter , thar he had conquered Turkje, The {tranger that approacheth 
him is led between two:a cuftome obferved ever fince the firtt «Lmurat/; was {lain by 
the Servian Cobelitz., 2 common fouldier. who inthe 


overthrow of Coffava, rifing 
trom amongft the dead bodies, and reeling with his wounds,made towards theSultan, 
then eae a view of the flain, as if he had fom thing to { 


ay: by whom admitted to 
fpeech,he forthewith ftab'd him witha dagger hid under his caflock for that purpofe; 
They go back-ward from him and never pull off tl 


reir hats: the fhewing of the 
head being held by the Turk tobe an opprobrious indecency. Now when he goeth 


abroad , which islightly every other Friday ( befides at other times Upon other oc- 
cafions) unto the Mofque: and when in {tate 3 there isnot in the world to be {een a 
greater {pectacle of humane glory, and if(fo I may fpeake of fublimated man-hood, 
For although, as hath been faid, the Temple of Sanfba Sophia. which he moft ufually 
frequenteth, is not above a {tones caft from the out-moft gate of the Seraglio, yet hath 
he not fo few asa thoufand horfe ( befides the archers of his guard and other foot- 
men) in that fhort proceffion.: the way oneach fide inclofed as well within as with- 
out, with Capagies and Panizaries , intheir fcarlet gownes , and particular head-orna. 
ments. The ¢ hiau(es ride fore-moft with their gilded maces; then the Captains of the 
Janizaries with their «Aga; next the Chief-taj ns of the Spachies; atter them the Sanz, 
aks: thofe of the fouldiery Wearing in the fronts of their bonnets the feathers of the 
birds of Paradife ; brouzkt out of A abia sand by fome efteemed the Phenix, Then 
follow the Bu/fas and Beglertegs:after them the Prextorian foot-men, called the Solacs 
chi, whereof there be in number three hundred: Thefe are attired in calfouns and 
{mocks of calico, weari Mg N0 More Over.them then half=(leeved coats of crimfor 
damask , the skirts tuckt under their girdles: having plumes of feathers in the top of 
their copped bonne’s : beari ng quivers at their backs, with bowes teady bent in theif 
left. hands, and arrows 1n their: right: gliding a long with a marvellous celerity; After 
them {even oraine good] y horfes are led , having caparifons and trappings of inefti- 
mable value; tollowed by the idolized Su/ran gallantly mounted: About whom there 
run forty Pesch?, (focalled, in that they are naturall Perfans) in high-crowned 
brimlefle caps of beaten gold, with coats of cloth of gold: girt to them with 4 girdle 
called Chochtah : the Pages following inthe rear, and othe: Officers of the houthold, 
But what moft deferveth admiration amongi{t {o great a concourfe of people, is their 
generall filence :infomuch as had you but .onely ears, you might fuppofe ( except 
when they falute h'm with a thoit and foft murmure) that men were then foldedin 
fleep, and the world in mic “night.

Although he affects not hunting ,vet he entertainsa number of huntf-men. Theit 
dogs they let go out of fhips in purfuit ofthe Wolfe, the Stag, the Bore, the Leopard, 
sec. Thofe that ferve for that purpofe are ftickle haired , and not un-like the Irith 
sray-hounds. 
Now the yearly revenue which he hath to defray hus exceflive disburf{ements ,fuch 
a world of people depending upon him, amounts not to above fifteen millions of Sul- 
ranies, (befidesthe entertainment for his Timariots) which is no great matter y confi- 
deting the amplitude ot his dominions, being poffeft of two Empires , above twenty 
Kingdomes,befides divers rich and populous Cities ; together with the Red, moft of 
the Mid-land, the »£gean, Euxine, and Prpponticke feas. But it may be imputed to the 
barbarous wafts of the Turki conquefts: who depopulate whole countties, and never 
re-edifie what they ruine. Sothat a great part of his Empire is but thinly inhabited , 
(I except the Cities) and that for the moft part by Chriftians : whofe poverty 1s their 
onely {afety and prote@treffe. But his cafuall in-comes doe givea main acceffton to. 
his trea(ury : as taxes, cuftomes, {poiles, and extortions. For as in the fea the greater 
ffhes do feed on the lefle {0 dothe Great ones here on their inferiours , and he on 
them all : being, as afore-(aid, the Commander of their lives , and generall_ heir of 
their fubftances, He hath divers Mines of gold and filver within his dominion : that 
of Silderocapfain Macedon having been as beneficiall unto him as the largeft City of 
his Empire, called anciently Chry/ites : and not un-known to Philip the father of e4- 
lexander; who had the gold from thence wherewith he coyned his Philips, as alfo from 
thofe of Cranider, from whence he yearly extra&ted a thoufand talents.He hath onely 
two forts of coyne : the Sultanieand 4/fper. The Salranie is-equall in value to the Fe 
nice Zecceene ,and fix-(core Afpers amount to a S#ltanie , called rather e4/pro, ofthe 
whiteneffe thereof, in that confifting of filver. 

(onftantinople is {aid to contain feven hundred thoufand perfons: halfe of them 
Turks ,and the other halfe Jewes and Chriftians , and thofe for the generall, Grecéans. 
But Pera hath three Chriftians for one CMahomeran: for no few dwells in Pera, though 
they have their fhops there. We omit to {peak of the 7ews, untill we come into fewry; 
and now will bend our difcourfe to the Grecians:a Nation no leffe,cattered then they, 
but infinitely more populous.For not onely three parts of the Inhabitants of all Greece 
and Romania are Greciansy butalmoft all that dwell in the Iflands of the Mid-land Sea, 

Propontis and eAg-num. Tnfinice numbers there are of them both in the Leffe , andthe 
Greater A/a, and in Africa not a few. For (befides divers Colonies by them formerly 
planted) when Antipater , Perdicas , Selencus, Ly[imachus, Amigonus, Prolomey ,and the 
reft of the fucceffors of sAlexander had fhared his Empire among them , they endea- 
vouredas much as they could to planthis new-got kingdomes with their countrey- 
men: whofe pofterity in part remaineth to this day , ( though vaffaled to the often 
changes of forain Governours:) fupplied by the extention of the latter Greek Empire; 
who yer retein wherefoever they live, their Name 5 their Religion, and particular. 
language. A Nation once fo excellent , that their precepts and examples doe ftill 
remain as approved Canons to direct the mind that endevoureth vertue. Admirable 
in arts, and glorious inarms ; famous for government, atteCtors of freedome , every 
way noble: and to whom the reft of the world were reputed Barbarians, But now 
their knowledge is converted, as I may {ay, into affected ignorance, (for they have 
no {chools of learning amongft them ) their liberty into contented {lavery , having 
loft their minds with their Empire. For {fo bafe they are, as thought it is, that they 
had rather remaine as they be , then.endure a temporary trouble bis prevailing fue- 
cors,and would withthe //raelires repine :at their deliveters. Longiatter the loffe cf 
their other vertues they retained their induftry + |

them in Pera:but thofe I think were defcended of the Genoé 7; who were,as hath been 
faid, the owners of that City; Many of them exercife: merchandize in veflels called 
Carmafals ; and have of late gotten the ufe of the Compaffe , yet dare they norad- 
venture into the Ocean. They are of divers trades in Cities ; and in the country doe 
till the earth ( for the European Turks do little meddle with husbandry ) and dreffe 
their vines, by them onely planted. They havea ceremony of baptizing of their 
Wines; which is the reafon that the Jews will not drink thereof ; performed in the 
memory , and onthat day wherein Chrift converted water into wine:the Prieft in 
the midft of his oraifons pouring thereinto a {mall quantity of water. Their ancient 
habits may be conceived by that defcription of Homer ,

The half-fleeved gown of violet cloth, with bonnets of 
the fame , or divers coloured flathes , is here moft appropriate unto them : but the 
Greek Genotfes in Pera wear theit gowns black, and of richer ftuffes, with 
not unlike unto thofe that were in fafhion amongft us. The antique Grecians ufed to 
lie along at their meals, from whom the ‘R¢manes received that cuftorhe , as they 
from the effeminate 4 fans, upon beds that circled three parts of the table,which was 
round and low, ( the waters ftanding in the vacant part, and behind them ) leaning 
on their elbows railed with pillows, intheir feattings crowned with chaplets of 
flowers, and garlands of lawrell : butthe women did fit when admitted » Which was

were letters contained inthe names of their miftreffes :

and the grave difcourfed of Philofophy: but of fuch as was pleafant as Wellas ptofi- 
table ,and delightful unto the hearers: as may appear by Plato’s convivinm and Plu 
tarch’s Sympohacks :the firft named, dying at fuch a banquet, in the four-f{core and 
one year of hisage , and onthe feyenth of November , which was alfo his birth 
day, Andalthough the Greeks doe now for the moft part imitate the Tarks(I mean 
hare in /«rki) in fittiag at their meat , yet retain they {till that vice of immoderate 
drinking. They pledge one another inorder ; and he that calls for wine out of his 
turn .isreptted un-civill. Their glafles are little, but at every draught emptyed ; 
and when they haveonce drunk hard, they obferve no rule, but provoke one 
another to excefle. Never filent,and ever and anon kiffing thofe that fit next them 
onthe cheek and fore-head: and fo likewife they doein their falutations after a 
Jong abfence, andto thofe to whom they would give an affurance of their good 
will. ufed of long, as appeareth by the:Scriptures, amongft thefe Eaftern nations. 
But to kiffe their women is an un-(ufferable wrong; un-leffe itbe between the Re- 
furreCtion and Afcenfion ; ufing alfo this greeting, that., Our Saviour is rifen, The 
women for the moft part are brown of complexion.but exceedingly well-favoured, 
and exceffively amorous. ‘Their garments differ little from theirs amongft whom 
they live; yet have they in Perathis particular fafhion.* They cover not their faces 
( the virgins excepted ) un-leffe it be with painting , ufing allthe fiupplement of 2 
fophifticate beauty. And not without caufe : for when they grow old, they grow 
moft Heats ; being putto doe the drudgery of the houfe, and many times to 
waite ontheir children. ‘They are coftly in their attire: and will complaine to the 
Patriarch , if their husbands maintaine them not accordifg to their fubftances. The 
Greeks, as the Turks, dot ufe little houfhold-ftuffe, and lye upon mattrefles. F 
Ineed not to {peak of the excellency of their Primitive language : excellent in 
regard of the Philofophy and liberal] Sciences, together with the Divinity delivered 
thereén ; and excellent in it felf , for thc lofty found, fignificant expreffions,and ge- 
nuine fuavity ; for which it grew info much requeft amongft the Romane Dames, . 
that they generally ufed it in their Court-fhips , made thereby ( as they thought ) 
more gracefull and amiable: whereot the Satyre thus exclameth ,

But now the Grecians themfelves, (except fome2 few) ate ignorant therein ; it being 
called the Latine Greek, and isa language peculiar to the learned. Yet the vulgar 
Greek doth not differ fo far from the fame, as the Jralian from the Latine : corrupted 
not fo much by the mixture of other tongues, as througha fupin? retchlefneffle. In 
{ome places they {peak it more purely than inothers. For theboyes of Pera will 
Jaugh , when they heat the more barbarous diale& of other Maritime Grecians, And 


there be yet of the Laconians that {peak fo g30d Greek, ( though not grammatically). 


thatthey underftand the learned and underftand notthe vulgar. Their Liturgy is 
read inthe ancient Greek, with not much more profic perhapsto the rude people , 
then the Latine Service of the Romith Chutch to the illiterate Papifts. 1S 

They have four Patriarchs:One of Con/Pantinople, aiother of Alexandria, the third 
Of Ferufalem, andthe fourth of Antioch, He of Cox/tantinople hath under his jurifdi@i- 
on all Pelozenne{us,Grecia,Thracia,Dacia, Mafia, Macedonia, Epirus, Albania, Dalmatia, 
Alyriaya great part of Polowia, Ruffiasthe Ulands of the Adriatick Sea,and ofthe Archi- 
pelagus,with Candy,R hodes,Coos,almoft all the lefler 4/-4,Colchis,not a few that inha- 
bit about the Fennes of AZzoris,and Northern fhore of Euxinusias Sicilia andCalabria 
were, untill they turnedtothe See of Rome. Under the Patriarch of Alexandria are 
thofe of Eg ypr and eArabia. The Greeks of Pale/tineand of the countreys thereabout , 
do obey the Patriarch of ferufalem.And he of Astioch,who hath his feat in Damafcus, 
(for Artiochia is now defolate) hath {ubjeét unto him the Grecrans of the lefler Arme- 
wia,Cilicia,Beritus,Tripoly, Alepro, and other places of the greater 4fa,In all thefe parts 
they have the free exercife of their Religion: with publike Temples , and numbers 
of ftrong Monatteries. Ifa Patriarch die, another is elected bv. a Synod of Bifhops. 
But the Patriarch of Con/tantinople hath the fupreinacy of the relt affigned him by the 
Council of Chalcedow; as Metropolitan of the Imperial City:whole Diocefs exceed- 
eth the other fo much, in that moft of thofe Northerit Nations were won to Chri- 
ftianity by the induftry of his predeceffors : and reduced to their government. So if 
we do confider it,the Grecia Religion both in extentand number exceedeth the Re- 
man, And as the Papifts attribute an extraordinary holinefs to Rome ‘fo dothe.Grecks 
unto e#r/es, a mountaine of Aacedonia ; fo named of eAthen the fonue of Neprure., 
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64 Of the Grecians. Lisi. 
deckt with ftill-flourifhing trees , and aboundingwith fountaines: calledialfo, The 
Holy Mountain by the Chriftians. A place from the beginning dedicated to Religi- 
on: lying directly. Welt from Lemans; and fo:high,. that thought be feven hundred 
furlongs diftant; yet icisfaid a little before thefetting: ofthe Sun to caft afhadow 
on that Ifland. Whereupon the proverbe: + 


Athos celat latera Lemniz bovis, eA fpiring eAthos hides 


The Lemnianheifers fides. 


This ftretcheth out into the Sea, and joynes unto the Continent by an Z/#hmos about 
a mile and halfe broad: which was cut thorow by Xerxes (as hath been intimated 
before ) and made circum-navigable. But time hath left now no imprefiions of his 
barbarous labour. It is well-nighthree dayes journey in length , confidering the 
difficulty of the way, and ahalfe dayeover. The top thereof refembleth the form 
ofa man, ftretched on his backe from Weft unto Eaft ; and formed (according 
to Strabo) to the fimilitude of Alexander, This mountaine is onely inhabited 
by Grecian Monkegy whom they call Coloieros , un-intermixcd with the Laity: of 
whom there are there rcfiding not fo fewas fix thoufand , that live in Monafte=: 
ries ftrongly munited againft the incurfions of robbers and pirats: Ofthefethere 
be in number twenty four. The Co/sieros wear gownes of black; ofa homely 
ftufte , with hoods of the fame ; andthe hair at full length. They never marry, 
abftain from flefh , and often ( efpecially during their Lents ) from fihh that hath 
bloud in it. They live hardly, feeding on Bifket, Onions, Olives , Herbs, and fuch 
fithas they take in the adjoyning feas, For they all of them labour for their fufte= 
nance : leaving their Monafteries betimes in the morning ; and imploying the day, 
fome in tillage, {ome in the vineyards, fome in making of boats, fome in fihhing; o- 
thers at hamae (pin, weave, fow, and doall the offices that belong unto women: fo 
that noném@geare bu fied about one thing or another , to the behoof of their particu 
lar Covents.And men they be that are onely meet for fuch drudgeries.For amongft 
fo many , not paft three of four can write or read, throughouta whole Monaftery ¢ 
infomuch thatagtheir Liturgies, thatisreadto them firft , whichthey areto fing 
after.. In thefe Monafteries many excellent manufcripts have been preferved: but 
thofe that now are, be only of Divinity ; all other learning (as amongft the Turks), 
is this day detefted by the Religious. The.Coleieros of this place have areputé above 
all others;and for their ftri€tneffe of lite, and obfervancy of ceremonies, are in theig 
feverall Monaftertes relieved from feverall Nations. The Patriarch of Canffantinople 
is faid to pay yearly tothe Grand Signior, for the Priefts and Coloeros that are under 
his jurifdiGtion within the Turki(fh dominions, twelve thoufand Sultanies. 

The Patriarchs of Confantinople were heretofore men of fingular gravity and 
learning ; but now nothing lefs: rather chofen for temporall refpeats , then either 
for their knowledge or devotion : admitted not feldome to the place atthe age of 
forty, though prebibited, if under three-feore; by an ancient Canony Although ele- 
éted by their own Dithops , yet are they often appointed , and ever to be allowed by 
the Grand Sigaior: frequently dif-planted,and banifhed unto Redes by the bri- 
bery of their fucceflors. Some few. oftheir Priefts are learned. For them. it islaw 
full to marry : but bigamy is forbidden them, and trigamy detefted inthe Laiety. 
There are no otherOrders amongfkrhem befides the afore-faid Colsieros,and certain 
Nunnes , whom they call Coloieroys¥ et of the laft, but a few , whoare for the moft 
part poor old widows, that exercife themfelves in {weeping of the Churches, at- 
tending on the fick, and actions: of like nature: Their Churches are many of them 
well fet forth and painted with the reprefents of Saints: but they have no carved 
nor imboffed Images. Lampes they have continually burning. +. -heir ordinary Li- 
turgy is Saint Chryfoftomes, but on feftivall dayes they doe read’ Saint Bafils, and 
then are attired in their pontificalls. Their behaviour therein expreffeth , to my, 
underftanding, no-great either decency or devotion. They adminitfter the Eucha- 
. xiftin both kinds: if the bread be not leavened, they think it not available, and 
they drink of the cup very liberally. One article they hold againft the Catholick 
Creed ; which is, that the Holy Ghoft praceedeth onely from the Father. Foure 
Lents they have in the year, andthen a damnable finne it isto. eat flehh, or fith 
that hath bloud in it( except in the Lent before Eafter, when all forts of fith 
may be eaten by the Laity:) butfhel-fith they eat,and the cutle:whofe bloud,if I may 
foterm it, is like inke ; a delicate food , andin greatrequeft. They faft on Mihi 
nefdays,

nefdays,Fridaves,and an holy eves:but on Saturdays they feaft,ia regard that ic wag 
the old Sabbath. They compute the yeet as we do. They yeeld no fupremacy to the 
Roman Papacy ,but hold that Church for {chifmaticall. And although many times 
out of the neceffity of their affairs, and to purcha(e relief , they have treated of a re- 
conciliation: and fometimes it hath been by their Agents concluded: yet what they 
have done, hath been generally rejected upon their return , both by the Greek} , and 
thofeother Nations that profeffe their Religion. Of their marriages I have elf- 
where {poken, atid now conclude we will wich their funerals : wherein they retain 
nota few of their ancient and heathen ceremonies. Ofold the neareft in love or 
kindred laid their mouthes unto theirs, to receive their laft breath : and clofedthe 
eyes of the dying.

Being dead, they wathed their bodies with {weet oyls, crowned them with garlands 
of flowers, and clothed them ( as they now do ) in'their richeft apparell ; for feare , 
faith the {coffer Lucian, that they fhould take cold by the way, or be feen naked by 
Cerberus;decking their houfes with branches of cypreffe;a tree deftinated to the dead: 
in that once being cut, itnever reflouritheth, So laying them upon their backs on 
beds , they conveyed them unto the funerall pile (as now unto the stave) onbeeres 
But their lamentations are the {ame that they were, and beyond “all civility. The 
women betimes inthe morning do meet at appointed places,and thencry out main- 
ly; beating of their brefts, tearing their hair, their faces and garments: And that the 
clamour may be the greater, they hire certain fei) women: 


Who Grecian woes waile with fain d piety , ——— fida pictate dolores 
eAnd at ( not their own ) funerals do cry :

that have lowdeft voyces, joyning therewith the praifes of the dead, from the houre 
of his Nativity, unto the hour of his diffolution : and keeping time with the melan- 
cholick mufick. The maner of their lame ntings of old may appear by this ironical 
perfonating ot father following the exeq uies of his fon, introduated by Lucian: O 
my {weet fon! thon art loft, thou art dead: dead before thy day, and haf left me behind, of rien 
the moft miferable, Not experienced in the pleafures of a wife,the comfort of chileren, war are, 
husbandry; not attained to maturity, Henceforth, O my fox, thon (halt not eaty nor love, nor be 
drunk among [t thy equalls, And although thefe’ Echnick lamentations teproved inthe 
Scripture, were prohibited by the Athenian Law-giver.the Civill law, and laftly by 
the Venerians within their Greek jurifdiGion; yet ftillthe Grecians do ufe them. Nor 
want they ftore of {pectators : partly drawn hither to delight their eyes , and partly 
by jealoufie: For thenthe choice and prime women of the City ( if the deceafed 
were of note) do affift their obfequies, with bofoms difplaid, and their haire dithe- 
veled: glad thatthey have the occafion to manifeft their beauties , which at other 
timesis fecluded from admirers. The ancient Greeks wont to cut their locks, and 
cover the corfe therewith before they committed’ itto the fire: asin the funeral of 
P atroclus,

Shorn from each mourning Princes head. Tondentes ——. Hom. Il, 23,

The reafon why the Grecians did burntheir dead; was,becaufe that part which 
was divine inthem, fhouldas it wereina fiery Chariotagain re-afcend to the ce- 
Jeftiall habitations ; as unto earth the earthly returned. They ufed to quench the 
fire with red wine, and gathering the bones together to include them inurnes, as 
the urnes in fepulchers, ( which had no title, ualeffe they were flainein fighting 
for their countrey ) exhibiting games and prizes for the Viétors in honour of the 
decafed. Notwithftanding all were not burnt, butfome buryed in their apparell, 
as now being Chriftians they are: who ufe extreme-unétion , as inducted by Saint 
fames ;yct not onely deny the Romane opinionof Purgatory : but further-more , 
many among({t them erroncoufly maintain, that neither the fouls of the blefled nor 
damned doe {uffer either joy or corment, or fhall tillthe generall Jadgement. Bur 
enough of the Greciaxs, | 
The German Emperour , the Kings of Exgland ,.and of France have here their 
Leiger Embatfadours: as the Venetians their Baily , and divers tributary Princes 
their Agents. Some meerly employed about State-affaires ; others together there- 
with, about the trafficke of their Nations. But the Exg/i/h onely negotiates for the 
Merchants ; havingtwointhe hundred upon every fhip, befidesa large penfion : 
with the name of a great proportion of provifion from the Grand Signior. The 
Englifh Conful-thip of (ios is in his difpofing , andaccountable to him ; and out of 
that of Alexandria he hath no {mall fhare , though ferved by a Frexch man. There 
hath been {ome contention between him and the French , about the proteétion of 
the Dutch Merchants: but now they doe divide the profits, The Engl: Confull of 
Aleppo is abfolute of himfelfe: yet hath from hence his redreffes of injuries : whofe 
chief employment is to protect the perfons and goods of our Nation, to labour 
a revenge of wrongs,and a reftitution of loffes. And to give * {his no more then his 
due, for his place no man can be more {ufficient : expert in their language, and by a 
long experience in their natures and practices : being moreover of fucha {pirit, as 
not to be danted. Aad furely his chiefeft fault hath been his mis-fortune ; inthe too 
Violent, chargable , and fucceffelefle foliciting of the refticution of the Prince of 
Moldavia, (whomadverfity hath rather made crafty then honeft: ) whofe houfe 
doth harbour both him and his dependants: being openalfo to all of ouf Nation. 
A Sanctuary for poor Chriftian flaves that fecretly fie hither ; whom he caufeth 
to be conycyed into their countries ; and redeemeth not a few with his money. The 
Wefterne 
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Weftern Chriftians are called Fravks, that are admitted to trade here: either of 
the name which fignifieth free , or for that the Frezeh men were the firftthat had 
amity and traffick with the Infidels. They live freely, and: plentifully : and many of 
them will not lie alone where women are fo eafily come by. For befides the afore- 
{aid markets , itis a ufe , not prohibited but oneiy by our Religion, to purchafe for 
their Concubines the beautifull daughters of the Grecsans ; wherewith the adjoy 
ning Iflands are plentifully ftored: fold by their parents at a rate; whereof they have 
halfe in hand, and the reft when they put them away : recording the contra in the 
Cadies book. Thefe are to their lovers exceeding obfequious; well knowing that 
at the fecond hand they fhall be prized but asa worn garment. But death it is for a 
Chrittian to meddle with a AfLahometan woman. And many times the treacherous 
Turks will practife to bring them into fufpicion, that they may with their purfes 
redeem the calumny.Practifed of late between the Subaffee of Galata an Italian Frier; 
whom the Lord Embaffador had received into his houfe upon the Confulls of Chios 
commendation,where I before had feen him.A man ignorant in leatning,yet learn- 
ed in the art of villany ad diffimulation. Expulfed,as they fay,at Con/tantinople from 
amonett their fraternity;comming down into Chéos,he had infinuated himfelfe into 
the knowledge ofthe Confull: profeffing how Godin his mercy had opened his 
eyes, to behold the vanity and deceit of their Religion ; and that now he would en- 
deavour both with tongue and pen ,as much asin him lay , toreduce the feduced 
from their errors, Who eafily peafwaded to believe ( a fault incident to the beft na- 
tures) fent him up unto Cosftantinople unto the Embafladors, by whom (cafting off 
the weeds of his Order ) he was clothed anew , fet at his table, and fupplyed with 
money bya generall contribution ; where he preached every Sunday , at the leaft 
wittily : And fo contefted with the Francifcans that came to reconcile him, that the 
Embaffadour much contented therewith, fent intelligencef the fame iiito England; 
with purpofe to have fent him hither fhortly after. But he whofe onely religion (as 
himfelfe after gonfefled ) was eating, drinking and whoring ; who thought he had 
exchanged for the greater l'berty, finding the contrary, and that he was to goe into 
a country where his impofture would not onely be difcovered, but feverely chafti= 
fed,caft about for himfelf,and confpired with theS#bafee,to bring certainGentlemen 
that lay inthe Embaffadors houfe into a garden, where divers women fhould have 
been placed of purpofe; and fo to have been taken amongft them. But failing in that 
project, he failed not in another. For in the houfe there was a Spaniard, of whom he 
informed the Swbaffee that he wasa Spy, and fecretly practifed the efcape of the 
Vice-reys naturall fon of Sélicta: agreeing for a certain reward to betray him. So ha- 
ving enticed .him to walk amiongft the Graves ; upon a fign given, the Turks rufht 
in, and Apprehended him,clogging him with chains, and intending to torture out of 
him a confeffion; W hereof the Embaffadour hearing,and expoftulating the matter; 
the Szbaffee told him that he was a Spie: and difcovered the Intelligencer : wherein , 
being fatisfied.and perhaps not unbribed, he granted his releafe. But a heavy reckon- 
ing befell the Frier, that fufpeéted no fuch matter ; being thrown into prifon, and 
after brought to a publike hearing before our whole nations:who fheved how much 
a mancould fay for himfelfin fo bad a caufe. Inthe end he was fent unto the Yene* 
tians Baylies, and that in the night(left he fhould have cryed out that he would have 
turned Muffel-man, and have beea taken from them ) who made {ure to have him , 
and fent him (as they fay)to row in'the gallies at Candie, The principall comodities 
that our Merchants fetch from hence,are 7urkie Carpets,Chamolets,andGrogerams, 
They take in here alfo fome quantity of raw Silk, and Carpets of Perfia, brought 
over-land from thence by the Armenian Merchants. But the Su/ranies, and efpecially 
the Royalls of eight, wherewith this City is well ftored , and which in no place lofe 
ot their value, is that they mott feck for by the fale ofthe Ware they bring hither. 
Porall though they lofe by their broad Cloths , and Kerfies, yet amends is made by 
the plentiful! returns of the Silks that are fent from Aleppo to Tripoly,and other com- 
modities of the Levant purchafed with that money... The main of our commodities 
brought hither, is Cloth and Kerfies , but Tinne is the moft profitable : here exceed- 
ingly ufed, and exceedingly wasted ; for they tinne the in-fides of their veflels , and 
monethly renew it. The Moffesteeth, all kind of Furres, and wrought Iton, do here 
fell co much profit, with other wares which I forbear to mention, fince it 1S Mo part 
of my skill or profeffion. 
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Anuary being now well fpent,we departed from Con- 
ftantinople inthe Trinity of Londox: a thip of better 
defence then faile. By the way we made fome fta 
before (allinoly , fending a fhore for the Confull : 
(an old Frier, and a boon companion) who fick of 
his laft nights furfeits, {ent his Drogerman with a 
Fanixary along withus , to cléer our fhip below at 
the Caftles. For thefe two Forts command this paf= 
fage of the Helle/pont:permitting no Chriftiansfhips 
to pafle out, untill there they have remained for 
three days, ( whereas the ‘@ #rki/h fhips are difchar- 
ged in one ) that if fo be any thing hath been done

Like thee are thofe onthe Straights of Bo/phorus,by which the Turk, at it Were 5 
chaineth up the Propontick Sea: fo that none paffe in or out, without his allowance 5 
and difcharge ef duties. A little fhort of thefe we came to an anchor. 

Right againft where we lay ,and on Europes fide , {tands «Mayto, called formerly 
Macidos,and Maditos :a largetown , almoft altogether inhabited by Grecsans. On 


the top ofa round hill there are the remains of an edifice, whofe ruine pies vere

(wade that it flourifhed in the oldworlds child-hood. The Inhabitants call it the 
Virgin Towers.and thac isallthey can fay thereof. A wedding. here in the fore- 
noon, entertained our time inthe after-noon.: They dance in rings about the Mu- 
fician ;a man, and thera woman, taking hands a-crofleand ufing variety of not 
un-comely aétion : the countrey wenches cloathed is1 damask and {attin, their haire 
and bofoms fet forth with pearl and.ftones : rich, if not counterfeit. Of thefe the day 
following we met with divers, carrying pitchers ontheir heads,and {tuck with rags 
below the condition of poverty: The marriage day they confume in dancing , and 
the night in feafting: the Bride not breaking company untill the break of day. : and 
(as they fay) not known by her husband untill the third night following: The niglit 
out-watched made us make a night of the morning,untill rowz'd from our ground- 
beds by thereport ofthe Canon. When from the fhore between the Caftles you 
might behold a galley paffing, and.that fo leafurely, as if empty, and purpofely fuf- 
tered to drive with the current;rather to exercife the artillery,then manned by men, 
endeavouring fafery, and fo befet with deftrugtion. At length the fea entred at her 
many breachesjaiid by little and little devoured the {pettacle. The men fome flain, 
{ome drown'd, other by boates from each fide cruelly faved, out-lived.to envy their 
dead.companions. Thefe were Chriftian flaves that hewed ftones in the quarries at 
Marmora: who to compafte their liberty, had flain their guardians, and.{tola away 
with the galley. Hither they cametoo late ; nor durft they linger unto the evening : 
to proceed or returne was now grown equally defperate. Approaching neer, a wat- 
ning peece Was giventhem to cometo an anchor ; when they , leaving their oares , 
lay downe , all faving he that {teered; and committed themfelves to the wind, that 
then blew freth and favourably:but tike an hollow friend fhruuk from their failes int 
their greateft neceflity. More happy fucceffe not long before hada galley, for the 
moft patt manned. by Englith; who pafled by, andthat by day in defpite of them. 
Cheaper wines then here are hardly elf-where to be had, of in greater plenty ;in- 
fomuch as moft Chriftian fhips returning from (‘ or ftantinople,do at this place take in 
their provifion. Difpatched atlength , not without fome gifts and much fufferance , 
we hoifed {ails : and the night enluing were toffed toand tro , onthe Weft of Assry- 
len. The next day we laboured to get in between (ios andthe Continent, but failed: 
When fayling on the other fide of the Hand, the wind came about, whereof we took 
the benefit for 4lexandria.

The firftthat brought Phitofophy into Greece , and from thence into Italy. This 
Iflandis not above a quarter ofa mile diftant from the Continent of A/a. Fruit-full 
inallthings but vines: whichis the rather to be noted, inthat che countries round 
about produce fuch {toré, and foexcellent. At the South end ftood the City of 
Samia, witha goodly harbour adjoyning: now (asthe reft) by reafon of the Pirats 
that iofeft their Seas almoft altogether defolate.Of the earth thereof were thofe vef- 
fels made of {uch great efteem: foveraign alfo for divers ufes both in Phyfick, and 
Surgery. The North- weft of the Ifle is high land , environed with un-acceflible 
Cliffes = full of tall wood within, and molt commodious for building of fhips.

called Pergamum before. Who were faid to flie in regard of their (ails, by Dedalas: 
then firft invented, to out-f{trip the purfuit of AZ:20s; when Icarus in another veffell, 
by bearing too great a faile, fuffered fhip-wrack hereabout. It is now rarely inhabi- 
ted, yet abounding with good pafturage : corn it alfo produceth plentifully. ft hath 
no haven, but divers roads, fufficiently commodious. Between thefe two Iflands lie 
thofe fharp rocks, in times paft called -Afe/anthit, and now the Forzoli: well knowne, 
and io the night much feared by Mariners. | 

South of the’e we failed by ‘Palmfa formerly Patmos. A little [and confiftine 
onely of three or four rocky mountaines. Oa one of them ftands a town; andon the 
very top thereof a monaftery of Greek Coloieros, having large exhibitions from ftin- 
dry places of Chriftendome. Men ignorant in letters, ftudious for their bellies, and 
ignominioufly lazy : unlefle fome few that give themfelves to navigation , and be- 
come inditferent goodPilots. About this Ile there are variety of excellent harbours: 
and not{o few as torty faile of fhips belonging tothe towne, by the trading whereof 
they bring in that {uftenance which the foile affordeth not; being fo barren that no- 
thing growes, as [have heard, efpecially neer unto the town,except on {uch earth as 
is brought thither from other places. And therefore inflicted as a punifhment unto 
St. John, hither banifhed by the Emperour Trajaz, or as{ome write, by Domitiax: for 
{o the Romanes accuf{tomed to confine offenders.

Onthe North-fide of this hill,we faw the houfe wherein (they fay) he writ his Re- 
velation; anda little above the cave in whichit was revealed both held in great 
devotion by thofe Chriftians. After the death of the Emperour , he removed unto 
Epbef(zs,and being and hundred and twenty yeers old,caufing.a graveto be made, is 
faid to have entred it alive in the prefence of divers to whofe feeming dead,they co- 

Aug,ia Vered him with earth: which if we may believe St. Avgu/tine,* bubleth like water,to 

Job, trad, tettifie his breathing, and that he is not dead, but fleepeth. In that Monaftery is re- 

124, fervedadead mans hand , whichthey affirmto bez his: and thatthe nails thereof 
being cut, do grow again. 

Amonatt divers other Iflands we paffed by C20s,now called Longo:a delicate coun- 
trey to behold, lying for the moft part levell, onely towards the eaft not un-profita- 
bly mountainous ; from whence fall many fprings , which water the plaines below, 
and make them extraordinarily fruicfull: where grow thofe wines fo celebrated: 
Cyprefle-trees, and Turpentine,with divers others, as-well delightfull as profitable, 
To this was Hispocrares born, who revived Phyfick then almoft loft, and the ancient 
practice of -£/culapius s unto whom this Ifland was confecrated, Inthe fuburbs he 
had his Temple, famous, and rich with offerings. T hofe that had been fick, upon re= 
covery there regiftred their cures: and the experiments whereby they were effected: 
of thefe Hippocrates made and abridgement , and committed them to pofterity. In 
this Temple-ftood that rare pifture of Venus, naked, as if newly rifing from the fea; 
made by 4pelles;who was alfo this countrey-man:after removed unto Rome by Ofe- 
vias Cafar, and dedicated unto fxlixs ; fhe being reputed the mother of their family. 
It js (aid, that at the drawing thereof, he aflembled together the moft beautifull wo- 
meirin the Ifland, comprehending in that his own work their divided perfections 
For this piGtare the Coaas had a hundred talents remitted of their tribute. The towne 

and citadel are’now onely inhabited by Turk: ;the villages by Greciaas ; whereof in 
all are but two. . 

Next unto this ftands R hodes,-of all the reft the moft famous and beautifull: once 
covered withthe fea , orat leaftand un-habitable marifh ;asthey faine; beloved 
ofthe Sun, and erected above the waves by his powerful influence. For no a ay

For Rhodes in the Greek. tongue fignifieth a tofe ; arid by likelyhood fo called of the 
abundance of rofes, which this foyle prodticeth. This Ifland therefore was to the 
Sun held facred , to whom they ereéted that huge Coloffizs of bratle, worthily re+ 
puted amonft the worlds feven wonders : made by Charetes of Lindus, the fervant 
of Lyfippus;and whereof,as fome affirm,they were called * Coloffians.In height it was 
three-fcore and ten cubits;every finger as sreatas an ordinary ftatue,and the thumb 
too gteat to be fathomed. Twelve years it wasa making; and about three-(core and 
fix years after thrown down by an earth-quake , which terribly fhook the whole 
Ifland, * prophefied of by Sibyf; The pieces thereof made wonderful] ruptures in the 
earth: and another wonder it.was to fee the maffe of ftones contained therein ; 
whereby the work-men had confirmed it againft the violence of weather. With the 
braffe thereof nine hundredCamels were laden.No place in'times paft was held {upe- 
riour unto this for conveniency of harbour, magnificent buildings, and other excel: « 
lencies. Famous it was for govetnment;and men fo expert in navigation, that they 
became Lords,and for many years held the foveraignty of thefe feas. The air is here 
Mmoft temperate, producing fruits abundantly: rich paftures {prinkled with fow- 
ers, and trees {till flourifhing. The felicity of the place affording an argument to 
that favle of the golden fhowres that fell thereon, Their wines thus Virgil cele- 
bratetli:

Where alfo it isfaid that the vine was firft found out and planted. After that the 
Knights of Saint Jobe de Acre had loft the City of Acre, the laft that they held in 
the holy land; they had this place configned them by Emanuel the Greek. Emperour 
inthe year 1308. which they took from the Trk, and maintained to his terror.Ha- 
ving then one City onely; but that well fortified ; feated towards the morning Sun, 
on the afcending hill,apart on the level] fhore,embracing, as it were,a moft {afe and 
admirable haven: treble walled, adorned with towersand stortified with five {trong 
fortrefles. Often invaded, and tolitcle purpofe;at length it was taken by Solyman the 
magnificent ( Villerivs being the Great Mafter ) with fix months fiege , a world of 
people, and the loffe.of moft of them, inthe Year 1522. after it had been by them 
defended againft the Infidels two hundred and fourteen years; and therm honourably 


f urrendred,although tothe generall difhonor of the Chriftian Princes in their tardy 
uccouts,

Such as would, according to compofition were fuffered to depart: who from hence 
removed unto A4%a/ta.So that now it is inhabited by Turks,and Fews:thofe Chriftians 
that be, being Greeks, and not fuffered after Sun-fet to.abide in the City : the fuburbs 
whereof areuttetly razed. Ihave heard that all the monuments, {tatues,and infcrip- 
tions belonging tothe Knights of the Order , are by the Terk: preferved entire, ex- 
cepting Gach as the wars had demolifhed.Here the GrandS ignior maintaineth five gal- 
lies: about this Ifland we expected to have met with Pirats, but were happily de- 
ceived. 

Now having loft the fight of Rhodes, wefaw no land. untill the third day after z 
in the evening doubtfully difcovering the coaft of Egypt. Fearingthe lee-fhore, all 
night we bore ott to fea: the lightning miniftring un-comfortable light , inter- 
mixed with thunder and tempe{t. The next day we entred the haven of A/exandria 
newly defamed with a number of wracks;which {cattered here and there, did mife- 
rably teftifiethe un-fafe proteétion of that harbor. For not paft two nights before, 
the Northern winds beating full upon, the mouth of the haven , with violent feas 
drove the fotemoft thips from their anchors, who falling foul onthe reft, funk all 
for company ,:e¢ven two and twenty in number : amongf{t the reft, that great and 
warlike fhip called the Red Lion, taken but the yeer before from the Knights of 
Malta, 

But before we proceed: any further in particulars , meet itis that fomething be 
faid of Egypt in general]. €gyprus thefonot Belus , for his greacer glory fo named 
this * kingdome: called A&ifraim by tlie Hebrews, of Adifraim the fon of Shas, Uefre 
by the Arabians,and Chibith by the Inhabitants,of C hibith the firft Lord of this Land, 
and who firlt began tobuild houfes.

Itis faid to extend from North to South five hundred and 
three-feore miles, for a long tra&t contracted between barren mountaines ,in many 
places {carce four,in few above eight miles broad;untill not far above aero it begin- 
neth by degrees to inlarge, and {o contiauecth to doe, even to the fea: being between 
Rofetta atid Damiara, which {tand upon the Weft and Eaft confines of that whichis 
over-Alawed by the naturall courfe of the River and hundred and forty miles ; and 
from Rofettato eAlexandyia thirty: all low ground, andlying in a champion levell.

The Egyptians by three pitchers deciphered the 
fame in their Hieroglyphicks, proceeding (as they thought ) from a three-fold 
caufe. Firft, from the earth, by nature apt to breed ot it felt, and bring forth water 
abundantly. Next, fromthe Sourh Ocean, from Whence they imagined that it had 

his original: and laftly, from the reign which fell in the upper -4rh#opia about the 

time of the over-flow. The moft ancient opinion was, that it proceeded from the 
fnow diflolving in thofe mountains : of which e4saxagorasand eA (chilus : thus alfo

Tt alfo produceth abundance of fifh, in fhapeand quality much differing from 
ours: but by reafon of the muddy channeil, not altogether favory nor wholfome. 
Moreover, divers ftrange and monftrous creatures: as Buls of the Kiver , ( fo they 
Write ) not much unlike tothofe of the land, but no bigger thena Calfe of halfea 
year old, and which will live for a long time out of the water. River-horfes, called 
Fippo-potan ¢. having great heads, wide jaws, being armed with tusks as white as the 
ivory ; of body as big as a Cow, and proportioned like a fwine , of a brownifh bay, 
fmooth-skinned,and fo hard as hardly to be pierét by a weapon:(yetotherwife, and 
centrary to each other, defcribed by Heredorus, Diodorus, and Pliny : though the firft 
had feen of them here, and the laft agR ge ina tritimph:)luftftull they be,ravenous, 
and reveng-full. It is reported in the Spanifh Navigations,how that two of them be- 
ing found a-fhore by a few Portvgals, and having gotten fromthem into the water, 
aflailed the boat with great fury into which theyfaw them afcend, undaunted with 
their fhot,biting the fides of the veffel,and departing rather out of defpair of hurting 
then otherwife terrified. In another.-voyage, others endevoured to over-turna boat,’ ° 
that they night have devoured the men that were in her. 

But thefe ( if of thefe there be now any ) are rare to the Crocodile, in fhape 
not unlikea Lizard, and {ome of them of an un-credible greatneffe. So great from 
{o {mal a beginning is more then wonderfull, fome of them being above thirty 
foot long ; hatched of eggs no bigser then thofe that are laidby a Turkie. His 
tail is equall to his body in length , wherewith he infoldeth his prey , and 
draws it into the River. His fect arearmed with clawes, and his back and fides 
with f{cales {carce penetrable ; his belly tender, foft, and is eafily pierced: histeeth 
indented within one another: having notongue. and moving of his upper jaw 
onely ; his mouth fo wide, when extended, as fome of them are able to {wallow 
an intiré heifer. Four moncths of the year he eateth nothing.and thofe bee 
during the winter : on the land thick-fighted ; not{o in the water, to whom both 
elements are equally ufefull. The female lays an hundred egs , as many dayes they 
are in hatching; and as many years they live that doe live the longeft, continually 
growing. Where fhe layeth, thereis (as they write ) the uttermoft limit of the 
{ucceeding over-flow: Nature having endued them with that wonderfull prefci- 
ence ; to avoid the inconveniences ,and yet to enjoy the benefit of their River. By 

The Dol-. the figure therefore of a Crocodile, Providence was by the Egyptians hierogly- 
ie a phically expreffed. Between the Dolphins and thefe there is a deadly antipathy. 
f a a 4 babilles a man highly commended by Seneca , obtaining the government of Egype , 
Sus ma,j- Teported that he {aw atthe mouth of Nilzs, then cailed Heraclioticam, a fhole of 
ua , of bis Dolphins rufhing up the River , and encountred by a fort of Crocodiles, fighting as 
foutiude it were for foveraingty; vanquifhed at length by thofe milde and harmlefle crea- 
‘sa Swine.tures , who {wimaming under did cut their bellies with their {piny fins: and deftroy- 
ing many, made the reft to flie, as over-thrown inbattel. A creature fearfull of 
the bold, and bold upon the fear-full. Neither did the Teaterites mafter them in 
regard of their bloud, or favour, (as fome have coniectured ) but being fierce 
andcouragious, A peopledwelling far above, in an Ifland environed by ie 
onely,

onely hardy againft thofe ,and the onely men that durft aflaile them before: out 
of an innate hatred greedily purfuing the encounter. But now few keep fo low 
as Cairo by three dayes journey. They will devour whom the catch in the river : 
which makes the countrev people to fence inthofe places where they fetch their 
water: By day for the moft part: he lveth on the land ; when between ileeping and 
waking. they write that a little bird called Trochilus ,doth feed her felf by the pick- 
ing of his teeth, wherewith delighted , and gaping wider, the /chaeunssx his mortal] 
enemy {pving his advantage, whips into his mouth, and gliding down his throat 
like an arrow , gnaweth a way thorow his belly , and deltroyes him. This though 
now little, fpoken of , in times paft was delivered for a truth: even by the E- 
gyptians themfelves: who gave divine honour unto the /chnexmow for the bene- 
fiche didthem inthe deftroying of that ferpent. And true perhaps it is, though 
not obferved by thebarbarous, Thebird 1s at thisday known: defcribed to be 
about the biguefle ofa Thruth, of colour white, the points of his feathers fharp 5 
which he fers up on end like briftles when he lifts, and fo pricketh the mouth of 
the Crocodile it he but offer to clofe it. Asfor the Ichnexmon, he hath but onely 
changed his name; now called the Rat of Nezs. A beaft particular to Egypr ; 
about the bigneffe of a Cat, andas cleanly : fnowted like a Ferret, bur that black, 
and without long hair ; fharp-tooth’d, round-eard, fhort-leg'd, long-tail’d ( bei ng 
thick where it joynes to the kody, and {piny at the end)his hair fharp , hard and 
branded ; briftling it up, when angry,and then will flie upona maftiffe. They are 
thought ( for they have an appearance of both ) to be of both genders. Their young 
ones ate brought to markets bythe countrey people ,and greedily bought by the 
townef-men for the deftroying of mice and rats, which they will notably hunt af- 
ter, ftrongly nimble , and fubtill withall, They will reft themfelves upon their hin- 
der feet, and rifing from theearth, jump upon their prey with a violent celerity. 
They prey alfo upon Frogs, Lizards,Chamelions,and all forts of leffer ferpenits: be- 
ing a deadly enemy tothe Afpe, and do deftroy the egs of the Crocodile wherefoe- 
ver they can findthem, They will ftrangle allthe catsthey meet with: for their 
mouths are fo little, that they can bite nothing that is thick. They love nothing 
better than poultry, and hate nothing more then the winde. But to return to the 
Crocodiles, the countrey people do often take them in pit-fals , and grapling their 
chaps together with an iron, bring them alive unto Cairo, They take them alfo 
with hooks, baited witlifheep or goats ,and tyed witha rope to the trunk of a tree. 
The fleth of chem they eat, allfaving the head andtail, and {ell their skins unto 
Merchants, who corivey them into Chriftendome for the rariry. It is written in the 
Arabian records, how Hameth Aben Thawlon(being governour of Egypt for Gifar Ma- 
tanichi Calioh of Babylox )inthe 270 year of their Hegir, caufed the leaden image of 
a Crocodile , found amongtt the ruines of an ancient Temple, tobe molten; fince 
when the inhabitants have complained that thofe ferpents have been more noyfome 
unto them then before; affirming that it was made, and there buryed by the ancient 
Magicians to reftraine their endamagings. * 

Throug-hout this countrey there are no Wines: yet wantthey none, in that 
they defire chem not. Neither are here any trees to {peak of, but fuch as are plan- 
ted, andthofe in orchards onely : excepting Palmes , which delight indefarts : 
aad being naturally theirs,doe grow without limits.Of thefe they have plenty:plea- 
fing the eye with their goodly formes, and with diverfity of benefits entichin 
their owners. Of body ftraight, high , round , and flender, ( yet unfit for buildings ) 
crefted about, and by means thereof with facility afcended. The branches like 
fedges, flit on the neather fide, and ever green; growing onely onthe uppermoft 
height, refemble fair plumes ot feathers , which they yearly prune, by lopping off 
the loweft , and at the topof all by baring a little of the bole. Of thefe there be male 
aiid female : both thruft forth cods ( which are full of feeds like knotted ftrings ) at 
the root of their branches , but the female is onely fruitfull : and not fo , unleffe 
growing by the male, (towards whofe upright growth fhe jnclines her crowne ) 
and have ofhis feeds commixed with hers; which in the beginning of March 
they no.more faile to do, then to fow the earth at accuftomed feafons. Their Dates 
do grow like fingers ,and are thereof named : not ripe untill the fine of December : 
which begin to cod about the beginning of February. They open the tops of fuch 
as are fruicletfe, or otherwife perifht ; and take from thence the white pith, of old 
called the brain, which they {ell wp and down: an excellent fallad, not muchunlike 
“ntafte, butfar better then aa Artichoke, Of the branches they make bed-fteeds , 
Jattices,

lattices, 8¢c. of the web of the leaves baskets,mats, fan's, &¢c. of the outward husk of 
the cod, good cordage , of thé inward, brufhes , &ec: {uch and {uch like afford they 
veatly without empair to themfelves. This tree they heldto be the perte&@ image 
of a man.; aud by the fame reprefented him. Firft , for that it doth not fructifie , buc 
by coiture : next, as having a brain ,as it were, inthe uppermoft part ; which once 
corrupted , as man, even fo it perifheth : and laftly , in regard that on the top there- 
of grow certaine ftrings which refemble the haire; the great end of the branches ap- 
aa pearing like hands ftretcht forth,and the Dates as fingers.And becaufe the Palme is 
Bar| never to be fupprefled , but fhooteth up againft all oppofition , the boughs thereof 
bee have been propofed as rewards for {uch as were either victorious in armies, or exer-

which they bare intheir hands at their return from victory. A cuftoine firft infti- 

tuted by Thefews in the Ifland of Delo. Wood then ts here but fcarce in regard of 

the quantity ; and yet enough , iftheir ufes forthe {amie be confidered. For they 
eat but little fleth ,( freth cheefe , fowre milk made folid , roots , fruits , and herbs , 

i efpecially Colecafia , anciently called the e£gyptian Bean, though bearing no beane, 

but like the leaf of a Colewort , being their principall fuftenance,baking their bread 

incakes onthe harth, and mingling therewith the feeds of Coriander. ) As for cold 

they know it not, having fufficient_of the refufe of Palmes , fugar canes , and the 

like, to furnith them with fuell an{werable totheir neceffities, But forainers that 
feed as in colder countries do buy their wood by weight, which is brought in hither 

by fhipping. The Gallions alfo of Conftanrinople alwayes ge into t he Black {ea for 

timber, before they take their voyage for Cairo, Omit I muft not the fedgiereeds 
which grow in the marifhes of e£gypt , called formerly Papyri, of which they make 
paper,and whereof ours made of rags,affumeth that name.They divided it into thin 
flakes, whereinto it naturally parteth: then laying them ona table, and moiftning 
them withthe glutinous water of the river they preftthem together, and fo dried 
them inthe Sun. By this means Philadelphus erected his library. But Eumenes King: 
of Pergamus {triving to exceed him in that kind, Philade/phus commanded that no’ 
paper fhould be tranfported out of his kingdome: whereupon Evmenes invented the 
making and writing upon parchnient. fo called of Pergamus, 

The .Agyptians werefaid to have efteemed themfelves the prime Nation of the 
world, inregard of their un-kaown beginning, the nature of the foile, and excelent 
faculties attained unto through a long continuance. But certain it is ,that moft of, 
ot all -£4gypt-wasa fea when other parts of the world were inhabited:made manifeft’ 
by the fhels and bones of fifhes found inthe intrails of the earth, and Wells which 

eeld bur falt and bitter waters : amongft fo many , one onely (and that reported to 
have fprung by a miracle) to be drunk of. So that by the operation of the River this 
countrey hath this ( being properly called, The gift of “sus ) bringing down earth 
with his deluges , and extruding the fea by little and little.. Infomuch.asthe He of 
Pharos thus defcribed by Homer ,

He poffeffed them’ 
firft withthe adoration of the Gods, etnboldening and awing their minds with a be- 
ing after death happy or un-happy, according to the good or bad committed in the 
prefent : and jnftituted the honouring of contemptible things ; or for fome benefit 
they did, or to appeafe them for fuch hurt as they had the power to inflrt.OF thefe: 
thus Fuvead, who then lived amongft them: ~

For the Texterstes bearing an inveterate hatred to the Combos their se Roa for a- 
doring the Crocodile which they hated, fell upon them unawares in their civil jang- 
lings at the celebration of their feftival; and putting them to flight, cut the hinder= 
moftin pieces : whom reeking hot, with heart yet panting , they greedily devou- 
red: The Poet himfelf an eye-witnefs of the fact. Such jarres proceeded from their 
fertility of Gods, differing in each feverall jurifdiétion :and inftituted by their poli- 
tick crafty Kings, that bufied with particular malice, they fhould not concurte in 
a general infurreétion. Above all they honoured //s and Ofiris: which fable ( too 
tedious for our profefled brevity ) contained fundry-allegories. Amongft others, 
by Ofristhey prefigured Nilws by Z/sthe Earth made pregnant by the river; and 
by 7 yphon the Sea. They faid, that Typhox was vanquifhed by Ofrts, in thatthe Ri- 
ver had fo repulfedthe Sea: and by 7yphon afterward murdered, becaufe at length 
the Sea doth as it were devoure it. Their Priefts were next in dignity to the King ; 
and of his Council inall bufineffes of importance. From amongft them he was 
chofen: or if of the Souldiery, he forth-with was invefted in the High-priefthood, 
and inftructed by them in the myfteries of their Philofophy ; delivered under 
fables, and enigmatical expreffions. They drank no Wine, untill the time of 
Pfemericus the la{t oj the Ph rashs ; efteeming itto have fprung from the blood of 
the Giants ; in that itoprovoked the minde to luft, impatiency, cruclty, and all the 
difordered affections that thofe contemners of the gods were endued with. Of 
all the Heathen they werethe firft that taught the immortality of the foule, and 
the tranfmigration thereof into another body, either of man or beaft, clean or un- 
clean, as it had behaved it felf in the former. From whom Pythagoras received that 
opinion, and divulged it to the Grecians ; who, the better to per{wade, affirmed him- 
felf to have been once «#thalides the fon of Afercury : and commanded by hisfather - 
to ask what he would, immortality excepted; did defire after death to know what 
had paffed in his life, and to have his memory entirely preferved: which by not 
drinking of Lerho befell him accordingly. After the death of e£thalides, he became 
Exphorbus :

and then Hermotymuas, then Delius, then Pyrrbus a fifherman, and laft of all P ythago- 
ra. By means whereof he withdrew the Greciazs from luxury, and pofleft their 
minds with the terror of ill-doing. 

The ¢ypriazs firft inveated Arithmetick.Mufick and Geometry;and by reafon of 
the perpetual ferenity of the aire, found out the courfe of the Sun and the Stars, their 
conftellations; rifiags, afpects and influences; dividing by the fame the yeate into 
moncths, and grounding their divinations upon their hidden properties. Moreover, 
from the Egystransy Orpheus, Mufeus and Homer,have fetcht their hynines and fables 
of the Gods: Pythagorat,Fsdoxss, & Demoeritus,their Phylofophy,Lycurgas, Solon,and 
Plate, the form of their governments, by which they all in their feveral kinds have 
eternized their memoriest Their letters were invented by A¢ercary, who writ from 
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The Hiftory of Egypt. Lis. 2,

exprefled their conceits by Hieroglyphicks ; which confift of fignificant figures: 
whereof there yet are many to be feen rouge hardly tobe interpreted. One will 
produce for example , {aid to be pourtrayed within the porch of AZinerva's Temple 
inthe City of Sai:

Theword  Atthe firftthey were governed by Pharavhs of their own; of whom Se/ofris was 

Signifiech athe moft famous , and puiffant , who entred the Red Sea in Gallies , which he firft 

Kg. invented: fubdued Arabia , andthe greater part of e&thiopia and Lybia, Elated with 
thefe beginnings, he affected the Empire of the world: over-running not onely 
thofe countries of the greater Afia, long after over-come by Alexander : butto the 
uttermoft confines of the South and Eaft Continent , extending his conquefts. Then 
inclining Weft-ward, he vanquifhed the Scythians, and thofe nations that border on 
the Ewxine Sea: pafling over into Ewrope, he fubdued the Thracians. When opprefled 
by famine, by reafon of thofe more barren countries, and the multitude of his peo- 
ple,he was conftrained to give over his enterprize;and returning by the river Phafs 
Over-came the Getes: where he left his moft tired Souldiers, and {upplyed_ his army 
with the people of that countrey. W hereof Flacczs,defcribing thedoors of the Tem= 


ple of Coches, figured with the originall of the Celchians.

Inthe vanquithed countries he ereéted pillars, whereon were ingraven(befides thie 
acts that he had dont)cthe figures of men, and on divers, the'privities ofa igetee 
teitine 
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te(tifie the valour of cowardize ot the conquered. At his return into Egypt an for 
lemn dayes, he was drawn by tributary Kings untothe Temples-of his gods,which 
he had adorned with their {poils.. He caufed many trenches fo be cut thorow the 
land, and fome of them navigable. Whereby un-profitable marifhes were drained), 
the countrey ftrengthened, traffick made eafiesand fuch places relieved as laboured, 
with the penury of waters.He attempted to have miade a navigable chane! between 
the Red Sea,and the River ; afterwards feconded by Darius : but both defifted upan 
the like fufpicions. For that Sea was found to lie higher then Egype : which made 
them mifdoubt, that it would either drown the. countrey, or elfe by mixing with 
the Nilus, difleafon his waters. The marks of their proud endeavours are at this day 
extant: nevertheleffe ,in fome fort long after effected by Philadelphus. Cambyfes was 
the firftthat made them ftoop to a forain yoke, who over-threw their temples, and 
maffacred their Priefts, after that with hisowa hands he had wounded their +49: : 
eriding their fubverted and bleeding gods ; of them, and of them(elves fuch infirm 
protectors.For which they reported that he became from thence-torth mad,and had 


fuch ill futcceffe in his fucceedimg expedition.

{athe time of Darivs that was called Noth#s , they expulfed the Perfians, andagaine 
were governed by Kings of their own. But Ochus reduced them unto their former 
obedience : continuing fo, untill Alexander the Great with the reft of the world fub- 
dued that countrey. After whofe death, in che divifion of his Empire, Egype fell to, 
Prolomens the fon of Lavws,and continued in his family for the {pace of two hundred 
and four years ten Kings,and all of that furname,fucceeding each.other. P hiladelphus 
being the fecond in defcentbut firftin glory then Evergeres,P hilopater,Epiphanes, P hi- 
lometer, Phyjcon, (fo called for his deformitie) Lathares and Auletes : who tefe fis fon 
Dionyfius , together with Cleopatra, the co-heirs of his fcepter, But her , her brother

Her tragedy acted ; Of avius Cafar reduced Egypt into the form of a Province-Under 
the Romane bondage they received the Chriftian liberty, by the Miniftery of S. Afark, 
the Evancelift. In the divifion of that Empire they became fubjeét to the C onft antt- 
zopolitan Emperours. But theEgyptians foon weary of their oppreflions,(not long af- 
ter the impoftury of Mahomer )as fome fay,called in the Saracens to aflift them in the 
expulfion of the Greeks ; But howfoever they were expulfed by Havre Generall to 
Omar the fecond Mahomeran hish Prieft, inthe yeer 635- Who onely impofing a tri- 


bute, afforded unto all the liberty of Religion. So Egypt became fubject pany 
Ca sp V4 
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Caliphs of Babylon, untill they fet up a (aliph of their own: yet reputed for {chifmati- 
call. ‘Uhree hundred and two years the Egyptiax Caliphs continued : untill the time 
of Almericus the fixt King of ferwfalem. By him invaded , the Caliph intreated aid of 
the Sultan of Syria: who fent him Saracco,that repelled the Chriftians, and by mur- 
dering the affifted,ufurped his foveraignty.To him fucceeded Saladize the utter {ub- 
verter of the Holy-land. Who dying forbade all funerall pompe, faveoncly a fhire 
to be carryed about on the point of a {pear, with this proclamation : 


Great Saladine the conqueroyr of the Eaft , 
Of all the flate and glory he poffeft , 

(O frail and tranfitory good ! ) no more 
Hath born away, but that poor (birt he wore. 


Seventy and fix yeers that Kingdome continued with the Tsrks, untill the reign 
of Melec-fala: who often foiled by the Chriftians, having loft moft of his men, 
and diftrufting the Egyptians, bought a multitude oft@ircaffian flaves (a people bor- 
dering on the Eaxine Sea, heretofore called Getes ) ofthe Tartars which then had 
over-run that Nation. Thefehe armed ; and by their valour not onely freed his 
countrey , but gavethe Freach-mena fearfull overthrow , ‘taking King Lewis pri- 
foner hard by Damiata. But thefe flaves.a-while-after murdered (Melec-fala , and 
elected a Sultan of their own , tyrannizing over the naturall Inhabitants, and ftill 
maintaining their power , by the yeerly purchafe ot Cércaffian children, brought 
unto Alexander by Rovers and Merchants. Thefe they inftruéted in the A¢ahometan 
law, andexercife of armes; the fon not fucceeding the father , neither in Empire. 
nor military profeffion: no nor fo muchas in the name of a Mammaluke.Dreadfull 
in power, and abounding in riches, for two hundred and feventy yeers they upheld 
that government. Overthrown at length by Selymus the firft Turki) Emperour ; 
and atter fundry doubttull and mortall confli&s utterly extinguifhed; together with 
their lives,they loft their dominion to the conqueror. In whofe pofterity it remain- 
eth at this day: and is now governed by a Baffa who hath his refidence in Cairo, and. 
commandeth as an abfolute Soveraign.. Under whom are fixteen Sanziacks, and an 
hundred thoufand Spachies, The revenues of this little countrey amounting to three

The Baffa now being, and called Mahomet, isa man well ftricken in years, of 


ner geld bya fowre and inflexible nature. At his firftentrance he cut offthe heads of foure 
imo ortbice thoufand Spachies,that had borne themfelves too infolently ,and committed many 


Alpers. 


outrages and extortions. He fent the great men that bore over-much {way, unto 
Conftantinople ; thofe that refufed to goe, he cauled to be ftrangled ; ufing the aid- of 
the Arabians ( who juftly hated the other ) in all his executions, If a robbery be 
committed, and the thieves efcape , fuchas areappointedto guard thofe quarters,: 
doe fuffer in their ftead ; infomuch as often they attach poor innocents 5 when they 
canaot apprehend the guilty, to deliver themfelves from punifhment. They bore 
holes thorow the condemned’s arms, ftretcht wide on ftaves ;in which are can- 
dles {tuck , that burn down intothe flefh; and are led in that manner thorow 
the City unto the place of execution. Others are ftript of their skins , yet live in 

horrible torment {0 long as the executioners fteel offends not the navell. Drunken- 
nefle is punifhed with death.; and all difcrders fo feverely lookt into, that [ thinkin 
no other place you fhall {ee fo fewamong {uch a multitude of people. The malice 
histigour procured, had caufed himfelfeto confine himfelfe to the Caftle for a 

twelve moneth before our coming to Cairo: but hisgovernment is fo well approved 

by the Grand Sigaior, that to do himthe more honor,he hath given him his daughter 

i1 marriage, a child of four years old, which hath been folemnized with all poftible 
ceremonies. One thing more isin him praife-worthy ; that he will hardly fuffera 

Chriftian no turn A4ahomer, either out of the diflike of his own religion, or know- 
ing well that they doe it onely for commodity and preferment,

the maritim places. The Egyprians of the middle times, were a people degenera- 


ting from the worth of their anceftors ; prone to invocations, devoted to luxury , 
cowardly ; cruell ; naturally addiéted to {coffe and to cavil] ) detra&ting from what- 
foever was gracious and eminent. Thofe that now inhabite the countrey are for the 
moft part Moores, Turks there are many,and Fews,which refide onely in Cities,ftore 
of eArabians ,and not atew Negroes. Of Chriftians the native Copties are the moft in 
number: fome Grecks there be, anda few Armenians, 
The Egyptian Moores (defcended of the eArabians,and underftanding each other) 
ate.men of a mean ftature, tawny of complexion , and {pare of body ; fhrill- 
tongued, and nimble-footed ; naturally induftrious » afleting more their profit 
then their eafe, yet know they how to live of a little, as in nothing riotous. Rather 
crafty are they then wife ; more obfervant then faithfull: and by much more de- 
vout then the Turks inthe A¢ahomet an Religion. In learning they are utterly igno- 
tant. Amongft them none are noble : few admitted to the fouldiery , ( nor fuffered 
imtowns to wear weapons ) not any to Magiftracy. In Cities the beft of them ex. 
ercife merchandize : rich by means of their traffick with the Indsaxs ; yet that de- 
cayed fince our Eaft-Indian voyages ; infomuch as fpices brought out of the Le- 
vant heretofore , are now with profit brought thither by ourMerchants. In habie 
they differ little from the 7 urks , excepting fome of the younger fort, who wear 
fide coats of linnen ( the ancient habit of thar counttey ) girt to their waftes , and 
towels thrown about their necks. of the fame. ( Divers of the Negroes wear velts 
like furplices.) The poorer people wear long garments of hair »ftreakt black and 
white; in the winter, fide-coats of cotten. The eggers by finging , both get relief, 
and comfort their poverty ; playing withall upon drums which are fathioned like 
fives. A number here be affli&ted with fore-eyes , either by the reflecting heat, the 
falt duft of the foyle , or exceffive veney 


: for the pocksis uncredibly frequent 
amonftthem, The women when out of their houfes, arewrapt from thecrown 
of the head to the foot in ample robes of linnen, {preading their armes underneath 


to appear more corpulent, For they think ita fpeciall excellency to be fat; and 
moft of them are fo: fo in frequenti ng the Baxnias, for certain days together; 
wherein they ufe fuch diet and friétions,as daily ufe confirmeth for effectual. They 
cover their faces with black cypreffe befpotted with red. Their under garments are 
of lighter ftuffes then the 7 zrki(b , but not differing in fafhion. The better fort wear 
hoopes of gold and filver about their armes,and above their ancles:others of copper; 
with pieces of coyn half covering their fore-heads ; and plates hung about their 
necks, &c. Both men and women do brand their armes for the love of each other, 
Divers of the women I have {een with their chinnes diftained into knots and flo= 
wers of blue, made by pricking of the skin with needles »and rubbing it over with 
‘ink and the juice ofan herb, which will never wear out again. They have quick 
and eafie labour, bearing heretofore often two,and fometimes three at a burthen : 
though alfo born in the eighth moneth living; rarely , ifel(-where heard of. In the 
adjoyning defarts of Saint A¢acario,a plant there is, low, leave-lefle, brown of co- 
Jour, branched like corall, and clofed at the top: this in the time of the labour of 
women, they fet in water in fome cornet of the room, which ftrangely difplayeth: 
procuring (as they generally con jeGture) eafie deliveries. The countrey people doe 
follow husbandry. hey are not long in drefling themfelves , being onely Wrapt in 
a ruflet mantle : nor have the women any better coverture: hiding their faces with 
beaftly clouts , having holes for their eyes; which little is too much to {ee » and ab= 
ftain from lothing. Over their fhafhes the men wear rounds of ftiffened raffet : to

But the Copties are the true Egyptians , retaining the name of Captus that aicient 
City an Territory, alittle below , and on.that fide the River where once ftood 
Called c0- Thebes againft the Ifland of the Texterites. ‘The name fignifieth Privation ; fo called 
monly and for that there Ifs cut offa lock of her hair, and put on funeral] garments for the 
MO death of Ofr1s.. Others will have them fo called in regard of their circumcifion. 
ofties, : “spn d ° Gt 4 
Thefe, asIfaid, are Chriftians notwith{tanding they are circumcifed : whereof 
they now begin tobe afhamed ; faying, That in the countrey they are thereunto 
cotupelled by the Afoores, and in Cities where fecure from violence, they ufe it not: 
howhbeit, doing it rather, in that an. ancient cuftome of their nation ( mentioned by 
Herodotus ) then cut of Religion. ‘They were infected with that herefie of one na- 
ture in Chrift, long before facobus (of whom now named, andof whom wee fhall 
fpeak hereafter ) divulged it it Syriz, At this day they profeffe him to be perfe& 
God and perfec&t man; yet date not diftinguifh his natures, for fear of dividin 
his.perfon. They baptize not their children untill forty dayes old. On Saturday 
prefently after midnight they repair to theirChurches,where they-remain wel-nigh 
untill Sunday at noon ; during which time they neither fit not kneel, but {uppore 
themfelyes upon crutches. The Prieft is veiled and vefted in linnen, having two or 
three boyes apparelled alikesand fequeftred from the reft of the people,to aflift him; 
for they conferre inferiour Orders upon children, They fing over moft part of the 
Pfalmes of David at every meeting , with diversparcels of the old and new Tefta- 
ments ; the latter as written by Wicomedes: {ome in the Coptike language , under- 
ftood but by few, moft in the Morefco. Often both Prieft and people conjoyne 
in favage noifes , to our judgements not articulate. The Prieft not feldome eleva= 
teth ared cloth ( under which, Ifuppofe, is the Sacrament ) which they adminifter 
inboth kinds, and give it to Infants prefently after Baptifme. In the Churches 
they havethe pidture of our Saviour , and the bleffed Virgin, but not over their 
'‘Altars; nor for any thing I could perceive doe they reverence them. In certaine 
chefts they preferve the bones and afhes of {uch as have turned Mahometans , and 
afterwards recanted , for which they have {uffered Martyrdome. At their entrance 
they kifle their hands and lay them upon one another; the women in grated gal- 
Ieries feparated from the men. Extreme-unétion, Prayer for the dead and Purga- 
tory , they admit not of, The R gaz Church they hold for hereticall, and reje@ all 
generall Councils , after that of Ephefus. Yet a multitude of late have beendrawne 
to receive the Popifh Religion ( efpecially in Cairo ) by the induftry of Friers ; ha= 
ving had the Reman Liturgy fent them from Rome , together with the Bible, in the 
Arabick language. Of Alexandria hath the Patriarch his name; but his aboad is 
in Cairo. Six dayes journey above Cairo up the River , they havea great City cal- 
Jed Saiet; where Chrift and his Mother, was {aid to have made their abode untill the 
death of Herod: unte which, growing old and fickly, they repairesas defirous todie 
there: where there is a goodly Church, though fomething ruinous: buileby Hellen 
the mother of Coxftantine 5and confecrated to the blefled Virgin. They never eatin 
the day time during the Lent, but on Saturdayes and Sundayes. They wear round 
caps 5 towels about their necks , and gowns with wide f{leeves ,of cloth , and ftuffes 
leffe ponderous. Thefe live in more {ubjection then the AZoores 5 by reafon of their 
religion : and pay yeerly a certain {um for their heads to the Bafz, Ignorant they 
aie in the excellencies of theit anceftors , but retaining their vices. Some ofthem 
rofeffe fome knowledge in Magick:being but jugglers,compared with the former, 
38 whom {uch miracles were effected.

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tothe promifed fafety. This had the repute of the Worlds feventh wonder,named 
after the name of the Ifland. At this day a generall name for fuch as ferve to that 
purpofe.S:/tratus of Gnydos the ambitious architeét,ingraved thereupon this infcrip- 
tion: SOSTRATUS OF GNYDOS THE SON OF DEXIPHANES, TO THE 
GODS PROTECTORS FOR THE SAFEGUARD OF SAILERS ; which hee 
covereth with plaifter , infcribing the fame with the name, and tittle of the 
King: that that {oon wafting, hisowa written in marble might be celebrated 
to eternity. This promontory ftretching neer unto that of the oppofed Continent, 
doth make a narrow entrance into a dangerous haven , called the Port of the 
Tower before, and within there being many rocks , fome covered , and others e- 
minent, which continually trouble the repulfed waters. That on the other fide, 
called the chained-up Port, more fecure then convenient, is now onely referved for 
the Turkifh gallies. | 

On the Sowth-fide of the City , and not far removed , isthe lake Aareoris , in 
time paft refembling a Sea both in greatneffe and profundity. Made by the labour 
of man, as Heredotus conjectures by the two Pyramides in the middle: being as 
farre under the water asabove: that above furmounting it fifty paces. On each 
there ftood a Coloffus of ftone, addingas much more to the height of the vifible 
building. Thefe weré’the fepulchres of King Aferis and his wife, whois {aid to 
have digged that lake, which naturally produces no water; having a dry and {andy 
bottome , but replenifhed yearly by the in-undations of Neus , let in by fundry 
channels, at whofe mouthes were floud-gates, to moderate the exceffe of ebbs and 
Over-flowes : increafing for fix moneths together , and for as long diminifhing. 
A work of éxceffive charge, and incredible performance. To this not much infe- 
rior adjoyneth the Labyrinth; in the midft whereof were thirty feven Palaces , 
belonging to the thirty {even Jurifdictions cf Egypty (whereof ten were in Thebais, 
ten in Delta , and {eventcen inthe middle Region ) unto which reforted the feverall 
Prefidents to celebrate the feftivals of their gods ( who had therein their particular 
Temples ; moreover fitteen Chappels, containing in eacha NWemifis) and alforo 
advife of. matters of importance concerning the general] wel-fare. The paflages 


























































_thereunto were thorow caves ofa marvellous length; full of Winding paths as dark - 


as hell, and roomes within one another ; having many dores to confound the me- 
mory, and diftract the intention ; leading into inexplicable errour : now mounting 
aloft, and again re-defcending, not feldome turning about walls infolded within 
one another inthe forme of intricate mazes, not poffible to thred, or evet to get 
out without a conductor. The byilding more under the earth then above, bei ng 
all of maffie ftone,and Jaid with that art,that neither cement rior wood was employ- 
ed thorowout the univerfal fabrick. Theend at length attained to, a pair of ftaires 
of nivety fteps conduéted into a ftately Portico fupported with pillars of Theban 
{tone :the entrance into a {pacious hall ( a place for their general] conventions ) 
all of polifhed’marble , adorned with the ftatues of godsand men; with others of 
monttrous refemblances. The chambers were fo difpofed, that upon their opening, 
the dores did give reports no leffe terrible then thunder. The firft entrance was of 
white marble, within thorowout adorned with marble columns, and diverfity of 
figures. By this defigured they the perplexed life of man, combred and intangled 
with manifold mifchiefs, one fucceeding another:thorow which impoffible to paffe 
without the condué of wifdome, and exercife of unfainting fortitude. Dedalus was 
faid to have imitated this in that which he built in(vere-yet expreffing hereof {carce 
the huiadred part. Who fo mounted thetop, fhould feeas it were a large plain of 
ftone: and withall thofe {even and thirty Palaces, environed with folid pillars, and 
walls confifting of ftone of a mighty proportion. At the end of this Labyrinth there 
ftood a {quare Pyramis of a marvellous breadth , and anfwerable altitude : the {e- 
pages of King //mandes, that built it. About this lake grew excellent wines, and 
ong lafting.

This lake afforded another haven unto the City , then that of the Sea more profita- 
ble by reafon of the commodities of India , the eArabian Gulph, and up-land 
parts of Egype , brought down by the conyeniency of that paffage by channels a 
, utterly 
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utterly ruined. And the fame by a narrow cut was joyned unto another lake, far lef $5 
and neerer the (ea: which at this day too plentifully furnifheth all Turkie with (aJre 
petre. Betweenthe leffe Lake and the C ity, there pafleth and artifical chanel, which 
ferveth them with water(for they have no wels)inthe time ofthe deluge:conveyed 
by conduits into ample cifterns (now moft of them feany for want of ufe:and occa- 
fion of much fickneffe in the fummer) and fo preferved untill the fucceeding over- 
flow. For Alexandria was all builc upon vaults, {upported with catved pillars.one 
above another , and lined with flone ;infomuch 4s no {mall proportion thereof lay 
concealed in earth, confider we either the coft or quantity. 


Such was this Queen of Cities and Afetropolis of Africa: but

who now hath nothing left her but ruines sand thofe ill witneffes of her perifhed 
beauties: declaring rather ,thattownes as wellas men, have their ages and defti- 
nies. Onely thofe walls remain which wete founded ( as fome fay ) by Ptolemy , 
one within another , imbattelled and garnifhed with three-(coreand eight turrets; 
rather ftately then ftrong, if compared with the modern. Yet thefe » by the former 
defcriptions, and ruines without, appear to have immured but 4 part of the City. 
After that deftroyed by the Saracens, it lay fora long time waft: untill a Afaho-~ 
metan Prieft, pronouncing ( ashe faid , out of ALahomets Prophecies ) indulgences 
to fuch as fhould re-edifie , inhabite, or contribute money thereunto within cer- 
tain days , did ina fhort feafon re-people it. But a latter deftru@ion it received 
by the Cypriots 5 French, and Venetians, about thetime that Lewis the fourth was 
enlarged by the Su/tan, who furprized the City witha marvellous flaughter. But 
hearing of the approach of the Sultan, ( who had raifed a great army for their re« 
lief ) defpairingto maintain it, they fet it on fire, and departed. The sultan repay- 
ring the walls.as wellas he could , built this Caftle that now ftands on the Pharus : 
for the defence of the haven; and brought it tothat {tate wherein it remaineth. 
Sundry mountains are raifed of the ruines, by Chriftians not to be mounted ; left 
they fhould take too exatt a furvey of the City : in which are often found ( efpeci- 
ally after a fhower ) rich ftones’, and medals engtaven with the figures of their 
gods, and men, with {uch perfection of art, as thefe now cut, feem lame to thofe, 
and un-lively counterfeits. Onthe top of oneof them ftands a watch-tower, where 
continual fentinell is kept, to give notice of approaching fails. Of Antiquities 2 
there are few remainders : onely an Hieroglyphicall Obelisk of Theban matble, as 
hard well-nigh as Porphyrie, but ofa deeper red, and {peckled alike , called Pharavhs 
Needle, ftanding where once ftood the palace of Alexander : and another lying by, 
and like it, halt buryed in tubbidge. Without the walls on the South-weft-fide 
of the City , on a little hill ftands a Columne of the fame, all of ftone: eighty 
fix Palmes high , and thirty fixin compaffe ,the Palme confifting of nine inches 
and a quarter , according to the meafure of Genoa, as meafured for Zig al Baffa 
Genotfe : fecuipon a {quare cube ( and which istobe wondred at) not h 
as the foot of the Pillar: called by the Arabians , Hemadeflaeor, which is ,the Co- 
lumine of the Arabians. They tell a fable, how that one of the Prolemics ereded 
thefameinthe fartheft extent of the haven , to defend the City from Navall in- 
curfions, having placed a Magicall-glaffe of fteel on the top ; of vertue ( if un-co- 
vered ) to fet on fire {uch fhips as {ail’d by. But fubverted by enemies , the glafle 
loft that power, who inthis place re-ereSted the Column, But by the Wefterne 
Chriftians it is called, The pillar of Pompey: and is (aid to have been reared by Cefar, 
asa memoriall of his Pompejanvi tory. ThePatriarch of Alexandriahath here a houfe 
adjoyning toa Church; which ftands (as they fay) in the place where Saint Marke 
was buryed , their firft Bifhop and Martyr: who in dayes ot Trajan , haled with a 
rope tyed about his neck unto the place called Axgeles, was there burned forthe 
te(timony of Chrift, by the idolatrous Pagans. Afterward his bones were remo- 
ved to Venice by the Venetians , he being the Saint and Patron of that City. There 
be at thisday two Patriarchs, one ot the Greeks: another of the Circumcifed , the 
uniuerfall Patriarch of the Coftses and Abiffines. The name ofthe Greek Patriarch 
now being , is (yri/;a man of approved vertueand learning , a friend to'the refor- 
med Religion ; and oppofing the contrary: faying,That the differences between us 
andthe Greeks, be but thels ; but that thofe are kernels between them and theo- 
ther, Of himi{omething more fhall be fpoken hereafter. The buildings now be- 
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go The prefent ftate of Alexandria Rofetta. Lis. 2: 
ing, are meanand few, ereéted on the ruines of the fornier’: that part that lyeth 
along the fhore inhabited onely , the reft. defolate : the walls almoft quadrangular; 
on each fide a gate; one opening towards Wi/ws, another regards Afarior#s, the third. 
the defart of Barcha,and the fouth the haven. Inhabited by Ascors, Turks, Fews, Cofties, 
and Grecéans, more in regard of Merchandize, (for Alexandria is-a free port, both for 
friend and enemy ) then for the conveniency of the place : feated in'a defart , where 
they have neither tillage nor pafturage, except what borders onthe lake; that'litcle, 
and un-husbanded: yet kept they good {tore of goats, that have ears hanging down 
to the ground, which feed amongft the ruines, On the Ifle of Pharus, now a pattof 
the continent,there ftands a Caftle, defending the entrance of the haven; whichhath 
no water but what is brought upon Camels from the cifterns of che City : this, at 
our coming in, as is the ufe, we faluted with our ordnance. As many’of us as came 
afhore, were brought to the Cuftome-houfe, to have our felves ,and our valeifas 
fearched: whereten in the hundred isto be paid for whatfoever we have, and that 
in kind, onely money pays but one and a half; whereof they take an exa& account , 
thatthereby they may aim atthe value of returned commodities;then paying eleven 
inthe hundred more,even tor {uch goods as are in property un-altered:At fo higha 
rate is this free traffick purchafed: the A4ehomeran here paying as muchas the Chri- 
{tian. The cuftomes are farmed by the fews,paying for the {ame unto the Baffatwen- 
ty thoufand * Madeins a day, thirty of them amounting toa Royall of eight. Wee 
lodged in the houfe of the French Conful, unto whofe protection all ftrangers com- 
mitthemfelves. (he Cane lockt up by the Tzrks at noons and at nights , tor feare 
that the Frarks fhould fuffer or offer any outrage. The Vice-eonf{ul keeps a table for 
Merchants: the Conful himfelf a AZagzifico , lefle liberal of his Prefence, then indu- 
{trious to pleafure ; yet rather ftately then ‘proud ; expecting refpeét ,and meriting 
good will: that wasa Prictt, and would be a Cardinal ; with the hopes whereof 
they fay, that he feafteth his ambition. By him wee were provided ofa fanizary for 
our guard unto Cairo: his hire five pjeces of gold sbefide his own diet, and his mans; 
with provifion of powder. For our affes (notinferiour in this countrey unto horfes 
for travel] )half a thariffe a piece,for our camels a whole one: At the gate they tooke 
a Madeina head, for our {elves and ouraffes, fo indifferently do they prize ts : 
through which wee could not pafle without a Te/earia from the Cadee,the principall 
officer of this City. ; 

On the fecond of February in the afternoon we undertook our journey : paffing 
thorow a defart producing here and there a tew un-husbanded Palmes,Capers, and 
a weed called Kall by the Arabs. This they ufe for fuell, and then colle& the athes , 
which crufht together like a {tone, they fell in great quantity to the Venetians : who 
equally mixing the fame with the {tones that are brought them from Pavia by the 
river of Ticinum, make thereof their cryftalline glaffes. On the left hand we lett di- 
vers ruinous buildings , once {aid to have been the royal] manfion of Cleopatra. Be- 
yond which ftands Bucharis; once a little, but ancient City; now onely fhewing: her 
foundations: where grow many Palmes which {uftain the wretched people that live 
thereabout in beggerly cottages. There ona rock a tower affordeth light by night 
to the failer,the place beiiig full of danger. Anon we pafled by a guard of Souldiers, 
there placed for the fecuring of that paflagespaying a Madein for every head. Seven 
or eight miles beyond,we ferryed over a Creek ot the Sea. On the other fide ftands 
a hand-fome Cane, not long fince built by a Moore of Cairo, for the relief of travel- 
lers, containing a quadrangle within , and arched underneath. Under one of thefe 
arches we repofed; the {tones our beds, our fardels the bolfters. In fuch like places 
they unload their merchandize, refrefhing themfelves and their camels with pro- 
vifion brought with them, fecured from thieves and violence. Giving a triflefor » 
oil , about mid-night we departed, having here met with good {tore of company ; 
{uchas were allowed travelling with their matches light , and prepared to receive 
all on-fets, The Adres to keep themfelves awake , would tell one tale an hundred 
times over. By the way again, we fhould have paid (phar, butthe benefit of the 
night excufed us. Travelling along the fea-fhore,and at length inclining a litle on 
the right hand, before day we entred Rofetra, repairing to a Cane belonging tothe 
Franks. Our beft entertainment an under-room, mufty, without light, and the un- 
wholfome flooreto lieupon. | 

This City f'ands upon the principall branch of the Wile , (called heretofore Cano- 
p#s,) which about fome three miles beneath difchargeth it felfe into the fea. Having 
here (as at Damiata) his entrance crofled with a barre of fand, changing according ’ 
to 
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tothe changes of the winds. and beathing of the {urges ; infomuch that the Jerbies 
that pate over, are made without keels, having flat and round bottomes: a pilot of 
the town there founding all the day long, by whofe ditections they enter, and that 
fo clofe unto him, that one leaps out of that boat into the other to receive pilotage, 
and returneth {wimming. The Jerbies that can paffe over this barre, may , if well 
directed , proceed unto Cairo, Rofetta (called Rafd by the Egyprians ) perhaps deri- 
ved of Ros: which fignifieth Rice, and fo named for the abundance thatit uttereth : 
(they here fhealing monethly three hundred quarters.) was built by the flave of an 
Egyptian Caliph. The houfes are all of brick,not old, yet feeming ancient: flar-rooft, 
as generally allbe in thefe hotter countries, (for the Moors ufe much to lie on the 
tops of their houfes) jetting over aloft like the poops of fhips , to thadow the ftreets 
that are but narrow, from the Suns refle€tions. Not {mall yet of fmall defence; be- 
ing deftitute of walls, and other fortifications. I think no place under heaven is bet- 
ter furnifhed wich grain; flcth,fith,fugar,fruits,roots,8c. Raw hides are here a prin- 
cipall commodity, from hence tran{ported into Italy. 

In this place , or not much below it, {tood that infamous City of Canopus: fo cal- 
led of Canebus Menelaus his pilot, there buried by his mafter , who on thefe coafts 
had fuffered fhip-wrack. For of all the Princes of Greece that fi urvived the Trojaz 
wars, not one but mif-carried: either by incenfed Seas, or domefticalltreafons, AS 
they fain through the rage of «Minerva their late proteétreffe, for the rape of Caffan- 
draycommitted in ber Temple; and angry Gods , the bootleffe fa vourers of {ulbver- 
ted Llium ;

The City it felf containing divers lakes in which were bowers and places'‘of folace, 
agreeable to their vanities. Amongft whom ( faith Seneca ) who fo avoided vice, 
avoided not infamy: the very place adminiftring a fufpicion. 

he next day but one that followed, we imbarqued for Cairo, ina Jerbié unto 


which {even water-men belonged; which we hired for twelve dollars. “This arme 


of the Nile is as broad at Ry fetta, as Thames about Tilbury; {traightning by little and 
little, and then in many places fo fhallovv , that oft vve had much adoe to free our 


felves from the flats that had ingaged us: the vvatet being ever thick, asif «sit 
troubled; 





by that three dayes battell carryedthorovv it by Selymsus, nd maintained by a - 
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troubled ; and paffing along witha mute and un-{peedy current. Ten miles above 
Rofetta is that cut of the River which runs to.e4lexandria. By the way wee often 
bought as much fifh for fix pence, as would have {atisfied twenty. On each fide 
ofthe River ftand many Towns , but of no greatefteem, forthe moft part op- 
pofite: but partly of brick, and partly of mud; many of the poorer houfes.ap- 
pearing like Bee-hives: {cated on little hills thrown up by the Jabour of mat, 
to preferve them and their cattellin the time of the over-flow. Upon the banksall 
along are infinite numbers of deep and fpacious vaults, into which they doe let 
the River ; drawing up the water into higher cifterns , with whecles {et round with 
pitchers, and turned about by Buffolooes,. From whence it runs along in little tren- 
ches made upon the ridges of Banks , and fo is conveyed into their f{everall 
grounds, the countrey lying all in a levell. The wiads blew feldome favou- 
rable: infomuch as the poor Adoores, for moft pare of the way , Were inforced to 
hale up the boat ;_ often wading above their middles to deliver it from the fhallows, 
At every enforcing of themfelves (as inall their labours ) crying Eloxgh : perfwa- 
ded that God is: neer them when they name him, the devill farreoff, andallim- 
pediments leffened, Of thefe it is ftrange to fee fucha number of broken perfons ; 
fo being by reafon of their {trong labour and weak food. The pleafant walkes 
which we had on the fhore, made our lingring pafflage lefTe tedious. - The fruitful} 
foile poffefling us with wonder; and early maturity of things , there thenas for- 
wardas with us in June; who-begin to reap inthe endi ng of March, Thefugar 
canes ferved our hands for {taves , and feafted our tafts with their liquour. By the 
way we met with troops of horf-men: appointed to clear thofe paflages from 
thieves , whereof there are many , who alfo rob by water and little frigors. Which 
made our caretul] Janizary (for fo are moft intheir undertaken charees ) affitted 
by two other (to whom we gave their paflage , who otherwife would have taken 
it ) nightly to keep watch by turnes: difcharging their harquebufhes in the eve- 
ning,and hanging out kindled matches to terrific the thieves yand teftifie their vigi- 
lancy Five dayes now almoft {pent fince we firft i mbarqued, and houre before Sun- 
{et we failed by the Southern angle of Delta, where the River divideth into ano- 
ther branch, not much inferiour unto this , the Eaft bounds of that Iiand ( whieh 
whether of e4/a or eAfrica, is yet to be decided )entring the Sea(as hath been faid) 
before below Damsiata. Proceeding up the River , about twi-light we arrived at Bos 
tac, the port town to Cairo,and not two miles diftant : where every Frank at his 
landing is to pay a dollar. Leaving our carriages in the boat , within night wee hi- 
red fix Affes, with their drivers for the value of fix pence to condustus unto Cairo; 
where by an Englifh Merchant we were kindly entertained, :who fed and houfed us 
Lratis. 

Hucha Hibau Nafifh the Arabian, invading a part of Africa, and making himfelfe 
Lord of the fame , built a City in the defarts, as fearing the treachery ot the Afri- 
cans ,{ome hundred and twenty miles from the ruines of Varrhage, which he called 
Cairo: the name fignifieth inthe Arabick, tongue, a place of convention : oF ta- 
ther, E/Chabira, which fignifietha compeller. From that timethe Arabsans be- 
gan to mixe with the Afoores , from whence this affinity in their fpeech doth pro-- 
ceed ; yetaccuftomed they in their fongs to mention their genealogies , and to 
Joyne with their own names the name of their Nation, This Kingdonie for cer- 
fain years continued in his family , and grew fo great in the dayes of Elcan Ca 
liph , who entred on that principality and Prieft-hood in the year of our Lord 996 
that he fent out Geher, by birtha Dalmatian (whom ofa flave hee had made of his 
Councill ) witha mighty Army ; who fubdued all Numédia, and Barbary: andin 
a fecond expedition conquered both Egypt, and Syria. But miftrufting the forces 
of Elair Caliph of Babylon ,( to whom the Vice~(-aliph of E gypt was fled ) hte buile 
fora refuge this great, and then {trong City, whichhe named €dchaire in memo- 
tiall ofthe other. Scadiger the elder writes, that Gebor huiltit to fortifie himfelfe 
again{t his mafter., having rebelled :but Leo the African , that he fent for the Caliph’ 
into Barbary, and invefted himinhis conquefts. This City isfeated on the Eaft- 
fide of the pes , at the foot of the Rocky mountain: Aaucear: winding there- 
with, and reprefenting the form. of a crefcent: {tretching South and North vvith 


- the adjoy ning fuburbs, five Jtalian miles; in breadth fearce one anda halfe vvhere 


it is at the broadeft.. “The vvalls( if it be vvalled ) rather feem to belong unto pri- 
vate houfes then otherwvife: yet is the City of a marvellous ftrength : as appeared 
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poor remainder ofthe Afamalucks. For the ftteets are narrow, and the houfes high- 
builc, all of ftone, well-nigh to the top : at the end almoft of each a gate; which fhut 
(as nightly they are) make every ftreet as defenfive asaC aftle. The houfes more 
beautifull without, then commodious within : being ill contrived with comber- 
fome paflages. Yet are the roofs high pitcht: and the uppermoft lightly open in 
the midft to let in the confortable air: flat, and plaiftred above; the walls furmount- 
ing their roofs , commonly of fingle tricks, ( asare many of the walls of the up- 
permott ftories ) which ruined on the top, tofuchas ftand aloft afford a confufed 
fpectacle:and may be compared to a grove of flourifhing trees that have onely feere 
and perifhed crownes. Their locks and Keyes be of wood ; even unto dores that are 
plated with iron. But the private buildings are not worth the mentioning, if com- 
pared to the publicke : of which the Mofques exceed in magnificency : the tones of 
many being curioufly carved without (upported with pillars of marble, adorned 
with what Art candevife, and their Religion tolerate. Yer differ they jn form 
from thofe of Cox/tantinople ;fome being {quare with open roofs jn the middle of a 
huge proportion, the covered circle tarraftabove : others ftretching out in length; 
and many fitted unto the place where they ftand. One built (and that the greateft) 
by Gehor called Gemith (hare : hee being named Hafbare by the Caliph, which figni- 
fieth Noble. Of thefe inthis City thete js reported to be fuch a number, as paffes 
belief, So that Ilift not name it. Ad joyning unto them are lodgings for Santons 
(which are fools, and mad-men ) of whom we have {poken already. When one of 
them die,they carry his body aboutin proceffion,with great rejoycings:whofe foul 
they fuppofe to be rapt into Paradife. Here be alfo divers goodly’ hofpitals,both for 
building , revenue, and attendance: among{t which that built by Pistor the firlt Sul- 
tax of the (Mamalucks, is moft remarkable; endowed by him withthe yearly reve- 
nue of two hundred thoufand Shariffes.Next to thefe in beauty are the great mens Se- 
raglio's:by which if a Chriftian ride they will pull him from his afle(for they prohi- 
bite us horfes, as not worthy to beftride them ) with indignation and contumely,. 
The ftreets are.un-paved, and exceedi ng dirty after a fhowre ;( for here it raineth 
fometimes ia the winter, contrary tothe received Opinion , git then moft fubje& 
to plagues ) over which many beames are laid a-thwart on the tops of houfes, and 
covered with mats to fhelrer them from the Sunne. The like coverture there is 
between two high Mofques in the principall ftreet of the City: under which when 
the Baffa paffeth , or others of quality, they thoot up arrows » which ftick above in 
abundance. The occafion of that cuftome I know not. During our abode in the 
City fell out the featt of their little Byram,when intheir pr 


. ° ivate houfes ch i flaugh- 
tera number of theep ; which cut in gobbets, they diftribute unto their flaves and 
to the poorer fort of people, be(mearing the dores with their bloud: perhaps in imi- 


tation of the Paffeover. The Nile (a mile diftanc ) in the time of the in-undation » 
by fundry channels flows into the City. When thefe channels grow empty , ‘or 
the water corrupted , they have it brought them thenceeforth from the River by 
Camels. For although they haye many wels , yet isthe

On the other fide ( now a heap of ruines ) ftood the ftately 
Palace of Dutrebse, Wifetothe Sultan Casthens : in vvhich vvere dores and jaumes 
of Ivory ; the vvalls and pavements checkred vvith difcoloured marble:Columnes 
of Porphyrie , Alablafter , and Serpentine: the feelings flourithed vvith gold and 
azure, and in-laid vvith Indian Ebony ,a vvood afi 


rmed to be onely proper to that 
countrey.

a-tree, which being cut down, almoft equals a ftone in hardnefe: Ina word, the 
magnificency was {uch ascould bedevifed or effected bya womans tutiofity,and the 
purfe of a Monarch:Levelled with the ground by S¢/ymus,the {tones and othanients 
thercof were conveyed unto Conftantixople, The Lake both fquare and large, is but 
onely a Lake when the River overfloweth; being joyned thereunto by a channels 
where the Afoores ( rowed upand down in batges, fhaded with damasks, and ftuffes 
of India) accuftome to folace themtelves in the evening. The water fallen, yet the 

lace rather changeththen lofeth his delightfulneffe: affordingthe profit of five 

larveftsinayeer , together with thepleafure ; frequented much tir thé coole of 
the day. cannot forget the injury received in this place, and withall the Juftice. 
Abufed by abeggerly 2/o0re ( tor fuch onely will ) who thenbut feemed to begin 
his knavery , we were glad to fly unto another for fiiccour ,feeming a matrof good 
fort ; and by kiffingof his garment, infinuated iitto his favour ; who rebuked hit 
for the wrong he did'us. When crofling us again, ere wee had'goiie far, He ufed tg 
far worfe then befote. We offered to return to the other, which he hearing, interpo- 
fed: doing us much villany ,to the merriment of the beholders: efteéming of Chri- 
ftians as of dogs and infidels, At length we got by, and again complained, Méina 
marvellous rage made his flavesto purfue him;who caught himitéipt hith,atid beat 
him with rods all along the lévell;calling us to be lookets on, and fo conveyed hing 
td the place.of corection; where by.all likely hoodie had au Hutidted blows on the 
feet to feafon his paftimessBeyond thisare a namber of ftragsting houfes extefidih 
well-nigh to Bolac, which isthe key unto Caires a large town,and ftretching along 
the River, in fathion of building ; infonie parenot miuch inferjour to the other, 
Withia and withouc the’ City are a mimbcr of delicate'orchards, watered’ as they 
doe their fields, in whichgrow variety of excellent fruits : as oranges’, lemons’, 
pomesranats, apples of Paradife, Sicamore figsjand others, (whoftbatks they bore: 
full of holes, the trees being as greatas the greateft Oaks, the fruit not growing’ 
amongtt the leaves,but out'of the bole and branches)Dates,Almones, Caffia iftala, 
(leaved like an ath,the frit hanging down like faufages) Locuft,Aatand the forit/of 
a Cycle)Galls growing upon Tamarix,A pples no bigger then berries planrainssthat’ 
have abroad flaggy leaf growing in clufters,and fhapen like cucumiers,the rind like 
a pefcod,folid veh, diehions ftones of kernellsitothe taft exceeding delcions, (this 
the Mahometans {ay was the forbidden fruit; which being catén by our firft parents; 
aad their-nakedneffe difcovered unto them , they made them aprons of the leaves 
thereof) all the year, andimany more not knowa by name, norfeen by mee el f= 
where: fome bearing fruit allthe yeatjand almoft allof them their leaves. To thefe 
adde thofe whole fields of Palmes;(and yet no prejudice tothe under-srowingecra) 
of all others moft delightful, 

Ia the aforelaid orchirds there are great numbers of Camelions ; yet nor ealily 
found:, in'that neerto the colour of that whereon they fit. A’creature aboutthe 
bigneffe ofan ordinary Lizard. His head unproportionably big, his eyes greatand 
moving, without the writhing of his neck which is inflexible: his back crooked, his 
skin {poceed: with lictlecumoursjleffe eminentas neerer the belly; his rail flénder and 
fong:omeach foot he hath five fingers.three on the ourfide,& two on the infide: flow: 
of pace, bunt wiftly chtending his tongue, of a marvellous length for proportion of 
his body, wherewith he preys upon flies, the top whereof being hollowed by natite 
for thatipurpofe. So that deceived they be, who think, chat chey eat nothing 5 but 
onely live upon air ; though furely air is their principal fuftenance. For thofe that 
have kept them for a whole yeer together could never perceive that they fed upon 
arly thing elfe: and might obferve their bellies to {well after they had drawn in the 
aire ,and clofed their jawes, which they expanfe againftthe rayes ofthe Suane. 
Green they be of colour, and of a dusky yellow: brighter and whither tovyards the- 
belly ; yet{potted vvith blue, vwhite, and red. They change not into all'cofours . 
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reportet; laid upon green, the green predominates ; upon yellow the yellow: bur 
laid upon blue, or red; or white,the green retaineth his hue notwithftanding, onely 
the orher {pots receive a more orient laftre:laid upon black,they look black,yet not 
without a mixture of green, All of them in all places are not coloured alike. They 
are faid to bear a deadly hatred to the ferpent : infomuch as when they afpiethem 
basking in the Sun , or inthe fhade , they will climbe tothe over-hanging branches 
and let down from their mouthesa thred, like to that ofa fpinfter, having ar the 
end a little round drop which fhineth like quick-filver , that falling on their heads ° 
doth deftroy them: and what is moreto be admired, if the boughs hang not fo 
over, that the thred may perpendicularly defcend, with their former feetthey will 
fo dire&t it, that it fhall fall directly. Aloft, and neer the top of the mountain againft 
the South end of the City ftands the Caftle (once the ftately manfion of the AZama- 
lack Sultans , and deftroyed by Selymus ) afcended unto by one way onely , and that 
hewn out of the rock, which rifing leifurely with eafie fteps and {pacious diftances, 
(though ofa great height)may be on hor{-back without difficulty mounted. From 
the top, the City by-reafon of the Palms difperfed thorowout,appeareth moft beau- 
tifull; the whole countrey below lying open to the view. The Caftle fo great,that ic 
feemeth a City of it felf, immured with high walls,divided into partitions, and en- 
tred by dores of iron; wherein are many {pacious courts . in times paft the places of 
exercife. The ancient buildings all ruinated, doe onely thew that they have been 
furmptuous; there being many pillars of folid marble yet ftanding, and offo huge a 
proportion, that how they came thither is not leaft to be woadred at.Here hath the 
Bafa his refidence,wherein the Divan is kept on Sundays,Mondays, and Tuefdays: 
the (haxfes as advocates preferring the fuits of their clients.Forgy Javizaries he hath 
of his guard attired like thofe at Con/tantinople : the reftemployed about the coun- 
trey, for the moft part are not the fons of Chriftians: yet faichfull untofuch as are 
under their charges ; whom fhould they betray , they not onély lofe their lives , but 
alfo the pay which is due to their pofterity. Such is this City , the fairett inTurkie, 
yet differing from what it was,as from a body being young and healthful oth the 
{ame srown old and wafted with difeafes. 

Hither thefacred thirft of gain, and fear of poverty , allurech the adventurous 
Merchant from far removed nations: by reafon of the trade with Iudia, and neigh- 
bourhood of the Red fea; being from hence not paft two days journey : fo called of 
Erythra an Egyptian King , which fignifieth Red in that language. Yet little isthe 
Turk advantaged thereby: flothfull,of a groffe conceit to devife new ways unto pro- 
fit;and tin-expert in navigation;which to an induftrious and knowing people would 
afford an un-{peakable benefit. Nevertheleffe, they have here a havencalled Sues , 
heretofore ¢4r fizoes , flourifhing and abounding with merchandize in the time of 
the Prolomies. Built by Philadelphus, and fo named in honour of his fifter ;a Lady of 
furpaffing beauty, given in marriage to Ly/imachus King of (Macedon. The fea there 
being at a low water no broader then a river : and every where dangerous to {ail 
thorow, by rea(on of the multitude of fhelves and un-difcoverable rocks, Speaking 
of this {ea , I cannot but remember the wonderfull proje& of Cleopatra, who flying 
from the battel of e4éuvm, and gathering together all her portable riches, attempt~ 
ed to have hoift her fhipping out of the Mid-land-fea , and to have haled them into 
this; with purpofe to have planted in another countrey , removed far from the dan- 
gerand bondage threatned by that war : but the comming of Aarhony altered her 
purpofe, Now it isa place of {mall commerce , and inhabited by afew in regard of 
the {carcity of all manner of provifion , and penury of waters. Yer is therea fta- 
tion for gallies , being in number about five andtwenty. Thefe are brought from 
Conf antinople unto Casro ; and taken in pieces , are catryed unto S#es upon Camels, 
and there put together. Bur the maine of commodities which come to Cairo, 
are brought over-land by Caravan from (Mecha ; as precious Stones, Spices, Stuffes 
of India, Indico » Gums, Amber, all forts of Perfumes, &c.* But the nglifh have 
fo ill utterance for their warm-clothes in thefe hot countries , that I believe 
they will rather fuffer their fhips to rot in the River y then continue thattrade any 
longer. . 

Now Cairo this great City is inhabited by Afoores , Turks 5 Negroes , [ms Copties 
Greeks , and Armenians : who are here the pooreft , and every where the ho- 
nefteft; labouring paintully, and livingfoberly. Thofe thar are not fubjeé&t to 
the Tyrk, iftaken in wars ,are freed from bondage: who are, live freely, and pay 
notribute of children as do other Chriftians. This priviledge enjoy they, for that a 
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Laoniexs certain Armenian foretold of the gteatneffe and glory of A¢ahomer. ‘They once were

under the Patriarch of ConfPantinople : but about the herefie of Eutiches they 
fell from his government , and communion with the Grectans-, whom they deteft 
above all other: re-baptizing fuch as convert to their {cé&t. They believe that 
there is but one nature in Chrift , not by a commixtion of the divine with the 
humane ,as Extyches taught, but by a conjunéction: even as the fi oul is joyned to the 
body.They deny the reall prefence in the Sacrament , and adminifter it as the Cop= 
ties doe : With whom they agree alfo, concerning Purgatory , and not praying for 
the dead: as with the Greeks, that the Holy Ghoft proceedeth only from the 
Father, and that the dead neither doe , nor fhall feel joy , or torment untill the day 
of Doom. Their Patriarch hath his being at Tysers in Perfia: in which countrey 
they live wealthily , and in good eftimation. ‘There are three hundred Bifhops 
of that Nation. The Priefts marry nottwice; eat flefh butfive times a year; and 
then, left the people fhould thinke it a fin to eat in regard of their abftinence. 
They erre that write, that-the people abftain from all meats prohibited by the 
Mofaicall Law ; for Hogs flefh they eat where they can without offence to the 
Mahometars. They obferve the Lent moft ftri@ly : yet eat flefh upon Fridays be- 
tween Eafter and Whitfuntide. As for Images they adore them not. Here they 
have their affemblies in obf{cure chambers. Comming in ( which was ona Sunday 
in the after-noon ) wee found one fitting in the midft of the congregation, in 
habit not differing from the reft, reading on a Biblein the Chaldean tongue. Anon 
the Bifhop entred ina hood and veft of black , witha ftaffe in his hand ; to which 
they attributed much holineffe. Firft, he prayed, and then {ung certain Pfalmes, af= 
fifted by two or three; after all {ung joyntly, at interims praying to them{elves; re- 
fembling the Turks in the pofiture of their bodies and after proftrations: the Bithop 
Set ; who ereéting his hands, ftood all the while with his facetothe Altar, 
The Service ended , one after another do kiffe his hand, and beftow their almes, he 
laying the other on their heads, and blefling them. Laftly, he prefcribeth fucceeq- 
ing faft and feftivals. Where is to be noted, thatthey faft upon the day of the Na- 
tivity of our Saviour. , 
Here alfo is a Monaftery of Greek Coloieros , belonging unto the capitall Mona- 


‘ftery of Saint Katherine of Mount Sinai, from Cairo fome eight dayes journey over 


the defarts. Sheisfaidto be the daughter of King Cofta, a King of Cyprus, who in 
the time of Afaxentius converted many unto Chrift. Tortured on a wheel, and 
finally beheaded at e4lexandria (where two goodly pillars of Thebaw marble 
( though half fwallowed with ruines, ) referve the memory of the place,) the was 
conveyed ( as they affirm ) by an Angel, and buryed in this mountain. It hath 
three tops of a marvellous height: that on the Weft-fide , of old called Mount Horeb 
where God appeared to A4ofes ina bufh: fruitfullin pafturage, far lower, and fha- 
dowed. when the Sun arifeth to the middle-moft : which is that whereon God ‘save 
the Law unto Afofes. The Monaftery ftandsat the foot of the mountaine, refem- 
bling a Caftle, with an iron dore ; wherein theydhew the tombe of the Saint much 
vifited by Pilgrims, from whence the top by fourteea thoufand fteps of ftone 
is afcended , where ftands a ruined Chappell. A plentitull {pring defcendeth from 
thence, and watering the valley below, is again drunk up by thethirfty fand. This 
{trong Monaftery is to entertain all Pilgrims, ( for there is no other place of enter- 
tainment) having an annuall revenue of 60000 dollars from Chriftian Princes. Of 
which foundation fix and twenty other depend, difperfed thorow divers countries. 
They give alfo daily almes to the Arabs, tobe the better fecured from outrage. Yet 
willthey not fuffer them to enter , but let it down from the battlements. Their or- 
chard aboundeth with excellent fruits: amongft which are Apples, rare inthefe 
countries,transferred from Damafco. They areneither fubje& to Pope nor Patriarch; 
but have a Super-intendent of their own,at this prefent in Cairo, Thefe here made us 
a collation, where I could not but obferve their gulling in of wine with a deer feli- 
city; whereof they havetheir provifion from Cardy. 

Four fects of Adahometans there were in the time of Leo Africanus in thisCity:{prung 
in times paft from four feverall Interpreters of the Alcora»;who will not eafily relin- 
quith their opinions. Yet doe they-not traduce one another , although they repute 
each other for hereticall. ‘That called Chenefia is the principall ; whofe Priefts doe 
feed on Horfe-fleth.Such Horfes as are un-fit tor fervice,their Caterers doe buy,and 
fat for their palats. Each fe@ary is‘punifhed for tranfgreflions againft the rules of 
their Religion by the Judg of that Order. 

During 
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During out aboad here, a (Caravan went forth with much folemnicy , to meet 
and relieve the Great Caravan intheir return from «Mecha ; which confifteth of 
many thoufands of Pilgrims that travell yearly thither in devotion and for mer- 
chandize;every one with his banroll in his hand:and their Camels gallantly trické 
( the eAlcoran carried upon one ina precious cafe covered over with needle-work, 
and laid ona rich pillow, environed with a number of their chanting Pricfts ) 
guarded by divers companies of fouldiers , and certain field-peeces, Forty eafie 
dayes journey itis diftant from hence : divided by a wilderneffe of (and, chat lyeth 
in drifts, and dangeroufly moveth with the wind: thorow which they are guided 
in many places by {tars , as fhips in the Ocean. Now within three dayes journe 
they afcend a mountain ( the fame, they fay, where s4braham would have facrifié 
ced /faac, ) Here facrifice they a number of fheep : and {tripping themfelves, fvrapt 
onely ina mantle without knot or hem , proceed unto Aecha. Whereis a little 


Chappell ( within a goodly Mofque ) about eight yards fquare « the caufeé of this 


devotion, (towards which, when they pray, wherefoever they be ,they doe returne 


their faces) built, as they affirmsby Abraham: within, it is hung with crimfon atin, 


and vefted about with a richer ftuffe ent thither yearly by the Emperout , ( a5 to hat 
that of Medina, Telnaby, ) provided at Cairo; the * Emer of Mecha having the old for ”” 


his fee. The Camels that bring them , are from thenceforth freed from burthens; 
But a fight it is no leffe ftrange then ridiculous, to behold the honout they do unto 
tlie Camell at his return unto (onftantinople , that {tipported their 
Cairo infome fort to that that carried the veftures ) crowding about hith as led 
thorow the ftreets: fome pulling off his hairs 


» and preferving them as reliques : 
fome kiffing, otliers with his {weat be-{mearing their eyes’ and faces: and cutting 


im at length into little gobbets, give thereof to eat unto their friends and fami- 
liars. Many’ of the Pilgrims by poaring on hot bricks , do voluntarily perith their 
fights: as defiring to it nothing prophane , after {o facteda fpe€tacle. He that at 
his return giveth over the world ,and himfelfe to contemplation , is efteemed as 4 | 
Saint: all are called * Hadges; and {0 call they their Camels, hanging as many little * 4 werd 
chains about their fore-legs , as they have been times there. In chat ity of Afecha, bolinefee 
fome (ay,their falfe prophet Was born: but erroneoufly Seated itisina pleafant {oj}, 7" 
but environed with defarts and hils;havi ng no water but what ptoceedeth from one 
{pring, which they fay,was fhewed by an Angel unto Hagar:and almoft miraculous 
itis that it thould fuffice {uch a multitude of people and cattle. A place of principal 
traffick : not only by the means of the /ndianw Caravans, which thither yearly repairé 


wich their commodities: but of the countrey adjoy ning ,whofe precious produStions 
have inftiled it happy.

like kilds, onely having tunnels inthe middle , with covers unto them. Thefe gras 
tings ar¢ covered with mats , onthem three inches thick lyeth the drie and pulve- 
rated dung of Camels , Buffoloes,&csAtthe higher and farther fides of thofe upper 
ovens are trenches of lome ; a handfull'deep, and two handfuls broad, In thefethey 
burn of the fore-{aid dung , which giveth a {mothering heat without vifible fire, 
Under the mouthes of the upper ovensare conveyances for fmoak: having round 
roofes , and vents atthe top to fhut:and to open. Thus lie the egges in the lower 
ovens for the {pace of eight days : turned daily, and carefully lookt to thar the heat 
be but moderate. Then cull they the bad from the good , by that time diftinguith- 
able ( holding them between a lampandthe eye ) which are two parts of thethree 
for the moft part. wo days after they put out the fire, and convey by the paflage 
in. the middle,the one halfintothe upperovens:then fhutting all clofe, they letthem 
alone for tendayes longer; at which time they become difclofed inan inftant. 
This they practile trom the beginning of January untill the midft of June, the egs 
being then moft fit for that purpofe sneither are they (as reported) prejudiced by 
thunder: yet thefe declare that imitated Nature will never be equalled; all of 
them being in fome part defeGtive or monftrous. 

Molt of the inhabitants of Cairo confiftof merchants and artificers: yet the mer- 
chants frequent no forain marts, All of a trade keep their thops in one place, which 
they fhutabout the hour of five, and folace themfelves for the reft of the day,cookes 
excepted , who keep theirs open till late in the evening. For few but fuch as have 
great families dreffe meat in their houfes, which the men doe buy ready dreft, the 
women too fine-fingered to meddle with hou{wifvy,whoride abroad upon pleafure 
on eafie-going Affes ,and tie their husbands to the benevolence that is due ; which 
if neglected,they will complain to the magiftrate,and procure a divorcement.Many 
practitioners here are in Phyfick, invited thereunto by the ftore of fimples brought 
hither , and here growing:an art whereia the Egyptians have excelled from the be- 
ginning.

A kind of Rue is here; much in requeft,wherewith thev perfume themfelves inthe 
mornings; not onely a prefervative againft infection, but efteeming it prevalent a- 
sainft hurcfull {pirits.So the Barbarians of old accuftomed to doe with the roots of 
wild Galingal. There are in this City,and have been of long,a fort of people that do 
get their livings by fhewing of feats with birds and beafts,exceeding therein all fuch 
as have been famous amongtt us : I have heard a Raven {peak fo perfe@tly, as hath 
amazed me. They ufe both their throats and tongues in uttering of founds, which 
other birds doe not : and therefore more fit for that purpofe. Scaler the father, re- 
ports of one that was kept in a monaftery hard by him; which when hungry would 
callupon Cosrade thecook, fo plainly : as often miftaken fora man. I have feen 
them make both dogs and goatsto fet their foure feet ona little turned pillar of 
wood aboura foot high,and no broader at the end then the palm of a hand:climing 
from one totwo, fet onthe top of one another ; and fotothe third and fourth ; 
and there tuta aboutas often as their mafters would bid them.:They carry alfo 
dancing Camels about, taugot when young, by fetting them on ahot harth, and 
playing all the whileon an inftrument, the poor beaft through the extremity of 
heat lifting up his feet one after another. This practice they for certain months toge- 
ther: fo that at length whenfoever be heareth the fiddle, he will falla dancing. Affes 
thev will teach ‘to doe {uch tricks , as ifpofleffed with reafon : to whom Bazks his 

horfe would have proved but a Z2zy. : 
The time of our departure prorosued, we rode to Matarea; five miles North-eaft 
of the City. By the way we {aw fand caft upon the earth, to moderate the ge tee

Inthe wall there isa little concave lined with (weet ay 
wood(diminithed by affetors of reliques) and fmoaked with incenfe: in the {ole, a faith; hime 
{tone of Porphyrie, whereon (they {ay) fhe did fet our Saviour. Of fo many thou- &lf fecing 
fand wels ( athing moft miraculous ) this only affordeth guftable waters: and-it) thee 
that fo excellent,that the af refufeth the Riverto drink thereof,and ?risks of no %o™ Sune 
other : and when they ceafe for any time to exhautt it, it fendeth forth ot it (e}f fo dees 
plentiful a ftream , as able to turn an over-fall mill. Pafling thorow the Chapp-l, it titi Mon- 
watereth a pleafant orchard; ina corner whereof there ftandeth an over-srown Fg- day:

A day or two after we crofled the Nilus. Three miles beyond on the left hand left 
we the place,where upon Good-friday the arms,and leus of a number of men appear 
ftretched forth of the earth, to the aftonifhment of the multitude This I have heard 
confirmed by Chriftians , Mahometans,and Jews , a3 {een upon their feverall faichs. 
An impofture perhaps contrived by water-men,who fetching them /romthe A@m- 
mes( whereof there are an un-con{umable number )and keeping the myftery in their 
families, do ftick them over-night in the {and : obtaining thereby the yearly ferry- 
ing over of many thoufands of paffengers. Three or four miles further,on the right

Full Weft of the City, clofe upon thofe defarts,a-loft ona rocky level adjoyning 
to the valley, ftand thofe tree Pyramides (the barbarous monuments of prediga- 
lity and vain-glory ) fo univerfally celebrated. The name js derived froma flame 
of fire , in regard of their fhape: broad below, and fharp above likea pointed Di- 
amond. By fuch the ancient did expreffe the originall of things: and that form- 
leffe form-cakisg fubltance. For as a Pyramis beginning ata point, andthe prin- 
cipall height by Yicele and little dilateth into all parts : fo Nature proceeding frong 
one un-divideable fetintain ( even God the foveraign Effence-) receiveth diverfitie 
of forms; effufed into feverall kinds and multitudes of figutes : uniting all inthe fu- 
preme head, from whence all excellencies iffue. The labours of the Jews, asthem- 
{elves report, and isalledged by F./ephus, were em ployed inthefe: which deferveth 
little better credit ( for what they built was ot brick ) then that abfurd opinion of 
Nazxiazenzus;who out of the confonancy of the names , aflirmeth » thatthey were 
built by fofep4 for granaries, againft the {even years of famine: when as one was 
thrice {even years , faving one, increcting. But by the teftimony of all that have 
Writ, amongft whom Lucan,

and by what fhall be faid hereafter moft manifett ic is that thefe,as the reft,were the 
regall fepulchres of the Egypriaus. The greateft of thethree, and chief of the worlds 
feven wonders , being fquare at the bottome, is { ippofed to take upeight acres 
of ground. Every fquare being 300 fingle paces in length, the {quare at the top 
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confifting of three ftones onely, yet large enough for three-fcore to ftand upon: af=" 


cended by two hundred fifty five {teps, each ftep above three feet high, of a breadth 
proportionable. No ftone fo little through-out the whole,.as to be drawn by our 
catriages : yet were thefe hewrr out ofthe 7rejan mountains far off in Arabia; fa 
called of captive Trojans brought by Menelaus unto Egypt, and there afterward 
planted, A wonder how conveyed hither: how.fo mounted, agreater. Twenty 
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yeeérs it was building; by three hundred three-fcore and fix thoufand men conti~ 
nually wrought upon: who onely in Radifhes , Garlick , and Onions , are {aid to 
have confumed one thoufand et hah hundred talents. By thefe and the like in- 
ventions exhaufted they their treafure, and imployed the people ; for feare left fuch 
infinite wealth fhould corrupt their fucceffors , and dangerous idleneffe beget in the 
Subjeét a defire of innovation. Befides, they confidering the frailty of man, that 
inan inftant, buds, blowes, and withereth ; did endeavour by {uch fumptuous and 
magnificent ftructures , in (pite of death to give unto their fames eternity. But

Or fire, or wormes, thetr glories do abate , 


Yet this hath been too great a motfell for timeto devoure; having ftood , as may 
be probably conjetured , about three thoufand and two hundred yeers : and now 
rather old then ruinous : yet the North-fide is moft worn, by reafon of the humi~ 
dityof the Northern wind, which here is the moyfteft., The top at length we afcend- 
ed with many paufes and much difficulty ; from whence with delighted eyes wee 
beheld that foveraign of ftreams , and moft excellent of countries. South-ward and 
neer-hand the Afvmmes: a far off divers huge Pyramides ; each of which , were this 
away,might fupply the repute of a wonder, During a great part of the day itcafteth 
no fhadow onthe earth, butis at once illuminated onall fides. Defcending again, 
onthe Eaft-fice below, from each corner equally diftant , we approached the en- 
trance, feeming heretofore to have been clofed up, or fo intended, both by the place 
ir (elf, as appeareth, by the following pi&ure, and conveyances within, Into this 


our Janiearies difcharged their harquebuthes , left {ome thould have skulkt within 
to

to have done us a mi(chief: and guarded the mouth whilft we entred > for fear of 
the wild Arabs. Totake the better footi ng, we puc off our fhoes , and moft of our 
apparell: fore-told of the heat within not inferiour to a ftove. Our guide (a Moor) 
went foremoft : every one of us with our lights in our hands, A moft dreadfull paf= 
fage, and no lef{e cumberfome ; not above a yard in breadth , and foure feet in 
height : each {tone containing that meafure. So that alwayes ftooping , and fome- 
times creeping , by reafon of the rubbidge, we defcended ( not by ftairs, butas 
down the fteep of a hill ) a hundred feec : where the place for a little circuit en- 
larged: and the fearfull defcend continned,which they {ay none ever druft attempt 
any farther. Save that a Baf{* of Cairo,curious to {earch into the fecrets thereof,cau- 
fed divers condemned perfons to undertake the performance well ftored with lights 
and other provifion: and that fome of them afcended again well-nigh thirty miles 
off in the Defarts. A fable devifed onely to beget wonder. But others have written, 
that at the bottome there is a {pacious pit, eighty and fix cubits deep, filled at the 
overflow by concealed conduits : in the midft a little [land » and on thata tombe 
containing the body of Cheops , a King of Egypt, andthe builder’ of this Pyramis 
which with the truth hath a greater affinity. For fince I have been told by one 
out of his own experience, that inthe uttermoft depth there is a large (quare place 
Ceiscnigh without water ) into which he was led by another entry opening to the 
South, known but unto few ( that now open, being fhut by fome order ) and entred 
at this place whete we feared to defcend. A turni ng onthe right hand leadeth into a 
little room:which by reafon of the noyfome favour & uneafie paflage,we refus’d to 
enter.Clambering over the mouth of the aforefaid dungeon, Weafcended as uponthe 
bow of ararch;the way no larger then'the former about an hundred & twenry feet. 
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Here we pafted thorow a long entry; which led direétly forward: fo low, that ic: 
took even from us that un-eatie benefit of ftooping. Which broughr us into a little 
room-with a compact roof, more long then broad, of polifhed marble; whofe 
grave-like {mell , half full of rubbidge, forced our quick return. Climing alfo, 
over this entrance,we afcended as betore,about an hundred and twenty feet higher, 
This entry was of an exceeding height, yet nobroader from fide to fide then a man 
‘may fathome; benched’on each fide, and clofed above with admirable archite@ture: 
the marble fo great, & fo cunningly joyned,as it had been hewn thorow the living 
rock. Atthe top we entred into a goodly chamber, twenty foot wide, and forty in 
length: the roof of a marvellous height ; andthe ftones fo great thateight floors 
it,eight roofs it;eight flag the ends, and fixteen the fides;all of well wrought Theban 
marble. A’thwart the room atthe upper end there ftandeth a tombe ;un-covered, 
empty ,and all of one ftone : breft high, feven feet in lenghth , not four in breadth, 
and founding likea bell. In this (no doubt ) lay the body of the builder. They 
erecting fuch coftly monuments, not onely out of a vain oftentation: but being 
of opinion , that after the diffolution of the flefh the foul fhould furvive ;and when 
thirty fix thoufand years were expired , again be joyn’d unto the felf-fame body. 
reftored unto hisformer condition:gathered in their conceipts from A ftronomical, 
demonftrations. Againft one end of the tombe , and clofe to the wall, there open- 
eth a pit with a long and narrow mouth: which leadeth intoanunder chamber. 
Inthe walls on each: fide of the upper room there are two holes, one oppofite to 
another ; their ends not difcernable, nor big enough t» be crept into: foot 
within, and made as they fay, by a flame of fire which carted thorow it. This is all 
that this huge maffe containeth within his darkfome enw-alls : all, at leaft robe dif- 
covered. Herodotus reports that King Cheops became (0 poor by the building thereof, 
that he was compelled to profticute his daughter ; charging her to take whatfoever 
fhe could get : who affecting her particular glory, of her {everall cuftomers deman- 
ded feveral] ftones, with which fhe ereéted the fecond Pyramis ; far lefle then the 
former,{mooth without, and nottobeentred. The third which ftandeth on the 
higher ground, is very {mall, if compared with the other , yet faith both Herodotus, 
and Strabo, greater in beauty, and of no leffe coft; being all built of touch-ftone; dif- 
ficult to be wrought,and brought from the fartheft ethiopian mountains. But fure- 
ly not fo; yet intended they to have covered it with 7heban marble;whereot a great 
quantity lieth by it. Made it was by Aycerinus the fon of Cheops: fome fay,by a Cur- 
tizan of Naxcretis; called Dorica by Sappho the Poetrefle,and beloved of her brother 
Caraxus; who fraught with wines, oft failed hither from Lesbos. Others name Rho- 
dope another of that trade; at the firft , fellow-flave with -A/ope the writer of fables: 
who obtaining her liberty dwelt in this City, where rich in ome fort were reputed 
noble. Butthat fhe fhould get by whoring fuch a maflé of treafure, is uncredible. 
Some tellaftory , how that one day wafhing her felf, an Eagle {natcht away her 
fhooe, and bearing itto AZemphis , let it fall from on high into the lap ofthe King. 
Who aftonifhed with the accident,and admiring the form,forth-with made a fearch 
for the owner thereof thorowoutall his Kiagdom.Found in Nawcrerés, and brought 
unto him , he made her his Queen: and after her death inclofed her in this monu~ 
ment. She lived inthe dayes of 4mafis. 

Not far off from thefe the Coloffzs doth ftand,unto the mouth confifting of the na- 
tural Rock, as if for fuch a purpofe advanced by Nature the reft of huge flat ftones 
laid thereon,wrought alltogether into the form of an e£ thiopian woman: & adored 
heretofore by the countrey people as a rural Deity. Under this, they fay , lieth 
buried the body of 4majis.Ot thape le(s monftrous then isPéizies report, who afirm- 
eth the head to be an hundred and two feet in compa{s, when the whole is but fixty 
feet high, The face is fomething disfigured by time, or indignation of the Afvores, 
detelting images. The aforefaid Author (together with others) do call ita Sphinx. 
‘The upper part of a Sphinx refembled a maide, and the lower a Lion; whereby the 
Egyptians defigured the increafe of the River,(and confequently of their riches then 
tiling when the Sunis in Leoand Virgo, This but from the fhoulders upward fur- 
mounteth the ground, though Péiny give it a belly: which I know not howto re- 
concile unto the truth, unlefs the {and do cover the remainder. By.a Sphinx the 
Egyptians in their hieroglyphicks prefented an harlot; having an amiable,and aklu- 
ring face, but withal the ryranny , and rapacity of a Lion; exercifed over the poor 
heart-broken, & voluntarily perifhing Lover. The images of thefe they alfo erected 
before the entrances of their temples, declariag that fecrets of Philofophy, & facred 
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my fteries , fhould be folded in enigmaticall expreffions , feparated from the under- 
ftanding of the prophane multitude. 

Five miles South-eaft of thefe, and two Weft of the River, towards which incli- 
neth this brow of the mountain , {tood the regall City of A4emphe; the ftrength and 
glory of old Eyypr: built by Ogdoo , andcalled Afemphis by the name of his daugh- 
rer; comprefled ( as they feign ) by Nilw inthe likeneffe of a Bull. In this wasthe 
Temple of 4pis{wh'ch is the fame with Ofris) as Ofiris with Nilus, Bacchus, Apollo, 
‘Ge. Pot under feverall names and figures they expreffed the divers operations af 
one Deitie, according to that of the Poet:

Here they kept their Apis ( whom alfothey adored ) as containing the foul of Of- 
rise A black Bull witha white fore-head; and fomething differing in fhape from the 
ordinary. By which marks they fought a fucceffour , the old being dead, and 
mourned till they found him. Unto this adjoyned the f{umptuous Temple of Vul- 
can, Who is faid to have been King of E¢yptyand the firft that found out the commo- 
dity of fire :

For in the winter feafon , drawing nigh atree fet on fire by lightning, and feeling 
the comfort of the heat; when almoft extin&, he threw on more fuell,and fo appre- 
hending the nature and ufe did teach it unto others, Here alfo ftood the Fane of 
Venus and that of Serapis, be-fet with Sphinxes, adjoyning to the defart. A City great 

3d populous,adorned with a world of antiquities. But why {pend I time about that 
that is not, the very ruines now almoft ruinated? Yet {ome few impreffions are left, 
and divers throvgn down, ftatues of monftrous refemblances:a fcarce fufficient tefti- 
mony to fhew unto the curious feeker, that there it had been. Why then deplore we 
our humane frailtie >

This hath made fome erronioufly affirm old AZemphis to have been the fame with 
new Catro, new in re{pe& of the other. Butthofethat have both feen! and writ of 
the former , report it to have ftood three Schcenes above the South angle of Delray 
( each Schoene containing five miles at the leaft , aad fometimes feven and a half, 
differing accordingtotheir feverall cuftomes) which South angle is diftant but

are affirmed to have ftood five miles North-weft of that City, {tanding dire@ly 
Welt, and full twelvg miles from (iro. But the moft pregnant preof hereof are the 
Mummes, (lying ina place where many generations have had are fepultures) not 
far above Memphs,neer the brow of the Libyan defart,& ftraightning of the moun- 
tains,from Cairo well-nigh twenty miles.Nor like it isthat they would fo far carry 
their dead, having as conyenient a place adjoyning to the City. 

Thefe we had purpofed to have feen; butthe chargeable guard, and feare of 
the drabs there then folemnizing their feftivall, being befides to have laine out 
all night, made us content our {elves with what we had heard , having before feen 
divers of the embalmed bodies,and fome broken up to be bought for dollars a-piece 
atthe City. Inthat place are fome indifferent great , anda number of little Pyra~ 
mides, with tombes of feverall fafhions: many ruinated, as many violated by the

“Moores, and Arabians ,;who make a profit of the dead, and infringe the priviledge of 
Sepulchres. There were the graves of the ancient Egyptians,from the rft inhabiting 
of that conntrey: coveting to be there interred , as the place fuppofed to contain the 
body of Ofrs. Under every one, or wherefoever lie ftones not naturall to the place; 
by removingthe fame. defcents are difcovered like the narrow mouthes of wells . 
( having holes in each fide of the walls to defcend by, yet fo troublefome, that 
many refufe to goe down, that come thither of purpofe ) fome well-nigh ten fa- 
thomes deep leading into long vaults ) belonging as fhould feem , to particular fa- 
milies ) hewn out.of the rock, with pillars oF the fame. Between every Arch the 











corfes lie rankt one by another, fhrouded in a number of folds of linnen, 

with bands of the fame : the brefts of divers being ftained with Hiroglyphicall des 
raters. Within their bellies are painted papers , and their Gods inclofed in little 
models of {tone or metall + {ome of the fhapes of men, in coat-armors, with the 
heads of fheep, hawks, dogs, &c. others of cats, beetles, monkies; and fuch like, Of

The linnen pulled off ( in colour , and like in fubftance to the inward film between 
the barkanthe bole ; long dryed and brittle) the body appeareth folid, un-cor- 
rupt and perfe& inall his dimenfions: whereof the mufculous parts are browne 
of colour , fome black, hard as ftone-pitch ; and have in phyfick an operation not 
unlike , though more foveraign. Inthe preparing of thefe, to keep them from pu- 
trefaction , they drew out the brains at the noftrills with an inftrumentof iron, re- 
plenifhing the fame. with prefervativefpices. Then cutting up the belly with an 
ethiopian{tone, and extracting the bowels, they cleanfed the infide with wine: and 
{tuffing the {ame with a compofition of Caffia ,Myrrhe , and other odours , clofed 
itagain, The like the poorer fort of people effected with Bitumen asthe oye 
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of their fculs and bellies yet teftifie ) fetcht from the lake of eA fphalites in Fury, So 
did they with the juice of Cedars ; which by theextream bitterneffe, and ficcative 
faculty,not onely forth-with fubdued the caufe of interior corruption , but hath to 
this day(a continuance of above three thoufand yeers ) preferved them nn-corrup- 
ced, Such is the differing nature of that tree,procuring life as it were to the dead.and 
death to the living. This done, they wrapt the body with linnenin multitudes of 
folds, be{meared with gummie, in manner of fear-cloth. Their ceremonies (which 
were many ) performed, they laid the corps in a boat, to be wafted over Acherufia,a 
Jake on the South of the City , by one Baily whom they called Charon: which save

About this lake ftood the fhady Temple of Hecate, with the Ports of C ocytus an Ob- 
tivion, {eparated by bars of braffe : the originall of like fables. When landed on the 
other-fide, the body was brought before ne REG whom if convinced ofan 
evill life, they deprived it of buriall ; if otherwife , they fuffered it to be interred as 
afore-faid. So fumptuous were they in thefe houfes of death, fo carefull to preferve 
their carcaffes,for {o much as the foul, knowing it felf by divine inftin& immorrtall, 
doth defire that the body (her beloved companion )might enjoy (as far forth as may 


be ) the like felicity : siving,by erecting {uch lofty Pyramides,and thofe dues of fu-: 


nerall, all poffible eternity, Neither was the loffe of this lefle feared , then the ob- 
taining coveted: infomuch that the Kings of Egypt accuftomed to awe their {ub jects 
(tothem a moft powerfull curb , and a {trong provokement) by threatning to de- 


prive them of fepulture. The terror of this made Heétor to flic ; the onely feare and 
care of the dying ALexentins,

Returning by the way that wecame, and having repaftthe Nilus we inclined 
on the right hand to fee the ruines of the old City ad joyning tothe South of Cairo, 
called formerly Baby/oa,of certain Bab ylonians there (uffered to inhabite by the anci- 
ent Egyptian Kings, who built a Caftle in the (elf-fame place where that now {tand- 
eth, defcribed before: which was long after the garrifon town of one of the three 
Legions, fet to defend this countrey in the time of the Romans, It anciently gave the 
name of Babylon unto this City below; now called Mifralherick by the Arabiaus:{aid 
to have been built by Omar the fucceflor unto Afahomer ; but furely rather re-edified 
‘by him then founded; having had in it fuch {tore of Chriftian Cherches,as is teftifi- 
ed by their ruines. We paft by a mighty Ciftern clofed within a Tower,and ftand- 
ing upon anin-let of the River : built, as they,here fay , atthe charge of the fen* 
to appeafe the anger of the King,incenfed by them againft the innocent Chriftians; 
who by the removing of a mountain (the task impofed upon their faith) converted 
him unto their Religion, and his difpleafure upon their accufers, This ferveth rhe 
Caftle with water; running alonganaquadué& born upon 300 Arches. The rutnes 
of the City are ereat; fo were the buildings ‘amongft which,many of Chriftian Mo- 
nafteries , and Temples ; one lately (the laft that ftood)thrown down by this Baffs 
( asthey fay ) for that ic hindred his prolpest ; iffo, hefurely would not have gi- 
ven leave unto the Patriarch to re-build it + for which he was {pitefully fpoken of 
by the cAfoors, as a fufpedted favourer of the Chriftian Religion ; who {ubverted 
forth-with what he had begun, Whereupon the worthy Cyril madea voyage Unto 
Conftantinople, to procure the Grazds Signiors Commandement for the fupport of his 
purrofe: when by the Greeks there, not altogether with his will, hee was chofen 
their Patriarch: but within a fhort {pace difplanted ( as the manner is) by the 
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bsiberyrof another y he netunped wpa Genet Balldstbiencris-a lictle Chappell dedica-

ged miracles,increafed the number of her Votaries. But Selymus {ubduing Egypt the 
tombe was defaced, 8 ranfackt by his faxizaries: who befides the ornarnents of gold 
and filver, took from thence in Shariffs about five Millions. But the Chriftians fay 
that this Nafif* was an un-fatiable harlot;who out of colour(and that for Mahomets 
fake ) toconvert the un-naturall lufts of the people , did proftitute her felfe to.al] 
commers. [he few inhabitants that here be, are Greeks and Armenians.Here wee {aw 
certain gteat Seraglio’s,exceedi ng high, and propt up by buttrefles. Thefe they call 
the Granaries of fofeph : wherein he hoarded corn in the yeers of plenty againft the 
fucceeding famine. In all there be {even, three ftanding , andimployed tothe felf- 
fame ufe: the other ruined. From thence up the River for twenty miles {pace there 
is nothing but ruines. Thus with the day we ended our progreffe, 
Upon the fourth of March we depatted from (4iro in the habite of Pilgrims; four 
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of us “nglith conforted with three Italians:of whom one wasa Prieft,and anoth 
Phyfician. For our {elves we hired three Camels with their keepers;two to carry us, 
and the third for our provifion. T he prize we fhall know at Gaza,upon the dividing 
of the greatCaravan,an{werableto the fucceffe of the Journey.Wealfo hireda Coptie 
for halfa dollar a day , tobe our Interpreter , and to attend on us. Our provifion 
for fo long a voyage we bore al: ong with us,viz. Bisket, Rice, Raifins, Figs, Dates , 
Almonds,Olives Oil, Sherbets,&c.buying pewter.braffe and fuch like implements, 
as if to fet up houfe-keeping, Our water we carried in goat-skins. We rid in fhal- 
low cradles (which we bought.alfo) twoona Camel: harboured above »and cove- 
red with linnen: to us exceeding un-eafie; not fo to the people of thefe countreyes , 


«i Who fit croffé-leo’d with a natural] faci lity. That night we pitched by Hangiafome 


. fourteen miles from the City.In the evening came the Captain: a Terk, well moun- 


: ayed the next_day following, for the gathering to- 
muy gether of the Caravan;paying four Madeins a Camel unto them of the village. T hefe 
€as thofe el(-where) doe night] y guard as, making good what{oever is ftolne. Ever 
and anon one crying Wafled,is ani wered Elough by another (joyntly fignifying one 
_on¢ly God:) which paffing about the Caravan, doth affure them thatall is in fafety. 
‘Athong us were divers fewi(h women;in the extremity of their age under-taking fo 
“weatifome a journey ,onely to die at Jerufalem: bearing a long with them the bones 
“of their parents, husbands, child ren, and kinsfolk.; as they doe from all ether parts 
wifere they can conveniently. The merchants brought with them many Negroes ; 
*not'the- worft of their merchandizes. Thefe they buy of their parents , fomethirt 
da yes Journey above , and onthe Welt fide of the River..As the wealth of others 
Peontifisin multitudes of cattell «fo theirs in the multitude of their children’: whom 
Dthey pattfrom with as little paffion ; never after to be {een or heard of : regarding 
“gnorethe-price then the condition of their flavery , who are defcended of Chus »fon 
: roficurfed Cham, as are all of that complexion. Not fo by reafon of their feed , nor 
whdatofthe climate’: the one contuted by 4riffotle , the other by experience in that 
t@oatitreyesins hot produce of a different colour ,and colder by the thirty degrees 
Ohave dont ol! the fame ; ( for vilexanderin his expedition into the Eaft encountred 
>black-men Kaikd (uch was Atemnon the fon of the Morning. 
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y stom Herinthat he reigned in the Eaft; who came tothe warres of 7; roy from 


WARY UDO Bh Peles) Nor of the foil, as (ome have fuppofed ; for neither haply 
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tt oy] prove black, northat race in other foils grow to better 
odor sieges PBAAPLESEY from the cure of Noe upon Cham inthe pofterity of Chuss 
umboinebined alapygs Adefopotausia,watered by Gihona river of Paradife,and oneof 
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Black Memunos mother the ne’r fober [aw 
When rofie fteeds her day-bright chariot draw. 
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the branches of Euphrates.Driven from thence,they planted themfelves in cA thiopia 
thereupon called alfo (“has.Perhaps the occafion of that error in the Tranflations of 
Genefis; which interpret Chus for -Athiopia,and Grhex for Nilus; diftant above a thoti- 
{and miles from Edex. A circuit without queftion to {paciousfor a Garden. 

About ten of the clockinthe night the Caravan diflodged: and at {even the next 
morning pitched at Bilbefb , which is in the land of Gojbex. Paying two Madeins for 
a Camel], at mid-night we departed from thence. Our companions had their cra- 
dies {truck down through the negligence of the Camellers: which accident ca{t 
us behind the Caravan, In danger to have been furprized by the Pefants, wee were 
by a Spahie that followed delivered from that mifchief.. About nine in the fore- 
noon we pitched by Carara: where we payed four Madeins. fora Camell: Here- 
about , but meerer the Wile, there isa certain tree called Alchan .by the Arabs: the 
leaves thereof being dryed and reduced into powder, doe die reddith yellow. There 

is yearly {pent of this thorow the Turki) Empire, to the value of four-fcore 
thoufand Szltanies. The women with it doe dye their hair and nailes: fome of them 
their hands and feet ; and not a few, the moft of their bodies, tempered onely with 
gumme, and laid on in the Bannia, that it may penetrate the deeper. The Chriftians 
of Bofna,Valachia,and Ryuffia; doe ufe it as well asthe Atahometans. Trees alfo here 
be that doe bring forth cottons. The next morning beforeday wee removed, and 
-came by nine of the clock to Salhia, where we over-took the reft of the Caravaz: 
all Chriftians of thofe countreys riding upon Mules, and Affes. They had procu- 
red leave to fet forward a day before ; defirousto arrive by Palm-Sunday at fern- 
falem ;( this Caravan {taying tendays longer then accuftomed, becaufe of certain 
rincipall Merchants ) but they durft not by themfelves venture over the main 
Defarts : which all this while we had trented a long , and:now wereto pafle tho- 
row. 19 
A little beneath isthe lake Sirbonis ; called by the old Egyptians , The place of T° ‘y- 
phous expiration, now Bayrena, dividing Egypt from Syria, A place to {uch as knew ic 
not , in thofe times full of un-expeéted danger. Thea two hundred furlongs long 
being but narrow, and bordered on each fide with hils of {and, which born into the 
water by the winds fo thickned.the {ame , as.not by the eye to be diftinguifhed from 
a part of the Continent : by means whereof whole armies have been devoured. For 
the fands necr hand feeming firm , a good way entred flid farther off, and left no 
way of returning, but with a lingring cruelty (wallowed the ingaged: whereupon 
it was called Barathrum. Now but alittle lake, and waxing leffe daily : the paflage 
long fince choaked up which it had into the Sea. Clofe to this ftandeth the moun- 
tain Caffizs (no other then a huge mole of fand ) famous for the Temple of Jupiter , 
and fepulchre of Pompey: there obfcurely buryed by the piety ofa private Souldier: 
upon whom he is.made by Lucazto beftow this Epitaph: 




































~ Great Pompey here doth lie fo Fortune pleas’d Hic fitus eft magnus, placet hoc fortuna fepulehrum 


To inftile this fone 3 whom Cafarsfelf wouldhave — Dicere Pompei : Wy dipheode Chet tik 
Laterred before he (hould have mift a grave. Cp Sennen oeeere 


Who loft his head not far from thence by the treachery and comandement of the 
ungratefull Prolemy.His tombe was fumptuoufly re-edified by the Emperour Adrian 
North hereof lies Jdursea, between Arabia and he mid-land {ea,extending to }adea: 
called £do in theScriptures,ofE (4#;a name which was given him in regard of his co- 
lour, which fignifieth Red in the Hebrew. Afterward called /dumea of the Idumeans: 
a people of e4rabiathe Happy ; who in a mutiny quitting their country ; did plant 
themfelves here ; incorporating with the Hebrews ( of whom originally defcended) 
and obferving their-ceremonies ,

as heretofore with Balfamum, and indifferent fruitfull towards the fea. Difficult to 
be ftrbdued, by reafon of the bordering defartsand penury of waters, yet have they 
many wells, but hid, and onely known tothe inhabitants: who are now fubjeét to 
the Terk;; and differ in life and cuftomes not much from the Arabians, 

The Subafee of Sathia invited him(elf to our tent; who feeding on {uch provi- 
fion as we had, would in conclufion have fed upon us ; had not our commande- 


> 


ment ( which ftood usin four Shariffs ) from the Baffa of Cairo, andthe favour of 
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the Captain by means of our Phifician protected us; otherwile, right or wrong 
had been but a filly plea to barbarous covetoufneffe armed with power. Wee feven 
were all the Franks that were in the company;we heard how he had ferved others,8c 
rejovced not a little in being thus fortified againft him. The whole Caravan being 
now aflembled, confifts of a thoufand horfes, mules, and affes ; and of five hundred 
bh CR camels. Thefe are the fhips of Arabia; their feas are the defarts. A creature created 
i . for burthen, Six hundred weight is his ordinary load; yet will he eC a thoufand. 
HA When in lading or un-lading hee lies on his belly ; and will rife (as it is faid ) 
when laden proportionably to his ftrength , nor fuffer more to be laid on him, Four 
days together he will well travel without water ; fora neceflity fourteen; in his 
often belching trufting up a bladder , wherewith hee moyfteneth his mouth and 
throat. When they travel,they cram them with barly dough. They are,as fome fay, 
the onely that ingender back-ward. Their pace is flow , and intolerable hard,being 
withall un-fure of foot,were never fo little flippery or un-even. They are not made 
to amend their paces when weary. A beaft gentle & tractable, but in the time of his 
venery: then,as if remembring his former hard ufage,he will bite his keeper,throw 
him down, and kick him: forty dayes continuing in that fury, then returning to 
his former meekneffe. About their necks they hang certain charms inclufed in Jea- 
. ther, and writ by their Dervifes; todefend them from mifchance, and the poyfon of 
| illeyes, Here we paid five Madeins tor a Canicl. : 
Having with two days reft refrefhed them, nowto begin the worft of their 
Journey , onthe tenth of March we entred the maine defarts : a part'of Arabia Pe- 
trea; {o called of Perrathe principall City, now Rathalalah. On the North and 
Weft itborders on Syria and Egypt ;South-wards on Arabia Felix , and the Red 
feas and onthe Eaft it hath Arabsa the defart. A barren and defolate countrey bea¥ 
ring neither graffe nor trees, faving only here & there afew Palms which will not 
forfake thefe forfaken places. That little that grows on the earth, is wild hyfop , 
whereupon they doe pefture their camiels;a creacure content with little, whofe milk 
and flefh is their principall {uftenance. They have no water that is {weet ; all being 
- ameer wildernelle of fand: the winds-having raifed high mountaines, which lye 
in drifts , according to the quarters from whence they blow. About mid-night (the 
fouldiers being in the head of the Caravas.) thefe Arabs affailed our reare. The cla- 
mour was great; andthe paflengers, together with their leaders, fled from their 
camels ; I, and my companion imagining the noife to be onely an encouragement 
unto one another, were left alone;yet preferved from violence. They carried away 
with them divers mules and affes ladea with drugs, and abandoned by their ow- 
ners, notdaring toftay too long, nor cumber themfelves with to much luggage , 
for fear of the fouldiers. Thefe are defcended of //bmael ; called alfo Saracen ot Sara, 
which fignifieth a Defart, and faken, toinhabite. And notOnely of theplace , 
but ofthe manner of their lives; for Sarack imports as mueh asa thiefe: asnow, 
being given trom the beginning unto theft and rapine. They dwell in tents, which 
they remove like walking Cities, for opportunity of prey , and benefit of pafturage. 
They acknowledge no Soveraign: not worth the conquering, nor can they be con- 
quered: retiring to places impaflable tor armies, by reafon_ of the rolling fands 
and penury ofall things. A nation from the beginning un-mixed with others:boa~ 
{ting of their nobility , and at this day hating all mechanicall fciences. They hang 
about the skirts of the habitable countreys, and having robbe1, retire with a mar- 
vellous celerity. Thofe that are not detefted perfons, frequent the neighbouring 
villages for provifion, and trafiick without moleftation : they not daring to intreat 
them evilly. hey are of mean ftatures, raw-bone , tawny , having feminine voi- 
ces: of a fwift and noif-lefs pace; behind you, ere aware of them. Their Religion is 
Mahometanifme ; glorying inthatthe Impoftor wastheir countrey-man ; their 
language extending as far as that religion extendeth. They ride on {wift horfes (nor 
mifhapen , though lean, and patient of labour. They feed themtwicea day with 
the milk of camels; nor are they efteemed of , if not of fufficient {peed to over-take 
an oftridge. Of thofe there are ftorein the defarts. They keep in flocks, andoft 
affright the ftranger paflenger with their fearfull fhreeches , appearing.a far off like 
a troop of horf-men. Their bodies are too heavy to be {upported with their wiags; 
which ufe-lefle for fight , do ferve them onely to'run the more fpeedily. They are 
the fimpleft of fowls , and fymbols of folly , what they find they fwallow, though 
without delight , even ftones and iron. When they have laid their egges, not letie 
- great then the bullet of a Culveria (whereef there are great numbers to be fold 
in

in Cairo they leave them;and un-mindful Where: fit on thofe they next meet with, 
The Arabs catch the young ones , running apace as foon'as difélofed : and when 
fatted; doe eat them : fo doe they fome part of theold, and fell their skins with the 
feathers upon them. They ride affoon Dromedaties ; like in fhape, but leffe then 
a Camell, ofa Jumping-sate, and incredible fpeed, They willcarry a man ( yet 


unfit for burthen )an hundred miles day ; living without water » and with little 
food {atisfied. If one of thefe Arabians undertake your conduct, he will perform it 
faithfully : neither will any of the 


Nation moleft you. They will lead you by un- 
known neerer wayes; and father in four days , then you can travell by Caravanin 


fourteen. Their weapons are bows,darts, flings, and long javelins, headed like par- 
tifans. As the Turks fit croffe-legsed , fo doe they on their heels : differing little in 
habit trom the ruftick £ Cyptrans,

About break of day we pitched by two wels of bra 


of Duedar. Hither tollowed the Subaffee of Salhia, with the Jews which wee left 
behind : who would not travell the day before, in that it was their Sabbath. Their 
fuperftition had put them to much trouble and charges: as of lateat Tv#isit did to 
fome pain. For a fort of them being to imbark for Salonica; the wind comming fair 
onthe Sunday , and the mafter then hoifing {ailes; loth toi nofringe thar law ,and 
as loth to lofe the benefit of that paflage: tocozen their con{ciences , they hired 
certain fanizaries to force them aboard: who took their money , and made a jeft 
of beating theminearneft. At three of the clock we depatted from thence, and 
an hour before mid-night pitched by the Caftle of (Catie 5 about which there is 
nothing vegetive, but a few folitary Palmes. The water here js bad, infomuch that 
that which the Captain drinks, is brought from Tina, a {ea-bordering towne , and 
twelve miles diftant. Threefcore fouldiers lie here in garrifon, We paid a piece ot 
gold for every Camel, and halfa dollar a piece for horfes , mules and afles, to the 
Captain, befides five Madeins a Camell to the Arabs. It feemeth ftrange to mec, 
how thefe Merchants can get by their wares fo far-fetcht, and travelling thorow 
{uch a number of expences. The thirteenth {pent in paying of Caphar, on the four- 
teenth of March by five of the clock We departed, and refted about noon by the 
Wels of Slaves.Hither followed the Governour of ( atie,accompanied with twenty 
horfe; and pitched his tent befide us. The reafon why he came with fo flight a con- 
duct, thorow a paflage fo dangerous, (for there, not long before, a Caravan of three 


hundred camels had been bor away by the Arabs ) was for that he was in fee with 
the chiefe of them : who upon the payment of acertain taxe, fecured both Zoods 
and paflengers. Of thefe there were divers in the company. Before mid-night we 
diflodged , and by fix the next morning we pitched by another: Well of brackifh 
water, called, The Well of the mother of Affan. Inthe afternoon we departed. As 
we went , one would have thought the fea to have been hardly , and to have remo- 


ved upon his approaches, by reafon of the gliftering Nitre,And no doubt,but much 
of thefe defarts have in times paft been fea ; manifefted by the faltneffe of the foil, 
and fhels that Jie on the fand in infinite numbers, The next morning by five of the 
clock we came to «4 riffa:a Caftle , environed with a few koufes: the garrifon con- 
fifting of a hundred fouldiers. This place is fomething better then defart; two miles 


removed from the Sea, and bleft with good water. Here we paid two Madeins for 
a Camell, and half as mucl 


1 for our Affes ; two of them for the moft patt rated unto 
one of the other. On the feventeenth of March we diflodged betimes inthe mor- 
ning,refting about noon by the Wells of Fear ; the earth here looking green, yet 
watte,and un-husbanded, Inthe evening we departed, Having paffed in the night 
by the Caftle Haniones »by break of day they followed us to gather their Caphar ; 
being three Madeins upon every Camel. The countrey from that place pleafant, 
anu indifferent fruitful}, By feven of the clock we pitched clofe under the City of 
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ckith water, called, The wells 
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OW are wee in the Holy Land,confined onthe North with 


the mountains of Libanus ,anda part of Phesicia: onthe. 
Faft it bath Calofyriayand eArabia Petraa: onthe South 
the fame together with Jdumea, the Welt is bounded , a 
part with Phewicia,and the reft with the Mid-land Sea. 
Diftant from the line one and thirty degrees ; extending 
unto thirty three, & fomething upward. So thatin length 
from Dan (the fame with Ca/area Philippt) unto Beerfheba 
( nowGibelin ) it containeth not more then 140’ miles: 
where broadeft , not fifty. A land that flowed with milk 


and honey : in the midft as it were of the habitable world, and under a temperate 
clime: adorned with beautifull mountains, and luxurious valleys; the rocks produ- 
2'Sam.14.9 cing excellent waters ; and no part empty of delight or profit. Having at once fu- 
ftained of her own thirteen hundred thoufand fighting men, (what then in all,pro- 
portioned with thefe?) and that with abundance. Divided it was into three regions; 
Judea, which lieth to the South, Samaria inthe midft;and Galilee , extending unto 
Libanus : of which the Upper and the Neather watered by many {prings and tor- 
rents, but not many rivers: Zordan the prince of the reft.; feeming toarife from Jor, 
and Dam,two not far diftanc fountains.But he fetched his birth from ? hiala,a round 
deep Wellan hundted and twenty furlongs off ; and paffing under the earth afcen= 
deth at the places afore-faid: running from North to South not navigably deep, not 
above eight fathoms broad, nor (except by accident) heady:fhadowed on both fides 
with poplars, alders , tamarix , and reeds of fundry kinds. Offome the e4rabians 
make darts and javelins, of others atrows of orincipal efteem; others they feleétto 
write with : more ufed then quils by the people of thefe countreys. Pafling alongit 
maketh two lakes: the one inthe Upper Galilee , named Samachonitis (now Houle,) 
in thefummer for the moft part dry , over-grown with fhrubs and reeds , which 
afford a fhelter for Bores and Leopards : the other in the Inferior , called the fea of 
the lake of Genazareth , and of Tyberias taking that name from a City fo 
called, built there by Herod, in honour of Tyberius (efar, In length an hundred fur- 
longs, and forty in breadth; the water exceeding {weet , and better to drink of then 
that of the River: abounding with {undry forts of fith, unto it peculiar. The foile 
about is of fo admirable a nature, that fruits which are onely proper tocold, to hot, 
andto temperate countreyes,there jointly thrive with a like felicity :-the plains 
about are now well-nigh over-grown with bufhes and un-husbanded. Runaing a 
sreat way farther, with many windings , as it were to delay his ill deftiny; gliding 
thorow the plains of Jericho not far below where that City {tood, it is at length de- 
vouted by that curfed lake 4/phaltides : fo named of the Bitvmen which it vomiteth, 
Called alfo the Dead fea, perhaps in that it nourifheth no living creature; or for his 
heavy waters, hardly to be. moved by the winds. So extream falt , that whatfoever 
is thrown thereinto not eafily finketh, Ve/pafan tor attyall caufed divers to be caft 
in, bound hand and foot, who floted as if fupported by fome fpirit. They fay that ~ 
birds flying over fallinas if enchanted. Nor unlikely , fince other lakes ; as that of 
Avernus, have efiected the like :

Once a fruithfull valley, compared for de 
lightunto Paradifes and called Pentapolis,of her five Cities:deftroyed with fire trom 
heaven,and converted then into this filthy lake,and barren defolation that environs 
it.A fearfull monument of divine vengeance. Jofephus (and hee that countrey-man) 
reports , that about itare fruits , arid Howers , moft deleftable tothe eye, which 
touched, fall into afhes. An hiftorian pérhaps not always to be credited. Yet not far 
off there grows a fruit like a green Walnut,This I have feen; which they fay never 
ripeneth, At the foot of the bordering mountains, there arecertain black ftones : 
which burn like coales (whereot the Pilgrimes make fires) yet diminith not there. 
with: but onely become lighter and whiter. Beyond Jordan are the warm baths of

Ott op- 
prefled by Tyrants , as oft wonderfully delivered: at length in the reign of Zedede+ 
chras they were catried captive by Nebuchadnexzar into Babylon, Fifty nine yeers How thi 
after fet at liberty by Cyrus, with gifs and immunities they rettirned under the con= #4 be ve- 
duct of Zerubbabel, After this they were called Jews of Znda, the Patriarch, and the err te 
countrey 7#ry. From which time untill the A¢accabees,a tract of three hundred fixty tthe’ 
and four yeers, they were governed by an Art/tocracy: tryed with many calamities, Din,9. fee 
and fubjeét to the infolencies of over-powerfull neighbours. Of whom ¢e4atiochzs Helvicus 
Epiphanes, who aflifted by the factious, maflacred the people, not {paring the cons 
{pirators: interdicting, and by torture enforcing whatloever by their law they were 
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commanded or prohibited, The Samaritans would be not mote of kin tothe Jews: 
but profefled themfelves tobe defcended of the Ssdonians, and re-dedicated their 
Temple (before dedicated to God) on mount Garazin unto Jupiter. To oppofe this

principality. A man more fortunate then the reft:who not onely defended his own, 
but made many profperous invafions. Ariftobulus his {onne tranflated the principa- 
lity into.a kingdome: the firft that wore acrown : in worth degenerating ; ftained 
with the bloud of his mother and brother. His brother Alexander reigned ‘in his 
ftead; not inferiour in cruelty , everin warres , either foraign or civill ; acquainted 
with variable fortunes. He left his kingdome to Alexandra his wife, for reftraint of 
his cruelty well beloved of the people. By him fhe had twofons, Hircanms,and Ari- 
. ftobulas: conferring upon the eldeft the Prieft-hood and kingdome.Out of her over- 
much zeal mifled by the Pharifees ,the offended incenfe eA4riffobulus (a man of an 
afpiring {pirit; and vicioufly daring ) who upon the ficknefle and death of his mo- 
ther aflected the kingdome. Héircanus refignes: edutipater the Idumean pyocureth 
him to revoke his refignation : who after many bickerings, is at length reftored by 
Pompey ; Who conquereth Iudea, and leadeth Ars/tobulusto Rome with his children: 
Scaurus here governing for the Romanes, Alexander_his eldeftfonne, getteth loofe : 
surfucth Hircanus; is {upprefled by Gabinius; who fucceeded Scaurws in the goy rern~ 
ment of Syria, and reftored Hircanus to the Prieft-hood, alters the government, di- 
Vides Zadea into five Provinces, and commits them to feverall governors. Ariffobu- 
lus eCcancth from Rome , attempteth the kingdome : is overthrown, taken, and fent 
back asain. (raffus fucceeds Gabinins : hima Caffius. Ariftobalus {et free by Cafar, and 
furnifhed with an army, is poyfoned by Pompey’s favourites: his fon Alexander be- 
headed before by Scipio at Antioch. Antipater for his manifold deferts is by ( e/ar made 
governour of fudea :and the Prieft-hood for his fake corfirmed to Hércanus ; who 
unfit for rule, enjoying onely the title ofa King , is directed by the other. Axtipater 
{oon after poyfoned (aman of high valour ,and wifdome) leaveth foure fons be- 
hind him: Phafeolus, Herod, Iofeph,and Pharor as, Herod by his victories becommeth 
famous : who with his brother Phaleelis are made Tetrarchs by Axthony. Antigonus 
the fecond {onne to eAriffobulus, raifeth new tumults , affifted by the Parthians : by 
whom Hircanusand Phafeolus contrary to promife, are treacheroully furprifed,and 
delivered to Antigonus ; who making Hircanus, by biting off his ears , un-capable of 











the Prieft-hood; aflumeth unto himfelf the foveraignty. Herod in diftreffe repaireth 
to Rome , is aided ,and created King of [udeaby Augaftus and Axthony, The warres 
after many confliés doe end with the death of Axtigonus: the laft of the race of the 
Maccabees , who heldthat government an hundred thirty and one yeers. Herod 
reigned thirty four yeers;a man full of admirable vertues, and execrable vices; his 
acts had defervedly given him the addition of Great : fortunate abroad, un-fortu- 
nate in his family;having put three of his fons to death, and the wite that he loved: 
his life tragicall, his death defperate. His crown hee bequeathed to e4rchelaus , his 
fon by 4Zalthace the Samaritan. But expulfed by the ews for his cruelty , the matter 
was debated before «4 uguftus wrlinieg Ventas of the kingdome withthe tittle of 
an Ethoath, The other half divided into two 1 etrarchies, were beftowed on two of 
his brethren Philip, ( to whom Agrippa {ucceeded , the fon of Ayiftobulas,{lain by his 
father Herod, withthe title of a King, given him by C/andius (afar )and Antipas , 
called alfo Herod. Archelaus banithed foon after for his cruelty , did die in exile. His 
Ethnarchy reduced into a. Romane Province, and the government thereof committed 
unto Pontius Pilate by Tiberms C efar, under whom the Son of God did die for the 


sfences of man: fore-told by Heathen Oracles.

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Ie is for the moft part now inhabited by Moores «and «Arabians : thofe poflefling 
the vallies, and thefe the mountains. Turks there be few: but many Greeks ; with 
other'Chriftians , of all feéts and nations ; fuch as impute to the place an adherent 
holineffe.. Here be alfo fome Fews , yet inherit they no part of the land, but in their 
own countrey doe liveasaliens. A people fcattered throughout the whole world, 
and hated by thofe amongftwhom they live ; yet fuffered as a neceflary mifchiefe: 


_ fubje& to all wrongs and contumelies, which they fupport with an invincible

patience. Many of them have I {een abufed , fome of them beaten: yet never 
{aw I Jew with anangry countenance, They can fubje&t themfelves untotimes , 
and to what(oever may advance their profit. In generall,they are worldly wife, 8 
thrive wherefoever they fet footing. The Turk, imployes them in receipt of 
cuftomes, which they by their policies have inhanced ; and in buying and felling 
with the Chriftian ; being himfelf in that kind a foole, and eafily coufneds They 
are men of indifferent ftatures, afdthe beft complexions. Thefeas well in Chri- 
ftendome, as in Turkie, arcthe_remains onely of the tribes ot fudaand Besjamin , 
with fome Levites which returned from Babylon with Zerubbabel. Some fay, that 
the other ten are utterly loft: butthey themfelves thatthey are in India, a migh- 
ty Nation, incompafled withrivers of ftone, which onely ceafeto run on theit 
Sabbath, when prohibited totravel. From whence they expeét their Mefiias: who 
with fire and {word fhall fubdue the world , and reftore their temporall kingdom 
and therefore whatfoever befalls them , they record itin their Annalls. Amongft 
them there are three fects. One onely allow of the Books of Mofes. Thefe bee 
Samaritan Iews,( not lews by defcent , as before-faid ) that dwell in Damafco: who 
yearly repair to Sichem( now Neapolis ) and there doe at this day worfhip a Calfe , 
as I was informed by a Merchant dwelling in that countrey. Another allow ofall 
the Books of the Old Teftament. The third fort mingle the fame with traditi- 
ons, and fantafticall fables devifed by their R 244ins,and inferted into their Ta/mud. 
Throughout the Turks Dominions they are allowed their Synagogues: fo are they 
at Rome ,and elf-where in /taly ; whofe receipt they juftifie as a retained teftimony 
of the verity of Scriptures ; andasbeinga means of their more{peedy converfi- 
ons : Whereas the offence that they receive from Images ,and the loffe of good up- 
on their converfions , oppugne all perfwafions whatfoever. Their Synagogues (for 
as many a I have {een ) are neither fair withont ,nor adorned within; more then 
with a curtainatthe upper end, and certain lamps ( fo far as I could perceive ) 
not lightned by day-light. In the midft ftandsa {caffold, like thofe belonging to. 
Querifters, in fome of our Cathedrall Churches : where hee ftands that reads their 
Law , and fings their Liturgy : and office not belonging unto any in particular ; bur 
unto him ( fo'he be free from deformities ) that fhall atthat time purchafe it with 
moft money ; which rebounds to theiz publike treafury. They read in favage 
tones; and fing in tunes thathave no affinity with muficke: joyning voices atrhe 
feverallclozes. But their fanftaticall geftures exceed all barbarifme ; continually 
weaving withtheir bodies, and often jumping upright ( as is the manner in dan- 
ces ) by chem efteemed an aétion of Zeal, and figure of {pirituall elevation, They 
pray filently with ridiculous and continual! noddings of their heads, not to be 
feen and not laughtat. During the time of Seryice their heads are veiled in linnen, 
fringed with knots, in number anfwerable to the number oftheir laws, which 
they carry about with them in proceffion; and rather boaft of, then obferve. They 
have it {tuck in the jambs of their dores , and covered with glafle : written by their 
Cacams , and figned with the name of God , which they kiffe next their hearts in 
their goings forth: audintheir returnes. They may print it, but it is to be writ- 
ten on parchment, prepared of purpofe (the inke of a prefcribed compofition) not 
with a quill, but acane. They doe great reverenceto allthe names of God, but 
efpecially to Jehovah ,infomuch that they never ufe it in their {peech. And whereas 
they handle with great ref{peét the other books of the Old Teftament , the Book 
ot Hefter (that part that is Canonicall, for the other they allow not of ) writin 
alongfcrole, they let fallon the ground as they read it , becaufe the name of God 
is not once mentioned therein ; which they attribute to the wifdome of the Wri- 
ter , inthat it might be perufed by the Heathen. Their other Books are in the Spa- 
ni[ tongue,and Hebrew charaéter. They confeffeour Saviour to have beenthe moft 
learned of their Nation, and have this fable difperfed amongft them concerning 
him : How that yeta boy , attending upon a great Cacam at fuch a time as the hea= 
vens accuftomed to open , and whatfoever he prayed for was granted ; the Cacam 
oppreffed 
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Oppreffed with fleep , charged the boy when the time was come , toawaken him: 
But he provoked with a frantick defire of peculiar glory (fuch is their devilith in- 
vention ) made for himfelf this ambitious requeft ; that like a God hee might be 
adored amongft men. Which the Cacam over-hearing , added thereunto ( fince 
» what was craved could not be provoked ) that it might not betill after his death. 
Whereupon he lived contemptibly; but dead , was, is, and fhall be honoured uato 
all pofterity. They fay withall,that he got into the Santtum Santtornm : and taking 
from thence the powerfull names of God, did few them in his thigh. By vercue 
whereof he went invifible , rid on the Sun-beams, raifed the dead to life, and effe- 
ed like wonders. That being often amongft them, they could never lay hands on 
him ; untill he voluntarily tendered himfelf to their fury not willing to defer his 
future glory any longer. That being dead,they buryed him privately in a duag-hil, 
left his body fhould have been found and worthipped by his followers : when a wo- 
man of great nobility, feduced by his do&rine,fo prevailed with the Ryman gover- 
nour, that he threatned to put them forth-with to the (word, unleffe they produ- 
ced the body. Which-they digging up found un-corrupted , and retaining that 
(elf-fame amiable favour , which he had when he lived: gnely the haire was falne 
from his crown ; imitated as they fay , by the Remifh Friers. Such, and more hor- 
rible blafphemies invent they ; which I fear toutter. But they be generally noto- 
rious liers. Although they agree with the T#rk in circumcifion, deteftation of Ima- 
es, abftinency from {wines flefh, and divers other ceremonies: nevertheleffe the 
Forks will not fuger a Few to turn Aghomeran,unleffe he firft turn a kind of Chriftian. 
As in religion they differ from others , fo they do in habit , in Chriftendome enfor- 
cedly, here in T#rkze voluntarily. Their under-garments differing little from the 
Turks in fafhion,are of purple cloth; over that they wear gowns of the fame colour 
with large wide fleeves, and clafped beneath the chin, without band or collar: on 
their heads high brimleffe caps of purple,which they move at no time in their (Jue 
tations. They fhavetheir heads all over;not in imitation of the Turk: it being their 
ancient fafhion, before the other were a Nation, as appearethby (herillus (together 
with their language and bonnetsthen ufed ) relating of the fundry people which 
followed Xerxes in his Grecia expedition. 


Thefe warres a people rarely featured , follow ; Hy jus miranda fpecic gens caftra feeura 
Who uu-known, the Phenician language {pake. erelivaes ignoto linguam mittebar ab ore, 
Cabell of Solymus by a vaft Lake edes huic Solymi montes ftagnuni prope vaftum;

Their familiar {peech is Spanith : yet few of them are ignorant inthe Hebrew, Tyr- 
kilh, More(co, vulgar Greek, and Italian languages. Their onely ftudies are Divinity | 
and Phyfick «their occupations brokage and ufury; yet take they no intereft of one 
another, nor lend but upon pawns; which once forfeited , are un-redeemable. The 
- poorer fort have been noted for fortune-tellers,and by that deceit to have purchafed 
their fuftenance.

They marry their daughters at the age of twelve: notaffectingth fingle life, as 
repugnant to fociety , and the law of creation. The Sabbath ( their devotions en- 
ded) they chiefly imploy in nuptiall benevolencies : asan actof charity , befitting 
wellthe fanadury of thatday. Although no’City is without them throughout the 
Grand Signsors dominions ; yet live they with the greateft liberty in Salonica, which 
is almoft altogether inhabited by them. Every male above a certain age, doth 
pay for his head an annuall tribute. Alchough they be governed by the Turkijh 
Juttice; nevertheleffe, ifa Jew deferve to die by their law,they will either privately 
make himaway, or falfely accufe_ him o ime that is an{werableto the fa&@ in 
quality , and deferving like punifhment. It is no ill rurn for the Francks that they 
will not feed at their Tables. For they eat no flefh , but of their own killing ; in re- 
gard of the entrails, which being diflocated or corrupted , isan abomination unto 
them. When {oit falls out, though exceeding good (for they kill of the beft) they 
willfell ic tor atrifle. And as for their wines, being for the moft planted and 

gathered 
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Uberibus femper lachrymis, { 

In ftatione fua, atque ex peétantibus jllam 

Quo jubeat manare mod 0 mnme 
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gathered by Greciaus ,they dare not drink of them for fear they be baptized: a cere- 
mony whereof, we. have {poken already. They fit at their meat as the Turks do. 
They bury inthe fields by themfelves , having onely a {tone fet upright on their 
graves: whichoncea yeer they frequent burning of incenfe: and tearing of their 
garments , for certain days they faft and mourn for the dead » yea, even for fuchas 

lave been executed for offences. As did the whole Nation at our being at Conftanti- 
nople, for two of good account that were tmpaled upon ftakes ; being taken witha 
Turkifh woman, and that on their Sabbath. It was credibly reported, that a Few, not 
long before,did poyfon his fon, whom he knew to be un-reftrainably lafcivious, to 
prevent the ignominy of a publike punifhment, or loffe by a chargeable redempti- 
on. The flefh confirmed , they digup the bones of thofethat are of their families ; 

whereof whole bark-fulls not feldome doe arrive at foppa,tobe conveyed,and again 
interred at Lerufalem : imagining that it doth adde delight unto the foules that did 
owe them, and that they fhall havea quicker difpatch in the generall Judgement. 

To {peak a word or two of their women: The elder mabble their heads in linnen, 
with the knots hangigg down behind. Others do wear high caps of plate; whereof 
fome I have feen of beaten gold. They wear long quilted wafte-coats,with breeches 

underneath ; in winter of cloth, infummer of linnen, and overall when they ftir 

abroad, loofe gowns of purple, owing from the fh oulders. They are generally fat, 
and rank of the favors which attend upon fluttifh corpulency. For the moft part 
they are goggle-ey’d. They neither fhun converfation, nor are too watchfully 
guarded by their husbands. They are good work-women, and canand will doe 
any thing for profit, that is to be done by the art of a woman , and which {utes with 
the fathion of thefe countreys. Upon injuries received , or violence done to any of 
their Nation, they will cry out mainly at their windows, beating their cheeks, 
and tearing of their garments, Of late they have been bleft with another Hefter ; 
who by her favour with the Sw/ran. prevented their intended maffacre , and turned 
his fury upon their accufers. They ate fo well skilled in lamentations,that the Greeks 
do hirethem to cry at their funeralls,

But now return we unto Gaza,one of the five Cities, and that the principal] that be- 
longed to the Paleftines, (called Philiftins inthe Sc riptures) a warlike and powerfull 
people , of whom afterward the whole land of Promife took the name of Paleftine, 
Gaza, or Axa, fignifieth Strong. Inthe Per (ian languagea Treafury: fo faidtobe 
called by Cambyfes, who invading Egypt, Cent thither the riches purchafed in that 
war. It was called Conftantia, by the Emperour Confeantine, Gaza again by Juliamsand 
now Gazra, Firft, famous for the aéts of Samfon, who lived.about the time of the 
Trojan wars: (an age that produced Warthies) whofe force and fortunes,are{aid to 
have givento the Poets their inventions of Hercules, who lived not long before him. 
And atterward famous for the two wounds there received by Alexander the Great: 
then counted the principal City of Syria.Ic ftands upona hill: environed with val- 
lies ; and chofe again well-nigh inclofed with hils ; moftof them planted with all 
forts of delicate fruits. The building mean, both for form and matter. The beft but 
low, of rough ftone, arched within, and flat on the top, including a quadrangle: the 
walls f{urmounting their roofes, wrought thorow with pot-fherds tocatch and ftrike, 
down the refrefhing winds ; having {powts of the fame , in colour » fhape , and fite, 
refembling great Ordnance. Others are covered with mats and hurdles; fome built 
of mud:amongft all,not any comely or convenient. Yet arethere fome reli ques leit; 
and fome impreffions that teftifie a better condition, For divers fimple roofs are fup- 
ported with goodly pillars of Parian marble: fome plain, {ome curioufly carved. A 
number broken in pieces. do ferve for threfholds , jambs of dores , and fides of win- 
dows,almoft unto every beggerly cottage.On theNorth-eaft corner,& fummity of 
the hill, are the ruines of huge atches funk low in the earth, & other foundations of 
a f{tately building.From whence the laftSanziack céveyed marble pillars of an incre- 
dible bignefs; entorced tofaw them afunder ere they could be removed : which he 
employed in adorning a certainMofque below in the valley. The fewes do fable this 
placeto have been the theatre of Sampfox , pulled down on the head of the Philiftixs. 
Perhaps fome palace there built by Prolemy,orP opeyswho re-edified theCity;or om 
Aes an 
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{tian Temple erected by Con/tantine: or elfethat Cafile founded by Baldwin the thirds 
in the year 1148.T he Caftle now being,not worthy that name,is of no importance: 
wherein lyeth the Sanziack(by fome termed a Baffa)a fickly young man , and of no 
eXperience;who governs his Province by the advice of a ALore.His territories begin 
at Ariff4,on the Weit-fide of the City , out of fight, and yet within hearing, isthe 
fea; feven furlongs off: where they have a decayed and unfafe port, of {mall availe 
at this day to the inhabitants. In the valley dnthe Eaft-fide of the City, are many 
ftraggling buildings. Beyond which there is a hill more eminent then the reft , on 
the North-fide of the way that leadeth to Babylon; {aid to be that , (and no queftion 
the fame defcribed in Scriptures ) to which Sanzpfox carried the gates of the City : 
upon whofe top there ftandeth a Mofque, environed withthe graves and fepulchres 
of Mahometaas. Inthe Plain between that and the town,there {tand two hich pillars 
of marble, their tops much worn by the weather : the caufe of their erecting un- 
known ; but of great antiquity. South of this, and by the way of Egypr ,there is a 
mighty Ciftern, filled onely with the fall of rain, and defcended into by large ftairs 
of ftone: where they wath their clothes, and water their cattell. 

The fame day that we came,we leftthe Caravan,and lodged in the City under an 
arch in a little court,together with our afles. The doore exceeding low,as are all that 
belong unto Chriftians,to with ftand the fudden entrance*of the infolent Turk:. For 
they here doe live ina {ubjecton to be pitied ; not fo much as daring to have hand- 
{ome houfes,or to employ their grounds to the moft benefit.So dangerous it is to be 
efteemed wealthy, During our abode here.thete came aC aptain with two hundred 
Sapheis,fent by Aforat Baffato raife thirty thoufand dollars of the poor and few in- 
habitants of this City. The Grecians have certain {mall vineyards,but that they have 
wine they dare not be acknown ? which they fecretly preffe in their houfes, They 
bury their corn under ground,and keep what they are to fpend, in long veffells of 
clay ; in that it is {ubject to be eaten with wormes (as throughout Egyp: ) and will 
not laft if not fo preferved. In the principall part of the City they have an ancient 
Church, frequented alfo by the Copties, The Greekih women (a thing el{-where un- 
feen ) here cover their faces , dying their hands-black: and are apparelled like the 
Moores of Caird. Every Saturday in this Church-yari upon the graves of the dead, 
they keep a miferable howling , crying of cuftome, without tearear forrow. The 
S#baffee would have extorted from us vvell-nigh as much money as vve were ma- 
{ters of: vvhicn vve haa hardly avoyded,had not the fick Sanztack (iu that admini- 
{tred unto by our Phyfician) quitted us of all payments. Sothat there is no travel- 
ling this vvay for a Frank vvithout {peciall favour. | 

Thruft out of our lodging (as we were about to leave it) by the un-civill Sapheis, 
who feized on divers of our neceflaries : on the nineteenth of March we returned 
tothe Caravan. We paid half a dollar apiece to the place for our Camells : and 
for their hire from Caire, for thofe ofburthen fix Sultanies i for fuch as carried paf- 
fengerscight. Wee gave them two Sultanies more a piece to proceed unto Seru- 
tem.Here the Caravan divided:not a {mall part thercof taking the way that leadeth 
unto Babylon, The next day we alfo diflodged: leaving the Jews behind us : who 
were there to celebrate their feftivall. The Captain of the Caravan departed the 
night before; taking his way through the mountainous countrey by Hebron: out of 
his devotion to vifit the graves of the Patriarchs ; a place of high efteem amongtt 
them , and much frequented in their pilgrimages. The ancient City ( the feat of 
David before he took Sion from the Lebu/f tes.) 18 utterly ruinated, Hardb y there is 
a little village ,feated in the field of Atachpelah, where {tandeth 2 goodly Temple ; 
eretted over the Cave of their buriall , by Helena the mother of Conf-antine + con- 
verted now into a Mofque. We paft this day through the moft pregnant and plea- 
fant valley that ever eye beheld, ‘On the right hand aridge of high mountaines , 
( whereon ftands Hebron: ) onthe left hand the Mediterranean fea, bordered with 
continued hils, be-fet with variety of fruits: as they areforthe moft part of this 
dayes journey. The champion between about twenty miles over ; full of fowrie 
hils a{cending leifurely, and not much furmounting their rancker vallies + with 
groves of olives, and other fruits difperfedly adorned. Yet is this wealthy bottom 
Cas are all the reft ) for the moft part un-inhabited » but onely fora few {mall 
and contemptible villages, poffeffed by barbarous Afoores ; whotill no more then 
willferve tofeed them: the graffe wafte-high, un-moved, un-eaten, and ufe-lef] y 
withering. Perhaps fodefolate, in that infefted by the often recourfe of armies, or 
mafter-full Saphess : who before they gointo the field ( whichis feldome “sree thie 
atte: 
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latter end of harveft, left they fhould ftarve themfelves by deftroying of the corn 
are billetted in thefe rich paftures for the benefit of their horfes , lying intents: 
befides them: committing many outrages on the adjoyning towns and diftrefled 
paffengers. 

Ten miles from Gaza,and neer unto the fea,ftands 4/calon,now a place of no note: 
more thenthat the Turk doth keep there a garrifon. Venerable heretofore amongft 
thofe heathen for the Temple of Dagonfand birth of Semiramis,begotten of their god- 
defile Decreta. Who inflamed with the love of a certain’ youth that facrificed unto 
her,and having by him a daughter;afhamed of her incontinency,did put him away,, 
expofed the child to the Defarts,and confounded with forrow, threw her felf intoa 
lake replenithed with fith adjoy ning to the City, and is fained to have been conver- 
ted into one of them.

Whereupon the Syrians abftained from the fifh thereof, as reputed deities. This De- 
creta is {aid to be that Dagex the Idoll of the Afcalonites ( but with what congtuity I 
know not)mentioned in'the Scripture, which fignifieth the fifh of forrow: who had 
her Temple clofe by that lake, with her image in the figure of a fifh , all exceptin 
the face, which refembled a woman. But the infant nourifhed by doves, chick 
brought her milk from the pails of the paftors, after became the wife of Minus, and 
Queen of Affyria; whereupon fhe was called Semiramis: which fignifieth a Dove in 
the Syrian tongue. Now when fhe could no longer detain the Empire from her fon; 
not enduring to furvive her glory, fhe vanifht out of fight : and was faid by them to 
have been tranflated to the Gods, according to the anfwer of the Oracle. Others 
fain with like truth that fhe was turned into a Dove;

in memoriall whereof the Babylonians did bear a Dove in their enfignes : confirmed 
by the Prophecie of feremiah, who foreetelling of the devaftation of fudea,advifeth 
themto fliefrom the fword of the Dove. Ten miles North of 4fcalon along the 
fhore ftands Azorus: and eight miles beyond that Acharon , now places of no recko- 
ning, 
Abouttwo of the clock we pitched by Cane Sedoe; aruinous thing, hard bya 
{mall village , and not a quarter of a mile from the Sea :the Caravan lying in deep 
aftures without controlement of the villages. The next day wee departed two 
houres before Sun-rife : defcending into an ample valley , and from that into ano- 
ther ; having divers orchards towards the Sea. The countrey fuch (but that with- 
out trees ) as we paft thorow before: no part fo barren , but would prove moft 
profitable, if planted with vines and fruits , made more then probable by thofe that 
stow about Gaza. Paffing thorew a fpacious field of Olives , about noon we 
pitched on a little hill lying Eaft, and withinafurlong of Rama: called Ramula 
by the cAoores, which fignifieth fandy. Itis feated onaplain, ona little rifing 
of theearth, ftretching Northand South, built of free-ftone, the {treets narrow, 
the houfes contemptible. Yet are there many goodly ruines, which teftifie far 
better building: efpecially thofe ofthe Chriftian Churches. Here isa Monattery, 
much of it ftanding, founded by Philip the good , Duke of Bargundie ; in that place 
where fometimes ftood the houfe of Nicodemus: built for the relief and fafety of Pil- 
srims intheir paflage to Feru/al.m. Andalthough quitted by the Friers, yet at this 
day it ferveth to that purpole : called Son-houfe ,and belongeth to the Monaftery of 
Mount Siow, , 
Though out of my way , it will not be far from my purpofe, to fay fomething 
of foppa; which is a haven, and was a town ten miles Weft of this place; and faid to 
have been before the generall Deluge. Others write that it was built by fapher. Ic 
ftood upon ,and undera hill, from whence as Strabo reports ( but impoflible to be 
truce) Ferufalem might be difcerned. Having an ill haven, defended from the South 
and Weft, with eminent rocks, but open to the fury of the North: which driving 


the waves againft the ragged cliftes, doe makethem more turbulent, and the anc 
; eile 
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leffle {afe then the open Sea incenfed with tempefts.. Here reigned Cepheus (who re- 
paired the {ame,and called it Peppa )the fon of Pharnix,and father of Andromeda.W ho 
is fained to have been chained unto a rock hard by,for the pride of her mother Ca/- 
fiope, there to be devoured by the montter.

This is faid to have hapned (though intérmixed with fiction) aboutthe time that 

the Judges began to the govern in d/rac/. The inhabitants many yeares after religi- 
oufly preferved fundry old altars, infcribed with the titles of Cephens and his bro- 
ther Phineus, Ovid makes -4thiopiathe {cene ofthis {tory : but is contradicted by 
S. Jerome ; back with the credits of Pliny , and Mela. Marcus Scaurus in his Edil- 
fhip, brought from Hence , and produced the bones of this monfter , being by for- 
ty foot longer then the ribs of an Elephant , ‘andthe backe bone ‘halfe a foot thic- 
ker. This City was deftroyed by Ce/téus ; andagaine ( becomming a receptacle for. 
Pirats) by Ve/pafian> who here builea Caftleto. prohibit the like out+rages: It was 
called the Port of 7#ry: the onely. one that it had. Then more convenient then 
now: muchofit choked with fand; and muchofit worn withthe continual] af- 
fault of the waters. Of the’Ciry there is no part ftanding more then two little 
towers : wherein are certain harquebubhes a crock for the fateguard of the harbour. 
Under the cliffe, and opening to the haven, arecertain {pacious caves hewn into 
the rock : fome ufed for ware-houfes, and others for fhelter , The marchandizes 
here imbarqued for Chriftendome are onely cottons: gathered by certaine Freach- 
men who refide at Rama in the houfe of Sion. The welterne Pilgrims do for the moft 
partarrive at this place, and are from hence conducted to ferufalem by Attalaa 
Greeke of Rama sand Drugardman to the Pater-Guardian: paying {even Sultanics a 
piece for his Mules, his labour and difcharge of Caphar. The like rate he hath for 
bringing them backe againe: a great expence to poore Pilgrimes for fo fmalla 
journey : which mutt be paid although they accept not of his condu&. Yet by this 
means they do pafs fecurely: he. being in fee with the Arabians that poffeffe the 
mountaines.. 

Now the (savas did again divide: the Afoores keeping on the way that lea- 
dethto Damafcus. Here wee fhould have paid ttvo dollars apiece for our heads Socal! the 
toa Sheck of the Arabs: but the Zanziack.of Gaza had fent unto him that it fhould theit Lea- 
be remitted. He came unto our tent,and greedily fed on {uch viands as we had fet sors ‘9 
before him. A man of tall ftature, clothed in a Gambalock of {carlet, buttoned un- * ue ae 
der the chin with a boffe of gold. Hehad not the patience to expect a.prefent , but aa kind. 
demanded one. ‘We gave him a peece of Sugar, anda pair of fhooes which hee of riding 
earneftly enquired for, and cheerfully accepted. On the’ two and twentieth of gows. 
March withthe rifing Sun we departed from Gaze. A{mall remainder of that 
great Caravan ; the Noftraines (fo name they the Chriftians of the Eaft ) that ride 
upon Mulesand Affes being gone before : amongft whom were two Armenian Bi- 
fhops , who footed it moft of the vvay; but vvhen(alighting themfelves) they were 
mounted by fome of their Nation. Befote we were gone far vve were {tayed by the 
Arabs, untill they had taken Caphar of the reft. The oubafee of Rama befides had two

Madines 
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Madines upon every Camell. The day thus wafted, did make us mifdoubr that wee - 
fhould not get that night unto fer#falem, bur the mifling of our way ( for the e4- 
rabs had left us contrary to their cuftome) turned our fear todefpair. Some fix 
miles beyond R gma the hils grew bigger and bigger , mixed with fruitfull vallies, 
Abouttwo miles farther we afcended the higher mountains ; paying by the way 
two Madines a head ; but at feverall places. A paffage exceeding difficult; ftraisht- 
ned with wood, and as it were paved with broken rocks: which by ‘reafon af the 
rain then falling, became no leffe dangerous to our Camells. At length we came to 
a{mall Village vvhere vve firft difcovered our erring. Some counfelledto ftay, 
others to proceed; both dangerous a like : the vvay un-knovvn, un-fafe,the inhabi- 
tants thieves, as are allthe Arabians. Whileft vve thus debated, the night ftole upon 
us, and bereft us of the election. The much rain enforced us to flie for fhelter unto 
a ruinous chappell, vvhere diftruft fetthe vvatch, vvhich vve carefully kepttill the 
morning. Betimes vve forfook the Village,de{cending the vvay vve had afcended, 
guided by the chief of the Tovvn, vvho fora fumme of money had undertaken 
our conduct to the top of the mountaines : having hired afles for our more expedi-+ 
tion. Yet others crofling us as vve returned along the valley; vvith fhevves of vio- 
lence, vvould have extorted more money. Our paffage for five houres together lay 
thorovva narrovv ftraight of the mountaines ; much of our vvay no other then - 
fuch as feemed to have been vvorn by the Winters torrent. We paft by a ruinous 
fort, feated neer a fountain; fufficientyyvhen it ftood, to have made good that paf- 
{age. In the vvay vve {prang a number of Partridges ; others on each fide running 
on the rocks, like in colour to thofe of Chios. Afcending by little and little, at length 
VV¢ attained to the top; vvhich over-topt and furveyed all che mountains that Vve 
had left behind us. From hence to Ferufatem the vvay is indifferent even. On each 
fide are round hils,vvithruines on their tops ; and valleys {uch asare figured in the 
moft beautifull land-skips. The foil,though ftony, not altogether barren , produ- 
cing both corn ad olives about inhabited places. Approaching the North-gate of the 
City; called in the times paft, The gate of Ephraim,and novv of Damafcus yve onely 
of all the reft vvere not permitted to enter. When compafling the vvall unto that of 
the Weft, commanded by the Caftle , we were met by two Franci{ca» Friets : who 
faluted and conveyedus to their Covent. 
Although divers both upon inquifition and view,have with much labour related - 
the fite and ftate of this City, with the places adjoyning; (though notto my knew- 
ledge in our language) infomuch as I may feem unto fome, but to write what hath 
been written already: yet notwithftanding , as well tocontinue the courfe of this 
difcourfe, as to deliver the Reader from many erting reports of the too credulous 
devote, and too too vain-glorious : the one,

I will declare what I have obferved,un-fwayed with either of their vices. 
This City , once facred and glorious, elected by God for his feat, and feated 
in the midft of Nations ; like’ Diadem crowning the head of the mountaines ; the 
theater of myfteries and miracles ; was founded by Melchifedech ( who is faid to be 
Hereint Sem the fon of Noe, and that not un-probably ) about the yeer of the World 2023. 
follow the and called Salem (by the Gentiles, So/yma, as they write , of the mountaines adjoy- 
computa- ning but rather the mountains of the City )_ which fignifieth Peace : who reigned 
ope 4 here fifty years. After poffeffed by the febufites, by them it was named febss 5 
much vet W20 held it wholly or in part eight hundred and four and twenty years: when 
inthisar- 524the fort: ftill. remaining intheir hands, being aflaulted by David; they pla- 
gument, ced the blind, the lame, and other ways impotent , upon the walls , in contempt of 
his power, as f{ufficient to repulfe {uch anenemy, But in fine he took Mount Sion 
by force,.expulfed the Febx/ites; re-edified and adorned it.and the City with goodly 
buildings :are removing from Hebron, madeitthe feat of his Kingdome, From 
thence-torth it was called Ferufalem,vvhich is to fay,febufalems converting b intors 
forthe better harmony. His fon Solomon and the fucceeding Kings of de 
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Lis. 2. Ferufalem. 121 
ealarged the City, then containing in circuit about fifty furlongs : fortified ic with 
{trouger walls and deeper trenches, hew.1out of the living rock , and added there- 
unto'an abfolure perfection by the ftru&ture ofthat magnificent Temple, their 
fumptuous Palaces, and oth2r ftately edifices. Inthis excellericy it continued for 
four hundred threefcore and feventeen years? When deftroyed by Nebuchadzar ; 
for threefcore & ten years itlay wafte untill the Jews returning fromi that captivity 
besanto re-edifiethefam2; which it was ua-immivired for chreefcore and thitee 
yeers after : and then effected by. Nehensias in the {pace of two arid fifty days. It con- 
tained atthat tim2 incircuic three and thirty furlongs: ard was aftet etilarged unto 
threefcore. Adorned by the ALaccabees ; but efpecially by the many aud admirable 
buildings erected by Herod, it feemed not much to decline from her former beatity 
and amplitude. This re-built City flourifhed for the {pace of five hundred three- 
{core and two years; and then was deftroyed by the wrath of God, and fury of 
Titus : wherein eleven hundred thoufand by famine, peftilence, the enemies (word, 
and civill butcheries mot defperately perifhed. Onely three towers, Hippicum Pha= 
Jeolum,and M wriame (built by Herod, and adjoyning to his Palace) He left un-ra- 
fed, exceeding the reft in greatneffe , and beauty ; and a part of the Wall which en- 
Vironed the Weft of the City: both to bea defence tothe Ras, andto declare 
unto poftericy the ftrength of the place,and valour of the vanquifhers. But three- 
{core and five yeers after ,-lixs eAdrianusinfli@ing onthe rebelling Fews 4 won- 
derfull flaughter, fubverted thofe remainders, and {prinkled (alt upon the founda - 
tion. Where not long after he bile a City = but leffe in circuit : taking ia Mount 
Calvary ,anda part off Mount Gihow, with a Valley becween;which lay on the Weft- 
fide , and were excluded in the former City ;fetting over the gate that openeth to- 
wards Bethlehem , portraiture of a Swine: prohibiting the Bt ever to enter , or 
fo much astolook upon it from any more eminent mountain: and after his owa 
name named it -#/ia (apito/ia, But not long after inhabited by Chriftians, and dig- 
nified with a Patriarchall Sea it recovered the ancient nami: of Seru[alem ; and re- 
mained for five hundred yeers in the poffeffion of the Chriftians , but not without 
fundry perfecutions. Then taken by the Saracens inthe yeer of our Lond 636,wonne 
by Godfrey Baieim in the yeer togg and taken by Ssladine in t187,it was finally con- 
quered by Se/ymus in the year 1517, and is now calledthe C#ds of the Ashomerans , 
which fignifieth Holy. So that from the firft foundation to this prefent 1611 three 
thoufand five hundred and fix and forty yeers are expired. 
This City is feated on a rocky mountain : every way to be afcended ( except 
a lictle on the North, ) with fteep de(cents , and deep Valleys naturally fortified : 
for the moft part environed with other not far removed mountains , as if placed in 
the mid(t of an Amphitheatre. Por onthe Eaft is Mount Olivet, feparated from 
the City by the valley of Zehofaphat ( whichalfocircleth a part of the North ) on 
the South the mountain of Offence , interpofed with the Valley of Gehinnon : and on 
the Welt it was formerly feaced with the valley of Gihoxz, and mountain adjoy- 
ning. To {peak omething thereot as it flourifiied inthe dayes ot our Saviour ; it 
was divided then into four parts , {eparated by feverall walls, ftretching Eaft and 
Weft, as if fo many feverall Cities. The next the South over-looking the reft, and 
including Mount Sion, was then called , The upper City , bir bzfore, The City of 
David. Inthe midft whereof lie eret24 a {trong aud migaificent Caftle ; the fear 
of the fucceeding Kings. Idthe Weft corner and upon the wail {tood his Tower , 
of which we fhall {peak hereafter, as of hisSepulchre, the Cezaculum, the houfe 
Of eAfunas,and that of Caiaphas. Here King Herod buileafum*tuous Palace, con- 
taining two houfes in oac , which he named by the names of Cefar and wAgripa « 
adorned with marble, and fhining with gold: in coft and ftate fuperiour to the 
Temple. The walls of this pare of the C’ty broken dow. by Axrioches were 
ftrongly repaired by the Usccabees; whichadjayning every way withthe down- 
falloithe rock, did make itim>regaable. But Stn raifed in that generall fubver- 
fion , is now for the moft part left out of the City. From the woper City they de- 
fcended into the neather , over a deep trench, which was called Tyroees, and plen# 
tifully inhabited ; now fill'd with rubdidg , and hardly diftinguithable. This parc, 
as {ome deliver, was named the daughter of Sion ;in greatnefle by farre exceeding’ 
the mount. On the Eaft-fide of this Siov, upon mrount Ataria ftood that glorious’ 
Temple of Solomon: andbetweenitand the mount Siox, his throne, his-Pa'ace

_ corner of the Temple ftood the Hippodrom, made alfo by Herod ; wherein he infti- 


tuted divers exercifes ; of five years continuance ; in honour of the Emperour. And 
when he grew old, andun-recoverably fick , knowing how acceptable his death 
would be to the fews., he caufed the chief of them to be afflembled together , and to 
be there fhut up; rhat:his death. accompanyed with their flaughter., might at thar 
time in defpite of their hatred , procure a generall , lamentation. Within the Welt 
wall of the City, and neer,it), was mount e/cra ,{teep and rocky; where once ftood 
a Citadell ereéted by Antiochus, and rafed: by Simon , who abatedthe extraordinary 
height thereof, thar it might notf{urmgunt the’ Temple: whereon Helewa Queen 
of the Adiabenes (a Nation beyond Exphrates ) built her Palace ; who converting 
from Paganif{m to Judai{me , forfook her countrey., and dwelt in feru/alem, After> 
ward embracing Chriftian Religion. Shee much relieved the diftreffed Chriftians 
in that famine prophecied of by .Agabzs (which hapned in the reign of Claudius (4+ 
far) with,the-corn fhe bought, and caufed to be brought out of Egypr, Without the 
City fhe had her fepulchre, not farfrom the gate of Ephraim ; adorned with three 
Pyramydes, and un-demolifhed sin, the dayes of. Eufebins, On the. North-fide of 
Acra{tood Herod's Amphitheater ,.{pacious enough to contain four-{core thoufand 
people, imitating in the fhews there exhibited, the barbarous cruelty of the Romans. 
eer unto the North wall of this fecond part . ftood the common Hall, and Courts 
of Juftice. And adjoyning well-nigh to the North-fide of the Temple , upon a fteep 
rock fitty cubits bigh, ftood the Tower of Barts , belonging tothe Prieft of the race 
of Afmones. But Herod obtaining the kingdome ,and confidering. how convenient 
aplace it was to commard. the City ; built thereon a ftately {trong Caftle, haying 
at every corner a tower, two of them being fifty cubits in height, and the other two, 
three-{core and ten; which, to.infinuate with Antonizs, he called Antonta. In thisthe 
Romanes did keep a garrifon,{u/piciouflly over-eying the Temple;left.the Jews being 
animating with the {trength thereof,.fhould attempt fome innovation; unto which 
it was joyned .by a bridge of marvellous height , which paffed-over the artifical] 
valley of Gedrox, Oa the North-fide of Aztoxia,a gallery crofled the ftreet ( where- 
of wee hall {peak hereafter.) unto the palace ofthe Romane Prefident. Now forthe 
third City, which was but narrow;and whofe length did equall the breadth of the 
other: the Welt end thereof as. the circuit then ran, was wholly pofiefled by the 
royall manfion of King ‘Herod; confining on the three walls : for colt exceflive , 
and for {trength impregnable;containing groves, gardens, fifh-ponds , and other . 
places of delight, and for exercife.. Onthe Sout-eaft corne of the wall ftood Zari 
amues Tower, fifty cubits high , befides the naturall height of the place , of excellent 
workmanthip: built inthe memory,and retaining the name of his too-welitoved 
wife by him zafhly murdered.. On the South-weft corne ftood that of Phafeoles ; 
three-(core and ten cubits high : called after the-name of hisbrother , ( who dafht 
out his own brains; being contrary to the law of nations, {urprized, and imprifoned ” 
by the Parthians) exceeding {trong, andin form refembling the Towerof Pharus. 
And in the North walloma lofty hill ftood the Tower Hippic , eighty four cubits 
high: four {quare,and haying two {pires at the top; in memoriall of the Hippie his 
two friends, and both of them flain in his wars. Inthis. third City, were the honfes 
of many of the Prophets: and that of A¢ary the mother of John: Atak, frequented 
by the Primitive Chriftians. The fourth part of Feru/alew lay North of this, and was 
called the New City : once but a furburbto the other, and inhabited by the bafer 
trede({men. The out-wall of which was re-edified by King Azrippa sand made ofa 
wonderfull ftrength., (the whole City onely on that fide affailable ) in the height 
twenty five cubits , and fortified with ninety Towers, twohundred cubits diftant 
from each other. The foil where the New City ftood, and a part of the next, 1s now 
left out of the walls of ferz[alem. 
Thus little of much have I fpoken,and yet by thele few imperfect lineaments the 
perfection thereot may be in fomefort conje€ ured.More will befaid whea we {peak 
of the Modernexaétly reprefented in. the following figure , with the fite ot the re- 
markable places; whereof mention is made inthe procefse of our Journall.

Weentred as afore-faid , at the Weft gate, called the gate of foppas On the right 
hand, and adjoyning tothe wall, there {tandeth a {mall ill-fortified Caftle; yet the 
onely fort thatbelongeth tothe City ; weakly stiarded and not over-wel-{tored 
with munition: built by the Péfass at fuchtimeas the Chriftians inhabited this 
City. Turning on the left hand,and afcending a part of Mount Gzhon,we came to the 
Monaftery ot the Frascifcans (now being in number between thirty and forty) who 
io the yeer 156+ thruft out of that which they had on Mount Sion, had this place 


affigned them. But of the Founders name I 


am ignorant: nor is hee much wronged 


by being forgotten, fince fo mean a building can give no fame to the builder. 
‘The Pater-geardran with due complement entertained us:a reverend old man of a 
voluble tongue,and winning behaviour.His name Gasdensins,his nation Italy,every

reouble: the Romane Catholicks rewartdiag them out of devotion, and the reft out of 
courtefie: which if fhort of their expe&tations.they will repine at aslofers. We four 
for cight dayes entertaiment,beftowed litte leffe among them then roo dollars; and 
yet they told us that we had hardly payed for what we had eaten.A coftly rate fora 
monafticall-diet. But the Turk,is much more fierce upon them:a-waiting alladvan- 
tages that may give a colour to extortion. A little before our comming a Tark.be- 
ing denyed a Frier of fome trifle that he requefted, gave himfelf fuch a blow upon 
the nofe , that the blood gufhed forth ; and prefe ntly exclaming as if beaten by the 

ther, complained to the Sanzrack , for which Avania they were compelled to part 
with eight hundred dollars. Brought much behind-hand, as they alledge, with fuck 
lofles,they ufe oft to rehearfe them as motives unto charity. 

The Covent had alfo another in-come by the Knights of the Sepulchre; who pay 
thirty Sudtanies a piece to the Pater-guardian,who by the vertuc of his patent doth give 
them that dignity. The Kings of France were Soveraigus of that Order : by whom 
it was inftituted:in the year 1099 who granted them aivers immunities. Chey bare 
five croffe gules, in form of that which is at this day called, The ferufalem crofle;re- 
prefenting thereby the five wounds that violated the body of our Saviour. None 
were to be admitted,if of a defamed life,or not of the Catholick Religion. They are 
to be Gentlemen of blood «and {ufficient means to maintain a portagreeable to 
that Calling , without the exercife of mechanicall Sciences. But now they will ex- 
cept againft nonethat bring money : infomuch, that at our being there they admit- 
ted of a Roman,by trade an Apothecary,late dwelling in Aleppo. They take the Sacra- 
ment to hear every day a Maffe, ifthey may conveniently : Jf wars be commenced 
againft the Infidels , to ferve here in per(on : or tofend other in their fteads no leffe. 
{erviceable: To oppugn the perfecutors of the Church;to fhun unjuft wars,dithoneft 
gain, and private duels : La{tly,to be reconcilers of diffenfious, to advance the com- 
mon good, to defend the Widow, and Orphane, to refrain from { wearing, perjury, 
blafphemy, rapine; ufuty, facriledge,murder, and drunkenneffe: to avoid fufpetted 
places, the company of infamous perfons,o live chaftly, ir-reprovably and in word 
and deed.to fhew themfelves worthy of fucha dignity. Tnis oath taken , the Parer- 
guardian layett his handuponshis head, as he kneeleth before the entrance. of the 
"Tombe: bidding him tobe loyal, valiant, vertuous,and an undaunted Souldier of 
Chrift, and chat holy Sepulchre. ‘Then gives he him the {purs, which-he putson his 
heels-and after that a (word(the fame,as they fay,which was Godfreys of Bulleim)and 
bids him ufe it in defence ofthe Church, and himfelf, andto the confufion of Infi- 
dels,theathing it again;he girts himfelf therewith. W ho then arifing,-& forth-with 
kneeling clfe to the Sepulchre, enclining his head upoi'the fame , he is created by 
receiving three ftrokes on the fhoulder, and by faying thrice, I ordaia thee a Knight of 
the holy Sepulchre of our Lord Jelus Chriftyin the Name uf the Father,the Sansa the H,Ghoft. 
Then kifles he him, gc:puts about his neck a chain of gold, whereat hangetha fers- 
falem Crofs:who arifing kifles the Sepulchre,and reftoring the aforefaid ornaments 
departeth. From the top of this Monaftery , f{urvey you may the moft part of this 
City: whereof much Hes watte ; the old buildings (except fome few) all ruined , the 
new contemptible:none exceed two ftories;the under no better then vaults;the upper 
arched abovejand ftandiag upon'arches:being well confirmed againft fire,as having 
throughout no combuttible matter : the roofs flat, and covered with plaifter. Inha- 
bited it is by Chriftians out of their devotion;and by Turcks for the benefit received — 
by Chriftians: otherwife perhaps it would be generally abandoned. 

Atfter ‘a little refrefhmen, the fame day we came (which wasupon Maundie 
Thutfday ) wee went intothe Temple of the Sepulchte ; every one carrying ‘with 

him his pillow and carpet. The way fromthe Monaftery continues in'a long de- 
{cent, (the Baft-fide of 94a») and then little afcendethto Mount (a/vary Mount 
(alvary a rocky hill, neither high nor ample, was dncea place of publike executi- 
oo: then without, but iow Wwel-nigh withia the heart of the ‘City: whereupon 
the Emperour Adrian ereéted a Fane tite Venus, But the vertuous Helena (of whom 
our coultrey may juftly glory (overthrew that receptacle of Paganifme,and built in 
the room thereof this magnificent Temple; which notonely poflefleth the Mount, 
bucthe garden below , together with a patt of the valley of Carcafles ( fo called fs 
that 
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thatthey threw thereinto the bodies of the executed } which lay’ between Mount

Below 
thorow a wall which bounds the Eaft-fide of the court, a pair of ftairs do mount to 
the top of the rock(yet no rock evident: )where isa little chappell built(as they fay) 
inthe place where Abraham would have facrificedI/aac;of much devotion,and kept 
by the Prieft of the Adiffines. This joyneth to the top of the Temple , level! , and (if 
I forget not ) floored with plaifter. Out of the Temple there arife two ample cupu- 
Joes: that next the Eaft (covering the Eaft end and Iles of the channell) to be afcen- 
ded by fteps on the out-fide: the other over the Church of the Sepulchre,bein open 
inthe middle. O who can without forrow , without indignation, behold the ene= 
mies ofChrift to be the Lords of his Sepulchre!who at feftival times fit mounted un- 
der a Canopie,to gather money of fucii as do enter: the profits arifing thereof, being 
farmed at the yeerly rent of eight thoufand Sultanies. Each Frank payes fourten 
(except he be of fome religious Order , who then of what fe& foever , is exempted 
frdpayments) wherein is included the impoft due at the gate of the city :but theChri- 
{tians that he fubje& to theT#rk,do pay but a trifle in refpect thereof. At other times 
the dore is fealed with the feal of the S anziack, & not opened without his direction: 
whereat there hangs feven cords,which by the bells thatthey ring,give notice to the 
feven feverall fects of Chriftians (who live within the Temple continually) of fuch 
as would {peak with them ; whichthey doe thorow a little wicker jand thereat ree 
cetve the provifior' that is brought them. Now to make the fotiridation evenin’a 
place fo un-cven,much of the rock hath been hewn away,& patts too low,fupplyed 
with mighty arches : fo that thofe naturall formes are utterly deformed ,. which 
would have better fatisfied the beholder;and too mnch regard hath«made them lefle 
regardable.

After we had difpofed of our luggage in patt of the North-gallety belonging to the 
Latins, the Conteffor offered to fhew us pis holy and obfervable places of the Tem= 
ple: which we gladly accepted of ; he detnandi ng firft if devotion or curiofity had 
pofleft us with that defire.So that for omitting Pater nofters.and Ave Maries,we loft 
many years indulgences, which every place doth plentifull 


afford to ftich as afte 
them:& contented our felves with an hiftorical] telation, Which] will not declare 
in order as fhewn, but take them as they lie from the firft entrance of the Temple. 


Right againft the dore,in the midft of the South fle, and levell with the avement, 
there lyeth a white marble in formof a graves-{tone environed witha rale of brafle 
about a foot high: the place (as they fay) where Lofeph of Arimathea and Nicodemus , 
anointed the body of our Saviour with’ {weet ointments, This they kiffe and kneel 
to;rubbing thereupon their crucifixes, beads, and handkerches; yea, whole webs of 
linnen; which they carty into far countrcys, & preferve the fame for their fhrowd~ 
ing fheets, Over this there hang feven lamps, which butn continually.

hard ftones with their foft knees,and heat them with their fervent kifles:proftrating 


themfelves and tumbling up and down with fuch an over-a@tive zeale, that a faire 


Greek Virgin, ere awate, one morning fhewed more then intended: whom the Brier 
that helpt the Prieft to fay Maffe , fo took at the bound , that it echoed again 3 and 
difturbed the mournfull facrifice with a mirthful] clamor; the.poor maid departing 
with great indignation. Over the altar whichis finely fet forth, three and thirty 


lampsare maintained. Thefe two Chappells looking intothe-Temple, areiallthat 


pofleffe the fummit of the rock : ereepns thatofthe Immolation of Leas ywith- 
out, and {poken of before; and wheret ley keep the Altar of A4elehifedech. ppofite

4 tothe dore of the Temple , adjoyning to the fide of the. Chancel are certain Mar- 


ble Sepulchres without titles or Epitaphs. Some twenty. paces direttly Weft from 
Mouit Calvary, and on that fide that ad joyneth to the Tower, a round white Mar 
bles. levell with the pavement , retaineth the memory (as they fay) of thar place ; 
where the bleffed Vitgtn ftood,8z the Difciple whom Chrift loved; when from the 
Crofle he commended each to other: over which their burneth aLlamp. A little 
onthe right hand of this , and towards the Weft, you paffe between: certain pillars 
, intothat part of the Church which iscalled » Lhe Temple of the Refurrection, 
» and above; furppor- 
ted wich great (quare pillars , flagged heretofore with white Marble: but row in 
many places deprived thereof by the facri legious Infidels. Much of the neather 
Cloifter is divided into (eindry Chappels belonging unto feverall nations and {eéts, 
where they exetcife the rites of their {everal] religions. The firft on the left hand 
to the Ab:ffens , rhe neXt to the facobites, the third tothe Copries ( clofe to whichy on 
the left fide of anothershere is a cave hew 
the Sepulchre of Pofeph of Arimathea , ) the fourth tothe Georgians ,and the fift to 
the Ataronites. The Chappell of the Armenians poffeffeth a great part of the gallery 
above; and the reft lying towards the North , belongeth tu the Lares , though not 
imployed to religious ules, Now between the top of the Upper gallery , and ex- 
tecam of the upright wall, in feverall concayes , are the pictures of divers of the

n out of the rock, with a narrow entrance, 
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Saints in Mofaique work, full-faced , and un-heightned with fhadowes accotdin 
to the Greetan painting ; but much defaced by malice , or continuance. In the feat 
onthe South-fide is the Emperour Con/tantines, oppofite to his mothers, the memo- 
rable Foundrefle, ‘This Round is covered with a Cupolo fuftained with rafters of 
@edar each of one piece, being open in the midft like the Pantheon at Rome, where- 
at it receiveth the lightthat it hath, and that as muchas (ufficeth, Juft in the midft , 
and in vicw of heaven, ftands the glorified Sepulchre, a hundred addcight fect di- } 


ftant trom Mount (alvary ; the naturall_rock furrmounting the fole of the Temple, | 
abated by Art, a pee in the form of a Chappell, | :

more long then broad , and ending in a femi-circle ; all flageed over with white 
matble. The hinder part being fomething more eminent then the other , is envi- 
roned with ten {mall pillars adjoyning to the wall , and fuftaining the cornifh. On 
the top ( which is flat ) and in the midft thereof , a little Cupolo covered with lead 
iserected upon Gx double, but fmall Corinthian columnes of polifhed Porphyrie. 
The other part being lower then this by the height of the cornith ; {mooth above , 

| and not fo garnifhed on the fides (ferving asa lobby or porticoto the former) is en- 

'\ tred atthe Ealt end:( having before the dore a “long pavement, erected fomethin 
above the floore of the Church included between two_white marble walls, not pa 
two foot high) and confifting of the felf-fame rock, doth contain therein a concave 

about thtec yards {quare , the roof hewn compaffe ; and flagged thorowout with 

white marble. fd 





1e mid{t of the floor there is a {tone a abouta foot high, anda 
foot anda half fquare , whereon , they fay , that the Angell fate , whotold the two 
(Maries that our Saviour was tifer. But Saint CMarthew faith , he fate upon the 
great ftone which he had rolled from the mouth of the Sepulchre ; which, at itis 
faid, the Empreffe caufed to be conveyed to the Church of Saint Saviour , ftanding 
« where once ftood the palace of Caiphas. Out of this a paflage thorow the midftof 
+-the rock , exceeding not three feet in height , and two in breadth, having a doreof 
/ gray {tone with hinges of the fame , un-divided from the naturall, affordetha way 
to creep thorow into a fecond concave , about eight foot {quare, and as muchin 
heisht, with acompaft roofof the folid rock, but lined forthe moft part with 
showlaxchenae there is a Lombe of the fame which poflelieth 
one halfofthe room ; a yardin height , and made in the form of an Altar : info- 
muchas not above three can abide there at once’; the place no larger then affordeth 
a liberty for kneeling. It is faid , that long after*the Refurreétion, the Tombe re- 
majned in that form wherein it was when our Saviour lay there : whenat length 
by reafon of the devouter Pilgrims, who continually bore away little pieces there= 
of ( reliques , whereunto they attributed miraculous effects ) it was inclofed with. 
in a grate of iron. Buta fecondinconveniency which proceedeth from the tapers , 
haire , and other offerings thrown in by Votaries, which defiled the monument 
procured the pious He/enato inclofe the{ame within this marble Altar , which 
now belongeth to the Latixs,whereon they onely fay Maffe,yet free for other Chrj- 
ftians to exercife their private devotions ;+being well fet forth, and having onthe 
far fide an antique ‘and excellent piture demonftrating the Refurrestion.. Over 
it perpetually burneth a number of lamps, which have fullycd the roof like the 
in-fide of achinney ,and yeelds unto the room an immoderate fervour. Thou- 
{ands of Chriftians perform their vows,and offer their tears yearly, with all the ex- 
preffions of forrow, humility, affection and penitence. It isa frozen zeale that will 
not be warmed wich the fight thereof. And OrhatIcould retain the efiects that 
it wrought , with an un-fainting perfeverance ! who then did dictate this hymne to 
my Redeemer: dh 


Saviour of mankind, Man, Emanuel : 
Who fiuleffe died for fin who vangui(ht hell : 
The firfi-fruits of the grave : who life did give 
Light to our darkueffe : in whofe death we live: 
Ci ceaten thou my faith, corrett my will , 
pat mine pray thine obey: proteét me {till, 
Sothat the latter death may not devour 
My foul feal’d with they feal. Soin the hour 
When thou, whofe body (anttifi'd this Tombe , 
Unjuftly judg’d, a glorious fudge (halt come 
To judge the world with jnftice ; by that figue 
I may be known , and entertain’d for thine. 


Without, and to the Weft end of this Chappell, another very {mall one adjoyn- 
eth, ufed in common by the &gyptians and ~£thiepians. Now on the left han as 
you paffe unto the Chappell of the Apparitions. There are two round ftones of 
white marble in the floor: that next the Sepulchre covering the place where our Sa- 
Viour, and the other where Afary Magdalen f{tood (as they fay) when hee appeared 
unto her, Onthe North-fide, and without the limits ofthe Temple, ftands the 
Chappell of the Apparition: fo called ( asthey fay ) for that Chrift in that er 
i 
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did fhew himfelf to his forrowfull mother , and comforted her , pierced wich ans 


suifh for his cruell death, and ignominious (ufferings. This belongeth to the Latins, 


which ferveth them alfofor a Veftry; from whence they proceed unto théir pom- 
pousProceflions.On the Eaftfide there ftand three altarsithat in the midtt in'a clofét 
by itfelf, dedicated to God'and our Lady. That omthe tight hand is called , The 
Altar of the Holy Croffe ;wherect a great part was thete (as they fay:) referved, 
But when Sudtaa Solymanimprifoned ‘the Friers of Mount Sion, whom he keptin 
durance for the {pace of four yeers) the Armenians {tole it from thérice yand carryed 
it to Sebaftia their principall City. That on the'left hand ia the corner , and cer 
unto the entrance;is called the ‘Altar of the Scourginesbehind which theré is a piece 
ofa pillar,ofthat(as they fay) whereunto ourSaviour was bound when they {ccturged 
him. This ftoodon Mount Sion, and there fupported the Porticotoa Church in the 
days of Saint Fereme ; when broken by the Saracens, the pieces were re-collefted 5 
and this part here placed by Chriftians. The reft was diftributed by P a/ the fourth 
unto the Emperour Ferdinand , Philip King of Spain’, andthe Signory of Venice; in 
honor whereof they celebrate the fixt of Aprill, It is (as remember ) about three 
foot high; of a dusky black«vein’d marble , potted here and there with red ; which 
they affirm tobethe marks of his blood wherewith it was befprinkled. Before it 
there is a gtate of iron,infomuch as not to be toucht but by the mediation of a ftick 
prepared for the purpofe being buttoned atthe end with leather, in manner of a 
foile, by which they convey their kiffes, and bleffe theit lips with the touch of that 
which hath touched the relique. Thotow the afore-faid Veftry, a paflage leads into 
certain tooms, heretofore a part of the Colledge of the Knight-Templars:an Order 
erected by the Princes of Frazee ( of whom the chief were Hugo de Paganis and God= 
fredus a Santto Audamaro) about the yeare of out Lord 1119, in the dayes of Bald- 
win the fecond, who affigned them this place adjoy ning to the Temple, and where- 
upon they were called Templars. Itis (aid, that they received their inftitations 
from St. ‘Bernard , together with their white habite: and afrer thet, the red 
Croffe from Exgenias tle third Pope of that name: the one afymbol of Ionocency 
the other of not to refufed Martyrdom ; and of the bloud which they were profufe- 
ly to thed in defence of this counttey. -At firft they srew glorious in armes: then 
rich in revenues: which corrupted their’vertues, and betraved them to the moft 
detefted kinds of lafcivioufneffe : infomuch a8 by a generall’ Counci! held in Wien- 
na in the year 1312 the Order was extinguifht,and their lands for the moft part cons 
ferred upon the Knight-hofpitallers of Saint fobas of Lerafalem , of whom wethall 
{peak when we come unto <Afalra. The Tetaples in Loxdon belonged unto them ¢ 
wherz in the Church ( built round in‘imitation of this ) divers of their ftatués are 
to be feen , and the pofiture ufed*in their burials. Here theFrave:(eans entertained 
us during our abode it the Temple. Returning again thorow the Chappell of the 
Apparition,a little onthe left hand there isa concave inthe wall, nobigger then 
to contain two perfons befidesthe Altar ; which is called the Chappell of the An- 
gels: belonging alfo to the Latines, but lent by them to the defpifed Me/tarsans du- 
ring the celebration of Eafter, Winding with the wallalong the outward North- 
alley of the Chancel] ; at the far end thereot there isa’Grot hewn out ofthe rock, 

where they fay , that the /ews imprifoned our Saviour, during the time that they 
were providing things neceffary for theit crucifying. This is kept by the Georgsans; 

without other ornament then an*un-garnifhed Altar: over which hangethone’ 
onely lampe, which rendreth a dimime light to the prifon. Un-treading a good 

part of theatore-faid alley’, we entred the Ile ( there but diftinguithed by pillars } 
which bordersonthe-North of the Chancell: and ‘turning onthe left hand, where 

it beginnes to compafle with the Eaft end thereof, we paffed by a Chappell contai- 

ning an Altar, but of no: regard j;wherein they fay,’ the Title was preferved which 

was hung over thie head of our Saviour: now fhowh at Rome inthe Church of the 

Holy Croffe of /erw/alem.Next to this'in the fame wall, and midft of the femicircle 

there is another , the place ( where they fay ) the Souldiers did caft lots tor bis gar- 

ments: of which the 4imenians have the cuftody: A little beyond you are to def 
cend a pair of large ftairs of thirty fteps , patt of the paflage hewn out of the rock 
of Caivary, which leadeth into a Lobby : the roof fupported vvith four mafite pil- 
Jars of wvhite marble, vvhich ever moift throuigh the dankneffe of the place (be- 

ing under ground) and fometimes dropping, are {aid to vveep for the forrovviull 

pailion and death of Chrift. At the far end, containing more then halfe of the 

roome , is the Chappell of Saint Heleva: having tyyo sreat Altarsercéted by Chri+ 
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ftian Princes in her honour.On the South-fide there is a feat of f{tone, overlooking 
a pait of ftairs which defcend into the place of the invention of the Croffe: where 
they fay, that fhe fate whilft the Souldiers retnoved the rubbidge that had covered 
it. Thefe ftairs (eleven in number) condué into an obfcure vault, a part of the val< 
ley of Carcaffes. There threw they our Saviours Croffe, and covered it with the filth 
of the City : when after three hundred yeers, the Emprefle He/ena travelling unto 
Ternufalem inthe extremity of her age, to behold thofe places which Chrift had fan- 
étified with his corporall prefence, threatned torture and death to certain of the 
principal] ews ,if they would not reveal where their Anceftors had hidit. At laft 
forfooth, they wrelted the truth from an old few , orie Iudas , firft almoft famithed : 
who brought them to this place. Where after he had petitioned heaven for the dif- 


* covery; the earth trembled , and breathed from her cranies Aromatick ‘odours.By 


which miracle confirmed,the Emperour caufed the rubbidge to ke removed, where 
they found three crofles. and hard by, the fuperfcription. But when notableto di- 
{tinguith the right from the other, they fay that A4acarizs, then Bifkop of Serufalem, 
repairing together with the Empreffe unto the the houfe of a Noble woman of this 
City,un-curably difeafed, did with the touch of the true Crofs reftore her to health. 
At fight whereof the Jew became a Chriftian, and was called thereupon Quiriacus. 

Being after Bifhop of /eru(alem, in the reign of Judiax the Apoftata, he was crowned 
with martyrdome. At which time it was decreed,that no malefaétor fhould thence 
forth fuffer on the Croffe; and that the third of May fhould bee for ever celebrated 
in the memoriall of that Invention. In this vault are two Altars, the one where the 
Croffe of Chrift was found,an the other where the other. Afcending again by the 
afore-(aid {taire into the Temple;on the left hand between the entrance ;and Mount 
Calvary , there is a little room which is called the Chappell of the Derifion. Where 

under the Altar is referveda part ( asthey fay ) ofthat pillar to which Chrift was 
bound, when Plates fervants crowned,him_ with thorns , being clothed inan old 

purple robe , and placed a reed inhis hand, inftead of a f{cepter ,crying , Haile, 
King of Iewes : with other approbrious taunts , and revilings, This is kept by the 
Abiffens. Now nothing remaineth to {peak of , butthe Quire, not differing from 

thofe in our Cathedrall Churches. The};Weft end openeth upon the Sepulchre: 

the Eaft ending ina femicircle , together. with the Iles, is covered with a high Cu- 

polo: oneach fide ftand oppofite dores which open into the North and South 

alleyes ; all joyntly called the Temple.of Goleathz. A partition at the Upper end 

excludeth the halfe round ( behind whichis thew high Altar ) which rifeth ina 

manner ofa lofty Screen, all richly, guilded (as moft of the Chancel) and adorned 
with the pidtures of the Saints Antique habits :, flafand full-faced, according to the 

manner of the Greciazs, to whom this placeis affligned. Towards the Welt end 

from cach fide equally diftant, there is a little pitin rhe pavement , ( whichthey 

fay )} isthe Navellof the world,andendeavour to confirm it withthat faying of 

the Scripture, God wrought his (alvation in the midft of the Earth, which they ll with 

holy water. The univerfall fabrick, maintained by the Greek, Emperors during 

their foveraignty, aad then by the Chriftian Kings of Jerufalem,hath fince been re- 

paired inthe feverall parts by their patticular owners, The. whole of fo ftrong a 

conftitution, as rather decayed in beauty then fubftance. 

Having vifited thefe places which beftow their feverall Indulgences, and are ho- 
tnroured with particular orifons)after Even-fong,and Proceffion,the P ater-¢uardian 
putting off his pontificall habit, and clothed in a long veft of linnen girt clofe unto 
him, firit wafhed the feet of his fellow Friers ; and then of the Pilgrims: which 
dryed by others, he kiffed with all outward fhew of humility. The next day being 
Good Friday , amongft other folemnities , they carried the Image of Chrift ona 
fheet, (upported by the four corners, in proceffion,with banners of the Paffion: firft 
to the place where he was imprifoned , then in order to the other : performing at 
each their appointed devotions., Laying it where they fay he was fixed on the 
Croffe; the Frier-preacher made over it a fhort and paflionate oration : who acted 
his part fo well, that he begot tears in others with o> own: and taught them how 
th be forrowfull. At length they brought it to the place, where, they fay , hee was 
imbalmed: where the ?acer-guardian anointed the Image with {weet oiles, and 
{trewed it with aromatick powders, and from thence conveyed itto the Sepulchre. 
Atnight the lights put owt , and company removed , they whipped themfelves in 


_ their Chappell of Mount. Calvary. On Sunday their other folemnities performed. 


they catryed the Croffe in proceflion, with the banners of the burial] , to the afore- 
faid 
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{aid Chappel, creeping to it, kiffing, and lying groveling over it. On Eafter day 
they faid folemn Service before the dore of the Sepulchre. The whole Chappell 
covered on the out-fide with cloth of Tiffue : the gift (as appeareth by the arms im- 
broydered thereon )of the Florentine. In this they fhewed the variety of their Ward- 
robe: and concludeth with a triumphant proceffion , bearing about the banners of 
the Refurrection, Thole ceremonies that are not locall, I willingly omit. At noon 
we departed to the Monaftery: having lain on the hard {tones for three nights toge+ 

ther, and fared as hardly. . 
The other Chriftians (excepting fuch as inhabite within , of each fort a few and 
thofe of the Clergy) entred not until Good-friday: being Greciaas Armenians , Com 
ties, Absffens, Facobites Georgians, Maronites,and Nefrorians.Ofthe Grecians,Coptiesand 

Armenians no more fhall be faid ( fince we have {poken of them already) thencon* 

cerns the celebration of this Feftival. | 

The Abiffens or eAthjoprans be defcended of the curled generation of Chas. But 
their Emperours do derive themfelves from Solomon, of one begotten by him on 
the Queen of Sha : iti regard whereof they have ever favoured that nation. They 
received the doétrine of Chtift from the Evnuch inftructed by Philip: whichin the 
year of our Lord 470 did generally propagate thorowout all -£rhiopia, under 
the reign of 4ér sham and Asba, two brethren: who thereupon were ftiled the 

Propagators and Defenders. of the Chriftian Religion ; + 4braham out-living his 

brother , ( and after his owa death canonized by their Clergy ) toavoid diffenfion 

in his pofterity , (fo advifed, as they fay, by a Vifion ) was he that firft confined the 

Royall progeny within high and tin-afcendable mountains: having onely one en= 

trance ,andthat impregnably fortified. A cuftome obferved this day: wheréin 

they enjoy whatfoever is fit for delight , or princely education. Out of thefe, if the 
mperour di¢ fon-leffe , 4 {ucceffour is chofén, of {ich a {pirit as their prefent af- 
faires do require.- There have they the goodlieft Library inthe world: where 
many books that are loft with us, ot but meetly mentioned, are kept enitire, as hath 
been lately reported by a Spant(h Frier that hath {een them , if we may believe him : 
amougft which, they fay , are the oracles of Exoch ( with other my fteries that efca- 
ped the Flood» en-graven by him upon pillars ) and written in their vulgar lan- 
guage. The Pricfts do marry but once, they labour for their livings, and have 
their preferments given them by the King. They fhave their heads, and fofter their 
beards contrary to the laity. The chiefof them are Judges in caufesas well Civil] 
vas Ecclefiafticall. They acknowledge the Patriarch of Alexandria for theit Primate, 
{ meat the Patriarch of the circumieifed. Pi@ures they have in their Churches, but 
no carved images ; neither beftow they upon them any undue reverence. Chey ads 
Mitofno Cruci*xes. The Croffe they ufe asa badge of their proteffion,, arid ac- 
cording to the firft inftication. Men and women are both circumcifed, notasa 
matter of Religion, but asthe (opres do out ofan ancient cuftome of their nation: 
their Priefts {ay,that they now doitin imitation ofour Saviour. They baptize 
not the male untill forty , nor the temale untill threefcore days old ; ani ifit die in 
the mean-time, they fay,thatthe Eucharift receive |! by the mother whea it was 
in her wombe , is fuftcient to fave it. Upon the twelfth cay ,they baptize yearly ; 
and have certain ponds and lakes referved for that purpofe : which they do not 
{acramentally,butia memorial] that Chrift was at this day baptized by /eha in Lor- 
dan;a cuftome introduced not paft, an hundred year fince, by a King of ethiopia. 
They receive the Euchariit in both kinds, but with un-leavend bread ; nor {pit 
they all the day after. Incenfe they ufe , and holy-water. Confeffe they do but not 
greatly in private. The Lent is moft ftrictly oblerved by them : wherein they eat 
little but herbs and frvits; and that not untill Sun-fer. During which time nota 
few of their Prieftsdo fliethe concourfe of men: lying in caves atiddefarts , and 
infli@ting on themtfelves exceflive penance. They abftain from fuch meats as were 
prohibited by the fews, and celebrate the Saturday as well as the Sunday. All 
the Paffion week th<y forbear tofay Mafle: putting on mournfull garments , and 
countenances fuitable. They ufe no extteam-Unétion , but carry the dead to the 
grave withthe Crofle, the Cenfer and holy-water ; and fay Service over them. 

v conclude, they joy.n with the « optses for the moft partin {ubftance of Religion, 
and in céremony,9ne Prieft here ferving both ¢ an ~£thtopian , poore, and accom- 
panied with few of hisnation ; who fantattically clad, doth dance in their proceffi- 
ons with askipping Motion, & diftortion of his body, not unlike to our Antiques 
To which their mivlick is anfwerable; the inftrumenits no other then {nappers, gin 
N Zlesi 
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eles ,and round bottom‘d drums, born upon the back.of one, and beaten upon by 
the followers. ; , 

The Jacobites are fo called of Zacobus the Syrian ,an_obfcure fellow, and of no 
reputation ; who for his poverty was named Zanzalus.He infected thefe countieys 
with divers heretical opinions : amongft the reft , that the God-head of Chrift was 
paffible, and confufed with his Manhood, They mark their children before Bap- 
tif{me with the figne of the Croffe. They ufe not auricular confeflion ; pray not for 
the dead; reject the opinion of Purgatory believe that the foul doth reft in the grave 
with the body, and fhall do till Chrifts fecond coming. The Prifts doe marry , and 
they in both kinds communicate the Sacraments. They reject the fourth Synod,and 
authority of the Fathers. This fet began in the days of the Emperor Mauritiys, dif- 
perfing through the Cities of Syria, Ae fopotamiagand Chaldea: yet under other names 
their religion extendeth far further , the ( opries and Abiffexs being in a manner no 
other then Lacsbites.T hey had two Parriarchs;one refident in the Mountain Tr,the 

other in the Monaftery of Gifta”neer unto the City Mordix; {eated (they fay) onfo 
higha mountain, that no bird flyeth over it. Butnow they have but one Patriarch, 
and that he of Giftan, alwayes a Monk of the Order of St. Anthony, and named Igxa= 
tins + {tiling himfelfthe Patriarch of Antioch ; who for the more conveniency is re- 
moved to Carmit. They have a Bifhop ftill refiding in Terufalem ; the Patriarch 
whereof is alfo a Jacobite. 

The Georgians differ not much fromthe Grecians in their opinions : nor called 
(as fome write) of Saint George their feleéted Patron , but of ficir countrey , fo na- 
med long before the time wherein hee is fuppofed to have lived: lying between © 
(alchos , Caucafus , the Cafpian Sea ,and eArmenia ; heretofore /beriaand Albania. A 
warlike people, infefted on both fides with the Turki(band Per fan infolencies. Dhey 
havea Metropolitan of their own; fome fay the fame that is refident in Mount 
Sinai. They fay that they marry within prohibited degrees :they are divided into 
eighteen Bifhopricks ; and are not here to bee diftinguifhed from the Sorians, nor 
they from them, being almoft of one Religion: and called Melchnes heretofore 
of their adver(aries, which fignifieth a King inthe Syria» tongue ; for that they 
would not imbrace the herefies of Extyches and Disfcorus, but obeyed the Edi& of 
the Emperour, and Councill of Chalcedon. Their Patriarch is the true Patriarch 
of eLarioch ; who abides in Damafco , for that e4»tiech ties now wel-nigh defolate. 
The Bithop is here poor, fo are his ornaments ; in their proceflions, for ftate, or in 
regard of his age, fupported on both fides. Their rnufick-leffe inftruments are 
fans of brafle, hung about, with rings, which they gingle in ftops according to their 
marchings. 

The cMaronites are Chriftians inhabiting mount Libanus : fo called of Ataronaa 
village adjoyning, or of Marotheir Abbot. They ufe the Chaldean tongue, and S7- 
rian character in holy matters. A limne they were of the Facobites, and once {ubje& 
tothe Patriach of «Antioch ; but wonto the Papacy by 72h. Baprift a Jefuite, inthe 
dayes of Gregory the thirteenth, who fent them a Catechifme printed at Xome in the 
Arabian language : fo that now they do joyn with the Latins, An ignorant people , 
eafily drawn to any religion , that could not give a reafon for their own : poor in 
fubftance and few in number. 

But the Greeks doe here furpaffe all the reft in multitudes ;and the Armenians in 
bravery : who in ftead of muficall inftruments , have fawcers of brafle (which they 
{trike againft one another ) {et about with gingles. All differ in habite, and moit 
inrites: yetallconjoyn( the Latins excepted ) in celebration of that impoftury of 
fetching fire from the Sepulchre npon Eatter Eve. The Turks deride , yet throng to 
behold it : the galleries of the round Temple being peftered with {peétators. All the 
lamps within theChurch are at that time extinguifhed:when they often compafling 
the Sepulchre ina joynt proceffion , are fore-run & followed by the people with fa- 
vase clamors (the women whiftling ) and frantick behaviours , befitting better the 
{olemnities of Baechus extending their bare armes with un-lighted tapers. At length 
the chief Bifhops approach the dore of the Sepulchre : but the -¢héopian Prieft firft 
enters,(without whom, they fay, the miracle will not fadge) who after a long ftay 
( mean-whilethe people htrying about like mad men ) returns with the {acred 
flame fuppofed at his prayers to burft out of the fepulchre;whereat confufedly they 
fire their lights: aad {natching them one from another, f{trive who fhould convey IC 

to their particular Chappels;thrufting the flame amongft their cloths,and into their - 
bofomes, ( but{wiftly withdrawing it ) perfwading ftrangers that it will por bute 
. them : 
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them ; kindling therewith all their lamps,un-lighted with other fice until that day 
rwelve-month. 

But I had almoft forgot the Nefforians, fo called of Neftorivs, by bittha Ger- 
many Who lived in the dayes of Theodofius , and was by him made Bifhop of Co## ans 
tinople. Thefe hated of the reft , ina ob{cure corner > Without ceremonies or Pon- 
tifical habit, full of feeming zeal and humility, do read the Scriptures anid in 
both kinds adminifter the Sacrament : denyingthe reall pretence: the Prieft¢-not 
diftinguifhed from the reft in habit ). breaking the bread and laying it inthe palme 


of the Communicants hand » they (upping of the Cup which is held between his.’’ 


They kiffe the crofle,but pray not before it, not reverence they images, They will 
not have Afary to be called the Mother of God. Their chiefeft herefte is , that they 
divide the Divinity of Chrift from his Humanity, Their doétrine difperfeth it felf 
thorowout all the Eaft, by means of Co/ro the Perfian King who enforced all the 
Chriftians within his dominion ( out of a mortal! hatred that he bare to the Em- 
peror Heraclins ) either to for-fake his Empire, orto become Neftorians: as thorow 
a great part of Caraia, It is now embraced , bur by tew.; moft of that fe% inhabiting 
about Babylon. Their Patriarchal {eat is Mufal in Mefopotamia,feated on the bank 
of Tygris : their Patriarch notele&, but the dignity defcending from the father to 


thefon. For marriage is generally allowed in theit Clergy ; and when widowers, | 


to marry again totheir pleafure. They have the Scriptures , and execute the mini= 


{tery in the Chaldean tongue. They allow notot the Concilof Ephefus, nor any? 


that{ucceeded it. 


All this while there Were no leffe then a thoufand Chriftians, men, women, and ' 


children , who fed and lodged upon the pavement of the Temple: On Eafter day- 
day about one of the clock in the morning, the Nations & Seéts above-mentioned 
with joyfal.clamours , according to their feveral cuftomes circle the Church, and 
Vifited the holy places in a folemn proceffion , and fo for that time concluding that 
ecremonies , departed, ee LP 
Upon Eafter Munday wehired certain Affes to tide to Emaus » accompanied 
with a guard, and certain of the Friers.. About the mid-way at the foot of a hill, 
there are the ruines ot _aMonaftery , built by St. Helena: they fay : in that place 
where Jefus appeared to the two Difciples. Flere the Latins performed certain de- 
vations , aiid took of the ftones ( as generally they did from all fuch like places ) 
preferved as precious, Eaves ftands feven miles off and Weft of ferufalem.. The 
way thither mountainous ; and in many places as if paved with a continuall rock ; 
yet where there is earth , fufficiently fruicfull, It was feated ( for now itis not ; 
upon the South-fide of a hill,over-looking a little valley, fruittul in fountains, Ho- 
noured with the prefence of our Saviour , who there was known by the breaking 
of bread in the houfe of Cleophas his coufen-german & afterward the fecond Bifhop 
of Jerufalem. Inthe felf-fame placea Temple was ereéted by Paula ( 4 Roman La- 
dy , of whom we fhall (peak hereafter ) whofe ruines are yet extant, neer the top 
of the mountain; unto which the Arabians would not fuffer us toafcend, who inhi- 
bit below tn a few poor cottages, untill we had payed the Caphar they demanded. 
This @ity was burnt in the Jewith wars, by the commandement of Var zs: and upon 
the deftrnétion of Leru{alem: re-edified by the Rontans, who in regard of their victo- 
ry, called it Nicopolés. Inthe yeer 131 thrown down by an earth-quake it was four- 
{core and twelve yeers after reftored by the Empetor Marcus Arelius: and after- 
ward dignified during the government ofthe Chriftians with an Fpifcopal See; 
being under the Metropolitan of Ce(ares. icephorus and the Tripartite hiftory re- 
port ofa miraculous fountaia by the high-way fide; where Chrilt would have de- 
parted from the two Difciples , who when he was converfant upomearth,and wea- 
ried with along journey ; there washed his fect; the water from thence-forch retai- 
ning a curable vertue ‘againit alldileafes. But relations of that kind have credit 


onely in places far diftant&ln our return,we inclined a little to the Jett hand, & after 





a. while afcended to the top of a mountain, whofe we(tern valley was the field they 
fay, of tharbattle; when the Sun and Moon food ci at the commandement of 
Jofua. ‘Out of the ruines of an ancient building, a fmall Mofque is advanced; where 
they would. that che Prophet Samuel was buried, who had his Sepulchre in Ramab 
on Mount £pArsin; though divers other towns {o feated; are fo called: which figni- 


fieth highintheir language. But our guides were well practifed in that precept ;

who endeavour to bring all remarkable places within the compafle of their proce{- 
fioas. The Alahomerans cither deceived withthis tradition, or maintaining the re- 
"port for their profit, would not fuffer_us to enter but at an exceflive rate; which 
we refufed to part with. The next mountain unto this, doth wear on his crown the 
ruines of a Caftle that belongedto the C@Zaccabees, Another more humble, and 
necrer the City , prefented a pile of {tones ,{quare , flat , and folid: the fepulchre, 
they fay , of the feven brethren. who were tortured to death by Axtiochw. Whom 
[rather judge to have been buried at A¢oden the ancient feat of thatfamily; which 
ftands on the uttermoft confines of the mountains of Fudea, where were to be feen 
{even {epulchres of white matble, each bearing a Pyramis on his {quare ; faidby 
_Tofephus to have ferved in his.time for {ea-markspfrom hence we approached the 
~ North-welt-fide of the City , where in the vineyards are fundry places of burial 
hewn out ofthe main rock: amongft the reft, one called the Sepulchre of the Pro- 
shets. The firft entrance large, and like the mantle-tree of a chimney ; cut curioul- 
es: the out-fide : thorow which we crept into alittle {quare room , .( every. one 
carrying alight in his hand )the fides cut full of holes(in manner of aDove-houfe:) 
two yards deep, and three quarters fquare Out of that room we defcended by two 
ftraight paflages into two other rooms, likewife under ground : yet more fpacious , 
and ot better workmanfhip, but fo rounded with the Sepulchresas the former: 
neighboured witha vault, which ferves for a ciftern, and filled with a living foun- 
tain.—A little beyond , upon the Weft-fide of a large {quare court, hewn into the 
rock fome three fathomes deep,and entred under the arch of the fame, there is ano- 
ther manfion for the dead , having aporch like to that of the Prophets : and gar- 
nifht without ( amonegtt other figures). with two great clufters of grapes ; in me- 
moriall of thofe, asthey fay, which were brought by the {pics into the hoaft 
of the Hebrews.On the left hand you creep thorow a difficult defcent,which leadeth 
into fair rooms under the ground , and one within, another ; benched about with 
Coffins of ftone bereft of their covers, there being fome bones yet remaining in 
fome of them. This is famed to be the houfhold Monument of certain of the Kings 
of Judea, In which there is nothing more admirable,then is the artifical! contriving 
ofthe dores:the hinges and all, of the felf-{ame ftone, un-feparated from the rock 
without other fupplement.’ Hithero (if no further ) by all likely-hood the City 
extended. From eat we returned tothe Covent. . 
The day following we rid towards Beshlehem ; which ftands about fix miles 
South from Lrufalem, Going out of the gate of Joppa, and turning on the left

hand by the foot of mount Sion. A-loft on whofe uttermoft angle ftoad the Towee 
of David: ( whofe ruines are yet extant ) of a wonderfull ftrensth and admirable 
beautie, adorned with thields, andthe armes of the Mightic..Below on the right 
hand of the way in-our paflage , they thewed us 4 fotintaine at the South-fide of a 
{quare Seraglio; deliveredto be that wherein Bathiheba bathed*North of which; the 
valley is croffed with a ruirious Aquadué » Which cohyeyed ‘water unto the | em- 
pic of Solomon® Afcending the onpofite thountaine, we paffed thorow a countrey , 
hilly , and {tony : yet not utterly forfaken of the Vine, though. onelv planted by 
Chriftians: in many places producing’ corn , here fhadowed with the Fig-tree and 
there with the Olive, Sundry {mall currets are difperfed about, which {erve for fo- 
laceas well as for fafe-guard@Some two miles from the Citie, on the left hand, ard 
by the high-way fide, there’gtoweth a Turpentine tree yet Aourifhi 1g: which is 
‘faid to have afforded a 
hem, and ferufalem, This tradition however abfurd, is generally. believed by thofe 
Chriftians : a place of high repute in their devotions” Towards the Weft about two 
miles off, on a little hill ftands an ancient Tower:which is {aid to have been the ha- 
bitation of Simeo#. A mile bevond the fore-{aid tree , in the midft of the way there 
isa Ciftern , vaft within , and {quare atthe mouth ; which is called the Ciftern of 
the Starre. For that (as they fay ) the Wife-men of the Eaft, there firft againe did 
fee that conduéting Starre, which went before them to the place of our Saviours 
Nativitie. A little on the right hand there are the ‘mall remaines of an ancient 
Monattery : built, they affirme , in that place where the Angel tooke up Aéacuck: 
by the haire of the headyaud conveyéd him to Ba4y/o% Halfe a mile turther, on the 
left fide of the way, there 1s another Religious Houle, but in good repair, in form, 
ofa forttefle ,and environed with high walls, to with-{tand the inlolencies of the 
Tnfidels: pofleffed by the Greeke Coloteros, and dedicated to Elias, Hard by there is 
a flat rocke ; whereon they told us that the Prophet accu{tomed to fleepe ; and that 
itbeares as yet the impreffion of his body. Indeed there are certaine hollowes in 
the fame, but not by mine eyes apprehended to retaineany manly proportion-As 
farre beyond are the decayes of a Church: which {tood (as they fay )in the place 
where the Ptriach Jacob inhabited About a mile further Welt of the way, anda 
little off , ftands the Sepulchre of R achels, (by the Scripture affirmed to have beene 
buried hereabout ) if the entireneffe thereof do not confute the imputed antiquity : 
yet kept perhaps in repaire by her off-{pring, as a monument of venerable memory. 
The tombe it felte refembletha great trunck: covered with a Cupolo mounted on 
a{quare, which hath on each fide an ample Arch fuftained onely by the corners. 
This is invironed with a foure-(quare wall , within which ftand two other fepul- 
chres , little, but ofthe fame proportion: kept, and ufed fora place of prayer by 
the Mahometan:. Below it on the fide of a mountaine ftands the ruines of that Rama, 
whereof the Prophet : A'voice was heard in Rama, Rachel weeping fur her children y Ores 
From this ridge of the hils, the Dead Sea doth appeare as it neer at hand: but not fo 
found by the traveller s for that thofe high declining mountainesare not to be di- 
reQtly defcended. Within halfa mile of pechlehemfeparated from the {ame by a val- 
ley, & alittle on the loft hand of the way, are the Cifterns of David : whereof he fo 
mutch defired to drink ,and when they brought hint ofthe waters he retuledic: A 
Jargedeep vault, now out of ufe, having onely two {mall tunncls atthetop, by 
which they draw up the water. 
Aud now we are come to Bethlehem ; firft,called Ephrar of Eohrata the wife of 
Caleb. A City of David, the long pofleffion of his anceftors ; and not the leaft a- 
mongft the Princes of /eda : {eared on the utmoft of the ridge of a hill, itretching 
Eaftand Weft ; ina happy foil, and moft delicate profpect.

a Croffe : the ftalke whereof comprifeth the body - and is entred at the lower end 
thorow a portico fuftained with {ixteene pillars. The roofe, in the midft, is lottie, 
flat, and (if I forget not ) of Cedar : the fides of the fame fabrick ( but much more 
humble) are uplield with foure ranks of pillars ( tenina row) each of one entire 
marble white, and in many places beautifully {peckled ; the largeft, and faireft that 
ever I faw: whofe upper ends doe declare that they have in part beene exquifitly 
gilded. The walles are flagged with large tables of white marble , well-nigh to the 
top: the reftadorned , with Mofaique painting , although now greatly defac’d. Itis 
both here reported and recorded by hiltory, that a Sultan of Egppt allured with their 
beauty , fet certaine Mafons on worke, totake downe thofe tables, withintent to 
have tran{ported them unto his Caftle of Cairo; when a dreadfull Serpent iffued out 
of the waliand brake in pieces {uch as were removed: fo that terrified therewith he 
defifted from his interprife. The three upper ends of the croffe,doe end in three femi- 
circles,having in each an Altar.In the mid{ft {tands the Chancel,rooted with a ftate- 
ly Cupolo;covered without with lead,and garnithed within with Mofaique figures. 
This Church is left for the moft part defolate,the Altar naked,no Lamps maintain- 
ed, no Service celebrated , except at times extraordinary : yet aré there a few poore 
Greek. and Armenians, who inhabite within on the right hand of the entrance, and in 
the oppofite corners, Adjoyning on the left hand ftands the Monaftery of theFrazcif- 
cans, centred thorow the Church,fufiiciently {pacious, but of no commendable build- 
ing ; accommodated with divers gardens, and environed with defencible wals: at 
whofe North-weft corner a tottered Tower doth challenge regard for the wafte re- 
ceived in that places prote@tion. They brought us into their Chappell, not flightly 
fet forth, & dedicated to S, Katherine; having indulgences conferred thereupon trom 
mount Sina‘, From which we def{cended with lights in our hands;and then were led

Her fon Exfiochias lies with her in the felf-fame monument. She built foure Mona- 
{teries neere adjoyning tothis Temple: ( whofe ruines do yet giveteftimony of 
her pietie, one the planted with men ; the three other with virgins , who never paft 
the bounds of their Covents but on Sundayes onely ) and then attending on their 
{everall Governeffes ) to perform their Oraifons in the Church, and Cave of the 
Nativitie: her felfe the Abbefle of one of them, ‘and {o for the {pace of twentie 
yeares did continue. She likewife built an adjoyning Hofpitall for Pilgrims whofe 
ruines declare itto havebeen no mean fabrick. The other tombe did cover the 
body of Saint Zerome, who livedin her time, andin the Monaftery which fhe had 
founded : his bones,together with the bones of £4/eb:#s,were tranflated to Rome and 
fhrined: inthe Church of Santa Marta Maggiore; over which Pope Sixtus Quintus 
hath ereéted a f{umptuous Chappell. Out of this we paft into another Grot, which 
they call his Cell ; wherein he lay (as they fay ) full fifty yeares and fix moneths , 
and there twice tranflated the Bible. Returning into the afore-faid ‘Chappell of the 
Innocents, by the other entry we pafled into a vault or Chappell, 
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A. The Altar of the Nativity, 
B. The Mangers 
C. The Altar of the Magi. 


D, The Ratresthat afcend into the Temple above. 
E. The pifture of the imaginary figure of Saint levot, 


twelve 
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twelve foot wide: forty long, and fifteen in height , the fides and floore all lined 
with fair white marble: the compaffed roof adorned with Mof-work, and Mofaick 
gilding,shovgh now much perifhed. At the upper end in.an arched concave, ftands 
an Altar garaifhed with a table of the Nativity. Linder this is a femi-circle; the fole 
fer forth with {tones of feverall colours: in the form of a ftar:andin the midfta Ser- 
pentine,there fet to pi eervethe memory of that place where our Saviour was born 
The credit whereot I will neither impeach nor inforce. Inthis City it was , and in 
a ftable; nor is the report by the fite refured,though under-ground, hewn out of the 
living rock, as is the reit before {poken of. For he that travels through thefe coun- 
treys , will aot wonder to fee fuch caves imployed to like ufe. Neither is it likely , 
that they that (ucceeded thofe times fo neerly,fhould erre in that place fo celebrated 
in their devotions , and beautified with {uch coft. On either fide of this Altar in 
the corners, there are twocquallafcents , which land on the oppofite out-fides of 
the Chancell,' clofed with dores of braffe cut thorow : thorow which they paffe in 
their folemn proceflion. Now on the South-fide, and neer unto the foot of the 
ftairs,you defcend by three fteps into a leffer Grot:feparated onely from the former 
by three finecolumnes of divers coloured marble, which feem to fupport thé over- 
hanging rock.Onthe Weft-fide there isa manger hewn out ina concave,about two 
feet high fromthe floore,and a little way hollowed within: wherein, they fay,that 
our new-born Saviour was laid by the Virgin: now flagged about with white mar- 
ble, as the rock that roofs it's atthe Jeftend {uftaineth with a fhort Serpentine pil- 
lar, Inthe bottome of this manger , and juftinthe middle: a round Serpentine is 
fet, to denote the place where he Jay, which retaineth, asthey would make us be- 
lieve,the effigies of S. feromesmiraculoufly framed by the naturall veins of the ftone 
inteward of his often.and'afie@ionate kiffes. Butfurely they be the eyes of faith 
that mutt apprehend it: yet prefeurthey inpi€ture, asitis fer forth in the former 
table.

Thefe places be in the keeping of the Francifeans : and not leffe reverenced then Cal- 
vary, orthe Sepulchre : vilited alfo by the Afahametan Pilgrims. Where lamps ftill 
burning do expell the naturall darkneffe: and give a gréater {tate thereunto then 
the light of the day could afford it. Baldwin the fecond did honourthis ‘place with 
an Epifcopall See ( being before buta Priory ) annexing thereunto, together with 
the Church of 4/cafon,many towns and villages.In the place where this City {tood, 
there are now but a few poor cottages ftanding. Moft of the few Inhabitants 
Greeks and eArmenians: who get abeggerly living by felling unto ‘ftrangers the 
models of the Sepulchre, and of the Grot of the Nativity: ‘cutin wood, or caft 
inftone, withcroffes, and {uch like merchandize: and inbeing-fervicable unto 
Pilgrims. 

After dinner wedefcended a foot into the valley which lyeth Eaft of the City ; 
fruitfullin pafturage: where /aceb fed his flock (at this day called; his field)neer the 
tower of Ader, But more famous for the Apparition of the Angels, who there 
brought to the fhepheards the glad tidings of ourfalvation. In the midft of the 
field , onthe felf-fame place , as is {uppofed, and two miles diftant froth Bethlehem , 
Saint Helena erected a Church , and dedicated it to the Angels : now nothing but 
ruines. Returning from thence, and turninga little on the left hand ,. we came to 
he village where thofe thepheards dwelt, as yet fo called. In the .midft whereof 
here ftandeth a Well; the fame, as the tumor-goeth,that the bleffed Virgin defired 
o drink of, when the churlith villagers refufing to draw her up water, ittorth-with

Over-this, ona little flat, ftand the ruines of a Monaftery , on the South-fide 
naturally walled with the fteep of a mountain : from whence there gufheth a living 
Spring which entreth the rock , and again burfteth forth beneath the mouth of the 
Cave ; A. place that would make folicarineffe delighrfull, and{tand-ia comparifon 
with the tarbulent pompe of Cities. This over-looketh a profund valley, onthe fat 
fide hem’d wich afpiring mountains; whereof fome are cut (or naturally {o)-inde- 
grees like allies, which would be elfeun-acceflibly fruitleffe ; whofe levels yet bear 
the {tumps of decayed vines: fhadowed not rarely with olives andJlocufts, And 
furely I think that all or moft of thofe mountains have been fo:husbanded;elfe could 
this little countrey have never {uftained fuch a multitude of people. After we had 
fed of {uch provifionas was broughtus from the City by other of the fraternity that 
there met us , we turned towards ferufalem , leaving the way of Bethlehem onthe 
right hand, and that of Emus on the left. The firft place of note that vve met with,

The {tones thereabout have a red ruft on them;which they fay,give teftimony of his 
bloud-fhed_A little above we entred the City at the gate of »Steven( where on each 
fide a Lion retrograde doth ftand) called in times pait, The port of the valley,and of 
the Hock ; for that the cattel came in at this gate, which were to be facrificed in the

delivered to the Priefts. It had five ports built thereto by Solomon + in which conti- 
nually lay a number of difeafed perfons. For an Angell at certain feafon trous & 
bled the water; and he that could next defcend thereinto, was perfectly cured. Now 
it is a great {quare profundity ; green , and un-even at the bottome: into whicha 
barren {pring doth drill from between the ftones of the North-ward wall,and fteal- 
eth away almoft un-difcerneds.

Afterward Julian the Apoftata, to difprove the 
prophecie.of our Saviour, did licence the Jews to rebuild it ;furnifhing them with 
He money out of his treafury t when lo, a terrible earth-quake fhook down what they 
Hie had begun 3 and a flame burfting forth, devoured the workmen: reported by 4=- 
sf mianus Marcellinus a Pagan ,and living in thofe times, But who built this that now 
ftandeth, is doubtful. Some doe attribute it tothe Chriftians ; others to a Prince 
of the Arabians, ( whichis confirmed by the Chriftians of thefe countreys ) and he 
the Saracen Omer » next (ucceflor unto AZahomet. Seated it isupon Mount Aforia, 
in the South-eaft corner of the City , without doubt, in the .very place where So= 
lomons {tood : the more eminent building confifting of an eight {quare round of 
2 blewith ftone, adorned with adjoyning pillars, and tarrafed above: In the midft of 
the fhelving roof, another upright afpireth ; though leffe by far, yet the fame in 
form and fubftance with the former ; being covered over with a Cupulo of 
lead. Tothe Weft of this a long building ad- joyneth, like the body of a Church; 
compaft above, and_no higher then the under tarras of the other, but like it in 
| colour. Now the Court ( thefame with that of the old Temple) is juft four 
{quare every way, about a flights fhoot over. -In the Eaft-wall, which is alfo a walk. 
tothe City, ftands the golden gate(fo called) in that ic was gilded which belong- 
ed onely to the Temple , through which our Saviour vatled in triumph; It is 
{aid that the Emperour Heraclins returning from his Perjian vittory , attempted 
ro have entred theteatin all his glory : but was miraculoufly ptohibited, untill 
he had put offall his Princely ornaments, ina fimple habit bearing that parc 
ofthe Croffe of Chrift on his fhoulders; which he had recovered from the Per=' 
fans. ‘This Gate is now rammed up by the Tzrks, to prevent as,fome fay,a pro- 
phecie: which is that the City fhould be thére entred by the Chriftians, A part of 
the South-fideis alfo enclofed with the wall ofthe City. The reft not inferiour in 
ftrength,is environed with a deep trench hewn_into the rock: ( though now much 
choaked ) hereto-fore inhabited in_the battome like a ftreet. In the midft of this 
outcourt , there is another ; wherein the aforefaid Mofque doth ftand , raifed fome 
two yards abovethe,out-court ; and garnifhed onthe fides with little rurrets , tho- 
row which it isafcénded:all paved with white marble (the fpoil of Chriftian Chuir- 
ches) whete the Mahomerans, as well as within,do perform their particular orifons: 
Sundry low’ buildings’thete ate adjoyning tothe wall of the ont-court: as I fup- 
pofe , the habitation of their Santors,-In the South-eaft corner and a little inthe out- 
wall, there is a hand-fome Temple covered with lead: by the Chriftians called, The 
Church of the Purification of the Virgin: now alfoa Mofque. Godfreyof Bullein : 
with the relt of the City took this place by affault,and flew wichin the circuit thete- 
often thoufand Saracens.By him then was it made a Cathedral Church:who erected 
lodgings about it for the Patriarch and his Canons.~Into this there are_now but 
two entratices : that on the Weft, and this gate over the head of the poole Berhe/da, 
(called of old the Horfe-gate 5 for that here they left their horfes , it being not law- 
full to ride any further) refembling the gate of a City. One thing by the way may

@ my: when on a fudden the gates were fet open, Jaddus the high Prieft ifluing 
forth , clothed in his Pontifical habit , and followed with a long train in white rai 
ments: whom Alexander efpying , advanced before the reft of the company ; and 
when he drew neer , fell proftrate before him. For it came unto his remembrance 
how once in Dio a City of C@acedon , confulting with himfelfe dbout his 4fan en= 
terprize, he had {een in a vifion one fo apparelled , who bid him bodly proceed , 

and told him that the God whom he ferved, would proteét his Army, and take 

him Lord of the Perfian Monarchy. Then hand in hand they entred the City , the 
High Prieft conducting him unto the Temple,where he factificed unto God accor- 
ding tothe manner of the Hebrews: Jaddus expounding unto him the Prophecies

pall See) beautifull in her Palmes, but chiefly proud of her Balfainum. A olanc 
then onely thought particular unto /ery, which grew moft plentifully in this val- 
ley, arid on the fides of the Welter mountains which confine it: being about 
two cubits high , growing upright, and yeerly pruned of her fuperfluows bran- 
ches. Inthe Summer they lancedthe rine With a ftone ; ( not tobe totiched with 
{teel ) but not deepef then the inward film; for otherwift ic forth-with perifhed : 
from whence thofé fragrant and precious teares did diftill, which now are onely 
brought tis from Indra ; but they far worfe , and generally fophifticated: The bole 
of this fhrub is of the leaft efteern , the rine of greater , the feed exceeding that , but 
the liquour of greatéft! known to be right in the curdling of milk, and nor {taining 
of sirments. Here remained two orchards thereot inthe dayes of Ve/pafran; in de- 
tence of which ,a battell wastought with the ews, that endeavoured to deftroy 
them. Of fuch repute with the Rowsans, that Pompey firtt ;and afterwards Titus did 
ae itin their triumphs asan efpeciall glory :, now utterly loft through the 
arbarous wafte, arid neglect of the A¢al-ometans. Where Jericho ftood there ftand 
afew poore Cottages inhabited by the Arabiaxs. The valley about ten miles over, 
now producing but a {piny grafle, is bordered onthe Eaft withthe high Arabian 
Mountains , on the Weft with thofe of /ury. Among{t which, Quarantaniais the 
moft eminent, being, in that wilderneffe where Chrift for forty days was tempted 
by the divel: fo high, that few dare atrempt to afcend tothe top ; from whence the 
Tempter fhewed him the Kingdomes of the earth, now crowned with a Chappell; 
which is yet un-rained. There is befides in the fide an Hermitage; with a Ciftern 
toreceive taine water : and another Grot, wherein the Hermites were buryed: 
Here S, Lerome (as they fay ) {fulfilled his four year’ penance: | 
But now retutn we to thé fummit of Mount O/ver, which over-toppeththe 
neighbouring motintains ; whofe Weft-fide doth give you a full {urvey ofeach 
particular part of the City : bedeckt with Olives, Almonds, Fig-trees , and hereto- 
fore with Palmes : pleafantly rich when husbanded,and now upbraiding the barba- 
rous with his neglected pregnancy..So famousin facred hiftories; and 0 often bleft 
vvith the prefénce of C tite yand apparition of Angels. It is not much leffe thea 
a mile in height : {tretching from North to South ; and having three heads. 
On the middlemoft ( arid that the higheft ) there {tandeth a little Chappell, of an 
eighth fquare round, at every corner a pillar ,mounted on three degrees; being all 
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A: The Chappell « Afcenfiens C. The rises of she Mona fers: 
B, The Cell of Pelagia, D. The entrances 
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of white matble, and ofan elegant ftruQure, Within it is 10t above twelve foot 
over: paved with the naturall rock, which beareth the.,imprefiion of a foot-ftep: 
they fay ,of our Saviours} the laft that he fet upon eaith, when from thence he af- 
cended into heaven.. A place in honontr inferiour unto none: frequented by Chri- 
fiians, poflett by Atahemerans ; yet free to boththeir devotions. Bultic was by the 
mother of (onftantine ,and covered like the Sepulchre ,, witha fumptnous Temple 
whofe ruines yet look a-loft ) together witha Monaftery ,.on the South-fide of 
which, they fhewed us the Celof Pefsgia : afamous, rich, and beautifull Cartizan 
of Antioch; who converted ‘by the Bithop of Damiara , retired, hither un-known ; 
and. here long-lived inthe habite and penury of an Hermite: being not till dead., 
difcovered for awoman. Defcending, we were fhewed by the way, where our Sa- 
Viout taght themrthe Pater Noffer, where he fore-told. of the deftructionof. fers 
falem , where the Apoftles mnade the Creed, where he wept over the. City 5 (a paved 
{quate , now a Mahomeran Oratory ) and {uch like traditions, not mych worthy 
the mentioning. So croffing the valley by the Sepulchre of the Blefied Virgin, we 
entred the City at the gate of S: Stephen;teturning the {ame way (as the day before) 
to the Monaftery. 
Much of the day , and/all the night following we fpentia the Church of the 
Sepulchre : they then con¢luding the ceremonies , and folemnities of that Fefti- 
vall. The next day we prepared for our departure. We agreed with certaine Afue- 
cermen (focallthey their muliters ) of Aleppo (who had brought a ?ortugall hither 
with his Janizary , and Interpreter then newly come from /dia ).to carry Us unto 
Tripoly , and defray ‘all charges ( our diet excepted ) for fix andtwenty dollars a 
man; and for half fo much if we went but to 4ere: greatly tothe difpleafure 
of Atalathe“Drog aman, that would not undertakeour convey under a great fumme: 
who found atime to effeé&t his malice ; yet his little paines we rewarded with foure 
dollars. Caphat and Affe-hire about the countrey had coft us fix Sultanies. We 
gave money to the Frier-fervants ; and that not niggardly ; confidering our light 
purfes and long journey ; whereof the Parer-quarasem particularly enquired ; left 
their vow of poverty they fhould cavetoufly infringe ( or racher perhaps. defraud 
his defire ) by retaining what was giveal, to their, private ules, A crime ,with ex- 
communication punifhed : yerthat leffe feated, I-fnprofe, then deteGtion. They ufe 
to mark the Arms of Pilgrims, withthe names of /e/ws;Adariay Teru{slem, Bethlehem, 
the /erufal-m Croffe, and fundry other charaéters : done infuch mannet as hath 
been declared before. The Parer-guardian would needs truft upon us feverall 
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- Silo. Rama Sophin.V alley of Teberinth. 


Certificates,which returned him as many Zechives, He defired that we would make 
their poverty known, with the dignity of thofe fanctified places : as a motive fo re- 
lief,and more frequent Pilgrimages. 

Leaving behind thofe friendly Zralians that accompanyed us from (cairo ( being 
now alfoupon their return ) on the firft of April we departed from lerufalem: in 
the company of that Apothecary ( now Knight of the Sepulchre ) and the Portueal! 
before-mentioned , together withan Almay anda French-man : all bound tor Ti 
poly. We teturned. by the way which we ftrayed from in our coming: letle diffi- 
cult to paffe ; the mountaines more  pleafant and fruitfull Neer the City there are 
many Sepulchres and places of ruines , here and there’ difperfed:-On the right 
hand, and in fight, is Ss, of a long timea ftation for the Ark of the Covenant , 
the higheft mountain of /zry , which beareth on the top fome fragments of a City: 
North of it, on another, with the remains ofthat Rama Sophim (with more like- 
lyhood of truth then the other ) which was the habitation of Samuel: whole bones 
are faid to have been tranflated unto ConfPantsurle,by the Emperour Arcadimsz At- 


. ter four miles riding , we defcended intothe valley of Terebinth : famous , though 


litele , for the laughter of Geliah, A-bridge here crofleth the Torrent: neet which 
are the ruines of an ancient Monaftery ; more worthy the obferving for the great- 
neffe of the {tones , then‘fnene(fe of tae workmanfhip—Having rid four miles fur- 
ther, they fhewed us (Modern the ancient feat of the CALzccabees; towards the North, 
and feated on the top of anafpiriag hill, which yet {upporteth the reliques of 2 
City:whereof there hath fomething been {poken already. Beyond, by the high-way 
fide there is another Monattery, not altogether {ubverted : of Jate inhabited by fome 
of the Francs(cans ; who be-fet one night by the A,abs ,and not able to maftér their 
ferrour, quitted it the day following. About a {tones caftof, there ftandeth a 
Church now defolate’; yet retaining the name of the Propher’Leremy. But whe~ 
ther here ftood that Asathoth , or no , that challengeth his birth , lam ignorant. 


+ About three miles further , we pafled-by a place called Sererh- where by certaine 


ruines there Ttandeth a pile like a brokén Tower,engraven With Tarkifh characters, 
upon that fide which regardeth the way ; erectedas they fay , by an Otremsan Empe- 
rour--Now having for a-while defcerided thofe mountains that neighbour the 
champion , we came to the ruines of an ancient building , over-looking'the levell : 
yet no leffe excelling in commodious fituation , then delicacie of rofpea&, They 
call it’, The houfe of the Good thief} Perhaps fome Abbey ereéted in that place; 
or Caftle here bitilt to defend this paffage. Upon the tight hand there f{tandetha 
hand-fomieMofque, every way open,and fupported with pillars; the roof flat, and 
charged on the Eaft-end with aCupolo, heretofore a Chriftian Chappell. This is 
ten miles from Rama, whither we came. that_night ; and wet as we were, took up 
our lodgings on the ground in the‘houfe of Sion: nothing that day betalling, fave 
the violence done abe certain Saphes, who took our Wine from us; and pay- 
ments of Head-moncey in fundry places, which was unto us neither chargeable nor 
troublefome. . 

Not untill noon next day departed we from Rama: traveling throughamoft- 
fruitful valley. The firft place we pafled by was Lydda , mate famous by’S. Perer: 
called after Diefpolss'; that is the City of fepirur, and deltroyed by Ceffims. Here 
yet ftandeth a Chriftian Temple , built, as they fav, by'a-King ‘of Exglandto the 
honour Of St. George : a Cappadecian by birth, advanced inthe wars tothedignity 
of a Tribune; who after became a fouldier of Chrift,and here is faid to have fuitered 
Martyrdome under Dicclefian, Others fay , that there never was fitch a man, and 
that the ftory isno other then au allegory. The Greeks have the cuftody ot this 
Church, who fhew afeull, which they affirm to be Saint Georges. In the time of 
the Chriftians ic was the feat of a fuffragan; now hardly a Villagefkight miles 
from Rama ftands the Caftle of Aggia, built like a cane, and kept by a {mall garri- 
fon. A little beyond, the Auccermen would have ftavd ( which we would not {utfer, 
being then the beft time of the day for travell)that they might by night have avoy - 
ded the next village, withthe payments there due: where we were hardly intreated 
by the procurement of 4ttala, who holds correfpondency with the .1cors of thofe 
quarters. They ¢vould not take lefle then four dollars a man ( when perhaps as 
many Madeins were but due ) and that with much jangling. They fought occafion 
how to trouble us ; beating us off our Mules, becaufe tor-{ooth wee did nor lighr 
to doe homage to a fort of half-clad rafcals , pulling the white Shath from the head 
of the Poreugal(whercby he wel hoped to oe pafi tor aTurk) his Janizary looking

on. Here detained they us untill two of the clock the next morning, without meat, 
without fleep , couched on the wet earth, and wafhed with rain , yet Ata 
1 


worfe ;andthen fuffered us todepart. After a~while we entred.a oodly foreft, fu 
of talland delightfome trees,intermixed with fruitful ll and flowry Jawnes. erhaps 


cheeatth affordeth not thé like; itcannota more pleafant. Having paffed this part 
of the wood(the reft inclining to the Weft,and then again extending to the North) 
we might difcover a number of ftragling tents ; fome juffin our way , and neer to 
theskitts of the foreft. Thefe were Saphes belonging tothe hoaft of Adorat Bafa, 
then in the confines of Perfia. Vhey willtake (efpectally from a Chriftian)what-fo- 
ever they like ;and kindly they ufe him if he paffe without blows: nor ate their 
Commanders at all times free from their infolencies. Toavoidthem, we ftruck 
out of the way , and croffed the pregnant champian to the foot of the moun- 
taines ; where for that d4y we repofed our elves. When it grew dark, we arofe; in- 
clining on the lett hand, 8 mingling after ic a-while with a{mall Carvainof Afoors, 
we were injovned to filence , and to ride without our hats, left we fhould be difco- 
vered for Chriftians. The clouds fell down in ftreams ; and the pitchy night had 
bereft us of the conduc of our eyes, had not the lightning afforded a. terrible 
light. And when the rain intermitted , the air appeared as if full of fparkles of fire, 
born to and fro with the wind ;, by reafon of the infinite {warmes.of fli¢s that doe 
fhine like slow-wormes :. toa {tranger a Grape {peétacle. In the next wood wee 
out-{trip: that Carvan , where the thievifh drabs had made {undry fires ; to. which 
our footmen drew neer to liften, that we might pale more fecurely,.. An hour 
after mid-night the skie began to clear: whea.onthe other fide.of the wood wee 
fellamong’t certain tents of Spahes ; by whom we paft with as little noyfeas wee . 
could , fecured by their founder fleepings.-Not far beyond , thorow a.large glade , 
between two hills we leifurely defcended for the{pace of two-hours (a torrent rufh- 
ing down on the left hand of us.) when, not able longento keep the backs.of our 
Mules:we laid us dowa.in the bottom,under a plump of trees.on-the far fideofa tor, 
reot: With the Sunugjye.arofe,and found our {elves atthe Eaft-end and North-fide 
of Mount Carmel, <1 : yong! i 
Mownt (armel ftretcheth from Eaft.to Weft, and hath. his uttermoft bafis 
watht.with the fea , fteepeft towards the North , andof an indifferentalticude : rich 
in Olives and vines when husbanded ; and abounding. with feverall forts of fruits 
and. herbs, both medicinable and fragrant ; chough npv.y mugh over-groyyn vith 
woods & fhrubs of {vveet favour.Celebrated it is for the habiatiqnof £4ias; vy.hofe 
houle vvas after his death converted into a Synagogue ; vwjhere Oracles ,it is faid , 
vvere given by Godicalled by Suetonius, The God ¢ axmelya: whole words are, thele, 
entreating of Vefpafian: In Judea confulring withthe Oracle of the God Carmelius the Ora- 
cleaffurea him, that what[oever he under--ooke fhonld-be fucceffefull. Where then, vvas, 
nothing more to bee feen then an Altar. From-hence proceeded the Order of the 
Frier Carmelires, as fucceflor tothe children of the Prophets. there lett. by Elias, 
Who had their beginning in the Defart of Syria, inthe yeer 11 80, inftinuted by 
Almericvs Bifhop of Aatioch ; and {aid to have received'their vvhite habit from our 
Lady: vvhom eA/bertus the Patriarch of Serafalem tranfported firftinto Earope, 
There is yet to be feen the remains of their Monaftery,vvith a Temple dedicatedito 
the bleffed Virgin: under vvhich a little Chappell or cave ,the ancient \dvyelling 
of Elias. This is inherited by e4c¢hm-t an Emer of the Arabians ; vvho after the an- 
cient cutome of that Nation doth live in tents ,even duringthe Winter : although 
poffeft of fundry convenient houfes: vvhofe Signiory. ftretcheth to the Southand 
along the fhore. Within his precin& ftand the Caftle of the Peregrines, upon a 
cape almoft environed vvich the fea, novv called Tortrra: banit: bya Taomene arle 
of tolif's for their better fecurity ; and after fortified by the T »p/ars, ~Ten miles 
South of this ftood that famous ( efarea ( more anciently called , The Toyver of 
Strato, of a King of Araaus,the builder fo named;vvho livea in the dayes of «4 len- 
ander) in {uch (ort re-edified by Hered, thacitliccle declined in magnificency from 
the principall Cities of Afia; novv levell vvith the foote, the haven loft, and fitua- 
tron abandoned. iia. c\ doe 
We pafled the Torrent Chis, vvhich flovveth from the mountains of Tabor 
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iad Ksenng Hermon and gliding by the North skirts of Carmel, difchargeth it felfe into 
cor the Sea. Carmel isthe South bound to the ample valley of dere; bounded, onthe 


North by thofe of Savon onthe Weft it hath the feavand is inclofed onthe Eaft, 

yvith the mountains of Galiler.. In leagth about fousteen miles, in hreadth about 
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half as much ; the neerer the fea , the more barren. Init there arifed two rivolets of 
living, but peftilent waters drilling from feverall matifhes.The firft is the River of 
Belusy called by Plinie, Pagida.ard Pal, and Badas by Simonides; whofef{and afford- 
eth matter for glaffe, becomming.fufable with the heat of the furnace. Strabo 
reports the like of divers places there-about. And Fofephus {peaking of this declareth 
that adjoyning thereunto ; there isa pit an hundred cubits in circuit, covered with 
{and like gra{s;and when carried away (for thete-with they accuftomed to ballance 
their fhips) it forth-with filled again ; born thither by winds from places ad=jacent : 
and moreover , that what-foever minerall, was contained therein, converted into 
glaffe; and glaffe there laid, againinto fand, Neer to this pit ftood the Sepulchre of 
Memnon the {on of Tythonus (who was brother unto Priamus, and reigned in Safaa 
City of Perfia, by him founded ; ).his mother was called Ciffia , ( though fained to 
have been begotten on Aurora in regard that he reigned in the Eaft ; and perhaps a 
cuftome then in ufe to reward the moft excellent, with repute of immortall paren- 
tage: fo 1509 was {aid to be the fon of Lupitcr, ~neas of Venms,and Achilles of 
Thetts) who had extendeth his conquefts to the uttermoft parts of e#thiopia, before 
he came co the wars of Troy; where flain by Achilles , Aurora is tained to have made 
this interceffion for him unto Jupiter.

Having rid feven or tight milés‘along the skirts of the hils, we cioffed the val- 
iy and anon that other rivoleta little above where it falleth into the rode of ‘Acre 3 

here to our comfort we peyd the fhip that brought us to Alexandria , with ano- 
thet of London, called the Elizabeth Coxforr. When entring the town we were kindly 
entertainéd by our countreymen Here ftaid we; the reft of our company proceeded 
unto Tripoly : this being the mid+way between it and /er#falem, But our Aduccerman 
would hot reft fatistied with half ot his hire, accofding to our compaét ; whom we 
were glad to be tid of fot twentv dollars a man: ott oathes being bootleffe againft 
a True Believer; for fo they do term themfelves. 

This City was called Ace atthe'firft ; arefugeforthe Perfiaes intheir wAgzpri- 
an watres: then Ptolemais of Prolemy King of eZeypt 3 Colénta Clandii ot Clandins 
Céfar , who here planteda Colony : afterward Acon; and now Acre. Seated ow a 
levell, i form of atriangular fhield : ontwo fides wafht with the fea ; the third re4 
garding the champian.. The carkaffe fhews that ‘the body hath bin {trong : double 
immured, fortified with the bulwarks and towers ; to each wall 4 ditch , lined with 
ftone , and under rhofe divers fecret pofterns, You would think by the ruines 
thar the City rather confifted vvholly of divers‘conjoy ning Caftles,then any vvay 
mixed wvith private dvvellings: vvhich vvitneffe a notable defence,8¢ an un-equall 
affaule; or that the rage of the Conquerors extended beyond conqueft: the huge 
vvalls and arches turned topfie turvey ; and lying like rocks upon the foundations 
On the South-fide lies the haven ; no better then a bay; opento the Welt, North- 
wvett, and South-vvelt vvinds : the bottome ftony and ill for their cables. When 
poffelt by the Chriftians , ir vvasan Epifcopall See , and uader the Metropolitan of 
Tyrus. It vvastaken fromthem by Omer the Saracen: and recovered by Baldwix at 
the firft affifted by the Genzefes yvith threc{core and ten gallies : vvho had for their 
labour the third part of the revenue arifing out of tie haven; vvith dyvellings and 
othex immunities affigned them: Saladine made it {toop again to the Afahomeran 
yoke: again delivered in the third yeers fiege, by our Richard the firft , ang 
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Exercent patrias oleo labente paleftras 
Nudati {ecii 
Virg. En,

hundred yeers after itremained with the Chriftians; and wasthe laft receptacle in 
the holy Land, for the Knight Hofpitallers of S. Johns of fern[alem, called thereupon 
S. John de eAcre; to whom a goodly Temple neer the South-fide ‘of the City vvas 
confecrated , which now over-toppeth the reft ofthe ruines. Ina vault thereof a 
maffe of treafure was hid by the Knights of the Order , which being made known 
from time to time unto their fucceflors , wasfetcht from hence about forty yeers 
hence by the gallies of A/a/rasthe inhabitants abandoning the town upon their lan- 
ding. Inthe 1291 befieged by an hundred and fifty thouland Afahometans, Mere re- 
ceived an utter {ubverfion: which the A4amalucks after in fome fort repaired, 8 loft 


“ic at laft with their name and Empire unto the Turki(h Selymns, It is now under the 


Sanziack of Saphet » and ufurped with the reft of that Province , by the Emer of si- 
don, In the town there are not above two or three hundred Inhabitants, who dwell 
here and there in the patcht up ruines, onely a new Mofque they have,and a ftron 

{quare Cane ( built where once was the Arfenall for gallies ) in which the Franck- 
Merchants fecurely difpofe of themfelves & their commodities. Who forithe moft 
part bring hither ready moneys, ( Dutch dollars being as generally thorowout Jury 
and Phenicia equivalent with royalls of 8 el{-where lefle by ten afpers) fraughting 
their fhips with. cottons that grow abundantly inthe countrey adjoyning. Here 
have they a Cadee;the principal officer. The Englsjh are much refpeéted by the 
principall Afoores : infomuchas I have feen the ftriker ftricken by his fellow :a rare 
example amongft the ~Mahomerans, Which [rather attribute to their policy then 
humanity; le(tby their quitting of the place they fhould bee deprived of their pro- 
fit; they being the onely men that doe maintain their trading. Here wraftle they in 
breeches of oiled leather, clofe to their thighes': their bodies naked and anointed 
according to the ancient ule, derived, as it fhould feem by Virgil, from the Trojans; 


Difrob'd they wraftle in their countrées guife 
Which gliding vile —— ; 





who rather fall by confent then by fleight or violence. ‘The Inhabitans do nightly 
houfe their goats and theep for fear,of the Jaccals ( in my opinion no other then 
Foxes ) whereof an infinite number do lurkin the obfcure vault, and reedy ma- 
rithes adjoyning to the brook : the brook,it felf abounding with Torteffes, 

Four dayes we ftayed.at Acresin which time we Vainly expeéted the leafureofthe 
merchants tahave accompanied us to Nazareth; diftant from hence about fifteen 
miles’ who. goe. by one way and return by another , for fear of the Arabs. Now 
afmallvillage of Galilee ; feated ina little vale: between two hils: whereare the 
remains ofa goodly Temple (once the chair.ofan Archbifhop ) erefted over the 
houfe of the Bleffed Virgin: whereof there is yet one room to be feen, partly hewn 
out of the living rcck; amongft thofe Chriftians of great veneration. But the Re- 
manifts relate , that the room wherein fhe was borne , was borne by the Angels ( at 
fuchtime as the Countrey was univerfally poffeffeft by the Infidels) over Seas and 
fhorestoa City of Z#yria, But when thofe people grew niggardly in their offerings, 
i¢ was rapt fromthence , and fet in the woods of Picenum, within the pofieffions of 
a noble Lady named. Lauretta; frequented by infinite numbers of Pilgrims : When 
many mifcarrying by theambufhment of thieves, who lurked in the woods adjoy- 
ning, the bleffed Virgin commanded the Angels to remove it unto a certain moun- 
tain belonging unto two brethren, where fhee got much riches and fumptuous 
appatell by the benevolence ot her Votaries, and her charitable miracles.By which 
means the two brethren grew alfo rich ; and with-all diffentions about the divifion 
of their purchafes. Whereupon it was once more. tranfported. by thofe winged 
porters and fet in the place whereas now it. {tandeth: neer tothe Adriatick Sea , 
and not far from e4nconas yet retaining the name of Lawreita. Who can but won- 
ae at the fautors of thefe wonders; amongft whom ~Vurerus none of the leaft lar- 
nea.

And well hath the been paid for her labour : her territories large, her jewels inefti- 
mable; her apparell much more then princely , both in coft and variety; her coffers 
full: of whom though the Pope bea yeerly borrower ; yet arethey doubly re- 
plenifhed by the firft gz latter {pring-tides of devotions. Now at Nazareth no Chri- 
{tian is fuffered to dwell by the A/oores that inhabit it. Moft of the old City feemeth 
to have ftood upon the hill that adjoyneth ; which bears the decays of divers other 
Churches. Nazareth gave the name of Naxeretans unto Chriftians ; called here cor- 
ruptly Neftranes at this prefent. 

Upon the eighth of April we went a-bord the Trinity: and hoifed {ails for Sidon ; 
the winds favourable, and the feas compofed : but anon they began to wrangle, 
and we to futfer. Spouts of water were {een to fall againft the promontory of Czr- 
mel. | he tempeft increafed with the night ; and did what it could to make a night 


of the day that infued. I then thought with application, of that defcription of the

His great grand-father was Epa- 
phur, his grand-father Belus Prifcus, (veputed a God, and honoured with Tem-

To them alfo (ome attribute the invention of Poetry: an Artby art not tobe at- 
tained ; which giveth admirable fame and memory to the deferver , and in- 
Aameth the noble mind with a vertuous emulation. The chiefe fea-bordering 
Cities of Phanicia are Tripolis , Byblu, Berytus, Sidon, lyrus, and Prolemais now 
called Acre. 
Tripolis is fo called , becaufe it was joyntly built by Tyrss Sidon, and Aradus, It 
isfeated under Libanus, and commanded bya wel-furnifhed Citadell, manned 
with two hundred Janizaries. Before it there is an ill-neighboring banke of fand , 
. which groweth daily both in greatnefle and neerneffe : by which they havea pro- 
phecie ,that it hall ia proceffe of time be devoured. “Che Town and Territories are 
governed by a Bafs. Two.miles off , and Weft from it, isthe haven; madeby a 
round piece of land adjoyning to the maine by an Ifthmos: the mouth thereof re- 
garding the North. Oneach-fide there is a bulwarke ; kept by an hundred Janiza- 
ries ,and planted with Ordnance to defend the entrance. Hither of late the Grand 
Signio- hath removed the Seal, which was before at dlexasdretra : A Townin the 
furtheft extents of the Straights, beyond the river Ors#tes; moft contagiouily 
feated by reafon of the marifhes and loftie bordering mountaines ( towards the 
North beiag a part of Taurus ) which deprive it of the raritying Sun for no {mall

part ofthe day: in-fomuch that not many forreiners e{cape that there linger any 
feafon; who get not afhore before the Sun be high-mounted , and returne agains 
ere to ib woadecl iiag. Notwithftanding the Merchants do offer great fummes of 
money to have it reftored unto that place,as more convenient for their traffick with 
Aleppo) the principal Mart of that place of A/a for filks and fundry other commo- 
dities) from thence but three days journey ; being eight from Tripoly: which the 
Turk will not yet affentto, for that divers fhips have been taken out of that rode 
by Pirates ; there being no forts for proteétion, nor no fit place to ereét them on.

When the Chriftians befieged Acre , Saladine {ent out one of thefe winged Scouts to 
confirm the courages of the befieged,with promife of a {peedy relief: when, I know 
not by what chance or policy, intercepted , and furnifhed with a contrary meflage, 
it occafioned a fudden furrender, 

Byblis wasthe royall{eat of Cyneras ( who was alfo King of Cyprus ) the father of 
Adonis {lain bya Bore: deified, and yearly deplored by the $ yrian in the moneth 
of June, they then whipping themfelves with univerfal lamentation. Which done, 
upon one day they facrificed unto his foul, as ifdead: affirmins on the next , 
that he lived , and was afcended into heaven. For faimed itis, that Venus made 
an agreement with Proferpiza , that for fix moneths of the yeare he fhould be pre- 
fent with either ; alluding unto corn, which for fo long is buried under the earth , 
and for the reft of the yeare embraced by the temperate aire, vvhich is Venus. But 
inthe generall allegory , Adoxis is {aid to be the Sunne, the Bore the Winter, 
vvhereby his-heat is cxtinguifhed ; wvhen defolate Venus ( the Earth doth mourn) 
for his abfence : re-created again by his approch and pro-creative vertue. Aloft, 
and not farre from the fea, ftood his celebrated Temple: The City vvas firft cal- 
led Hevea of Hevens fixth fonne unto Canaan. Inthe time of the Chriftians it yvas 
an Epifcopall See: novv a place of no reputation. Three miles on this fide runs 
the river of Adonis, vvhich is faid by Lucian to have {treamed blood upon that fo- 
lemnized day of his obfequies. Atthis day itiscalled (am ; as they there report , 
of a Dog of ftone ( that novv lies vvith his heeles upvvards in the battome of the 
channel ) wvhich by ftrange magical] motions and founds , fore-fhevved the alrer- 
nate fate of that countrey- This was the Northern confines of the Kingdome and 
Patriarchy of Jerufalem, 

Beritus wasfo called of the Idoll Berith , but originally Geris of Gergafus fifth fon 
unto Canaan.It was fubverted by Tryphon, and re-edified by the Romans that there 
planted a Colony, and called it fulia Felx : whoby the bounty of Avguftus were 
endued with the priviledges of Citizens of Rome. Agripoa there placed two legi- 
ons;by whom,and his predeceffor Herod,it was greatly adorned:as after with Chri- 
{tian Churches, and the See of a Bifhop; being under the Metropolitan of Tyrus, 
With the reft, it hath loft his beauty, but fot his being ; now ftored with Merchan- 
dize, and much frequented by foreiners. . 

But now return we to Sidon, the moft ancient City of Phentcia: built ,as fome 
write , by Sida the daughter of B-lvs ; according to others , by S:don the firft-born 
of Canaar, Some doe attribute the building thereof to the Phexcians ; who called it 
Sidow , in regard of the plenty of fith which frequented thofe coafts, for Sidon fig- 
nifieth fith in their language. In {ame it contendeth with Tyrus, but exceedeth it 
in antiquity, and is more celebrated by the Ancient. The {eat thereof is healthtull, 
pleafant and profitable: on the one fide walled with the {ea , ou the other fide with 
the fruitfoll mountaines that lie before Lebanus: from whence fall many {prings , 
where-with they over-flow their delicate erchards,(which abound with al] variety

To thistowne he hath added a kingly Signiory : what by his {word , and what by 
his ftratagems. When Morat Bafa (now principal /sz#er ) came firlt to his govern- 


ment of Damafco,he made him his by his free entertainment s¢ bounty; which hath 
converted to his no {all advantage : of whom he made ufe in his contention with 
Frecke the Emer of Balbec, by his authority ftrangled. After that he pickt a quarrel] 


difpoffeft him of * Barer, withghe territories belong- 
ing thereunto ; together with Gazar about twelve miles beyond it, a place by fitua- 
tion invincible. This Jofeph hated of his people for his exceflive tyranny, got to be 
made Sediar of Damafe» (which is General] of the Souldiery) and by that power in- 


tended a revenge But in the mean-featon Faccardine{ackt 7 repoly it felf,8¢ forced the 
Emer to lie in a Venetian {hip unto (' yprut. where again he imbarqued in a French-man 
and landeth at the Caftle of Peregrines; and there by e4chmet the Arabian ( formerly 


mentioned )entertained,he repaired to Dama/fco,entred on his charge,converting his 
whole ftrength upon the Sidonizx.now in the fieldand joyn’d with Ali Baffa his con- 
federate.In a plain fome eight miles fhort of Damafco,the armies met;the Dawmafcens 
are foiled,and pirfued to the gates of tlie City:the conquerors lodge in theft uburbs; 
who are rem ved by the torce of and hundred and fifty choufand Sa/ranies. This bat- 
tle was fought about the midft of November , in the yeer of our Lord 1604. Three 
moneths after,a peace is concluded amongft them.Butthe {ummer following, Aorat 
the sreat Mzrer having overethrowa Ali Baffa of Ale>po, that valiant Rebel (who in 
three main bartels wita-ftood his whole forces, having fet up an order of Sedgmen in 
oppxition ofthe Jawxarte )they fought by manifold complaints to incenfe him 
acainttthe Emer of Sidr ,asconfederate with the traitor; which they urged with 
gifs, reecivedand loft: for the old Baffs caindful of the friendly offices done apes

the Emer , (corrupted alfo, as is thought, with great (unis of money) not onely not 
molefteth , but declareth him a goad fubie&. Having till of late held good corre- 
{pondency with the City and Garrifon of Damafco, they hap made him Sanziack 
of Sapher. Now whenaccordi ng to the government of Turkie, which once in two 
or three veers doth ufe to remove the governours of Cities and Provinces ; and 
that another was fent by the Dama/ceas to fucceed | 


nim, -he refufed to refign ic ; 
notwithftanding tendring to the T-fradar or Treaturer , the revenue‘of that Saz- 


siakry. ‘This was che firft occafion of their quarrell. He got from the improvident 
Pefants the Cattle of E/kiffe , which he hays ftrongly fortified, and made the re- 
ceptacle of his Treafure : and the Caftle of Banies from the Sheck that oughtit, by 


a wile ; which ftandeth on a hill by itfelf, and is indeed by nature invincible. For 
the Emer in peaceable manner , pitching his tents not far from the wall, was kind- 
ly vifited and entertained by the sheck: when defirous tofee it. he conduéted him 
up, having not above twenty or thirty in his company , but thofe privately armed: 
leaving order that the reft fhould afcend by two's and by threes: and fo furprized 


it without bloud-fhed ; planting the Inhabitants in other places within his domini- 
ons, and ftrengthening this with a garrifon. Out of the tock whereon iris mounted 
atifeth one of the two heads of fordan, His Seigniory ftretching from ‘the ‘river of 
Canis ( which they call Celp ) to the foot of Mount Carmel. Inwhich the places of 
principall note are Gazir , Barut, Sidon, Tyrus, eAcre, Saffer( which was Tyberias ) 
Diar, Camar,Elkiffe, Bannias, the two heads of jordan, the lake Semochontis (now cal- 
led Houle) and fea of Tyberias , with the hot bath adjoyning; Nazareth ,Cana , and 
Mount Tabor. Saffet is the principall City ,in which there abide a number of Jews, 
who affect the place, in that facob had his being there-about before his goin 
down into e#gypt. The’ Grand Signior doth often threaten his fubverfion ; which 
he puts off pak a jeft, that he knows that ke will not this year trouble him : whofe 
difpleafure is not {o much provoked by his incroaching as by the revealed intelli- 
ence which he holds with the Florentine ; whom he fuffers to harbour,yithin his 
aven of /yrus, (yet excufing itasa place lying wafte , and not tobe defended) to 
come afhore for frefh water eee of him under-hand his prizes , and furnifheth 
him with neceflaries. But defignes of a higher nature have been treated of be- 
tween them , asis well known to certain Metchants imployed in that bufineffe. 
And Jam verily perfwaded , that if the occafion were laid hold of , and freely pur- 
{ued by Chriftians , it would terribly thake, if not utterly confound the Ottoman 
Empire. “It is faid for a certainty , that the 7#rk, will turn his whole forces upon 
him the next Summer : and therefore more willingly condefcends toa peace with 
the Perfian, But the Emer is not much terrified with the rumour( although hefeeks 
to divert the tempeft by continuance of gifts, the favour ot his friends , and profef- 
fed integrity : ) for he not a little prefumeth of his invincible Forts , well tored for 
along watre; and advantage of the mountains: having befides forty thoufand 
expert fouldiers in continuall pay ; part of them Moores , and part of them Chri- 
ftians : and if the worft fhould fall out , hath the fea to friend, andthe Florestene, 
And in fuch an eXigent , intendeth, as is thought , to make for Chrifteadome, and 
thereto purchafe {ome Seigniory : for the opinion is , that he’ hatha maffe of trea- 
fure, gathered by Wiles andextortions, as well from: the Subje&, as from the 
forainer. He hath coyned of late a number of counterteit Dutch dollars, which he 
thruftech away in payments, and offers in exchange to the Merchants : fo that no 
new Dutch dollars, though never (o good , will now go currant in Sidon, He hath 
the fifth part of the increafe of all things. The (hriftraes of fews do pay tor their 
headstwo dollars. a-piece yearly: and head money he hath for all the Carrell 
within his dominions. A (ovene Jufticer : re-edifies ruinous, and re-plants depopu- 
lated places, too ftrong tor his neighbours, and able to maintain a deientive warre 
withthe Turk: but that itisto be fufpected that his people would tall from him 
in regard of his tyranny. Nowasforthe Merchants, who are tor the moft part 
nglith ) they are entertained with all courtefie and freedomie : they may travel] 
without danger with their purfes in their hands ; paying for cuftome but three in 
the hundred. Yet thefe are but trains to allurethem , aud uifguile his voracicy; tor 
ita Factor die, as if the owner and hehis heir , he will teize on the goods belonging 
tohis Principals, and {eem todoe them a favour in admitting of a redemption 
under the value : fothat they doe bur labour for his harveft, and reap tor his gar- 


ners: Forfuch, and fuch [;ke eatings they generally intend to torfake his Coun-

Orher commodities 
(which are many and not courfe ) they fetch from Dama/co ; two dayes journey 
fromhence; interpofed withthe f now-topt mountaines of Aztelsbaxus : fo exceed- 
ing cold, that a, A/eore at our being here , returning from thence in the company 
of an Englifh Merchant, perifhed by the way ; the heat then exceflive great in the 


valleys on the beth fides. Dameajcus is feated in a Plain,environed with hils;and wa- 


- tered withthe river Chryforas, which defcendeth with a great murmer from the 


mountains; but after a-while having entred the Plain, becometh more gentle ; fer- 
ving the City fo abundantly , thatfew houfes are without their fountains : and by 
little rivolets is let into their orchards;then which the habitable earth affordeth not 
more delicate for excellency of fruits, and their varieties. Yet is this City fubje& to 
both the extreams of weather; rich in trades, and celebrated for excellent Artizans. 
We where defirous to have {een it, but were advifed not to adventure , becaufe of 
the lawlefle Spahyes there then refiding in great numbers. The people about Sidon 
are greatly given to the nourifhing of cattell, (having notwithftanding not many) 
infomuch as Beefe and Veale are feldome here to be had, but when by chance they 
doe break their legs or otherwife mifcarry. They fother them in the Winter ( for 
they cut nograffe) with ftraw ,and the leaves of trees, whereof many doe flourith 
continually. 

Our thip returning to Alexandria , and carrying with her two of our fellow Pil- 
grims;on the five and twentieth of April we returned alfo towards Acre by land, in 
the company of divers Englifh Merchants : the champian between the Sea and the 
mountains, fruitfullthough narrow ; and croffed with many little rivolets. After 
five miles riding, we came to.a {mall folirary Mo{que not far from the fea; erected; 
as they fay, over the widows houfe thatentertained Eta, Clofe by it arethe foun- 
dations of Sarepta, commended for her wines :

Beyond 
on the left hand of the way are'a number of caves cut out of the rock: the habytati- 
ons, as I fuppofe, of men inthe Goldenage, and betore the foundation of Cities.

Thefe are mentioned in the book of Jofuah, and called Mearah (which is, the caves 
of the Sidonians ) and wereafterward called the caves of Tyra. A place then in-ex- 
pugnable ;and maintained by theChriftians,: untill in the year 1167 it was by the 
corrupted fouldiers delivered to the Saracens. a 
Wecroffed a little. valley divided by the river Elutherus(now called Caf/meir)yych 
derives his originall from L1bayus,and glideth a long with a{peedy courfe thorow2 
ftrangely intricate channel : guilty of the death of the Emperour Fredericke Barba- 
roffa . who falling from his horfe as he purfued the Infidels, and oppreffed with the 
weight of his armour, was downed therein, and buried at Tyres. On the other fide 
of the valley ftands an ancient Cane,whofe port doth bear the porttaiture of a chal- 
lice. Five miles beyond wecame toa village feated on alittle hill in the midftota 
plain :the fame by all likelihood that was formerly called Patletyrus,or old Tyr. 
Forget I muft not the cuftome obferved by the Inhabitants hereabout , who retain 
the old worlds hofpitality. Be the paflenger Chriftian or whatfoever, they will 
houfe him, prevare him extraordinary fare ,and lookto his mule, without taking 
of one Afper. Buc thefeprecife A7ahomerans will neither eat nor drink witha Chri- 
{tian onely minifter to his wants; and when he hath done, break the earthen difhes 
wherein he was fed, as defiled. Now thorow this town there paffes a ruinous Aqua- 
dud, extending a great way towards the South,and thorow champian, feeming oft 
to climbe above his beginning , and from hence proceedeth dire&tly Weft unto

And.no marvell, fince their principall profeffion was Merchandize; havj 
‘ the fite thereof for that purpofe. For it ftood upon a rocky 
hundred paces from the continent : the fhape thereof circuja 
nature, and impregnably fortified: foveraign of the feas,& ¢ 
rowout the whole Univerfe: whofe glory is defcribed by Ezekiel , and deftruétion 
fore-told; infli&ted by Nebuchadnezzar,who is faid to have joynd it firft to the Con- 
tinent : but that paflage was foot! after demolithed } affaulting feas, & induftry of 
the Tyrians.Yet feventy years the City lay Watte; & af re-edified, was overthrown 
again 200 yeatsafterby Alexander ; whofe un-defatigable perfeverance made all 
things poffible. For when the reft of Pheniciahad refigned their freedomes to his 
fervice, the Tyrians rather accepted of amity then {ubjection;who fent him a crown 
of gold, with plenty of provifion : which he thankfully received, and made known 
with al] that he purpofed to facrifice unto Herewles the Patron of their City,and his 
anceftor. The Embaffadours told him,that he might fo doe in his Temple in Pa/e- 
tyr. W hereat enraged: You contem(quoth he) my army uf foot , for that you inhabit an 
Ifland;but I ere long will make it Appear that you are of the (ontinent . They are difmiffed, 
& he provides for the aflault. Paletyrws affords him ftones, and Lybanus timber. The 
South-weft-winds , to which it lay open ; the profandity thereof , and little thew of 
much labour,makes the fouldier defperare But revenge re-inlamed their courages 
by the refufall of peace( being proffered, left fo longa fiege fhould prove an impedi- 
ment to their victories and {laughter of their Heralds,aggravated with {cofts: Thar 
they fo glorious in arms , (hould now bear burthen like eA ffes; and demanding if Alexandey 
were greater then Neptune. But when contrary tothe expeétations they {aw the pile 
miount above the fuperficies of the fea, and fortified with towers of wood to defend 
all annoyances, they fired one of their greateft thips, being full of combuttible 
matter; which driving againtt it , onely caught hold of the Towers, but of as much 
of the pile that furmounted the water ; the fury of the fea , fubverting the remain- 
der. His fecond attempt they again made fruftrate : whereupon he thought to have 
defifted : but left he fhould impeach his fame which fubdued more then his fwerd, 
and that this City might witnefs to the would that he was not to be with-ftood;once 
more he renewed his interprize , which by the arrivallofhis Navy was cfle@ed.

The excellency of the double die, being light upon through defeé of the former, 
But the Purple isnow no more to be had:either extind in kind,or becatfe the places 
of their frequenting is now poffeft by the barbarous A€ahomerans, After the aforefaid 
reftauration,7 yrws preferved her dignity for the {pace of nine hundred yeers,remai- 
ning for &x hundred thereof in the Chriftians profeffion:a confederate with the Ro- 
mans, and for her faith unto them,endued with the immunities of their City. W hen 
the Chriftian Religion grew powerfull inthefe parts, it was the feat of an Arche - 
bifhop ; next in precedency unto the Patriarch of Fery falem ; fourteen Bifhopricks 
being under her Primacy, viz. Porphyra, Acon, Sarepta,Ssdow,C efarea Philippi, Beritus, 
Bibles, Betrus Trypoly, Orthofia,Achis, AradusyTorto[aand Matadea. In the year of our 
Lord 636 it became athrall tothe Saracens, Baldmin the fecond , four ‘hundred for- 
ty four years after, delivered it from that yoak,aflifted by the Venetian Navy. It was 
digs divided into three portions;two allotted to the Ki ng of Lerufalem, and the third 
tothe Venetians: and was reltored tolher Atchi-epit copal See, but not unto all her in

We paffed by certain Cifterns,fome mile and better diftant from the City: which 
are called So/omons by the Chriftians of this countrey, I know not why, unleffe thefe 
were they which hee mentions in the Castles. Square they ate and large replenifh+ 
ed: with living water, which was intimes paft conveyed by the Aquaduét into 
the afore-faid orchards. But now ufeleffe an ruined , they thed their waters into 
the valley below, making it plafhy in fundry places: where the aire doth fuser 
with the continual] croking of frogs, not un-aptly fained to have their beginning 
from thofe bauling Peifazes ,

Within night we came unto certain tents that Were pitched inthofe marifhes , be+ 
longing tothe Emers brothers fervants ; who there paftured their Horfes; whereby 
a Moletto the matter of his horfe (whofe fifter he had marryed) we were cutteoully 
entertained. The next morning after two ot three hours riding , we afcended the 
high and woody mountains of Saron, which ftretch with intermitted vallies , unta 
the fea of Galilee; and here have their white cliffs wathr with the furges; (called Capo 
Banico by the Mariner ) frequented (though forfaken by men ) with Leopards , 
Bores, Jaccals , and fuch like favage inhabitants, This paflage is both dangerous S¢ 
difficult, neighboured by the precipitating clitfe, and made by the labour of man: 
et recompencing the trouble with fragant {avouts ; bayes, rofe-mary, marjoram, 
Pau the like, there growing in abundance. They fay , that of late a thiefe , 
purfued on all fides, and defperate of his fafety, (for rarely are offences here pardo- 
- ned ) leapt from the top into the Sea, and {wum unto 7 yrus, which is feven miles. 
diftant : who for the ftrangeneffe of the fa& was forsiven by the Ewer. A little 
beyond we paffed by a ruinous fort, called Scasdarone of Alexander the builder; here 
built to defend this paffage : much of the foundation over-grown with ofiers and 
weeds, being nourifhed by a {pring that falleth from thence intothe Sea. A Afoore 
not long fince was here affailed by a Leopard, that {culkt in the afore-faid thicker; 
and jumping upon him,over-threw him from his affe : but the beaft having wet his 
feet, and mift of his hold , retired.as afhamed without further violence. Within a 
day or two after hee drew company together to have hunted him: but found him 
dead of a wound received froma Bore. The higher mountains now commi ng fhort 
of the fea, doe leave a narrow levell between. Upon the left hand ona high round 
hill , we {aw two folitary pillars , to which fome of us rid , in hope to have feen 
fomething of antiquity: where we found divers others laid along,with the half bu- 
tied foundation of an ample building. A milebeyond we came to a fort maintain- 
ed by a {mall garrifon of Adoores to prohibit that paflage if need thould require, and 
to fecure the traveller from thieves: a place heretofore un-paflable by reafon of 
their out-rages. The fouldiers acquainted with our merchants , treely entertained 
us, and made us good chear, according to their manner of diet: which was required 
with the prefent of a little Tobaco, by them greedily affected. They alfo remitted 
our Caphar;ufing to take four dollars apiece of the {tranger Chriftians,From Hence 
afcending the more eminent part of the rocky and naked mountains , which here 
again thruft into the Sea (called in times paft the Tyréax ladder) a by longand fteep 
defcent we defcended into the valley of Acre, Divers little hils bei ng here and there 
difperfed, crown'd with ruines ( the coverts for thieves ) and many villages on the 
skirts of the bordering mountains, Ere yet night, we re-entred Acre,

This City was afterwards called Conftantia: but deftroyed by the Jews in the dayes;

un-warlike Governour, ‘The chief of the prifoners , and richeft fpoiles, he caufed 
to be imbarqued in two tall fhips, anda great Gallion, fora prefent to fend unto’ 
Selymus.: when a noble and beautifull Lady, preferring an honorable death, before 
a life which would prove to repleat with flavery, and hated proftitutions: fet fire on 
certain barrells of powder,which not onely tore in piecesthe veffels that carryed her 
but burnt the other fo low, that the fea devoured their reliques. The Franks have 
their factors refident in Nicofa; partly in-habited by the ancient Greek Cypriots ,and 
partly by Turks and. AZoores. The buildings are low , flat-rooft , the entrances little, 
for the moft part a{cended by ftairs forthe more dithcult entry. North of this , 
and upon the fea, ftood.Cerevina, erected by Cyprus ,. now of great ftrength , and 
called Cerines: yet furrendred to the T#rk before it was befieged ) and at the Weit- 
end ofthat Province sthe City of the Sunne, with the Temples et Venu 5 and 
Lfis, built by Phalerus and «Achamus the eA thenians.

The uttermoft promontory thar ftretcheth to the Weft, with the fi uper-eminent 
mountain , now called Capho, Saint Pifano: bore formerly the name of the Athe- : 
sian Acamus: Eaft of which ftood the City of Arfince (atthis day Lefcare ) renow= 
ned for the groves of Fupieer. This Ifland boafts of the births of {claptades , Solon, 
Zeno, the Stoick , and author ofthat Sect , Apollonius sand Xenovhon, Arthe firtt it 
was fo over-grown with wood ,that befides the infinite waft made thereof in the 
melting of metalls: ic was decreed that every man fhould inheritas much as hee 
could make champian. A contrey aboundi ng with all things neceffary for life + ; 
and therefore called Afacaria, Whole wealth allured the ‘Rgmanes to thake a cons 
queft thereof: a prey that more plentifully furnifhed their coffets » then the reft of 
their triumps. Itaffordeth matter to build a fhip from thé bottorne of the keele | 
to the top of her top-gallant, and to furnifh her with tackle and munition. It | 
produceth oileand grain of feverall forts; wine that lafteth unto eighth year , 
tapes whereof they make Raifins of the Sunne; Citrons, Oranges, Pomegranates, 
‘Almonds » Figs , Saffron, Coriander, Sugar-canes »f undry herbs as well Phyficall 
as for food, turpentine, rubarbe, colloquintida, {i cammony .&c. But the ftaple com- 
modities ,are, Cotton-wools ( the beft of the Orient ) chamolets, {alt , and fope- 
afhes. They have plentifull Mines ot braffe, fome {tall ftore of gold and filver ; 
green foder, vitrioll , allome, orpiment, white and red-lead iron and divers kinds 
of ptecious ftones of inferiour value , amongft which the emerald, and the turkie, 
But ic is in rhe Summer exceeding hot, & un-healthy , and annoyed with ferpents, 
The brooks (for rivers it hath none) rather merit the name of Torrents , being of- 
ten exhaufted by the Sunne: infomuchasin the time of Contant ine the Great the 
Ifland was for fix and thirty yeei's together almoft utterly abandoned ; rain never 
falling during tharfeafon. It was firft poffeffed by the ors of Farker: payed tribute 
firft the Egyprran Amafis: then conquered by Belws, and governed by the pofterity of 
7 encer, untill Cyrus expulfed the nine kings that there rules. But after the Grecians 
repoffeft the foveraignty, and kept it untill the death of Nicocles sand then it contj- 
nued under the government of the Prolemees,till the Romans tooke it from the laft of 
that name: reftored it was againeto Cleopatra, and her fifter Arfinaz, by Antoninus, But 
he over-thrown, it was made a Province of Rome: and with the tran{-migration of 
the Empire , fubmitted tothe Pizantie Emperours : being ruled by a fucceflion of 
Dukes for the {pace of eight hundred yeares, When conquered by our Rrchurd the 
firft, and given in exchatige for che ticular Kingdome of ferufalem unto Guy of Lua 
figran, t continued in his famfly, uucillin the yeare 1473 it was by ( atharina Core 
nelia a Venetian Lady,the widow to King ?ames the baftard who had taken the fame 
by ftrong hand from his fifter Carlorre , refigned tothe Venetians ; who nincty feven 
years alter did lofe it to the infidels: uader whofe yoke it now groneth, Butitis 
tor the moft part inhabited by Grecsans , who have not long fince attempted anun- 
fortunate in-furrection. Their Ecclefiafticall eftate is governed by one Arch-bifhop,

feated not far from the Southern bafis of Jda: who fheweth what fhe was by her 
ruines ; there yet remaining an Aquadut entire , fupported by a number of ar- 
ches, certain ftragling houfes poffeffing the place, now named Mataria. The 
third Cydonia, now next to the greateft, and called Caea: feated towards the Welt, 
and onthe North-fhore ; enjoying a large and fafe harbour. Thefe three were all 
of thofe hundred that remained (or at leaft retained their repute’) in the days of 
Strabo, who was of this countrey, Four onely it hath at chis day : (Candy and Canea 
fortitied by Art, Rhetymo, and Sitia by nature. (ardy,that now giveth a name to the 
Ifland, ftanding upon the North-fhore (as doe all the reft) isa {trong and well in- 
habited City , accommodate with an excellent harbour; of which the elder 
Sealiger :

The whole Ifland is divided into the Provinces of (aaa, Rhetimo, (andia,and Sittia, 
lying furtheft Eaft-ward: ftrengthned both ee the fhore in few places approachable, 
& by the many fortreffes. It hath no navigable rivers. Itaboundeth with grain; oil, 
and fruits of all kinds: amongft the reft with the apples of Adam ; the juyce whereof 
they tun up and fend into Terkieymuch ufed by them in their meats. The mountains - 
afford diverfity of Phyfical herbs:as Ci ry Ss that in el quantity ) from whence 
they do gather their Ladanum, Halimus, that refifteth famine, and Di@anus fo fo- 
veraign tor wounds ; whofe vertue was firft found out by ftagsand bucks, that by 
eating thereof ejected the arrowes wherewith they were wounded. Ufed by Venus in 
the cure of her e#:veas.

But the natural] people hereof were the Cidonians, and Eteocretans,or Curetes;(o anci- 
ent that thay are fained even in this place to havetheir creation. The laft named In- 
habited Ida,Cretas their fir(t King,of whom the Iffand was fo named. They lived ir 
caves (for houfes then were nat) and ufed no other coverture then nature afforded 
them. They found out many things ufefull for life; as the taming of certain beafts , 
whom they gathered firft into flocks 8& herds; 8¢ brought civility among{t men,by 
inftituting laws, and obferving of difcipline. They taught how to direét the voice 


wate. 
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unto harmony. poffeffing the mind with the awe of Religion,initiating with orders 
and ceremonies. They found out the ufe of brafle,& iron, with the fword; 8 heads 
piece: the firft inventers of fhooting,hunting,& dancing in armour.Being called dei 
Dattili, either in regard of their numbers or ob‘erved meafures: but according to 
Diodorusof their ten Ephori. The progenie of the Painim gods were born in this If{land 
to whom divine honours were afcribed : to fome for their beneficial inventions, to 
others for in-troducing juftice among{t men, repulfing of injuries & violence,che- 
rithing the good, deterring the bad, fupprefling by force of armes the tyrants of the 
catth, &relieving the ooprefled. But that they were no other then mortals the Cre- 
rans themfelves do teltifie, who affirm thatfupiter was not onely born & bred in their 
countrey, but buried, and did fhew his Sepulchre (though reproyed by Callmachns)

vent his flaughter.For Saturn refolved to deftroy his male children: either having 
fo compacted with his brother Tyra» , or to prevent the Prophecie , which was that 
his fon fhould depofe him, A cruclty ufed amongft the Grecians it was(8& therefore 
this not to be held for a fable ) to expofethe infants whom they would not fofter , 
unto the mercy of the Defarts. Long afterthe death ofthefe reputed Gods lived 
¢Minos,and Rhadamant : who for their juftice upon earth were fained after to have 
been Judges in hell, Notorious:is the adultery of Phafiphae with the Generall Tan- 
rus: ques gave unto Poets the invention of theit A4imoraur ( fo called they the ba= 
ftard .

But no tract thereof remained in 
the dayes of Puy, although at this day the inhabitants undertake to fhew it unto 
ftrangers. For between where once {tood Gortina , and Guoffus. at the foot of Fda, un- 
der the ground are many Mcanders hewn out of the rock, now turning this way.8 
now that way: infomuch that itis not without a conduétour to be entred, which 
you are to hireat the adjoyning village. I have heard an Englith Merchant fay 
(who hath feen ic) that it was fo intricate, and vaft,that a guide which ufed to fhew 
itunto others for twenty yeers together , loft himfelfe therein, and wasnever 
oreheard of. Within are little turrets which oyer-look.the walls that make the 
divifions, in many places not reaching tothe top. But by moft this is thought to 
have been but a quarry where they had the {tone that built both Groffis,and Gortina 
being torced to leave {uch walls for the fupport of the roof, and by following of 
the veines to make itfointricate. /etellus firft made the Cretans {toop to the 
Romanes, After they were under the Greek Emperours, untill Baldwin the Latine 
Emperout of Cox/Paatinople beftowed the Ifland upon Biface:"Marquefle of AZonte- 
ferrato: who fold it tothe Yexertans in the year 1194. But in the time of Duke 
Dandalus they rebelled, and were again in the year 1343 reduced rotheir obe- 
dience. So remain they atthis day: the Greeks being permitted the free exércife 
of their Religion, by whom it is for the moft part inhabited. And although in 
many things they imicate the /ewerrans ,\yet ftill retain they their old vices; Liers, 
evill beafts, flow bellies, whereot formerly up-braided by Saint Pa#/, out of their Poet 
ee They {till exercife fhooting ; wherein throughout all ages they have

doe dance wich cheirbows ready bent on their armes , their quivers hanging on 
their

their backs, and gheit {words by their fides , imitating therein’ their anceftors, (a 
cuftome alfo amonegft the Lac demonians) called by them Pyrricha sand as of old, fo 
ufe they to fing in their dancings; and reply to one another. The better fort of men 
are apparelled like the Venetians, and fo are the women, who feldome ftirre abroad, 
exceptit be to the Church, but inthe night time. The common people are clothed 
like the Greeks of Sino, of whom we have {poken : che women onely wearing Joofe 
veils on their heads, their bre{ts aad fhoulders perpetually naked, and died by the 
Sun into a loathfome tawny. 

Now out of fight of Candie; the winds both {] 
forced to beare North-ward of our courfe, until 
where our Mafter purpofed to put in( fince we 
furnifh the fhip wich frefh water and other provifi 
fails making towards us, and imagining them to bee men of watre , made all 
things ready for defence. -When to our better comfort they proved all Exglifh , 
and bound for Exgland; with whom we conforted: they having fupplyed our 
neceffities. Their names were the Alithia ( Admirall,) the Centaure(Vice-admirall,) 
the Delight , the Bleffing sand a thip of Plimmouth , called (if I forget not ) the Foxa- 
than. wo dayes after (the winds now fomething more friendly) the Admiral gave 
chafe toa little thip, which wefuppofed a Pirat; who left her courfe, and fled before 
the wind: fothat without too much expence of time he could not approach her. 
We'patt by the South-fide of Sicila ,and left Atalea on the left hand: when out of 
hope to befet a-fhore ( for it was the purpofe of our Merchant before 
thefe conforts, to have touched at 4 leffiaa ) and {added withthe apprehenfion of fo 
tedious a voyage , onthe fudden the wind came about sand blowing fiercely Weft 
and by North did all the night following exercife his fury. Whereby out fhips ra- 
ther lofing then gaining of their wav, & excee: 


2 dingly toffed , the weather not like- 
ly toalter, they refolved to putinto AZalta. So onthe fecond of June being Sun- 


day, we entred the haven that lies.on the Eaft-fide of the City of Valetra; which we 
faluted with eighteen peecés of Ordnance. But we were not fuffered to come into 
the City , (though, evefy thip-had. a neat Patent co fhew. that thofe places from 
whence they came were free trom the Infeétion ) nor furftered todepart whenthe 
wind blew fair ; which was.within.a day or twoafter. For the galleys of the Reli- 
gion were then fetting forth;to-make'{dme attempt upon Barbary; and the reafon of 
the reftraint was, left being taken by the Pirats , or touching upon occafion at Tri- 
poly,t vats or Argire,their defignes might be by compulfion or voluntarily revealed: 
not would they fuffer any frigot of their own for fear or furprizall, to goe out of the 
haven; unti!l many daysafter that the Gallies were departed. But becaufe the Exg- 
lih Were {o {trong (a great thip of Holand putting alfo in to feek company )and that 
they intended to make no more ports ; onthe fixt of June they were licenfed to fer 
fail : the Mafters having the night before in their Ceverall long boats attended the 
return of the great Mafter (.who had been abroad in his galley to viewa Fort that 
then was building ) and welcomed him home with one and twenty pecces of Ord- 
Nance. 

But no intreaty‘could get me aboard ; choofing rather tounder-gocall hazards 
and hardnefle whatfoever, then fo longa voyage by (ea , to my nature fo irkfome. 
And fo was Dleft alone ona naked promontory right againftthe City, remote 
fromthe concourfe of people; without provifion, and not knowing ow to dif- 
pote of my fclf. At length a little boat made towards nae, rowed by an officer dp- 
pointed to attend on ftrangers that had no Prattick , left others by comming into 
their company fhould receive the infe&tion: who carried me to the hollow han- 
ging ofarock, where I was for the night to take up my lodging ; andtheday 
following to be conveyed by him unto the Lazarerra, there to remain for thirty or 
forty: dayes before I could be admitted into the City. But, behold, an accident 7

Thefe 
two did {pread.a Turks carpet on the rock »adon thatatable-cloth, which they 
furaifhed with variety ofthe choyceft viands, Another.atrived which fet a Gal- 
lanta-fhore with histwo e4morofaes, attired like Nymphs, with Lutes in their 
hands, full of difpertand forcery, For little would they {utter himato eat, but what

# : toppings. Who indeed (as I after heard) were their mothers, born in Greece, and 
| by them brought hither to trade amongft the un-marcied fraternity, At length the 
French Captain ( for fuch he was,and of much regard ) came and intreated mee to 
take a part of their banquet, which my ftomach perf waded meto accept of. Hee 
willed them to make much of the Foreftier : but they were not to be taught enter- 
tainment ; and grew fo familiar , as was not much to his liking. But both hee and 
they, in pity of my hard lodging , did offer to bring me into the City by night (an 
offence , thatif known, is punithedby death, ) and back again in the morning. 
Whileft they were urging me thereunto, my guardian returned ; and with hima 
Maltefe whofe father was an Englith manzhe made acquainted therewith,did by all 
means dehortthem. Atlength ( the Captain having promifed to labour my ad- 
mittance into the City ) they departed. When a good way from fhore, the curti~ 
zans ftript themfelves, and leapt into the fea ; where they violated all the prefcrip- 
tions of modefty. But the Captain the next morning was not un-mindfatanen 
promife ; foliciting the Great Mafter in my behalfe, ashe fate in Councill; who 
with the affent of the Great Crofles , granted “mec Prattick. So I came into the 
City , and was kindly entertained in the houfe of the afore-faid Maltefe: where 
for three weeks pace, with much contentment I remained.

This order of Knight-hood received their de-nomination from foba the charitable 

Patriarch of Alexandria ;though vowed to Saint fobn Baptif? as their Patron. Their 

fitttfeat was the Hofpitall of St. Joba in Jerufalem ( whereupon they were called 

Knight-hofpitallets ) built by one Gerrard, atfuch timeas the Holy Land became 


“famous by the fucceffeful expeditions of the Chriftians ; who drew divers se 
thy 
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thy Perfons into thatSociety approved by the Pope Gelafus the fecond. They by the 
allowance of Honorius the fecond, wore garments of black figned witha white 


crofle. Raymond the firft Mafter of the Order did amplifie their Canons ; inftilins 
himfelfe , The poor fervaat of Chrift, and Guardian of the Hofpitall. in ferufalem. In 
every countrey through-out Chriftendom they had Hofpitals,and revenues aflign- 
edthem with contributions procured by Pope Innocent the fecond. They were

| tyed by their vowes to entertain all Pilerims with fingular humanity ; to fafegard :

| their paflages from thieves and incurfions, and valiantly to facrifice their lives in : 
defence of that countrey. Bur the Chriftians being driven out of Syria, the Knights 
_  hhad the Rhodes affigned them by the Greek, Emperour, (others fay by Clement the 
_ fifth ) whichthey-won from the Turk, and loft again as afore-[aid: retiring from 

thence unto A/alta. Thereare of them here feven Al erges or Seminaties: one : 

of France in generall, one of Averze, one of Province, one of Ca(tileyone of Ara- 

gon ,one of Italy, one of Almany: and an eighth there was of England, until by Henry 

the eight diflolved , with what Juftice I know not.» Yet is there one that fupplyes 

the place in the eleétion ofthe Great Mafter. Of every one there is a. Grand Prior 

who lives in great reputation in his conntrey ,and orders the affairs of their Order, 

Saint Jobas without Smith-field was in times paft the manfion of the Grand Prior a 

of England. An Jrift-man living in Naples, and receiving a large penfion from 

the King of Spain , now beareth that title: thofe that come for the Order » areto 

bring a teftimony of their gentry for fix defceats ; which is to be examined , and 

approved by the Knights of their Nation: and is firft to remain here a year fora | 

probation, Nor aré women exempted from that dignity ; admitted by .a ftatute 2 

made in the Mafter-thip of Hugo Revelws, Perhaps for that one Aga ;.a Neble 

Lady was the Authour, as,they affirm, of their Order: but that there be any 

now of it, is morethen I could ‘be informed. :The ceremonies ufed in Knight- 

ingarethefe: Firtt, carrying in his hand, a taper of white wax, hee knecleth 

before the Altar , clothed ina long loofe garment, and defireth the Order of the 

Ordinary. Then inthe name of the Father, the Son , and the holy Ghoft, he recei- 

vethafword , therewith to defend the Catholick Church: to repulfe and van-= 

quifh the enemy , to relieve the oppreffed , if need fhould.be to expofe himfelfe 

unto death for the Faith , and all by the power of the Croffe, which by the 

Croffe hilt is defigured. Phen is he girt with a belt, and thrice ftrook on the fhoul= 

ders with his {word , to put him in mind, that for the honour of Chrift he is cheer- 

fully to fuffer whatfoever is grievous: who taking itof him, thrice Aourifheth it 

aloft as a provokement to the adverfary, and {fo fheaths itagain; having wiped 

it firft on his arm , to teftifie that thence-forth he will live un-defiledly. Then he 

that gives him Knight-hood , laying his hand on his fhoulder , doth exhort him to 

be vigilant in the Faith, and to afpire unto true honor by couragious and laudable 

actions , &c. Which done , two Knights do put on his {purs: gilt, to fignifie that 

he fhould fpurn gold as dirt, not to doe what were ignoble for.ceward. And fo 

goes he to Maffe with the taper in his hand ; the works of piety , hofpitality , and 

redemption of Captives , being commended unto him ; told alfo of what he was 

to performe in regatd of his Order. Then is asked if he be a free-man, if not joyned 

in Matrimony ,if un-vowed to another Order, or not of any profeffion: and if he 

be refolved to live among them, to revenge their injuries, and quit the authori- 

ty of fecular Magiftracy ? Having anfwered thereunto, upon the receipt of the Sa» 

crament, he vowesinthis Order: J vow tothe Almighty God , to the Virgin Mary , 

bis immacalae Mother , and to Saint Fohn Baptift , perpetually by the help of God; to bee 

truly obedient to all my [uperiours , appointed by God and this Order: to live without dg 

thing of mine own, and withall to live chaftly, W hereupon he is made a partaker 

of their priviled ges, and indulgences granted unto them by the See of Rowe. Be- 

fides other prayers, they are commanded to fay a hundred and fifty Pater-nofters 

daily for fuch as have been {lain in their wars. [hey wear ribands about their necks 

with brouches of the Croffe ; and cloaks of black with large white Croffes fer 

there-intoon the fhoulder , of fine linnen: but in time of war , they wear crimfon : 

mandilions , behind and before fo crofled , ever their armour. They come hither 

exceeding young,that they may the fooher attain toa commendét at home,{ whereof 

many be of great value ) not got by favour but figniority ; and areto live here 

for the {pace of five yeers ( but not neceflarily together ) ane to goe on foureex- 

peditions. If one of them be convicted of acapitall crime., heis firft publikely 

difgraded ia the Church of Saint Jobs, wherche received his priate heed ; then 

itrangled 
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ftrangled ,and thrown after into the fea in the night-time. Every Nation do -feed 
by themfelves in their feverall Alberges , and fit at the table like Friers: but fuch 
as uvon {uit doe get leave to cat apart, have fixty crownes allowed them by the 
Religion yeerly ; asall have five and twenty a piece for apparell, There ate here 
refident about five hundred, being not to depart without leave : and as many more 
difperfed thorow Chriftendome ; who hither repair upon every fummons or no- 
tice of invafion. The Religion is their generall heir, wherefoever they die: onely 
each Knight may difpofe of a fifth part of his fubftance. There be fixteen of them 
Counfellors of State , and of principal! authority, called Great Crofles: who wear 
tippets , and coats alfo under their cloaks , that be figned therewith. Of thefe are 
the Marfhall, the Mafter of the Hofpitall, the Admirall, the Chancellour, 8c. 
When one doth die, ‘another is elected by the Great Mafter and his Knights, whe 
give their voices (if I forget not) by bullets,asdo the Venetians; whereby both envy 
and faction is avoided. Now ifthe Great Matter fall fick they will fuffer no veffel 
to go out of the haven, untill he be either recovered or dead , and another elected : 
left the Pope fhould intrude into theelection, which they challenge to be theirs, 
and isin this manner per-formed. The feverall Nations ele& two Knights a piece of 
their own, and two are ele‘ted for the Englifh from amongft themfelves ; thefe fix- 
teen choofe eight , and thofe eight doe nominate a Knight ,a Prieft , anda Frier- 
fervant (who alfo wears arms) and they three choofe the Great Mafter , out of the 
fixteen Great Croffes. This man is a Pickard born, about the age of fixty, and hath 
governed eight yeers. His nameandtitle, The laftrious and moft Reverend Prince 
my Lord Frier eAlofius of Wignian-Court ,Great Mafter of the Hofpital of Saixt Johns of 
Ferufalem : Prince of Malta, and Goxa, For albeit a Frier,(as the reft of the Knights) 
yet is he an abfolute Soveraign, and is bravely attended on by a number of gallant 
young Gentlemen. The Clergy do wear the cognizance of the Order : who ate 
fubjeé& to kike laws except in military matters. 

There are fixty villages in the Iland , under the command of ten Captains ; and

Now upon the point of the Promontory which lies betweenc thefetwo branches 
of the haven where the Ships and Gallies have their {tations » 01 a fteep rock 
{tandsthe Caftle of Sainte ngelo;whole ftrength appeared in fruftrating thofe vio- 
lent batteries (being next befieged by the T#rke) whereof ir yet beareth the {cars. 
At the foot of the rock are certaine Cannons planted, that front the mouth of 
the haven. This Caftle is not onely divided by a trench cut thorow the rock, from 
the Burgo: a little City which poffeffeth the reft of that promontory ; being alla 
rock , hewne hollow within for their better defence; and dif- loyned by a great deep 
ditch from the land. South of this, andon the next Promontory, ftands another 
towne, whichis called La J/ula: onthe point thereof there isa platform, and at the 
other end the {trong fort of S. Afichael ; yetinferiout in ftrength to that< of S. Angelo, 
ete remember we the pietic of a .ttahometan , de(cended, no doubt, of Chriftian 
parentage , and favouring our Religion: who in the time of the frideft fiege , and 
{malleft comfort to the befieged , leaptintothe {ea, and maugre all the thot that 
Was made at him, {wam to this tort : where fic(t requiring and receiving Baptifme, 
he made known unto them the fecrets of the enemy, advifed how to truftrate 
their purpofes, and bravely thrult himlelfe forward in every extremity. But the 
Knights of the Order affifting one another by their proper valour , {0 nobly beha- 
vedthemfelves , that the Turk began to defpair of fucceffe ; and upon the rumo- 
red approach of the Chriftian fuccours ( which inthe beft conftruétion by rhe 
over-circum{pect Vice-roy of Sicilia had been dangeroully protracted ) imbarqued 
themfelves, and departed. But all, faving Bergo and Saint Angels, reduced into

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Knights, toabandon the [fland, rather then vainly to repaire, and endeavour to 
defend thofe lamentable ruines ;the adverfaries un-cquall power; & backward aid 
ofthe Chriftian Princes confidered. ‘But it too much concerned the ftate of Chri- 
ftendome,(efpecially of the countries confining )it being as it were boththe key and 
bulwark thereof, to have it fo forfaken: I nfomuch that the Pope,the Florentine, and 
the reft of the Princes of (cay encouraged them to ftay;afiifting them with money, 
& all neceflary provifion. But efpecially the King of Spaim ; who over and above , 
did fend them there three thoufand-Pioners,&levyed in the Kingdome of Waples,8¢ 
Sicilia, to repair their old fortrefles.and begin a new City upon that tongue of land 
which divideth the two havens : now almoft abfolutely finifhed. 

This is called the City of “aletta in the honour of Joh de Valetta , who then was 
Great Mafter. Not great, but fair, exactly contrived , and ftrong above all other : 
mounted a-lofe, and no where affailable by land., but at the South-end. The walls 
of the reft do joyn to the up-right rock , as it of one piece, and are beaten upon by 
the{ea. That towards the land » is but a narrow Ifthmos:, where the rock doth na~ 
turally rife: the ditch without hewn down exceeding broad , and of an incredible. 
profundity, ftrongly flankt, and not wanting what fortification can doe. This way 
openeth the onely gate of the City (the other two , whereof one leadeth to Saint 
Hermes, and the other to the Eaft haven, being but {mall pofterns, and hard within 
are two great bulwarks; planted cn the top with Ordnance. At the other end 
(but without the wall) {tands the Caftle of Saint Hermes, now ftronger then ever, 
whereof (as of that of St. Angelo) no French-man can be Governour. Almoftevery 
where there ate platforms on the walls, well ftored with Ordnance. The walls on 
the in-fide are not above fix foot high,un-imbattell'd, & fhelving onthe out-fidesthe 
buildings thorow-out a good diftance off,both to leave room for the fouldier,and to 
fecuré them from battery. Neer the South-end,and on the weft-fide, there is a great 
pit hewn into the rock; out of which there is a port cut under the wall into the Weft 
haven : intended (for yet un-finithed )to have been made an Arfenall for their gal- 
lies: that harbour being too fhallow for fhips: a work of great dificulry. The 
Market place is {pacious ; out of which the ftreets doe point on the Round. The 
buildings for the moft part uniform; all free {tone, two ftories high , and flat atthe 
top: the upper roomes of moft haying out: tarraffes. The Great Mafters Palaceisa 
princely ftruéture,having a tower which over-looketh the whole Ifland. The cham- 
ber where they fit in conncil, is _curioufly painted with their fights by fea and by 
land ; both forain and defenfive. The feven Alberges of the Knights, be of no mean 
building;amongft whom the City 1s guartered.Maguificent is the Church of S. Paul 
and that of S. Johns: the one the feat of a Bifhop, and the other of a Priors And 
Saint Jehas Holpitall doth merit regard , not onely for the building, but for 
the entertainment there given: f x all thar fall fick are admitted thereunto. ‘The 
Knights themfelves there lodge,when hurt or difeafed;where they have phy fick for 
the body. and for the foul alfo (fuch as they give.) The attendants many, the beds 
over(pred with fair canopies;every fort-night having change of linnen.Served they 
ate by the junior Knights in filver : and every Friday by the Great Mafter, accom- 
panied with the great croffes. A fervice obliged unto from the Arft inftitution; and 
thereupon called Knight-Hofpitallers. The Jefuits have of late crept into the City, 
who now havea Colledgea building. Here be alfo three Nunneries : the one for 
Virgins, another for penitent Whores, (of impenitent here are ftore ) and the third 
for their baftards: 

The barrenneffe of this Ifle is fupplyed with the fertility of Sicilia, from whence 
they, have their provifion. The City is victualled for three years ; kept under the 
orcund, and {npplyed with new, as they.fpead of the old. They have {ome frefh wa- 
ter-fountains : andthe rain that falleth they referve in cifterns. Befides the Knights 
and their dependants, the Citizens and Iflanders be within the mufter of their for- 
ces, in which there are not of living foules above twenty thoufand. They keep a 
court of guard nightly : and almoft every minute of the night the watch of one fort 
cives two or three knolles with a bell, which is anfwercd by the other in order. 
The Religion hath onely five Gallics; and ftinted they are, as have heard, to that 
numb-r, (if more,they belong unto private men) and but one thip. The cuftome is, 
ot hath been having fing ont a fldg,to lend money to all commers that wonld dice 
it: ifthey win, to repay it with advantage;if lofe,to ferve untill cheir entertainment 
am ytated to chat famme Now the expzditions tharthey make are little better then 
for bsoty : fometinns laading in the night time on the main of Afies, andefurpri- 

| zing 
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zing fome villagesot {cowring along the coafts,they take certain { mal) barks, which 
disburdened of their lading and people they fuffer to hull with the weather, For 
they:make good profit of their flaves » either imploying them in their drudgerics 
€ they having at this inftant above fifteen hundred of them ) or by putting them to 
ranfome. For ever,and anon you fall have little boat, with a flag of treaty, come 
hither from Tripoly, Tunis, and Algiers, to asree for the redemption of captivés: as to 
the Adaltefes to thofe places , who are ferved with the fame meafure. During my a- 
bode here,there arrived a bark,brought in by eight Englithmen,who had for a long 
time ferved the Turkith Pirates of Tuya: they bound for Algiers, took weapons in 
hand , and drovethediftruftlefte 7 arks ( bein& twice as matiyy into the ftérn , kept 
there by two, whileft the other drefled the fails for Malta.

1 have read er heard how certain Merchants being bound to ferve the 
French army atthe fiege of Naples , with fo many tun of Tunny , and not able to 
perform it : hearing ofa late fought battellin Barbary, repaired tothe plate, and 
fupplyed the quantity with mansiefh dreft in the fame manner: which proved fo 
over-high a feeding ( moft eafily converting into the like ) that their bodies brake 
forthinto loathfome ulcers ; and from that infeGtion ;the difeafe that taketh from 
them the name (not knownbefore in our parts of the world-) was entroduced a- 
mongtft us. And) Scalrger in his 181 Exercife upon ( ardan, and the 19 fettion 
doth alfo afirme, that it proceeded not originally from the impurity of women, 
but from contaction ; and that the Spaniards did firft tramf{port thefe rarewares 
from the Indians > ascommon amongft themas the meafelsamonaft us,and equal 
ly conitagioas.° Which feemeth to confirm the former affertion ; they having been 
Man-eaters for the moft part.

Archi not daritig to return unto Corinth, having uu-naturally abufed a youth 

of honeft behaviour , imbarqued himfelfe with certain (o-ithians and Dorians , 

andcame together with «My{cellzs unto Delphos to confult with the Oracle. De- 

manded by Apollo, whether it were riches or fanity that they affected . 4Ly(cellus 

faid fanity , and Archias riches. Whereupon he. commanded the one to ere& Cro- 

tona, andthe other Syracufa: which he did inthe fecond yeer ot the fecond O- 

lympiad. Where they in fhort time grew fo wealthy by the fertility of the foil , 

and benefit of the haven: that it became a proverbiall {coffe unto the roo fump- 

uous , that they werenot worth the riches of Syracufa. Archias flainby Telephus, 

whom he had formerly defiled; the Citizensconverted the government intoan 

Ariftocracy. But the Noblesby.a law that they had made, as jealous that forme of 
them fhould have affected the tyranny , exiled one another: fothatthé commons 
affumed the government. After , to accord a dangerous (edition , they chofe Gelon 
for their Tyrant j in the yeer of the Lord 2474. Hiron {ucceeded Geloz the good ; 
his ‘ctuelty tempered by the inftru&ions of Pizdarus and Simonides. Thrafbulus 
his fucceflor was expulfed by the Syracufians for his oppreffion ; and the State again 
reduced intoa Democracy : untill three-{core yeers after ic was ufurped by Diony- 
fms: ammanadmirably valiant. Dionyfivs his fonne fucceeded as execrably vicious, 


(although both the hearers of Plato ) who over-thrown by Dsonand Timolion, was 
fent tmto Corinth , where he lived in great poverty. So recovered the Syracufians 


Jheir liberty ; bur had not enjoyed it above twenty yeers, when Agathocles ( aman 
of a bafe originall ) did make them ftoop to a cruell fubjection. He dead., and after 
much civill diffenfion, they make choice of Hteron the fecond of that names moft 
beautifull in body , and as beautifull in mind; whofe profperous government lafted 
fifty yeers; being evera friend to the Romanes. Hieronymus his fonne, within fiftecn 
moneths after the death of histather , was flain by his guard. Now as for the 
Syracufians , although fubjeé&t thémfelves to thefe Tyrants ; yet were they the ma- 
{ters of others: and when free , delivered many from the fervitude of the Barba- 
rous. Memorable are the fights whichthey had withthe Athestams: and (/arthagi- 


nians: and glorious their victories.

. his anfwer ; td the much grief of Aarcellws : who not oniely {pared his kinsfolks for 
his fake, but had them in gteat honour. 
Syracufa in times paft contained four conjoyning Cities,environed with a wall of 
| two and twenty miles in circuit ; Ortygia, Neapolis , Acradina sand Tyche ; befides, a 
| {trong Fort called Hexaple, high mounted; and over-looking the whole; Seated it 
is ona rocky point of land , which divides the two havens, Ortyga {tands at the 
uttermoft extent : an Ifland joyned by a bridge to the reft. Wherein is the fo chan- 
3 ted fountain of Arethufa;oncea er of Areadta 4( as they fable ) beloved of the 
river A!phems andturned into afpring by Diana tor fateguard of her chaftity ; being 
conduéted by her under-feas and earth ,and fe-afcending inthis Ifland: Followed 
not-withftanding by the lover.

They fo conjecturing , for that this fountain was {aid to grow thick , and favour of 
atbidge, at {ich time as they celebrated the€Oly mpiads: and defiled the river with 
the bloud & entrails of the facrifices. But Strabo derides the conceit, though(befides 
divers more ancient authors) it be affirmed by Sezeca, and others, The fountain is- 
ample, and fendeth tothe adjoyning fea a plentifull cribure. Before, and evenin the 
; days of Diodorus the Siciliana number of facred fifhes were nourifhed herein: fo faid 
\ to be, for that who-foever did eat of them (though in time of war ) were athicted 
with fundry calamities. Now the North-fide of the reft of the City was Neapolis : 
the South-fide Acradina,and the Weft-end Tyche,which ftretcheth far into the land 
fo named of the Temple of Fortune. As forthe caftle Hexapyle , it tood further off 
upon the fummit of a rock;which Cscero doth call the great and magnificent labour 
of Tyrants: confifting of folid ftone, and raifed of a wonderfull height, more 
ftrong then which there could bee nothing made, or almoft imagined. All being 
defaced by Marcellws, and fufferinga further deftru&ion by Pompey , Syracufa may

But dugufus Cafar ent hither a Colony ,and re-built a great part of that which 
lies next to Ort yria,with the Iile it felf: whereon now there {tandeth a ftrong Cattle 
pofleffing the whole compaffe of the Ifland ; divided by a deep trench ( but not by 
the fea, from the reft of the City. The City it felf is ftrongly walled , ( then which 
heretofore there was nothing more goodly: ) notfar removed on both fides from 
the fea : the point whereon it doth ftand being but narrow cowards the Welt, and 
fo maketh by landa difficule approach: without which are the ruines of the old 
City. The principal] gate is on the South-fide, and neer che Weft-end, over which 
is written ,

the City being ftyled , Syracufa the Faithfull. The Garrifon confifts of two 
hundred Spaniards, and three hundred Townef-men: befides certaine Horfe- 
. men 
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men of the Countrey adjoyning , who ferve by turnes, and are nightly fent forth 
to fcoure and guard the {ea=coaft, The buildings of the City are ancient, the inha- 
bitants grave, and their women all hid under long black ftoles,not unl} ke the Male 
tefes, The Winter is here moft temperate , no day fo tempeftuous + as affordeth not 
fome fun-fhine: but again they aré afHited with the in-(alubrious heat of the Sum: 
mer. Yetiathe hotceft feafon cool {prings gufh out of the rock (not to {peak again 
of Arethy fa) both within the walls of the City, and without ; and that fo neéer unto 
the fea, thar the falcdoth mingle with the freth upon every motion, Notwithftand- 
ing there is a longancient Aquadu& » Which conveyeth waters from the neerer 
mountains ( yet teaching fhort of the City) where-with the City is principally fur= 
nifhed, Thetwo havens that wath the South and North-fides of the City , (which 
by the inclining of the two oppofite promontories towardOrtygiaare defended from 
all weathers ) doe refemble in form the figure of 8. The i 
South, the moft goodly and moft famous that ever Natu 
into which the litle and gentle Anapis doth difcharge it {clf; joyning not far above 
with the fountain Cyane,whofe conjunaion hath given invention to their celebrated

Having ftayed aday at Syracu{a, we put again to fea, and arrived before night at 
((ataniathe Renowned. A City more ancient then beautifull ; feated on the North 
fide ofa great, but fhallow bay ; and therefore not to be approached by fhips: the . 
cate perhaps that it is not kept by a gerrilon, Quce it was a. Colony of the Naxianss 
But Hieron the firft dif-planted the old inhabitants,and peopled it with other : chan- 
ing alfo the name thereof into e£tea. He is (aid to have builtita-new: but after 
fhe death of the Tyrant, the Catanians tecovered their City , over-threw his monus 
ment , defaced his titles, and again did call it Catania, Little is here note-worthy, 
more then that itis an Univerfity , and feated ona {dilé that aboundeth with all 
things.

Andeven at this day once in three or four yeats it falleth in great fakes onthe 
countrey below, to the terror of the Inhabitants , and deftruction of their vintage. 

ut on the contrary fide ( according to that author) the afhes thereof doth fo enrich 
the foil, that both vinesand corn there profper above admiration. Who reports 
befides , that the graflefo manured, kills the fheep that doe féed thereon unleffe 
within forty or fifty dayes they be let bloud in the ear. Howbeit at this day much 
gtound about it lies wafte, by means of the eje&ted pumis. Greatly defirous I was 
to haue afcended this mountain : but jt tequired much time ; befides , the counrrey 
here-about is dai] y foraged by thieves,who lurk ina wood of eight miles compafle, 
that neighbours the City. So the next morning we departed, and failed for the 
{pace of thirty miles about the Eatt skirts of that mountain ; whereof we now will 
make a defcription, 

eAitna , called by Pindarns the celeftial] Columne, is the higheft mountain of 
Sicilia, fora great {pace leifi urely rifing: infomuchasthe top is ten miles diftant 
from the uttermoft bafis, It appeareth this way with two fhoulders, having an

though noe but by night to be difcerned,as.if heat and cold-had left their cotitention 
and imbraced one another. This: burning beacon doth fhewher fire by night? 8¢her 
{moak by day , a wonderfull way off: yet heretofore difcerned fat furthers: inthar 
the matter perhaps is. diminifhed by fo long an expence, My: felf have feen both 
plainly unto A4alta: and the mountain it {elf isto be difcovered: an hundred and 
fifty miles off by the failer.. Thofe that. have been.at. che top do report , that there is 
these a large plaine of cinders and afhes, environed. with a brow of the fame; and in 

the midft a bill of like fubftance: out, of, which burfted a continuall wind hangs 

about it like a great long cloud;,and often hurling forth {tones, and cinders. W here= 

fore the ftory of Empedoctes the Sicilian Philofopher’,then whom

This mountain hath famed in 
times paft fo abundantly that by reafon of the {moke and airc in-volved with burn- 
ing {and , the inhabitants here-about could not {ee one another ( if we may give 
credit to Cicero) for two days together. The extraordinary eruption thereof hath 
been reputed ominous. For fo it did atter the death of (Cefar : when not only the 
Cities there-about were damnified thereby, but divers in Calabria, And inthe yeer 
of the world 3982 yhard before the fervile Wats in Sicilia, wherein threesfcore and 
ten thoufand flaves where flain by the Prextors ; ir raged fo violently , that Af-iea 
was thereof an a{tonifhed witnelle, . 

Hereabout inhabited the Cyclops, and here Acts haftes tot he fea.

North-ward of -4¢na Jeffer hills do arife inthe neck one of another , allalong the 
fea-coaft ,fruitfull to their tops : whereupon ftand Caftles and Towns , of fuch an 
height Sc fteepneffe,as you would hardly think that they were to be afcended.Upon 
the nine and twentieth of June betimes in the morning, cntring the ftraights be- 
tween Siciliaand Calabria, we turned on the left hand into the haven of Meffena. 

Meffena(now Meffina the Noble)was at the firft called Z ancle,of the crookedneffe 
of the place, which fignifieth a cycle, built by the Pirates of Catania, for the better 
execution of their robberies: when Anaxtlas Tyrant of the Oppofite R heginmydrew 
to him the Meffent of Pelopponefus to difplantthe Zaxcli.So the Rhegians having over- 
thrown them by fea,and the Ateffemans by land,& entred their City, they wereen- 
forced to flie unto their Temples. 8 Alrars, when Avnaxilas would have put them to 
the {word, but Afanticlus and Gorgw Captains of the Mef{-nians, diffwaded him from 
being fo cruell unto a Greek people , who originally were of their bloud & alliance: 
whereupon they raifed them from the Altars; and pli hting faith unto one ano- 
ther , inhabited it together. So came it to be called Mena This befell in the nine 
and twenticth Olympiad. Burin the time of Diony/fusthe elder,it was razed by the 
Carthagenian Himilcus, & that with fuch hatred,as he left not fo much as the ruines, 
About the beginning of the firft Punick wars , the A¢amertini people of Campania, 
fent hither their Colonies, who poffeft the place , and re-built City ; which was 
called fora long time after , rathgr A¢amertinum: as the excellent wines that grow 
hereabout are called by A4artral:

The Romans made it their refuge in the Sicilian warres 
with whom it ftood and fell , as did the whole Iflands. Itis feated on the Weft-fide 
and South-end (which isthe bottome) of a bay, having behind it hi gh hils, where- 
of itafcendeth a part, ftrongly walled , and fortified about with bulwarks ) greater 
of lefle,to according the places neceflity. Upon the Weft-fide » and high mounted 
above it, ftands a {trong Citadel, which commandeth the whole City , manned by 
a garrifon of Spaviard:, South-weft of it a tortreffe is mounted on the top ofa 
higher hill. And on the top ofanother towards the South » is the Caftle of Gon- 
fage : both without the walls. The City is garnifhed with beautiful] buildings , 
both publique and private. Venus, Neptune, ( aftor,and Pollux had here their Tem- 
ples; whofe ruines are now the foundation of Chriftian Churches. Divers an- 
cient f{tatues are here yet to be feen. Through-out the City there are fountaints 
of frefh water: and toward the North-end, the ruines ofan old Aquadu&. In 
thatend which turnesto the Eaft, abour the bottome of the bay , where the City 


againft the Carthaginians, 


is {lender , and free from con-courfe of people , ftands the Viceroy’s Palace . ofno 
mean building , environed with delightfull gardensand orchards, to which the 
Arfenall adjoyneth. This end of the City points upon (‘alabria , and extendeth 
almoft to the {ea : where the land in a narrow flip running on the North, and thea 
returning Weft towards the reft of the City in form of a cycle, doth make 
andadmirable haven. Now onthe midft of this cycle

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high Lantern , whichby light in the night directeth fuch fhips as are-to enter thefe 
dangerous ftraights : North of which there are certain late built dry ftations for 
Galljes: and not far beyond the Lantern where it beginnethto turn, is a very 
ftrong Cattle (built by Philip the fecond ) and guarded by Spaniards. The reft of 
that cycleis inclofed between two walls to the very point which is fortified with a 
bulwark: between which and .the City, the haven which opens tothe North , 
hath a {pacious entrance. Here live they in all abundance and delicacy, having 
more then enough of food , and fruits of all kinds ; excellent wines, and {now in 
the Summer to qualifie the heat thereof, ata contemptible rate. The better fort 
are Spanilh inattire; and the meaneft artificers wife is clothed in filke : whereof an 
infinite quantity is made by the worm , anda part thereof wrought into Stuffs 
(but rudely) by the workinan. Eight thoufand bails of raw-filke are yearly made 
‘athe land :and five thoufand thereof fetch from them ( for, as hath been faid 
before , they will not trouble themfelves to tranfport it ) at the publike Mart here 
kept, which latieth all Auguft, by the gallies of Naples , Oftia, Ligorne,and Genoa : 
during which time they are quitted from cuftomes. The Gentlemen put their 
moneys into the common table, ( for which the City ftands bound ) and receive 
itagain upon their bils , accordingto their ufes For they dare not ventureto keep 
it in their houfes , fo ordinarily broken open by thieves as are the fhops and ware- 
houfes ) for all their croffe-barr’d windows, iron doors , locks , bolts and bars on 
the in-fide : wherein and in their private revenges, no night doth paffe without 
murder. Every evening they folace themfelves along the Marine ( a place left_ 
through-out between the City wall andthe haven ) the men on horf-back, and 
the women in large Carofles , being drawn with the floweft proceffion. There is 
tobe fcen the pride and beauties of the City. There have they their play-houfes , 
where the parts’ of women are acted by women, and too naturally paffionated ; 
which they forbear not to frequent upor Sundayes. The Duke of Of#za their new 
Vice-roy ;/ was here daily expetted ; for whont’a fumptuous landing place was 
made, and that but to continue for a day. 

The Phare of Veffixa ( for fo thefe ftraights are now called, the Lantern that 
ftands onthe point of Pelorus }) isten miles long ; and again{t Afeffina but a mileand 
a halfover, Infomuch that when Hrmilcs took the City » a number faved their 
lives (although it run with an impetuous clirrent) by fwimminginto Jta/y, On the

Once, as they fable, aravenous woman, ftruck with lightning by Jupiter , and 
thrown into the {ea for ftealing of Hercules oxen ; who ftill retaining her former 
nature, devoureth all that comes neer her. This whirle-pit is faid to have thrown 
up her wracks neer 7 auromenta ; which is between it and Catania. Then furely by 
much more out-ragious then now , and more dangerous to the failer, by reafon 
of their un-skilflneffe. As now, during our paflage , fo heretofore, it was {mooth 
and appeafed while calme weather-lafted ; but when the winds begin to rutile 
( efpecially from the South ) it forth-with runs round with violent eddies: fo that 
many veflels by the means thereof do mi{-carry.Right againtt this Charybd# ftands 
that former Lantern on the neck ofthe haven, waereof Scatiger {peakethin the 
perfon of Meffixa.

Now having ftayed three days at Afe ffinason the firft of July I departed : accom- 
panied by two Spaniards of the sarrifon of Rhegium in another Felluca that belong- 
ed tothe City.Having croffed t Phare, & rowed along the Calabrian fhore for the 
{pace of five miles towards the Thyrrhen {ea , wee were encountred by fo ftrong a 
{tream, that much adoe we had to hale the boat againft it. At length the rope brake 
and in an inftant we were carried a srcat Way off: when they might have fought 
her in the bottome of the fea , if the had not met with her fuccour; That night we 
came unto Scyl/a, which is not paft twelve miles diftant from Meffina: feated in the 
midftof a bay , upon the neck of a narrow mountain which. thrufts it elf intothe 
fea; having at the uttermoftend a fteep high rock whereon'there ftandetha Cattle.

As one there is between the South-end of this bay of Scyi/a, and the oppo- 
fite point of Sicily (whereon ftandeth the ancient Pharus: ) there the juftling waves 
make a violent eddy : which when the Winds are rough ; doth more then threaten 
deftrudtion to the ingaged fips, as I have heard of the Sicilians ; when {ceking 
pethaps heretofore to avoid the then more impetous turning , they have been 
driven by the Weather upon the not far diftant Scylia. By the Marine in Meffina 


there is a fountain of white marble, where ftands the ftatue of Neptune holding

“for fuch was his pictyshe being Lord of them.He taught at firft the ufe of the fail:3¢ 
by obferving of the fire & fmoke that afcended from thofe Mands, ( for heretofore 
they all of them flamed )prognofticated of ftormes to come; & therefore was called 
the Soveraign of the winds.Of thefe were feven (but now are eleven) almoft of an 
equall magnitude. Yet Lipariais the sreateft (being ten miles in circuit) as alfo the 
moft famous; to which the other were fubje&: fruirfull , and abounding with bitu- 
men, fulphur, and allome, having alfo hot baths, much frequented by the difeafed. 
Inthe year 1544 it was depopulated by the Turk + but (harls the fifth replanted it 
With Spaniards, and fortified the place. The fire here went out about an age agene , 
having (as is to be {uppofed)confumed the matter that ted it, Yvlcanoand Strombole 
(of which we will only {peak do now only burn.V#lcano receiveth that namefrom 
his nature ,confecrated formerly to Ywlcan , and'called his manfion. It isfaid hue 
tir{tto have appeared’above water about the time that-Scipio Africanms died. A bar- 
ren Mand, tony and urf-inhabited, Ichad three tunnels whereat it evaporated fite: 
but now hath but one,out of which it fmoketh continually,and cafts out {tones with 
a horrible roarifg, In'the year of our Lord 1444 on the fifth of February, ‘it famed 
{o abundantly, and flung forth fire and ftones with {uch an hidious noyfe , that not 
onely the reft of the Iflands,but alfo Sicilia trembled thereat. Perhaps the laft blazes 
for naw flame it doth not,but retaineth'the reft of his terrors, Now Strombolo called 
formetly Strengyle, of the rotundity thereof (forall is no other then a high round 
movintain ) doth burn almoft continually at the top like a Beacon, and exceeding 
cleerly : fo that ‘by night itis to bee difcerned a wonderfull way. Thefe places 
(and fuch like)arecommonly affirmed by the Rowane Catholikes to be the jaws of 
hell : and that within, the damned fouls are cormented, It wastold me at Napées by 
4 countrey- man of ours, and an old penfioner of the Popes, who.wasa youth in the 
days of K, He#ry,that it was then generally bruited thorowout EnglandsthatM.Grefh- 
am a Merchant fetting {ail from P4/ermo,( where there then dwelt one Amthaxioca 
the Rich , who at one time had two kingdoms morgaged unto him by the King of 
Spain: being crofled by contrary Winds , was confttained to anchor under the lee of 
this IM'and: now about mid-day ,when for cerrain hoursit accuftomedly forbeareth 
to flame.he afcended the mountain,with 8 of the {ailers: & approaching as neer the 
ventas they durft; amongft other noyfes they hearda voyce cry aloud, difpatch , 
difpatch , the rich Astomo isa comming. Terrified herewith they defcended: and 
anon the mountain again evaported fire. But from fo difmall a place they made all 
the haft that they could: whenthe winds ftill thwarting their courfe;, and defiring 

much to know more of this matter, they returned to Palermo. And forth ‘wath en- 
quiring of Antonio, it was told them that he was dead;and computing the time, did 
find it to agree with the very inftant thar che voice was heard by them. Grefham re- 
ported this at his return to the King:& the mariners being called before him,confir- 
med by oath the narration. 1a Grejbam him elt,as this Gentle-man {aid(for Ino o- 
therwife report it) it wrought fodeep an impreffion, that he gave over all trafiick ; 
diftributing his goods, a part ro this kinsfolk,& the reft to. good ufes,retaining only 

a competency tor himf{elt : and fo {pent the reft ot his life in a folitary devotion. 

Allthe day following we {Haid at Seylla, the winds not.favouring us, My Spansji 
comrads were very har(b to me, {for in thefe parts they deteft the Englifh,& think 
us not Chriftians but when 1900 their demand J told them that I was no Lurheran, 
they exceeded on the other fide in their curtefi.One of them had been in the Voyage 
of eighty eight ; and would fay that ic was not we, bot the winds that over-threw 
them. On the third of fuly we devarced , and landed that night at Asphage. Here- 
about (as throughout this part of Calabria) are great {tore of Tarantula’s;a ferpent 


peculiar to this countrey andtaking that name trom the City of farentum. Ree

hold them to be of the kind of fpiders , others of effts : but they are greater then the 
one, and lefle then the other, and (if that w 


en th erea Tarantula which [have {een) not 
greatly refemblingeither. For the head of this was {mall, the legs {lenders knotty, 
the body light, the tail {pinv y & the colour dun yinterthixed with {pots of a fullyed 


white. They lurk in the finks and privies,& abroad in fliray filth between furrows; 
tor which caufe the countrey people doe rea p in bootes The fting is deadly,and the 
contrary operations thereof moft miraculous, For fome fo ftung, axe {t'll opprefled 
witha leaden fleep:others are vexed with continued waking.fome fling up 8cdown: 
and others are extreamly lazy; He (weats, a fecond vomits,a third runs mad.Some 
weep continually; and fome langh continually, & that fs thé moft ufua!-Infomuch 
that itis an ordinary faving toa man that is extraordinary merry , that he hath 
been {tung by aTarantula.Hereupon nor a few have thought,that there are as many 
kinds of Tarantula’s, as {everal] affections ia the infected. But as over-liberall cups 
do not work with all in one manner ; but accor 


ding to each mans nature ,and con- 
ftitution, fome weep, fome laugh, fome are tongue-tied. (ome are all tongue, fome 
{leep, fome leap over tables,fome kiffe, and forne quarrell : even fo it falls out with 


thofe that are bitten. The metry, the mad, and other wife a4 vely difpoted, are cu- 
red by mufick ; at leaft it is the caufe, in that it incites them to dance indefarigably: 
for by labour and {wear the poyfon is expelled. And mufick alfo by 4 certain high 
excellency hath been found by experience to ftir iv the fad & drowfic,(o ftrangean 
alacrity,that they have wearied the {pectators with continued dancing. Inthe mean 
time the pain hath aflwaged, the infection being driven from the heart,g the mind 
releafed of her fufferance. If the snufick intermit,the malady renews,but again con- 
tinued, and it vanitheth.And objeéts of wonder have wrought the fame effeéts in the 


frantick. A Bifhop of this countrey paffing in the high way,and cloathed in red:one 
bit by a Tarantula, hooti ng thereat, fell a dancing about him. The offended Bifhop 
commanded that he fhould be kept back, & made haft away. But che people did in- 
{tantly intreat him to have compaffion on the poor diftrefled wretch: who would 


forthwith die unleffe he ftood ftill,and fuffered him to continue in that exercife. So 
fhame or opportunity inforced him to ftay,untill by dancing certain houres toge- 
thet , the afHicted perfon became perfectly cured. The fourth of July we rowed a- 

ainft the wind, & could reach no further then Ca/tilion : where the igh-wrought 
fess detained us theday followi og,Our churlifh Oaft,becaufe we fent for {uch things 
to the town,whereof he had none,made us alfo fetch our water from thence.it being 
a mile off : though he had in his houfe a plentiful] fountain. And I think there are 
not that profeffe Chtift a more uncivil people then the vulgar ( alabrians.Over land 
there is hot travelling without afluring pillage , and hardly to be avoyded murder; 


although all that you have about you (and that they know it) bé not worth a Dol- 
lar. Wherefore the common paflage is by fea, in this manner as we pafled now. A- 
long the fhore there are many of thefe Oftaries : but moft of the towns are a good 


way temoved, and mounted on hils wich not eafie accefles. Divers {mall forts ad- 
joynto the fea; and watch-towers thorowout, For the Fsrks not feldome make in= 
curfions by night: lurking in the day time about thofe un-inhabited Iflands.Uundet 
thefe forts we nightly haled up our boat , and flert in our clothes onthe fand. Ani 
our fare was little better then our lodging: Tunny,onions, cucumbers, and melons 
being our ordinary viands. Not but that we might have had better, but the 
fouldiers were thrifty , & I was loath to excced them. For there being but only one 
houfe at a place, they fold every thing not according tothe worth, but to the necef. 
fity of the bayer: But Mulberries we might gather, and eat of free co{t: dangeroufly 
un-wholefome if not pulled from the trees before Sin rife. Ofthem there are here 
every where an infinite number: infomnuch that more {ilk is made in Calabria, then 
befides in all Italy, And tromthe leaves of thofe that grow higher on the mountains 
(for the Apexnine {tretcheth along the mid{t of this coultrey they gather plenry ot 
Manna, the beft of all other ; which falls thereon like a dew in the night time. Here 
a certain Calabrian hearing that { was an Engl‘th-man, came to me, & would needs 
per{wade me that I had infight in magick: for thac Earl Borhel was my countrey- 
man , who lives at Naples, and is in thofe parts famous for fufpetted Negromancy, 
He told me that he had treafute hidden in his houfe ; the quantity & quality fhewn 
him by a boy, upon the conjuration of a Knight of Aza/ez: and offered to fhare it 
between us, if I could help himuaroit. But lanfwered »thatin Exgland we were at 
defiance with the devill;and that hee would do nothing for us. 
On the fixe of July wélanded by noon before Pawla. and a(cended the town 
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196 —- Salerne.. Promontcryof Minerva. _ Lip. 4, 
high mounted on a mountain ‘Here was St. Francis born,from whom the Order of 
the Mininesis derived. A mile above there isa Monaftery confecrated unto him: 
where one of his teeth , which cureth tooth-ach (it you will believe them) is to be 
feen with a rib of his, his beard, his habit and fanda]s. They fayat Afeffina ; that 
being denied paflage by a fifher-man , he {wam over the Phare. in his gown ,(ha- 
ying firft petitioned heaven and for that was canonized, The next day. we touched 
at Belvidere -then at Lifeare, whereof (Carolus Sinolais Prince, whofe elder brothex 
was taken by the Turks. The confonancy of the names, or treachery of the people 
have authored the report that //carior was here born, In the cool of the Evening we 
rowed to Paleneda. July the 8 we croffed the bay of Salerze , of that ancient City fo 
named : feated in the bottome thereof: honored witha Prince, and a famous Uni-

And becaufe an old {apleffe tree did flourith afteth up- 
on his landing in the Ifland,he would needs have it of the Neapolitans, in exchange 
of -4:maria: which trom thence-forth he vavioufly beautified , and honoured 
with his recirements. But Tyberivs made Capre by his cruclty and lufts » both infa- 
mousand un-happy : who hither with-drawing from the affairs of the Common: 
wealth , (for that the Ifland Was un-acceffable on all fides by reafon of the up-right 
clifts , except onely at one place , no man being fuffered ro Jand but upon efpecial 
admittance ) bence fent his mandates of death. ‘Tn the mean-time making ita very 
{tew of incredible beaftlyneile: which modefty will not {uffer to relate. Ia-(omuch 
that Capre was ftiled the Ifland of fecret lufts, aud he Caprenens.. His ufuall compa- 
nions were Magicians and Sooth-fayers: whereof the Satyre {peaking of Sejanus,

The principall of thefe was Thra/yllus; whom Tyberins intending ona time to thruft 
down from a clifféas they walked together, in that he had failed in a former pre- 
diction, and perceiving by his looks that he was troubled in his mind » demanded 
the caufe. Who replyed that by his art he fore-faw fome hardly to. be advoided 
danger'to be neer him : whereat Tyberins amazed, altercd his purpofe. A few years 
before his death, the Pharus thete {tariding »and @Poken of by Pampinins 


(Pharus on Theleboan rocks {weet light 

Sad Sailers ( ‘Maon-leghs) fhews in erring night. ) Stat. j. Silv, 
was thrown downy anearth-quake. Unto this Ifland they ufed to confine offens 
ders: acuftome that continues to this day. Amoongft other Grots here is one that 
hath an entfance very obfcure, but leads into a light-{ome cave,exceeding pleafant, 
by reafon of the water dropping down from on high. About the fhore there are di- 
vers ruines , fufficient witneffes of the Romane magnificency. Here isa little City 
(whereof there is a Bifhop) of the name of the Ifland , havi nga ftrong fortefie; fo 
{eated , that by one alone it may be defended. And Axacapre , 2 town erected ona 
higher rock, mounted by a narrow, fteep, and difficult paflage : yet the inhabitants 
by ule, and with burthens ontheir backs afcendeditwithea(e. Betides thefe, to 
wards the North are fundry ftraggling habitations. The inhabitants are generally 
Fifher-men , and Ship-wrights ; being much employed about the Navy at Naples. 
{In regard whereof they madea petition, thatfuchas were banifhed and confined 
unto this Ifland, might not ftay in «4nacapre by night; left they fhould force or cor- 
rupt their wives intheir abfence. They are exempted {rom all payments, permit- 
ted to wear arms, yet live in great poverty,and are often at fea furprized by Tarks, 
who lead them into fervitute. 

On the right band we left Surrentum,fo called of the Syren: whichdoth require a 
more large defcription then our brevity will permit : deftroyed by Pial Bafa inthre 
year 1558 when drawing neer uyto Naples , we threw allthe bread we had into the 
fea: twenty duckats being forfeited for every loafbrought thither ; for that they 
will have the better utteranée far their own. Abou: noon,having run allthat morn- 
ing betore the wind,.we arrived at Naoles, 

Of che time when the City was built, divers authors do difer , ot to be reconci- 
led by reafon ot the antiquity. Some fay,an hundted feventy veers after the deftru2 
of Troy, others but twenty, and others fay otherwife. No leffe di{-agree they con-

Now when the City began exceedingly to flourith, to the neglect and threatned de- 
folation of Cuma ; the Camans razed itto the earth: tor which being punifhed wich 
apligue they were admonithed by an Oracle to rebuild it;8¢ to offer facrifice yearly 
at the tombe of the Syren, Of that new edification it was-called Neapolés : but Serabo 

» faith ofthe new inhabitants ; who were Athenians: and other of the Greek Nation. 
This City is not onely the Metropolis of Campania, but Queen ofthe Pscenténes , 
Hirpines, Lucaniants, Brutians y Calabrians, Salentines, Peucetians, Samuttes, Veftinians , 
Ferentaniant, and Daunians, Her throne is anfwerable to her dignity : placed under 
a (miling heaven, in arich and flourifhing foil. Bounded -onithe South-eaft-fide 
with a bay of the Tyrrhen Sea unacquainted with tempefts;along which fhe ftretch- 
eth; and is backt by mountains enobled for cheit-generous wines ; whereof afcend- 
ing apart, fhe enjoyeth the delicate profpects of Ve/uvinsSurrentum, Gapr 4, Adifenns, 
Porehita, and enaria, Her beauty 1s inferiour unto neither, The private buildings 
being gracefull , andthe publi keWtately : adorned with ftatues 5 ‘the work of excel- 
lent work-men;and fundry preferved antiquities. |

As for her ftrensth , the hand of Art hath joyned with Naturetomakeher invin- 
cible. For , befides the being almoft environed with the fea , and mountains nor to 
bee tranfcended without much difficulty and dif-advantage ; fhe is {trongly wal- 
led, and further {trengthened with three ftrong Caftles. The one, and that impreg- 
nable, ftandeth aloft, and-behind it, on the ropof mount Hermus ,or of Erafmws,({o 
called of a little Chappell there dedicated unto him) begua by Charles the fecond in 
the year 1289 and finifhed by Ryéere his fucceflowr : where the tower of Belfort 
{tood, erected 119 yeers before by the Normans. Thisis a defence to the adjoynin 
countrey ; afafesuard anda curbte the City. For icover-looketh it all: and hath 
both of fea and land a large furvey, and no narrow command. Charés the fifth pul- 
ling dowarthe old , did{trongly re-build it, according to the modern fortifications 
cutting way about icout of the rock for the conveyance ofhorf-men. The gate 
thereof doth prefent thisinfeription. ‘

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in the vear 1587 and in the winter feafon it was fet on fire by lightning: which~ 
taking hold of the powder , blew up all that was. about it, 8 fhook the whole Ci ty: 
whereof much no queftion had fuffered , had it not been kept fo neerthe tap of the 
Caftle. The houfe of Don Garfia of Toledo, the Governour thereof,was fhaken to the 
stound:whom I mention the rathersfor chat he was commonly called the fortunate 
Knight.On a timeinatempeft a wave threw him over-board,and another caft him 
into another galley , and fo faved him. Then alfo the day before this accident hap- 
ned, he was removed with his family , but P/2/ip the fecond both repaired & enlar- 
ged it. The fouldiers have goodly orchards about it , to the encrea{e of their enter- 
tainment.A pleafant place, and pleafantly they live there : arriving at the extremi- 
ty of old age through the excellency of the ayr, Within the City, neer to the fea, $< 
aloft, there ftandeth another, called, The new Caftle,buile by Charls Duke of Anjou, 
King of Naplessby the Popes donation. and by conqueft, to defend the City and un- 
der-lying haven from Maritime invafions. This C aftle , Alphon{us the firt having 
expulfed the French-men.greatly enlarged;{o that at this day it may ftand in compa- 
2 with the principal] fortreffes of /raly: furnithedby Chards the fifth, & Philip the 
fecond , with all military provifion , wherein there lyeth a {trong gatrifon. Inthe 
midtt of this Caftle ftands a royall Palace,adorned bravely both without & within: 
the feat of the Viceroy. The third Caftle ftands at the South-eaft corner of the City, 
upon a rock that thrufteth like an arm into the {ea;&is joyned by the labour of man 
to the continent.Jewascall’d Megarss,cither of Afegara,the wife of Hercules,or of the 
Adegartans Which there inhabited;and A/yagra of the hopeleffe fortunes of the impri- 
foned there,being from thence no hope of efcape. Called alfo the Caftle of Lucullus, 
either for that he made it firft an Ifland,or for the fith-ftoves by him hewn out of the 
rock , and built : which yet are manifeft by their ruines. Whercof a late tra veller:

The con-courfe of {undry nations to this haven , doth addean 
over-abundance to their native pleaty, 4pu/ra fend them almon 4s,oil, hony, cactell, 
and cheefe : Calabria(belides mof{t of the afore-named)fi lk,manna,figs (ugar, excel- 
lent wines,mincrals,and matter for the building of thips;Sécslia relieweth them with 
corn, ifat any time their own {oil prove un-grateful; eiriching them further more 
with her fore-mentioned productions, Africa furnithed them with skins. Spain with 
clothand gold ; &/éa with {teel andiron ; and we with our countries commodities: 
fothat nothing iswanting. A city dedicated fromthe fir{t foundation to delight & 
retirement: whereunto the Grecsans(the founders) were wholly addiéted. Hither re- 
paired the Romans, when either oppreffed with the affairs ot the world,or with mif+ 


fortunes, age or infirmities; co recreate their (pirits , and pofiefic a longed-for tran- 
quillity.

But now the onely regall City of /raly , her royall Court iscompleatly furnifhed 
with Princes & Commanders : her tribunalls are peftered with clamorous advoca- 
tesyand litigious clients : her {treets with citizens and forainersia purfuit of their 
delights and profits : whofe ears are daily in-ured to the found of the Drum 8¢ Fife, 
as their eyes to the bounding of fteeds, and gliftering of armours. So that the feem- 
ethat this day to afford you all things but her former vacancy. Being firft the re- 
ceptacle of Philofophy, then of the Mules, and Jaftly ,of the fouldiery.

This City was firft a Common-wealth of the Athenians: after a partaker of the 

Romane priviledges : then fucceflively fubje& to the Orientall Empire. Count 

Roger the Norman did make ita regall City, by joyning thereunto Apulia and Sici- 

lia on this fide the Phare ( for fo was Calabria thencalled; ) the firft King of Naples : 
crowned in the yeat 1125 by Azaclerus the Anti-pope: as alfo of Srcilia, the Ifland 

whereof wee have fpoken before. Thefe two Kingdomes {uffering as it were one 
fortune, untill the expulfion of the Fresch-men out ot the laft named, But the King- 

dome of Naples continued ina dirc@ line in the houfe of Aven , untill foan the firit, 

the Niece unto King Robert, was depofed by Urban the fixth ;. becaufe fhe had de- 

fended the caufe of Clement the feventh:which Urban gave it unto Charles the Prince 

eta a of Durace, de{cended of the brother of the fore-faid Robert. Poffeffed after by 
ed Popes histwo children, Ladiflaws , who was alfo King of Hungaria, (aswas his father ) 
it onetime. and another Joan: but not without warsand rebellions. For foan the firft adopted 
but the lat. Lodowick the Duke of Anioz ¢ the (econd fon to the King of Fraace) her heir, by the 
rer was left aflent of Clement the feventh. And although he was flain in battell by Charls of Du- 
5 ofthe race, yet Lodowick his fon was crowged by the {aid Céement , in vain contending for 
i Pipe, the pofleffion with Lad:/? «xs dnd Queen Joan the fecond. But his fon Ledowick was 
being held Called tn by A -artin the fifth, and in-vefted with the roalty. Who deprived Queen 
for a (chi. Joane f x thatthe retuled-to aid him againftDracchius a rebell tothe Papacy. Where 
matick. Heapon the Queen adopted Alphoufis King of Arragon her heir, provided that he 
‘tise ie fhould affift het againft Lodowich her enemy. But when he came unto Maples, find- 
cnenigp,  Logall the affairs of State td be governed by her, he attempted to commit her to 
sm orifons Which fheavoided by fight: and in revenge thereof revoked the former 
adoption: adopting her former enemy Loduwick, in his ftead. Lodowick dead , the 

Queen adopted Reais his brother , and died not long after. Whea’ Ferdinand che 

bate fon of Alphonfuspretending that the Kingdom was lapfed to the church,entred 

Naples by force, and was confirmed in the government thereof by Eagenius ‘So loft it 

wasby the Freacl, & potletfed by the Arragamans, untill after the flight of King Fre- 
derick,the French and Spaniards divided it between them! uncer the conduct of gi

the twelfth, and Ferdinaxd fir-named the Cathelick. But the Fre-cl were foon after 
driven our by the Spaxiards , who pofletled the whole ; and therein doe coatinue to 
this day; not without the grudge of the other, and fecret repining of the Papacy: af- 
firming that it belongeth tothe Church,together with Sici/ra.But they have.not the 
will to contend with fofafta friend ; neither have they the power. Befides, who 
knows not thattheone of them could not fo well fubfift wichour the other. Che 
Germans in acknowledgement of their tenure of the Papacy y gave the Pope yearly 
eight and forty thoufand ducats, cogether witha white horfe. The money though 
remitted by Julizs the {econd unto Ferdinaad the Catholick, yet at this day is naid 
together with the white hackney. The Spavtards govern this kingdome by a Vice- 
roy : yetto he directed when occafion fhallferve, by the Council appointed for 
Italy. The Vice-roy now being Duke of Lemes. 

The fo many in-novationsthat have happned tothis un-happy kingdom, have 
proceeded partly fromthe over-much power, and factions of tue Nobilitv: but 
chiefly in that the eleGtion of their Kings depended on the Popes , who devofed aud 
crowned according to their {pleensand atfe@ions:whercunto the fhortneffe of their 
lives,and often contention for the Papacy (the aflifted approving,& the refitted de- 
priving) may beadded.Bur the Spaniard hath {ecured his eftate by the prevention of 
thefedifturbances , taking all power & greatneffe, more then titular, from the No- 
bilicy ; fuppreffing the popular , and indeed the whole conntrey by the forain foul- 
diery garrifoned amongft them,who may obey perhaps with as much love, as gal- 
ley flaves obey thofe that have deprived them of their fortunes and liberty. The 
King doth keep inthis kingdome a Regiment of four thoufand Spaniards, befides 
fixteen hundred in the Maritime towns and fortrefles. A thoufand great horfe.are 
in-rolled, and four hundred and fifty light horf-men. The battalion confifts of two 
hundred thoufand, five hundredthree{core and thirteen : thefe are not in pay,but in 
time of fervice, and then raifeth in part; according to occafion. For every hundred 
firesare charged with five foot-men : and there are four millions, eleven thoufand 
foure hundred fifty and four fires in this kingdome. Thefe are named by certain in 
every town deputed forthe fame:but fo,that if they be not well likéd by their Cap= 
tains ,they make choife of others in their ftead. The Captains. & Officers in time 
of Peace have their Peek penfions. Their {trengah at fea. confifteth of feven and 
thirty gallies. But what doth the King receive from this kingdome more then trou- 
ble andtitle ? For although the revenueiand donatives(now made a revenue) with 
impofitions , amount yearly totwo millions, and fifty thoufand ducats ; yet defalk 
one million and thirty theufand thereof given ordinarily away in penfions and 
other largeffes ; the reft {ufficeth not by much to maintain the garrifons , gallies 
hor{-men, and remainder of the fouldiery. 

Thiscountrey for the better government is divided into thirteen Provinces, 
wherein are a thoufand five hundred three-{core and three Cities, and Towns, 
(twenty of them the feats of Archbifhepsand an hundred & feven of Bithops jthofe 
along the coafts of principal ftrength: and although it be a Pene-infula , yet are 
there few havens thorow-out, and not many {ate ftations. The towns and cities are 
fubje&t unto nobles of fundry titles, ( {uch as are not , have their Captains ) who as 
they increafe in number, decreafe in authority : for that many of them have beea 
bought by men of bafe conditions ; and many of the ancient have ex-hautted their 
patrimonies, Befides, no office is alotted them,nor command,whereby they might 
attain to eftimation : every Officer is countenanced againft them ; all their faults 
lookt into: juftice executed upon them with rigour ; their vaffalls (in whofe love & 
obedience their potency did formerly confift)now alienated from them, and being 
backt in their contentions are grown neglected of them. To conclude, they have 
loft their ftings; & defperate of their liberty, nourith intheir brefts as hatred which 
they daré not expreffe , much lefe put into adtion ; having no likelihood of forain 
affiftance: all the Princes of /ra/y being either in perfed amity withthe Spamtard, or 
awed by his greatneffe. As for the Frexeh,their memory is defervedly hatef] unto 
them. The body of the Nobilitv confifts of fourteen Princes, five & twenty Dukes, 
thirty Marqueffes, 54 Earls, and four thoufand Barons.For fault of heirs male,their 
principalities revert tothe King , who felsthem moft commonly to men of mean 
birth, and meaner (pirits,who are hated of the honourable: whereby a defired envy 
and difcord is foftered among({t them. Moft of thefe doe live moft part of the year 
inthe City, where they have five feats for their five aflemblies of § apsa,Nrde, Mon- 
eA, Spentée.and Lafpenre, 
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. The chief officers in the kingdome under the Vice-roy ; are the high Conftable» 
Chief Juftice, Admirall, Great Chamberlain, Secretary :Marfhall,& Chancellour. 
The more fevere that thefe are to the naturalls, the greater their repute with the 
Spaniard , who enrich themfelves by extorting from the other: and give a pregnant 
proof of the many calamities w-) are incident unto all kingdomes that are gover- 
ned by Deputies. Nor is the King a little abufed by their avarice,and that not only 
inthe fouldiery , of whom there be fewer by an un-reafonable number then are in- 
rolled and paid for. The taxes thatare impofed upon filks , as well wroughtas un- 
wrought, hath fo inhanced the price, that the forain merchant negleGteth totrade’; 
to the great impoverifhment of the citizens , whofe efpeciall commodity doth con- 
fift in working, and quick fale thereof. And what rates are impofed upon vietualls 
and wines, may be gathered by this, that cuftome of hearbs {pentyearly in Naples, 
amounteth to 4000 /.of our money. And of wines they have fucha quantity, thar 
12000 Butsare every (eafon tran{ported out of this kingdome. 

Naples.is the pleafanteft of Cities, if not the moft beautifull: the building all of 
free {tone,the ftrects are broad & paved with brick,vaulted underneath for the con- 
veyance of the fulledge, & ferved with water by fountains and conduits. Her pala- 
ces are fair ; but her Temples ftately , and gorgeoufly furnifhed: wheteof , addin 
Chappells and Monafteries within her walls, 8 without, (for the fuburbs do equal 
the City in magnitude ) fhe containeth three thoufand. Itis f{uppofed that there are 
in her three hundred thouland men, befides women and children. Their habit is ge- 
nerally Spanifh: the Gentry delight much in great Horfes , whereupon they prance 
continually thorow the ftreets. The number of caroffes is incredible chat are kept in 
this City,as of the fegges not unlike to horfe-litcers but catried by men.Thefe wait 
for fares in the corners of {treets, as Water-mendoatour Wharfes ; where thofe 
that will not foot it in the heat, are born ( if they'pleafeun-feen ) aboutthe City. 
None doe wear weapons without efpeciall admittance i but the fouldiery. Their 
women are beholding to Nature for much beaury,or to cunning,Art for anot to be 

difcerned impoftury:howfoever they excell in favour, whichtArttan have no hand 
in. They are elegantly clothed ; and filk isa work-day wear. for the wife’ of the 
meanett artificer. They are not altogether fo {tri@ly guarded.as in other places of 
Italy ; perhaps leffe tempted , in regard of the number of allowed Curtizans ; there 
being of them in the City about thirty thoufand. fa ct 

Before we goe to’ Patzol , let us travel a little without the North-fide of the City, 
and turn with the land as tar as Ve/uvius. Not tofpeak oftheadmirable orchards 
( though here every where fo common as not to be admired) nor of the pleafant 8 
proficable foy];we will firft obferve the ample fotintainOf Labuda, there rifing firft, 
but {uppofed to proceed by concealed paflages from the root of Ve/uerus. Itis called 
Labuta,in that the waters doe boy]! as it were: and Labzolo,in that they throw them- 
felves into the mouth of an Aquaduét: wherein under earth conveyed for the fpace 
of two miles, they divide afunder.

The far end of this valley isconfined by ”e/zvius four miles removed,and Eaft of 
the City:from whence the Sunis firft feen to-arife,as if that were his bed-chamber. 
This mountain hada double top: that towards the North doth end in a Plain : the 
other towards the South afpireth more high, which when hid in clouds, prognofti- 
cates raine to the Neapolitans. In the top there is large deep hollow, without dan- 
ger to be defcended into,in form of an Amphitheatre,in the midfta pit which leads 
into the entrails of the earth, from whence the mountain in times paft did breath 
forth terrible fames ; the mouth whereof is almoft choked with broken rocks and 
treesthat are faln thereon. Next tothis; the matter thrown up is ruddy, light, and 
foft: more removed, black, and ponderous : the uttermoft brow that declineth like 
the (eats ina Theatre, flourifhing with trees, and excellent pafturage. The midft of 
the hill is thaded with che(nut-trees , and others , ig) fundry fruits, The lower 
parts admirably clothed with vines . that afford the beft Greek wines of the world: | 
which hath given to the mountain the name of di Somme , in regard of their excel- | 
lency ; affording to the owners the yearly revenue of 300000 ducats. They clarifie B 
it with the white of egs , to fuppreffe the fuming , adding fulphur thereunto, or fale, | 
or allome. So now it hath loft the name of Vefuvins , withthe caufe why it was gi- | 
ven , which fignifieth a (park, as Vefews a conflagration, It flamed with the grea- 
teft horror in the firft, or as {ome fay, in the third yeer of the Emperor Tirs:where, _ 
befides beatts, fifhes, and fowl, it deftroyed two adjoyning Cities, Herculanum, and 
Pompeios , with the people fitting inthe Theatre.

Dion affirms in'a manner as much, But Bodin, the cenfurer of all Hiftorians,doth de- 
ride it, Notwithftanding Ceffiador as writes a3. great matrersobadater canfagration, 
whereupon T headorscms ( firft King of the Gothsin ¥ea/s ) did cemic his tribuse tothe 
damunified Campanians,' Marcellinus writes, thatthe athes thereof tran{ported in the 
air, obfcured all Europe: & that the Con/tantinopoditans being WonJertully aftrighred 
therewith, ( infomuch as the Emperour Leo forfook the City ) ia memorial of the 
fame did yearly celebrate the 12 of Novemb. It alfo burnt in the 16 year of Conftan- 
tine the fourth: and at {uch time as Bellifarsus took Nao/es,& groaned, but ejected uo 
cinders:and again when the Saracens invaded Africa, Clarina writes that it flamed in 
the year 685 prognofticating the death of Bexedsét the fecond , with en{uing flaugh- 
ters, rapines, and deaths of Princes. During the Papacy of two other Beneditts , the 
eighth and the ninth, it is aidto have done the like. The latter, the laft; which was 
inthe year 1024 yet often fince it hath beets wonderfully teared. And although ir 
hath made fundry dreadfulldevaftations, yet the fruittull afhes thrown about doth 
feem to repair the fore-going lofles , witha quick and marvellous fertility, Atthe 
foot of the hill there are divers vents , ovt of which exceeding cold Windsidoe con 
tinually iffue, fach.as by venteduéts from the vaft caves above P4d¥a they lec into 
their rooms at their pleafure, to qualifie the heat of the Summer. Sparcaume the Fenr 
ter, and ring-leader of the fugitive bond-flaves, no Ieffe a terror Unto Rome then 
Hanoibal , did make this mountain the feat of his war.

But (quoth he) rarely to ke ufed liberally ; left chereby an evill habit be attained, 
This mountain doth ftretch from North-eaftto South-weft,in form of a proftrated 
Pyramis : and although flat onthe top , on each fide fteeply declining : South-eaft- 
ward bordering with the fea, and North-weft- ward with the countrey. I will not 
now {peak of the delicate wine which it yeeldeth , neat and fragrant, of a more 
pleafing guft, and far leffc heavy then thofe of Vefzviws , nor of thofe orchards both 
greatani many, replenifhed with all forts of almoft to be named fruit-trees, e{peci= 
ally with oranges and lemons,which atonce do delight three {enfes,nor how grate- 
full the foil is (though ftony) to the Tiller. The Grot of Pax flyre (a work of wons 
der) doth haften our defcription: which paffes under the mountain for the {pace of 
fix hundred paces( fome fay ofa mile, ) affording a delightfull paflage touch as 
pafle between Naples and Purzol, of that part of /ra/): receiving fo much light from 
the endsand tunnell ia the middle,which letreth inthe day from the top of the high 
mountain ) as is {ufficient for direétion. Thorowour hewn out of the living rock, 
paved under foot ; and being fo broad that three carts with eafe may paffe each by 
other. On the left hand , and in the mid{ft there is a little Chappell, wherea lamp 
doth continually burn before the adored image of out Lady , whois fa'd to fafe- 
guard that place from all out-rages : which is the eafilier believed , becaufe feldom 
any do there mifcarry. This vault, as the like is {aid to be begun by the Cimmerts, a 
people that inhabited here-about ia the time of the Tro/4ms wars : though placed by 
Homer beyond the Scythian Bofphorus + where the air is thick and dark , deprived of 
the Sun (there faintly fhining ) by the lofty bordering mountains. Hereupon came 
the proverb of Cémmertan darkneile, where Ovid placeth the palace. of Somnus,

Thofe here were fo called, inthat they dwelt in caves: living by theft, and not ftir- 
ring abroad in the day time. They offered facrifice to the A/azes, before they begun 
to cut thefe darkfome habitations, & from their moft retired parts,gave oracles (or 
rather fold them) ro fuch as enquired. The God of dreams is therefore aptly fained 
to refide among‘t thefe dreamers, who are {aid to have been aH put to the {word b 
a certain King that was deluded by their prophecies. The Grectans that inhabited this 
countrey after chem, converted the Cimmer:an caves into ftoves, baths, paflages,and 
fuch like ufes, amplified by the fucceeding Romaas, who exceeded all others in pro- 
digious and expenfive performances, Some do attribute the cutting thorow of this 
paflage unto one Bffws,others (but falfly) to Lecullus,and others to Cocceins; but not 
that ( sccetas that was granod-tather unto Nerva, W hereof, I know not what Poet :

Others there are that report that Virgil effected it by art magick, (and Virgils Grot it 
is called by many: ) but who ever heard that Yirgs/ was aMagician? Seneca tormen™ 
ted in this then horrid paflage doth call it a long dark dungeon : and further faith» 
that if ic had light, the {ame would prove but un-profitable , by reafon of the raifed 
duft which thickned theair and telldown again. And Petron:us , thatthey ufedto 
paffe thorow it with their bodies declining. Yet Strabo that lived before either,hath 
written that it received light from the top, and was of that height and largenefs, 
that two carts might pafle each by orher. Bur the height , belike, was atrerward 
choked withearth-quakes , and the paflage withrubbidge, And in proceffe of time 
it afforded no paflage , but enforced they were to clamber over the mountain ; un- 
till Alphow/us the firts did cleanfe ,enlarge ,and by cutting the jaws more high, did 
ealishtenit. But Peter of Toledo; Vice-roy of this kingdome , beftowed thereon that 
perfection which now it retaincth,

Before you enter this Grot, upon the right hand.aloft in the up-right rock, ina 
concave, there are certain {mall pillars if I forget not,(uftaining an Urn;which was 
told me to be the Sepulchre of Virgil:but erroneoufly For that ftandeth above,right 
over the entrance, in form of.a little Oratory , which the Ivie and Mirtle do clothe 
with their naturall tapeftry; and which is to be wordred at, (if irgrow as they fay, 
of.it elf) a Lawrel thruftcth out her branches at the top of the ruined Cupola , to 
honor him dead,that merited it living.In the midft of the m>nurnent ftood the Urn 
that contained his afhes,{upported by g pillars,whereon was ingraven this Diftick :

Others, that their Re- 
sular Priefts did convey it to their adjoyning Covent; 8 from thence to have been 
born away by the Cardinal of 1amtua, who dying in Geos in his return there left 
it, Buc if either were true: no doubt but fome memorial] would have remained of 
fo coveted a poffeflion:efpecially by the Maxrvan “ho held themfelves {o honored 
in his bitth, that they ftampt their coin with his figure. But rather it fhould feem 
that throughtime and negligence thofe reliques are perifhed.

He was born at Ande, a little Hamlet by Mantua: he lived 52 years, & died at Brun- 
dufium ,the 22 of September,in the 190 Olympiad: having retired himfelf into (a- 
labria to perfect his Aneads. He willed that his bones fhould be buried at Waples , 
where he had long-lived : (which was performed by Agvftus & Maecenas, made his 
heirs by his teftament)even in thefe groves where he had compofed his Eclogs, and 
Georgicks. Purchafed they were after by Sims Italicus; who religioufly celebrated 
his birth-day, and frequented this monument witha great devotion as ithad been

After a while weturned 
onthe right hand alittle tothe lake of Agzano, three miles well-nigh in circuit: 
round, and included within high mountains. The water thereof is (wiet at the top , 
and falt underneath , by reafon of fome minerall fodeep in the midft , thatthe 
inhabitants fay , that ichath nobottome. In the Spring of the year whole heaps 
of ferpents involved together do tall there-into from the crannies of the high rocks, 
and are never morefeenagain.

The tale is (and St. Gregory , if thofe dialogues be his , the teller ) how St. German , 
when Bifhop of Capua, advifed by bis Phificians to repair unto the ftove of the Ser-

{ou] of P 4fcafus tormented with heat; who had been an upright man, and full of pi- 
ety. Whereat affrighted, and demanding the caufe: he an(wered that it was for ta- 
king part with Laurentine againft S ymacus in their contentié for the Papacy:defiring 
him for be pray unto God for him,and if that at his recurn he found him not there , 
he might be ailured that his prayers had eMaceae, Which within a few dayes after 
he found to be fo : and fo the place took the name of St. German, This het on the 
South-fide of the lake. But now {peak we of that mortall Cave on the Eaft, in the 
foot ofthe bordering mountain,and entring the{ame not above three fathom.The 
mouth of it is lange enough for two to enter at once ; but the roofe declineth by lit- 
tleand little unto the urtermoft point thereof. Whatfoever hath life, being thruft 
into the far end,doch die inan inftant.

ners. And itis a {port to fee how the dogs there-about will fteal-away ,° and feud to 
the tops of the mountains.at the approach of a ftranger. The F parks gi Charls, the 
eighth of that name: who heldthe kingdom of Naples for a while;made tryal there- 
of with an Affe, which immediately died. The like befell to a fool-hardy fouldier. 
Peter of Toledo caufedtwo offenders to be thruft there-into ,-and. both expiredina 
moment. Nor found thofe three gallants any better fuccefle, who tempted God 
with their defperate entrance: whereof Scipso Mfaxea doth report himfelfe to bee 
an eye-witne(s. This place was not un-known to, Pliny , who called the Cave of Cha- 
yon, The caufe of fo deadly an efle&t:: is faid to proceed from. the fervent vapours 
afcending at invifible pores , fo thin , fo dry and fubtile , as not to be difcerned : yet 
thickned by the cold that enters at the mouth of the Cave ,, conyert into moifture, 
which hangs far within on the roofe like two drops of quick-filver; & {uch efteem- 
ed tobe by a number. Corona Pighius , defirous to inform himfelfe in the myfteries 
thereof, ventured fo far in, as to touch one of thofe far off fhining drops , and fhew- 
ed ittohis companions, who entred alfo , and ftayed therein about a minute of an 
hour : fenfibly perceiving the heatto arife from their feet to their thighs, till they 
did (weat at the brows without the endammaging of their fenfes , who recurn’d, to 
the wonder of the suide, that rhought they had preferved themfelves by enchant- 
ments. But this theitexperiment itappears that the air is moft deadly neer to the 
pores, where it firft afcended; efpecially to fuclrcreatures as hold their heads down- 
ward , exhaling atthcir noftrillsthe dry and exceflive hot vapours. Thrufta torch 
neer the bottome and it wil ferch-with go out: yetadvanced higher , re-inflames,

From Hence we paffed to the Court of “#/cax : aloft, and neer to the ancient Pate- 
oli, but diftanta mile and better from the new.

From hence they exaétyeerly 
three thoufand pounds weight,whereof the Bifhop of Purzol hath the tithe: Another 

kind of fulphur is gotten here, not taken from the fire, but found in earth : of efpe- 
ciall ule for the dying of hair, and familiarly experimented by women. White falr, 
Armoniack is here found alfo, which belongeth to the aforefaid Bifhop, At the foot 

of this fountain that regardeth the Eaft, are mineralls of Allome,and the beft of the 
world: whereof, one patt was given to the Hofpitalls of S. Martha, and the Annun« 
ciation ; and the other belonged toa private Lord. But left the Papacy fhould bee 
thereby damnified, ( for they make of Allome a principall Revenue ) the Pope, on 

ain of his heavy curfe, did prohibitthe labourers. Afterward Piws the fourth 

pate out the owner of the one half, for the yeerlv rent of twelve thoufand du- 

cates:and Gregory the thirreenth by the payment of five and twenty thoufand, ex- 

tinguifhed that annyity :the Matters of the Hofpitals baying in the mean-time ab- 
jured their intereft in the other, In the top of the mountain are certain little veins of 
a white matter like falt ; much ufled by skinners: whereof a water is made, that 
forth-with putteth out all characters that are written in paper. The fower of braffe 
is here found every-where, excellent and tranfparent ; with white and Nitre. This 
place is faid by the Romane Catholikes to be difquieted with devils : amd that the 
fire under-neath isa part of Purgatory, where departed fouls have atemporall pu- 
nifbment. The Friers that dwell hard by in the Monaftery of S. 7 za#ary report that 
they often do heat fearful threeks & gronings. They tell alfoa late ftory. ofa cert ain 
youth of eA puliaga {tudent in Naples;who defperate in his fortunes,advifed with the 
devill, and was perfwaded by him to make hima deed of gift of himfelfe , and to 
write it ia his own bloud ; in doing whereof he fhould in fhort time recover his 
lofles Believing the deluder,according to appointment he came unto this place with 
that execrable writing: when affrighted withthe multitudes of devils that appea- 
red unto him,he fled to the aforefaid Monaftery, and acquainted the Prior with all 
that haoned. He communicated ittc the Bifhop (now or late living )who informed 
the Pope thereof : by whofe command he was caft into prifon, & after condemned 
to the gallies. Poffible it is that this may be true ; but Damianus the reporter of that 
which followeth ( though a Cardinall ) might have had the whet-ftone ,if he had 
notalledged his author : who tellech of a number of hideous birds which accufto- 
med to arife from hence ona {udden in the evening of the Sabbath ; and to be feen 
untill the dawning of the day, ftalking on the tops of the hils , ftretcching out their 
wings, & pruning their feathers, never obferved to feed , nor to be taken by the art 
of the fowler: when upon the croaking of the Raven that chaced them they threw 
themfelves into thefe filthy waters. Said to be damned fouls tormented all the 
week long, & fuffered to refrefh themfelves on the Sabbath, in honour of our Savi- 
ours refurrection. This he reports from the mouth of the Arch-bifhop Umbertus. 
But if this be hell , what a defperate end made that un-happy Germaz,who not long 
{ince flipt into thefe furnaces ? or what had his poor horle committed , that fell in 
with him , that he fhould be damned . at Jeaft retained ia Purgatory ?_ “The matter 
that doth nourith thefe fub-terranean fires, is Sulphur and Bitumen. But there itis 
fed by the later, where the flame doth mix withthe water, which is not by water to 
be extinguithed: approved by the compofition of thofe :gnes admirables. 

From hence defcending a little , we came to the ruines of a magnificent Amphi- 
theatre,en-vironing ina oval acourtand hundredthree-{core and twelve feet long, 
and four-{core gceight over:t iowa down by an earth-quake not many ages fince; 
which here happen not feldome, by the violence of inflamed & fupptefled vapours. 
Dedicated it was to «can: and not without caufe,he feeming in thefe parts to have 
fuch.a foveraignry.An Amphitheatre confifts of two joyned Theaters, 8 is there- 
of focalled: containing no ftage,and confecrated commonly unto Adars in that {pe- 
étacles onely of bloud and death were there exhibited to the people, as fword-play- 
ings, combatings with wilde beafts,compelling of the condemned to perfonate I ra- 
gedies , andacts but fained, to pertorm in earneft. Sword-players ( who were firft 
introduced, by Funins Brutvsin the funerall of his father ) firft begun with ftatues , 
and then with (words, to. fhew their arts and courages. Buc in later times they en- 
tred the lifts naked : their skill in defence , not {o much regarded or prayfed_, as the 
undaunted giving or receiving of wounds;and lite un-fearfully parted with. The 
wearyed or vanquithed were fupplyed by others: and he bare the palmaway , to 


whom none fueceeded, Whereot «Marteal of Hermes :

that were condemned to fight with wild beafts were produced in the morni ngs; the 
horror whereof was fuch, as women were prohibited to behold them: wherc the 
killers in the end were killed, and no way left to avoid deftrucdtion. A memorable 
accident is resorted by Sexeca ,( at which himfelf was prefent ) ofa Lion that took 
knowledge of one who had been in times paft his keeper: and not only forbore him 
himfelf , but defended him from the fury of others. It fhould feem tobe that Bond- 
flave Androclus(for the times do agree,) who is mentioned by Appiax,Same for hi re.

and fome in-bravery. undertook to encounter with fuch beafts,who either perifhed> 
or made way by victory unto fafety.. An hundred Lions were often at once let 


‘forth thto the conrrof the Amphitheatre ; and often beafts were fet againtt beafts, a 


ieffe'favage fpectacle? But O wicked delight of thefe barbarous tyrants, worthy, 
to fuffer what they inflicted ! who caufed miferable wretches to make ‘hiftories of 
fables cand putin acs imaginary miferies. They being moft praifed of the dry-eyed 
behulders jrhat expoled themfelves\unto death without terror:, either by taking it 
ftom the weapoa of another, or by falling on their own, as thefable required: Nor 
wiatteredit who bad the parctofurvive: he being but referved for another days 
flaughter, And fornetimes they erred in the St_ry,to,make.the Cataftrophe more 
iorrid ;as in that of Orehem ; who although {aid tohave beencut in pieces by the 
Ciconian wives , Was xeprefented to be torn in pieces with a Bear. The manner 
thus deferibed by. «Martzal :

The floor of the‘ Amphitheatre was covered withfand, todrink up the bloud that 
was fhed thereon.e4uauftus Cafard dredreffe the difcorders of this in Purze/com- 
mitted in the confufed placing of themfelves: affigniig particular rcomesto every 
desrec according t > their dignities. But when the Romanes here fhewed their great- 
eft bravery: when Nero entertained the Armenian yridatesswho fromthe uppermoft 
round did wound two Buls at one throw,to the wonder of the beholders, Theadorick, 
Kine of Gorhsdid utterly abolith thefe execrable paftimes. For what could be more 

in-humane , then to give the condemned lite, that they might take it from each o- 
ther bv mutuall flau. ther?A fhame it was to groatat the receit of a wound,to pull 
back their throats from the fteel ; or to behold their bloud with other eyes then if ic 
had been the bloud of arenemy. The reliques of this is now over-grown with bry- 
ars and thornes; ftanding upon arched concaves, yet aimoft intire, having feverall 
divifions , wherein - I fuppofe , they kept the wild beafts , and thofe that were to be 
devoured by them; from thence exhibited to the\fpe&tacle.Under the earth here are 
4 number of vaults , with fuch perplexed paffages y thar hatdly can he get out that 
enters without aline or a conduéter ¢ whereupon it is called the Labyrtth.In which 
are a world of Bats that hide themfelves from the hated day; and will put out your 
lichts with uttering about if not the better guarded.Some fay,that this was made 
to retain water for the ufe of the beholders: . why not rather for the ufe afore-faid? 
Defcending from hence by the ruines of the old Colony, we came unto Patzol ( eight 

miles diftant from Naples) and called formerly Pateoli, 

That name it took under Hansbal, of the many pits there digged: or of the {mell 
of the waters arifing from mines of brimftone and allome.Calle« it was more anci- 
ently Dicearchia, whichfignifietlya juft government: being a Greek Colony, and built 
by the Samians; at (uch time as Targquintus Superbus ruledin Rome. A Port town,and 
Mart it was of the Cumans; amplified by the Ramane Emperors in {uch fort, as called 
Little Rome, by Cicero. Whofe Walls, Havens, Temples, Academy, Theaters, Baths, 
Statues, &c. ( fome of them vet fhewing their foundations ) {ufficiently declare the 
Romane magnificency : poftefling a part of the mountain as well as the fhore,8z fup- 
vofed to coatain four miles in circumference Mepewxe was of this City the Patron : 
che ruines of whofe Temple are yet to be feen, hard behind the Duke of 7 0/edos or- 
chard; where we refrethed our felves during the heat ot the day. A place of furpaf- 
fine delight sinivhich aré many excellent Statues ,, recovered from me decayes of 
antiquity ;-andevery where fountains of freth water, adorned with Nymphs and 
Satvres:owhere the artifidiall rocks. fhells, mofle, andtophas, feem tn excell 
even that which they: imitate.. This: was made by the afore-mentioned Perer 
of Toledo scat fuch time as~2stzsl. was. abandoned by the inhabitants, by reafon 
of‘tearfullb earth-quakes, and the horrible conflagrations of the New Moun-~ 
raines. building-on'the-dsher fideof the way.a faire palace, thereby to.ani- 
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mate the people to returne. For over the entrance ftands this ingraven infcription:

with-ftood the wafte of time, the fury of the.foe, ( which to this City hath been ae 
ten fatall ) and injury of earth-quakes. The,tones are fo arti fically laid, that you 
would think it confifted but of one. It was built by Lucius Caphurninsand dedicated 
to duguftus, as appeareth by thefe extant characters :

Atthe foot of the hill whereon the City is mounted, the ruined Peer doth prefenta 
remarkable objet: which extending towards the Welft,made heretofore a fafe. and 
excellent haven. Arched like a bridge, that the flowing in of the fea might preferve 
the profundity thereof, from being choked with rubbidge andearth borndown 
with the fall of Torrents. The work it was of the Grecians: much afiifted in the buil- 
ding by the admirable nature of the fand hereabout,by reafon of the under-burni ng 


fire, and perhaps partaking of the bituminous matter. ; becomming as hard and du- 
rable as the folid rock, when mixed with lime , and placed under the water.

ported certain fhip-ladings of this {and unto (onfrantino; ae 
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maffe confifteth of brick, but was covered herctofore with marble , which afforded 
‘adelightfull walk on the top. What fhould I {peak of the Emperours that re- 
paired it, ( whofe names are yet retained in ftone ) or of the arch ereéted thereon 5 
fince the whole is now utterly defaced? yer rather by earth-quakes then the vio- 
lence of the fea: whereof thirteen great piles now onely remain, which appear 
like fo many {quare towers in the water ; the arches thrown down that conjoy= 
nedthem. To this Caligula joyned his bridge ( a prodigal] , and not to be exempli- 
fied vanity ) which {tretched over the Bay unto Bate, three miles and a half diftant: 
fuftainéd by fhips ( drawn hither from all parts of his Empire ) placed in two 
ranks, made ftable with innumerable anchors ; and croffed with a broad high way 
ofcarth. Which he did , as it is faid, in imitation of Xerxes, who built the like o- 
ver the lefle broad Hellefpont : others fay, that it was to terrifie the Germans and Bri- 
rains by thé performance of {uch wonders ; with whom he was to begin a war. But 
indeed he was incited thereunto to fulfil the prediction of Thrafyilus the great Aftro= 
loger, who told Tiberizs enquiring who fhould be his fi ucceffor,and defiring to con- 
fer the Empire upon his own nephew,that Cafigv/a was no more likely to be Empe- 
rout,then to ride on horfe-back over the Bay of Baie. Upon this bridg Caligula paf- 
{ed to and fro, for two dayes together:having before facrificed to Neptune and Envy. 
The firft day ga!lantly mounted,wearing an oaken garland on his head, 8 acloak 
of gold on his fhoulders: the ext,in the habit of a charioter, drawn by two Steeds of 
a famous breed: carrying before him Daréss, a noble youth, that was left in hoftage 
by the Parrbraas,attended upon by the Preserian fouldiers,and followed by his prin- 
cipall favourites and friends in wag gons of the Britr#/h tafhion. When calling many 
from the fhore , he caufed them allto bee tumbled ‘from the bridge for his cruell 
paftime : and thofe to be beat off with oars and ftaves that endeavoured their own 
fafety. Such were che monftrous follies , and barbarous delight of this Monfter. 
Much more we might write of Pwtzol: but we purfue’ our firft intention , which is 
onely to note what is principally note-worthy. We will therefore depart with this 
{alutation :

Taking here a Felucco, we rowed along the bottome of the Bay: firft pafling by Ci- 
cero’s Villa , even at this day fo called, where yet doe remain the ruines of his Aca- 
demy, erected in imitation of chat at Arbens(the plea{ures whereof he commendeth 
in his writings: ) which he adorned with a{chool,a grove an open walk, a gallery, 
anda library. After his profcription and death’, this Villa became the poffeffion of 
Antifius Vetus a follower of (efars:where Tyro,Cicerces free-man,lived till he was an 
hundred yeers old, and inthree books compofed the life of his Patron. Now long 
after his death, divers fountains of hot water {prung out of the earth , held fove- 
raign for the eye-fight : celebrated by Twllins Laura , (fo called for his excellency 
in poefie) another of his free-men in this Epigram.

Which when 
over-{welling a part thereof proceeds to the fea, and another part retires to their 
fountains. They aflwage the pains of the bowels » andachesof the body , but are 
good efpecially tor the eyes: declaring thereby that they participate of Copperas. | 
Welt of this ftands the’ eminent Ganris sa ftony and defolate mountaine, In 
which here are divers ob{cure caverns , choked almoft with earth, where many 
have confumed much fruitlefle induftry in the fearching for treafure. Hither come 
fuch from fundry parts as boaft them(el ves to be skilful in Magick; but have re- 
turned with no other profit , then to know the vanity of that knowledge, The com- 
mon people bewitched with the like perfwafions . doc dig and delve with un-defa-’ 
tigable toile ; and oft doe meet, in ftead of hoped for gold with the reward of their 
avarice, buried in mines, or drowned by {prings,or ftenched with Vapours:for they 
practife the like alfo about Forum Vuleani.Here they dream of certain Rihaset eet 
fhining richly with Carbuncles » and they have been {een » but are guarded by {pi- 
rits and goblins. Many are animated by the ftory of Cobenucins » who writes, that 
‘Robert Norman did dig up much treafure here-about , by the labour of the captiva- 
ted Saracens, But , whichis moreto be laught at, the feeming wife , religious , and 
learned, doe travell in that queft.

in dayes fore-g ing, the countrey hereabour was fo vexed with pet- 

lakes , as no one houfe was lete fo intire , as nottoexpe@an imme- 
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diate fpine ; after that the fea had retired two handred paces from the fhore 
( leaving abundance of fifh, and {prings of frefh water tiling in the bottome ) this 
Mountain vifibly afcended about the fecond hour of the night with an hideous 
roaring, horribly vomiting {tones , and {uch ftore of cinders as over-whelmed all 
the buildings here-about , and the falubrious baths of Tripereula tor fo many ages 
celebrated ; confumed the vines to afhes , killing birds and beafts : the fearful inha- 
bitants of Parzol , flying through the dark with their wives and children ; naked , 
defiled , crying out, and detefting their calamities Manifold mifchiefs have 
they fuffered by the batbarous; yet none likethis which Nature infi@ed. But 
heare we it defcribed by Borgiw.

Nor can what they then fuffered be ever for-gottenshaving {uch a teftimony ftill in 
view as is this {trange Mountain: advancing his topa mile above his bafis. The 
ftones hereof are fo light and pory’, that they wiil not fink when thrown into the 
water. The caufe of this accident is afcribed unto the neighbour-hood of the Sea , 
and hollowneffe of the foil: whereby eafily ingendered exhalations , being hurried 
about with a moft violent motion, co inflame that dry and bituminous matter: ca- 
{ting icup-watd and making way for their fiery cxpirations. To thofe allo isthe 
retiring of the fea to be attributed *who ftruggling to break forth sco rarifie and fo 
raife the earth , which theteby alfo’as it were made thirfty, {ucks'the water thorow 
crannies into her fpongy., and hot cutrails: increafing the vapours, not decreafing 
the fire by reafon of the bitumen: * Perhaps Delos, and Rhodes, un-{cen in the firft 
ages, were made apparent by fuch means : howfoever, divers of the -£olides were 
without per-adventure;all of chem having flamed: and being now more in number 
then obferved by the Ancient. This new Mountain, when newly raifeds hada 

number of iffues, atfome of them fmoking , and fometimes flaming : at other 
dif-gorging rivolets of hot waters, keeping with iN a terrible rumbling: and ma ny 

miferably perifhed that ventured to defcend into the hollowneffe above. But thar 

hollow on thetopis at this prefent aa Orchard ; and the Mountaia thorow-out js 

bereft of his terrors.

The obfcurity of tne place perhaps did author that conje@ture , that the Cimemerians 
here in-habited,of whom we have formerly {poken. The water ofthe Lake looketh 
black : fo thought heretofore to have done, by reafon of the un-meafurable profun- 
dity Bur later times have found out a bottome; and that ir exceedeth not two hun- 
dred fifty and three fathoms. No leat, nor whatfoever fallech thereon,is forth-with 
after ever to be feen. The water is not to be drunk of,in regard of the ill fwelling, 8c 
un-wholefome mineralls whereof it pattic(pates. Former ages did abftain from the 
ufe thereof;for that defiled with humanebloud,here wickedly fhed in their devillith 
{acrifices: and that Styx was fuppofed to flow fromthence. Fifhit produceth, but 
thofe {mall and black; nor ferving for fuftenance, and therefore not fifht for. In the 
days of King Robert an incredible number lay dead on the fhore, ftinking in fuch 
fort as no ravenous creattire would tafte of them:proceeding,as was thought, by the 
veins of brimftone,that then violently burft thereinto,and infeéted the waters. The 
fea was accuftomed , when urged with ftorms , to flow in thorow the lake of Lucri< 
nvs driving fifhes in with it: but now not onely that paffage, but a part of Avernus it 
{elf ts choked by the New Mountain. When the woods about it were cut downe 
by Agrippa,an image was found (fuppofed to be the image of Calipfs) that {wet as if 
ertdued with lite. And no marvell though the devill were troubled with the diffolu- 
tion of {uch impious cuftomes. Though the name were {uted to the nature, yet the 
Lake retaineth the one, havingchanged the other; tor fowle do now ordinarily 
frequent it. 

On the North- weft fide are the ruines ofa goodly building. Some imagine it 
to have been the Temple of Puts, others of Apollo , but the more induftrious in An 
tiquities, that ic wasonely a Bannia: perhaps conjectured by the fountains of hot 
water ad-joyning , called by the countrey people, the bath of Scaffabudello; of 
foveraign vertue for fundry difeafes. On the other fide of the Lake opens as to the 
admired Grot, with a ruined Frontifpice ; but affordinga large and.high-rooft 
paflase into the mountain: cut out of the firm rock, and now cleanfed of the 
rubbidge that peftered it, againft the late repair hither of the Vice-roy. Weeen- 
tred withtorches: The far end doth fhew that there intimes paft itended nor; 
but more then by conje&ture to have extended unto Baie, Anddivers fay, thatic 
was here rammed up , for thar many greedy people in hope to find tteafure, adven- 
tured too far in, and were fuffocated with vapours: not noyfome thereunto when 
curioufly kept by the Rgmanes. After we had gone an hundred and fifty yards for- 
ward, turning on the right hand we paft thorow a narrow entry which led into a 
toome about fourteen foot long , eight broad, and thirteen high: giving yeraffu- 
rance that it had been richly gildéd , and adorned with Azure , and Mofaick work- 
manfhip. At the upper end freee isa little bese cut out of the rock, in tg 
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Relligione {acer feyum retine bat honorem, 
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bed; whereonour guide would needs made us believe that Sybillay, and from 
hence gave her Oracles ; of purpofe to fave a labour in condu@ting us to Cuma. Yer 
is this generally mif-called the Grot of Siby/; for what habitationcould a place fo 
dark and fultry have afforded ? Within this roome a low {quare dore gives 
paflage to another , whereinthere is water ;a witneffe that it was a bath, and made 
for that purpofe: confirmed by another on the other fide, which for brevity I 
paffe over. 

Before we depart from eAvernm, fit icis that we {peak of the audacious project of 
2\zro,who attempted to have made a navigable foffe between this and the Oftia,an 
hundred and threefcore miles long,8< of that breadth that two great galleys might 
pafs by each other, along the craggy fhore, and thorow Oppofite mountains(a traé& 
defticute of waters,fave only in the marifhes of Pompina) to fail by the fea, & notin 
the fea. A work of intolerable labour. But he that defired to effe@ incredible things: 
commanded that no malefaétor fhould fuffer,but that all the prifoners through-out 
the whole Empire,fhould be conveyed hither,& imployed herein. Severus and (ele- 
7» were the over-feers of the work,and the contrivers,men of wit an impudency to 
attempt by Art what Nature had prohibited. They began to dig thorow the adjoy- 
ning mountains, which yet retain the impreffion. A laftfng monument of over- 
weening hopes, and frantick prodigality, the inhabitants at this day doe callit 
Licala,. 

Bur now we will lead you to the ruines of Cama that was the moft ancient City 
of Italy, built by the Grecians of Chalcts a City of Exbeawho fecking an habitation, 
planted themfelves in -£aria : an Ifland hard by, and after removed to this place, 
being then un-inhabited. The Generalls, Hipocles,Cumeus.and Megafthenes of Chalcés, 
agreeing between themfelves , that the one fhould have it, and the other fhould 
name it. So the Chalcians built , and poffett it; but named it Cuma. Others fay, that 

it was fo named of the waves of the fea: or of répofe ( for the name doth dignifie 
the fame ) then having ended their long‘ naVigations: or rather of a woman being 
great with child, whom they there found fleeping,which they took asa lucky figne 
of fucceeding fecundity : approved by the fequel. For the procefie of time they fenr 
forth divers Colonies, the Erectors and Lords of Puteols, Paliopolis, and Naples; and 
were foveraigns of the adjoyning Campania , governing their flourifhing Com- 
mon-wealth withthe wife and honeft Pishagorean difcipline. Hither Virgil bring- 
eth his --Sneas : 


boicis C warum allabicur oris. Who touche at length Enbeean Cuman {hore, 


Which fhewed itto have been ere the warres of Troy 47if his teftimony be of credit. 
Before the Kings were expulfed Rome, it was governed by Tyrants, (not fo called 
for theircruelty and oppreffion , asthey are at this day , but for their abfolute au- 
thority) of whom Ariftodemus was not the leaft famous, and in the end the moft in- 
famous. Afterwards they were oppréffed by.the Campantans: butthe Romanerinthe 
end both{ubjugated them, and their oppreffors.. And as the reft of C4mpania grew 
populous, and greatly affected through the Romaxe luxury : fo Cuma decreafed both 
in people and repute: becomming a place of retirementfor men of mean and ob- 


{cure condition. Whereof’ Fuvenal, upon the departure from Rome of his poor 
frichd Umbritius : 


Griev'd at my friends remove; him yet I praife 
That will in quiet Cuma end his dayes , 
And give one citizen to Sibyl more.

It furveyeth the Tyrrhen{ea,being mounted Upon a not eafily approached Promon- 
tory , whofeskirts are beaten with the unquiet {urges : ftrongly walled in later 
times, and fortified with bulwarks,in fuch fort,as Torila,and Tela; two Kings of the 
Gothes did make‘it the receptacle of their treafure. But now lett defolate, there is 
nothing to be {een but a confufion of ruines: pieces of walls, broken down Aqua- 
duéts , defaced Temples , foundations of Theatres to be admired , Caves, &c. But 
hear we the Neapolitan Sannaxarins:

( whereunto Nature had made an acceffe ) hewn out of the rock , extending under 
the ruined walls , and admirably fpacious. Here had that famous $#6y/ her being , 
called Cimmeria, ot atown hard by , where fhe was born, and C#mea of this place 
where fhe prophecied : yet others affirm that it was Erythrea, who removing hi- 
ther was called Cumea : aud flourifhed both before , and after the 770jax wars ; with t 
whom -£xeas confulted. The manner of her prophecying thus Virgé/ defcribeth :

In the midtt of this roomy Grot.there are 3 Cifterns hewn out of the floor,wherein 
it is{aid chat fhe wafhed her felf, and after covered with a ftole, retired into the in- 
nermoft part of the Cave:wheré feated aloft on aTemple,the divulged her Oracles, 
This is fhe that fore-told.of the,deftruétion of Troy, and withall of the invention of 
Homer: who hath inferted-{tndry of her verfes into his Poems:& {aid to be fhe that 
fung thé Rowane deftinies. But [ cannot believe that this was that Sibyl/4,” (although 
fhe be called Iong-lived)that brought thofe 3 books to fell unto. Tarquimins Superbuss. 
yet ofCuma the was,for divetsSibyls there were of thisPlacé,allPriefts to 4 po/lo( who 
here was ferved onely by Virgins ),in his not fax diftant-Temple : but rather thee 
whom they called Amalrheajalthough it be to be imagined that her books contained 
alfo the Prophecies of the former,by many of the felf-[ame verfes found at Erythrea. 
And oldttnknéwn woman demanded for thofe books,the value of 300 Angels. The 
King thinking that fhe doted y both denyed to give her that price , and derided her : 
when forth-with fhe burnt 3 8¢ returning,asktas much for the other 6. But Targui- 
nins {coft at her much more then before : whereupon the burnt other 2, 8 yet requi- 
red the {ame fum forthe remainder. Infomuch as the King being moved with her 
conftancy (and advifed thereunto by the Augures)gave herthe priceof the nine se 
the 
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Az Raines of Cuma, B. Arco Felice, Cs The Tyrhen Sea, 


the three:fhe admonifhing him that he fhould keep them carefully;and fo departing 
was never feen after.Others fay,that thefe books were brought to Tz arquinius Prifcus 
and that fhe lived in the fiftieth Olympiad. Thefe were kept in Pupiters Temple ad- 
joyning to the Capitoll, ina cheft of ftone : whereof firft 2, then 10 sand laftly , 15 
Priefts(their Interpreters)had the keeping: and a crime un-pardonable it was for o- 
thers to look on them. Never undertook they any greatenterprize, nor great cala- 
mity befel rhem whichtthey endevoured to remove , but thofe 1 5 repaired to thefe 
books of S#y/s,as toan Oracle; & prefent remedy for all difafters. But thofe bought 
by Tarquinius, were burnt with the Capitoll in the 173 Olympiad; C. Norbanus,8¢ P, 

Scipio then Confuls.W hen the Capitol] being reftored by ‘Syllathe Di€tator, & f4pi- 

ters Temple by Q.C atulus; Embafladors were fent by the Senate to Erythrea and to 
other Cities of Ltaly,Greece,8¢ Afiasto make a collection of the verfes of the Sibyls but 
efpecially of hers of Erythreas who returned with a t000, but thofe lame & un-per- 
fed: which the 15 had inchargeto reform & fupply, according to their wifdomes, 

And although they belonged unto divers sibyls,yet they were called Cumeas.Tiberine 
Ca/ar made afecond fearch through the world , & cauled them again tobe refined. 

Thofe continued at Rome untill the days of Honorius & Theodofius the younger ; and 

then were burned by the traitor Stilico. Whereof Ratilins (laudius Numantianus :

But Amianus Marcellinus reports that they were burnt by J#/ian the Apoftata. 

Although (uma be high mounted ona rock,yet {tands it but low 1n regard of the 
mote lofty hills, which on the North=fide environ it with a wall; being onely fepa- 
rated by a little valley. Thorow thefe Nature hath lett a paflage conjoyned by Art 
with a goodly Arch, calledvArco Felice by the countrey people. Whereon once ftood 
that famous Temple of Apollos remembred by Virgil :

Yet by fome faid to have ftood below, The image of Apollo ere&ted in this Temple, 
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224 Arco Felice. Archerufia, Liz. 4. 
was faid to weep for forty days together, atfuchtime as the Romazes made war 
againtt the Achaiats , aflifting e471/toxiczs , who had intruded into the poffeflion of 
Attalus, (bale fon unto hisbrother) who dying gave his kingdome unto the people 
of Reme: Whereat the Sooth-fayers amazed, held ic fitto throw the ftatue into 
the fea. But the (umzaus perfwa:led the contrary, alledging that it had donethe 
like in cheir wars with Axsiochus, & aiter with Perfius, both which fucceeded fortu- 
nately to Reme : whereupon oblations and gifts were {ent thither by the Senate. So 
the Sooth-fayers changed their opinions, and declaring that the weeping of Apa 
was aufpicious to the Romanes , becaule Cuma wasa Greek Colony ; andthat thefe 
tears did pretend confufion to the people whom it favoured : and within a while 
after they heard news that Ariftozicws was taken. Not far off there isa large cave, 
called by the people /a Grotta di Piedro dt Pace , which they fay led under ground 
from thenceto e4versus. A reportia my opinion, of credit. For Strabe doth make 
mention of the fame ; and that it was digged by Ceecius; others fay, by the Cimme- 
rians, through which Sibyl pafled to Ave-uss toofter facrifice tothe Infernals. 
Whereby that feeming contradi&tion may be reconciled; whichis that they thew 
the placé of her habitation both at Avernus & Cuma. But this paflage is now ftopt 
up,for the felf-fame caufe that the other was,which leads from thence unto Baia,by 
us formerly mentioned. The Plain that les between thefe the hils and the City ; 4s 
repleat with ruines : where are to be {een the foundations ot Temples, Theatres, &c- 
under which , no doubt but many admirable antiquities have their {epulture. Ap- 
proved by that trial made by 4/phon{us Fimentellus the Vice-roy , in the yeat 1606, 
who defirous to find out fome antick {tatues to fend into Spam; & hearing that the 
husbandmen hereabout turned up with their ploughs many fragments of armes 8& 
images, got leave of Ofavio Cardinall of Aguzaviva,and Archbifhop of Naples ( to 
whofe Church this foil doth belong) to make further fearch. When having remo- 
ved but the upper earth, it was their chance to light on an entire Temple, although 
crufhed together : the walls and pavement of polifhed marble, circled witha great 
Corinthian wreath, with pillars, and Epiitols of like workmanfhip, together witha 
number of defaced figures excellently wrought : the worke as well of the Grecians , 
as Latins. There they alfo found the ftatute of Neptune, his beard of a blue colour: of 
Saturn ox Priapus (for he heldin his hand the heft of a cycle: ) of Veta with the top 
of her haire wound round ina fillet: of naked Ca/for 5 having a hat on his head his 
chin a little covered with 'doune : of Apollo with long difheveled haire, at whofe feet 
ftood.a Swan:of Hercules with a club crowned with a wreath:of -€ (2ulapis,or per- 
haps of Romulus:the Coloflus of Auguftus Cafar exquifitely formed:of Vexus naked, 
and furpafling beautifull; two images in Confular habits: Pallas ,the work of an 
admirable workman: the armed ftatue of an Emperor, with a Sphinx ingraven on 
his bofome: the image of a youth head-bound witha facred dillet , clothed only ina 
fhirt girt to him with painted Zone. Other womem there were in feminine habits, 
&c. This fhould feem tothave been builtby e4gnppa, and dedicatedto Auguftus, by 
thefe there found Charaéters :

Wide of Cuma,& towards the Promontory of Mifenus,{tands the lake of Colufins, 
ftored with filthy waters; yet profitable for the preparing of line. Called heretofore 
Acherufia sand Acheron, which is as much to {ay as, of oa Avernus and thisar 
{aid to have recourfe unto each other by {ubterrane paflages. W hereof Silsus Italicus:

Servius writes, that Avernss doth (pring from Acherafias The Heathen would not — 
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Of it , for that (in regard of the heat thereof) they thought that it arofe from the ins 
fernall Phlegetox. The Poets fable,that Hercules here alcending from hell,took from 
his head the Poppie garland that he wore, and placed it on the banks, in memorial] 
of his return : fince when the Poppy hath been black that hereabout groweth, 

Not far from this the Magnor-houfe of Servilins Vatia prefented our eyes with her 

ruins: who was Conful with Appins Claudixs 674 years after the building of the Ci- 
ty. He over-threw the Pirats in Cicilia,&¢ triumphed for the fame:having taken Co- 
ricus, Olympus, Phafelides, Ifaurus, and retaining the name of the latter. Who in the 
end cafting off all publick employments retired to this place. Of which,and of him, 
thus Sexecato Lucilizs : Therefore I perfevered the longer , invited by the pleafant 
fhore, which windeth about betwecn Cama andthe manfion of Servilins Varia en 
clofed on the one fide with thefza ; and on the other with the lake, affordi ng asit 
were a ftraight paflage , being thickned witha late tempeft. For that water,as thou 
knoweft,fo ptovoked,doth often over-flow,& unites thofe fands,whicha longcalm 
dif-unites,by reafon of their ficcity.As my manner is, I began to look about me, to 
fee if I could find out any thing that might profit ; $c bent mine eyes upon the houfe 
which fometimes belonged unto Varia. In this that rich Prator(for nothing famous 
but for his reticement)grew old, & for that onely was accounted happy.For as often 
as the friendthip of Afinins Gallus, or the hatred of Sejamusy and inthe end his love, 
had deftroyed any ,(for to-have offended him »& to have loved him , was equally 
dangerous ) men would fay , OVatia , thou only knowelt howto live t yet knew not he 
how to live but how to conceal himfelf. Great is the difference betwixt leading the 
life vacantly,and leading it flothfully.I never paft by this houfe of Vatia, but I (aid, 
Here vatia lay buried, Of the houle it {elf I can write nothi ng certainly: Ionly knew 
by the out-fide , and as it cxpofeth it felf to the view of the paffenger. Twocaves 
there are of excellent workmanfhip, both made by art, and both alike {pacious :the 
one never receiveth the Sun, & the other retaineth it untill Sun-fet, A little brook 
there runneth divided by Art thorow a grove of Plantines , devoured by the fea & 
eAcherufiasfufficient for the nourifhi ng of fifh,although daily taken.W hen the {ea is 
compoftd, they {pare them,but take chem when enraged with ftorms. The chiefe(t 
commodityof this place is,in that it hath Baie beyond the walls : enjoying the de- 
lights thereofy-& fequeftred front the incumbrances. This praife I can give it, that 
it isto be dwelt inallthe year long. For it lieth open to the Weft winds, and {o re- 
ceiveth them that it retaineth them from Baie, Not un-advifedly therefore did 
Vattas make election of this place,where now grown old, he might beftow his idle- 
neffe. But the place doth not greatly tend unto tranquillity: it is the mind commen- 
deth all things. 

Now remaineth it that we treat of Tritola, Baie , Banlis ,andthe Promontory of 
Miferus, with their confines. Wherein we will proceed in order as they lie: and not 
as confufed {een by us. And to begin with the North-weft end of the South-weft fide’ 
of the Bay of Pxizol:neer to the place where we left our boat when we went to Aver- 
nus. The crooked land here maketh alittle bay and after a while rifeth bolt upright; 
upon whofe top,&.towards Avernus, the Manfions of Marius Pompey, and Ce far,are 
{aid to have ftood:gathered perhaps out of that place of Seneca;wherc he {aith: thofe 
towhom at firftthe fortune of the people of Rome transferred the publick riches , 
Carus Marius, Cneus Pompeins and Cefar built them houfes in the region of Baie: but 
feated them on the tops ofthe mountains. This appeared more war-like, to behold 
from above the under-lying counttey.Confider what fituation they chofe, in what 
places , what buildings they erected , aid thou wilt find them to be ratherfortreffes 
then palaces. Thus Seneca. But Pompey's Villa oily {tood here.Nothing hath this place 
note-worthy (for time hath deprived the ruirles of their Hiftory ) but certaia wet 8¢ 
dry baths ; the former in.a caveat the foot of the rock , now hot preferved, called 
heretofore the baths of Diana. We mounted a pair of high ftaits, on the out-fide of 
the rock, and cut out of the rock to the other : where certain rooms are built for the 
benefit of the difeafed. This Sudatory isentred by along narrow paflage hewn 
into the rock, into which we were fain to goe backward or ftooping , by reafon of 
the vapour, and fo exceffive hot, that it forth-with bathed usinour owu{weat, But 
hear we it defcribed by a late traveller :

There be who 
fay, that it was called of old Trifolws,8 doe alcribe the Trifoline wine to this moun- 
tain. Itcureth the French Pox, & Fluxes of the head. Men and women have feveral 
times alotted them to enter. Who {weat here half an hour become prone unto vene- 
ry ; infomuch that Chriftian widows and virgins admonifhed by St. jerome to a- 
void the place. Both above & below thefe baths were adorned with Images( where- 
of {ome fragments do remain in fome of them, which together with adjoyning in- 
{criptions,exprefled and declared their feverall vertues.) Defaced (as they fay) one 
night by the Phificians of Salerve: as an impeachment to their profit, they were pu- 
nifhed forthe fame by the fea, being drowned in their return.

&c. What a fight it is to fee drunkards reeling along the fhore; the banquettings of 
{uch as are rowed on the water,the lakes reckoning their continual] canzonets,and 
the like:which lafcivioufnelle,as if there lawleffe, not onely fins in, but publifherh? 
The minod is tobe hardened, and removed far from jthe forcery of inticing plea- 
fures. One winter onely here enfeebled Hannibal ; and the delights of Campana did 
what the {now, and the Alpes could not doe; victorious in arms, yet by vices van- 
quifhed, &c. Thinkeft thou that (ato would ever have dwelt at AZica,to have num- 
bred the by-failing harlots,and to behold fo many divers fathioned boats, be-paint- 
ed with diverfity of colours , the Lake ftrewed over with rofes: and to have heard 
the night-noifes of fingers ? &c.

The reft I fupprefle,. in that offenfively inimodeft. But Ifhould dwell to long on 
this place, fhould I fpeak of the Ambubaia , certain infamous women, fo called 
for converfing about Bare , incredibly impudent, or other theit particular iuxuries. 
But behold an egregious eXar that pronounceth the works of mens hands as 
frail as che workmen. Barc, not much inferiour unto Reme in magnificency, equall 


inbéauty, and fuperiour in healrh-full fituation , hath now fcarce one ftone left 
above another, demolifhed by war, and devoured by water. For it fhould feem 
that the Lombards and Saracen ‘eftruation hereof had not onely a hand; but 
that the extruded fea hath again re-gained his ufurped limits: made apparant by the 


paved ftrects, andtraces of touncations to be feen under water. The fhore is all 
over-grown with bufhes and mirtles , the vaults and thrown down walls inhabited 
by ferpents : and what is more , the air heretofore {o falubrious , is now become in- 
fe€tious and un-healthfull. A number of caves there are allalong thebafes of the 
cliff: many of them were employcc for fifh-ponds,wheteinto they let in,and exclu- 
ded the fea at their pleafure:in which they greatly delighted;framed & maintained 
with exceflive expences. But efpecially they delighted in Lampreys, partly for their 
bellies,and partly for that they were eafily kept in their ftews , as not fotender ;and 
Jonger liv’d then any other. For {ome of them have been known to have lived three- 
fcore years, and fome upward. Befides, their familiarity with men was to be admi- 
red: having particular wames, and coming tothe hand, when fo calledupon.

manned by threefcore fouldiers: where the Mannor-houfe of Pulins Cefar ftood, as 
is to be colleQed out of Tacitus, 

Between this and cMifenus lies Bauli, called firft Boazla, as much tofay, asan 
— Ox-ftall: of Gerions Oxen, which Hercules brought hither in triumph out of Spain, 


where he had a Temple confecrated unto him.

Corruptly Baali calls-— 


for the better founding of the word. Here Hortenjiws the Oxator had his Villa, ( the 
ruines whereof'are now buried in earth, and covered with water ) who gteatly de- 
lighted in his fith-ftews , and was nick-named Triton by Tully ; for the filhes herein 
would come to his hand when fo called : who wept for the death ofa Lamprey, & 
toa friend that begged two Barbels of him, (called A¢ulls in Latin) replyed, that he 
had rather give him two Mules for his litter. This was afterward pofleifed by +4- 
tonsa the mother of Drn{us Nero; who hung a jewell in the gills of a Lamprey 
which fhe loved. A place famous for the Tragedy of eAgrippwa, here feafted by 
her diflembling fon, and invited by him unto Baie , to celebrate the five dayes con- 
tinually feltivall of Ainerva: whenby the way (being by night to come, the better 
to cloak it’)inagalley divifed by eAmicerxs Captain of the Navy at Azifenus, by 
Att made loofe inthebottome, fhe fhould have been as if accidentally drowned. 
Bur the ape to diftruft,as inured to like practifes, or having had fome notice thereof 
given, cated ner felf to be carryed inachair unto Bate, whereby Neroes attifi- 
cially paflionate entertaiment dif{charged of her fears, fhe returned by galley ( the 
fer calm , and the night ftarrv , as detefting to cloak {ucha villany) with only two 
of her own retinue :.Crepsrins Gallns that food not far from the ftern, and Ace- 
sonia her woman who lay at the feet. When with great joy relating the repen~ 
tance of her fon, and her recovered favour, the watch-wot was given , andthe 
heavy covering of the placefalling down as was ordered, preft Gallus to death : 
but that over the women being ftronger then the reft, though fhrinking , faved 
them , the veflel thereby kept alfo from parting afunder: fo that fain they were to 
fink the galley at the fide by little and little. Aceronia crying, that fhe was the Prin- 
ces mother, was {lain with poles and oares: comming to her end by the craft which 
fhe ufed for ber fatety. Agrsppsxa with filence {wimming to the fhore, having onely 
received one wound on the fhoulder; was fuccoured by {mall barks , and conveyed 
to her houfe which bordered on Lucrinus. Wheacafting in her mind the un-lookr 
for honor done her, {ucceeding (uch bitrerneffe of hatred, the fabrick of the galley 
(o to diffolve, neither fhaken with ftorms , nor crufhed by rocks ; the death of Ace- 
ronia afluming her name, and laftly , the or fhe had received : fhee held it the

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beft courte to take no notice of che treachery : fending Agernius totell her fon of 
the danger, whith the had efcaped by the goodneffe of the Gods and by his good 
fortane:. But he knowing her craft, afid fearing that fhe fhould prefently praétifea 
revenge, fent Anicerms a Captain of the navy, and a Centurion offea-fouldiers to 
difpatch her : who breaking into her houfe; and finding her a bed, itis faid that the 
prefented her belly to the {word of the Centurion; bidding him to ftrike it that 
had brought forth fucha monfter : and fo with many wounds perifhed. Nero ftan- 
ding by when the was cut up, (therein no lefle favage then in murdering ){urveying 
every part of her; faidto the by-ftandets, That he thought he had not had fo beantifull a 
mother. The fame night fhe was burned with bafe fanerals , & whileft Vero reigned, 
un-buried, But fhortly after enclofed here at Bawlsby her houfhold fervants ina 
fimple Sepulchre, called the Sepulchre of Agrippiva at this day, which wee entred : 
being placed on the fide of the: rifing ground, partly hewn into the rock , and now 
having a difficult entry. The root and fides are figured with Sphinxes, and Grif- 
fons: but fullied greatly with the {moak of torches.and lights , born in by fuch as 
doe enter. 

Nort far beyond , the land pointed into the fea, and there hollowinga little by 
the induftry of Agrippa, at Cefars appointment, and called the Port of Agrippa. Ano- 
ther navy they kept at Ravenna , both ferving aptly for employ ment : in that from 
either the one or the other they might make a {wift cut, if occafion required, with- 
out compa fling of countreys, toany.parctof their Empires within Hercules pillars. 
Volufius Proculus was Admiral of this inthe time of Nero, and Play the natural 
Hiftorian:in the reign of Yir#s.Divers ftones hereabout doe bear the names of fhips, 
and navall Commanders; with {uch like antiquity. At the mouth hereof are yer to 
be {een certain ruinous piles. The in-nermoft part , now a filthy. lake, is ca 
called the dead Sea.

Called Ariss before : or having that Epither given it , in that partly by Nature,and 
partly by Artic is almoft hollow throughout. This Promontory is of all other the 
moft famous for the clemency of the air , the City here once ftanding, the Mannor- 
houfes adjoyuing , the Remane navy , antick monuments , fifh-pools, grots, baths, 
and other admirable buildings: furveying allrhe fea-coafts untothe Promontory 
of (Minerva, (if meafured with the winding fhore , 34 miles diftant ) all which 
fhewed in the time of the Romane Monarchy like to one entire City. Whereof now 
( Naples excepted) thereis littletobe {cen that hath efcaped the fury of fire , of wa- 
ter, or earth-quakes. Here Caius (Marius had 2 Villa,with a place more fumptuous 
and fine then befitted fucha fouldier , after purchafed by (ornelia, andatter that by 
Lucullus ,in which Tiberius Cafar departed this life ( prevented by extremity of 
fickneffe) in his way unto Capre, The vault of Tracowarta ( fignifieth a paflage for 
water )is necr unto this. A part of the fame (as conieCtured by fome ) which was 
digged by Nero, reaching unto Avermms to receive all the hot waters of the baths of 
Baie : being covered over head, and on each fide cloyftered. But this fhould rather 
feemto bee made for their receipt of the rain that de{cended from the Promontory, 
as appears by the conveyances. Itis about twenty foot high , the fallen down roof 
ob{cures both the length andbreadth. The middle fpace is contained between two 
walls, 18 foot broad, and 200 long. In either fide of it a paflage there is by four dores 
into four ample vaults, the arched roofs being joyned with walls :in the middle. 
The ruines of the City lie below this: amongft which are the remains of a Theater, 
ih form ofan half Amphitheatre. Thefe Theatres were dedicated to Venus, as the 
Amphitheatres to Cars : thofe prefenring delights ofa more gentle nature.

But how fumptuous they grew from fo rude a beginning,the Theatre built by AZar- 
cus Scaur ws doth declare, exceeding all other fabricks whatfoever. It hadthree fta- 
ges one above another , fupported with three hundred and fixty pillars of marble. 
The loweft {tage was of marble; the front of the middle, of glaffe; the uppermoft of 
boards guilt curioufly over. Three thoufand ftatues of brafle ftood between the 
columnes: and the femi-circle was ample enough to contain four-fcore thoufand 
perfons. The furniture of hangings , pictures and apparell, was an{werable to the 
magnificency of the building : and all this done by a private man. The parts ofa 
Theatre were four : the front of the ftage, the {tage whereon they aéted: the place 
where the Muficians played,(in which the Poets alfo,and Orators pronounced their 
compofitions) and that where the Chorus danced and f{ung: about which {ate the 2 
Senators. The f{peators fate one above another round about the Round , diftin- 
guifhed according to their quality. The face of the Scene was made foasto turn 
of afudden: and to prefent new pictures and places, recording to the argument 
then handled. But herein the invention of Curis furpaffed : whofetwo great Thea- 
tres framed of wood, hung upon two hooks, which up-held the whole frame. In the 
forenoon placed they were back unto back, and plays exhibited therein:in the after, 
turned about in atrice they affronted each other, and towards the later end of the 
day joyning them together , made of both one goodly Amphitheatre, (the people 
never removing from their feats ) where Fencers at fharp fucceeded the Actors. 
Thus bore he the Romanes between heaven and earth upon the truft of cwo hooks : 
abold invention, and asbold an adventure. Neroin perfon oft aéted in publick 
Theatres, although Players were filenced by him in the beginning of his reign , as 
before his time by Tiberius, and after by Trajan, 

A little removed there are certain {alt-pits,& beyond towards Cuma wz came toa 
ciftern, not undefervedly called Pifcina mrabili?, This was entred at two dores in 
the oppofite corners (whereof one now is ramm/’d up) and is defcended into by for- 
ty ftone fteps. The vault is five hundred foot in length , and in breadth two hun- 
dred and twenty : the roof fuftained by four rows of pillars,twelve in a row,where- 
in are divers tunnels whereat they draw up water,now yeelding a fufficient light to j 
thefame. Without, it appeareth but as arifing bank : the walls within contifting 
ot brick ; and playftered over with acompofitionas they {ay , ot Howre,the white 
of egs, {tone beaten into powder, hardas marble, and not tobe foked thorow by 
water. The making of this fome impute to Lucallus, by reafon ofthe neighborhood 
of his manfion: bur more probably we may doe itto Agrippa for the benefit of the 
Navy, into which water was conducted trom the river Seriaue Thofe thatare cal- 
led Centum Camerelle (into which alfo we entred) of the multitude of vaults for the 
preferving of water , Irather think to have belonged to Lucullus: mentioned by 
Varro, Tacitus, and Pliny. 

Between Mifesus and Baie there lyechalong plain, called by fome the E/yfan 
field, but morecommonly Aercato di Sabbato, environed withruines: heretofore 
Cirque : fo called of the running about the obelisks that ftood along inthe mid- 
dle, with horfes and chariots. Targuinius Prifeus builtthe firftt amongf{t the Romans, 
between thetwo hills Palatings and Aventine, named A/ax:mus : enlarged and mag 
nificently adorned by Cafar e4uguftus, Trajan, and -Heliagabilus, It contained 
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a Bee Mercato di Sabbato, Lis. 4: 
in leneth three hundred feventy and five paces, in breadth an hundred and five 
and twentv : {quare at one end, and circular at the other : the round and fides com- 
pafled with a rivolet of ten footbroad, and of equall depth ; without which were 
the walls, containing three galleries one above another , and built'with feats likean 
Amphitheatre : where places were afligned to each {everall calling ; large enough 
to receive two hundred and threefcore thoufand Spectators. Entred it was at twelve 
ports. Atthe {quare end the horfes under certain arches had their ftand, kept 
back by a barrier drawn up upon the fign given. Inthe midft of the Cirque ftood 
an hieroglyphicall Obelisk , brought by azgu/Pw out of Egyps from the City of the 
Sun,there erected by Semnefertus,and hundred five and twenty foot and nine inches 
high. Oneach fide of this ftood three lefle, gilt afterwards over, for the other 
fix Planets, allinarow like theliftsina Tilt-yard. They ufed to ftrew the foor 
with the powder of white ftone. Nero caufed it tobe f{prinkled witha green mine- 
rall, found inthe mines of gold and braffe, Caligula with the {ame , but mixed with 
Vermillion: Heliogabalws with the filings of gold and filver , and forry he was that 
he could not with Amber : Although the Cirques were generally confecrated unto 
Neptune,yet it feemeth that the Sunne had a {pecial intereft in this : not onely in re- 
gard of his Obelisk , but of the twelve games there exhibited in his honour ,. figni- 
tied by. the twelve gates , and perhaps having reference, to the twelve figns, asthe 
_ feveatimes circling the lift with their chariots, hadto the feven Planets,and dayes 
of them named. That hieroglyphicall Obcliske now ftanding at Rome inthe Late- 
‘ran’, ftood in the fame Cirque, erected by Cox/Fantins , and by him brought from 
Alexandria ina galley of three hundred oares ; being there left by Cox/tantine the 
Great ; who had taken it from Egyptian Thebes, (where Ramneftes had fet it ina 
Temple to the honour of the Sunne ) with purpofe to have conyeyed it unto Cox- 
fl astinople. Vhey adorned thefe places with the images of their gods, and. {poiles of 
their enemies. Before tne beginning ofthe race, they carryed their idols about ia 
afolemn proceffion. W hereof amorous Ovid fitting in the Cirque by his Miftris,

The catching and killing of beafts by the hands of men , which were of a mor. 
fearfull nature , was alfo prefented in the Cirque ; thus exprefled by Vopi(cws in th= 
life of the Emperor Proéws: A liberall hunting he beftowed in the Cirque, to bee 
cartyed allaway by the people. The manner of the {pectable was: Great trees by 
the roots pull’d up by the fouldiers, were faftned to pieces of timber,in many places 
conjoyned : which when covered with earth,the whole Cirque did appear asa floue - 
rifhing wood: into which were truft 1000 Oftridges, 1000 Stags, 1000 Bores ) 
tooo Bucks, Goats, Sheep, wild-beafts , and other creatures that live upon graffe, as 
many as could be found out and preferved. Then {uftering the people to enter, they 
caught, & carried away whatfoever they could. From the Weft end of this Cirque 
we defcended a little amongft certain ruines, where divers Urnes are yer to bee feen 
in the coftcaves of old walls , containing the afhes of the Romanes, Leaving the for= 

faken Promontory that thewed nothing but defolation. We retired to our boat 
and croffed the Bay unto the fhore of Purzol, toa place where the fand is fo hot 
Tiggsgeaees wathed with every billow ) that like it was tohave f{calded our 
ands, though {uddenly pull'd forth again. From hence we rowe: to Nefs , a little 
Ifland.and but little removed trom the point of Paz/ilype ; once fabled to have been 
a Nymph, and beloved of the mountain , .

It hatha round Tower in the midft over-looking thofe coafts, witha little port 
turning toward the South, making befides a {afe ftation for Ships between it and the 
mountain. ae 
So paft we along the fide of P2u/ilyve, clothed with Natures moft rich &  beauti- 
full tapeltry : the frequented fhore affording diverfity of folaces; befides other edifi- 
ces,bearing the impreffions of fundry ancient ftruatures. Amongft the reft,that now 
called Copinzs;a Grot defcended into by degrees from the houfe that ftood above it: 
once belonging unto 'Pollie Vibins,and left unto Anguftw Cafar by his will. This cru- 
elly luxurious Pollo accuftomed his. Lampreys, kept in this ftew,to feed upon mans 
fiefh:into which be threw his condemned flaves.Upon a time having invited Augx- 
frus to (upper .a boy breaking acryftall glaffe,. and for that mifchance being to bee 
devoured by fithes,befought Avgu/tus that he would not fuffer him to die fo wretch- 
edadeath. When the Emperour commanded that they fhould let himalone ; and 
withall that all the cryftills which were in the houfe fhould be fetcht: which he 
caufed to be broken and thrown into the fith-pool. Thus was the friend of Cefar to 
be chaftifed, and well he exercifed his authority. We will not fpeak of the roots of 
hills here hollowed by Lucull#s ; for which: called gowned Xerxes by Tubero the 
Stoick : but proceed unto the houle of Pacobus Sanpaxarixs that excellent Poet,given 
him by King Frederick)8¢ called Mergellina: which by his laft Teftament he conver- 
ted into a Monaftery , having there buiJt a Temple to the birth of the Virgin, And 
herein his fepulchre'is to be {cen of a fait white marble, with his figure cut tothe 
life: froma whofe mouth the Bees do feem as it were to fuck honey.On the one fide is 
the ftatuie of eF -ollo, and’on the other of A¢inervathouglrcalled bythe names of Da- 
vid and Judith He is beholding to Cardinal Bembas for thisthete engraven Epitaph,

Now upon depatting from Naples , I was perfwaded not to venture over land by 
reafon of the infalubrious feafon (the dog-ftar then raging ) proving often mortall 
to the ftranger, but efpecially after a rain: infomuch, that lately of four and twenty 
Freach-men, but four gota live unto Florence,So that agreed witha Genoefetocatry 
me in his Feluca to Neptuxe. But ftaying too long for my companion, ( an Englifh- 
man that dwelt at Ligorne)theboat put trom fhore; which we were fain to follow in 
another: Croffing the mouth of the Bay of Putz, the feas grew fuddenly rough, 8¢ 
wee out of hope of fafery: when by a French fifher-man we were fuccoured 5 and in 
his bark tranfported to Prechita where the other Feluca ftayd for us.

Di- 
vers ftragling houfes there bethrouighout the Tfland. Fohn'de Prochita, a renowned 
citizen of oalern , was once Lord of thts place from whence he produced his origi- 
nall: who deprived Charls of the domitiion of S#crlia, and was authour of that 
bloudy Even-fong,as formerly declared. Provoked thereunto, in that Charls had 
difpoffeffed: him of Prechita; or rather for abuting his wife, as is reported by o- 
thers:.whom the Aragoniaw that cofeby the fall ot the Fresch , made Govetnour 
of Valentia. : :

The next day the wind ble wing favourable, we failed clofe under Cuma» and 
croffed alittle beyond the mouth of /ulearnvs : ariver that rifeth inthe countrey 
ofthe Samatres , and glidias by Capza(butthree miles diftant from the ruines of 
the old ) here talleth into the fea : where {tood a City ( now norto be {een ) of that 
name. Between this and Cvma,, buta little rernoved from the fhore, ftand the 
raines Of Livternum, ennobled by the Sepulchre of Scipso Africanns ; who grieved 
at the un-gratefull accufations of the R gmanes, abandoned the unkind City: & reti- 
ring hither, here ended his days’, asa man of private condition. By this therets 
a lake of thatname, & nearer the fhore a tower , at this day called Torre della patria.

Alittle proceeding, Sinwef{ fhewed us her reliques , fo named of the crooked fhorey 
but more anciently Sixope ; and then a Greek Colony. Hither the Emperor Clawdins 
repaired, in hope to recover his health through the temperature of the air, and ver= 
tue of the waters: but contrarily here met with the mufhromes that poifoned him. 
At thefe baths 7igellinis, a beaftly boy ; anda vicious old man jin chief credit with 
Nero for his luxury and cruelty , recived the meflage of his death ( then-dallying 

‘th his concubines : ) which with a fearfull ,and flow hand ,in the end he accom- 

thed. Thefe waters are {aid to cure women of their barreneffe ; and men of their 
madneffe ; but men rather here lofe their wits with too much fenfuality 5 as women 
that defeét by the forfeiture of theit vertues: fickneffe being but a pretence for 
theit gadding: of old jefted at by the Epigrammatift.

Haliparnaffus reports that he left bis courfe (as that of V#ltwrnas) and ran back to 
his fountain,at {uch time as Ariftodemns was tyrant of (uma.

The Lobfters of this river are commended 
by Atheseus: whereof when e4picis had tafted (who lived inthe dans of Tyberins) 
4 man of great (ubftance , and devoted wholly to luxury and his belly , he feated 
himfelf at Afiatarnam (a City which ftood a little up the ftream ) that he might at 
all times, and more liberally feed on them. And having heard that far greater were 
taken upon the coafts of +4 frica, he failedthither of purpofe to make proof. But 
finding it otherwife,(for the African fifher-men fore-knowing of his coming, whilft 
yeta fhip-board, had orefented him with the greateft ) without fo much as goin: 
afhore, he returned into fra’y, This was that Apicixs that wrote whole volumes o

containing the body of Charls of Burbon , Generall of the Army of Charles the 
fifth ; and flain in the ack of Rome. Name. we onely the Trophieof Sempronius 
‘Atracinus , which ftood without the City ; pulled dowato built the Front of a 
Temple: and theSepulchre of Vitruvins , framed to have been Ciceroes by the Caje- 
tanians: whereupon: Alphonfus hafting thither , caufed the monument to be freed 
from the over-growing buthes; but when by the infcription he found it to belong 
to the other, he aid, that the (ujetanians had received oile,, but not wifdome from 
Minerva. Many tuines there are hereabput , that yet accufe the fore-going ages of 
vanity and riot : amongft the reft thofe of the Palace of Fauftima ( where for the 
night following wee took up our lodging ) in which. fhee lived fo, voluptuoufly. 
OF whom Fusus Capiroleaus: many conjecture that Commeodas was born in adultery: 
confidering Fa#/tinas behaviour at Cayera : who difhonoured her felf with the fami- 
liarity of Mariners and Feucers. Whereof when Afareas Antonius was told, and per-

The next day we put again to {ea , rowing along a pleafant fhore.We paftby the 
lake of Fundi, that hath a Townofthat name atthe furtheftend , erected out of 
the decayes of the old, fackt not long agoe by the Pyrate, Barbaroffa. This is the ma- 
ritime limit ofthe Neapolitaa kingdome. Terracina a City belonging to the Papacy, 
appeared to us next : fo called of / rachina , in that feated on a cliffy ill: and Anxnr, 
of the Temple here dedicated to Jupiter, Anxurss, which is beardleffe.

The mountain was called e4 4 of the horrors 8 calamities of the place. The fable 
was fitted tothe place, in that producing a number of herbs and plants of different 
vertues, Circe fignifieth no other then the Suns circumvolution, whofe heat and di- 
recter beams do quicken whatfoever is vegetable.She is faid to have bin prone unto 
Jove, in that heat & moyfture are the parents of venerous defires: being alfo fained 
to have been begotten by Sol on Perfes, the daughter of the Oceas, and therefore an 
allurer unto intemperancy ; whercby fhe tranformed U/y/fes his mates into beafts ; 
(for no better are the fenfuall; ) whom he by fprinkling them with Moly (whichis 
temperance )an hearb hardly to be found by iiorcals-teffored again unto their man- 
ly proportions. The mountain mounteth on high, and aloft on the Eaft-fide bears 
the ruines of an ole City called formerly Circe. Below it ftands the New, named 
St.Felice; and neerer the fhore a ruine, the fuppofed tombe of E/penor ; one , and the 
wortt of U/y/fes his mates who though reftored from the fhape of afwine, betook 
im again to his cups, and broke his neek in hisdrunkneffe, here buried by him.

From hence we came to Neptuze, where they fet me afhore,and proceeded on the *| 
voyage.

Adorned it was on each fide with houfes and Maufoleums ;. which now heteand 
there doe thew their half drowned reliques. : 
Neptune doth pofleffe the fole of that ancient eAnrinns fo called, for that it was > 
the firft City that ftood.on this fhore: once the chic feat of the 7olfcians , and ther 
powertull in fhipping, although deftitute of a-haven, Infomuch as when taken frors 
them by the Romans, they fixed the beaks of their fhips inthe Forwm at Rome (called + 
theretipon Ko/tra.) where they made their orations‘to the peopte. It ftands upon a’; 
rock, and was much frequented by the principall Romanestor their folace, andin 
their retirements fromthe cumber$ of the City : fo that jc might: contend withthe | 
belt for magnificent buildings.

The ftéépnefs of the rock. gives a naturall {trength to rhe City : fortified befides 
with two Cafties; furveying the fea, and commanding the fhore. The buildiugsare 
old; the inhabitants none of the civilleft : fubject it 1s to the Papacy. 

About-one of the clock next morning I departed witha guide of the town. We 
entred a great wood.5.in the time of Paganif{me facred unto fupiter. Having rid 
thorow it before the Sun was yet an hour high,we mounted the more eminent foil; 
which:gaye usthe full view of the large under-lying level. We paffed thenthorow a” 
chamipian country, rich in wines & grain: feafted with variety of objeéts, untillthe |' 
parched earth reflecting 291 mmoderate & unwholefome heat,enforced us to houfe 


our felves.inan Inne fome fifteen miles diftant from Rome,unto which we rid in the 
cool of the evening. Having ftayed here four days (as long as I durft)fecured by the 
faith 8 cae of Mr. Nicholas Fitz-Herbert,who accompanied me inthe furveying of 

ic City, I departed to Siena s and having feen 


all the antiquities and, glories of that , 
Elorence, Bolonia, and Ferrara, imbarqued on the Po; and fo returned unto Vemce.
